Hynes  to  the  Chamber  retired  and  presently 
returned  in  company  with  the  Mayor  who  was 
greeted  with  applause  upon  his  entrance. 

Chairman  HURLEY — Members  of  the  City 
Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  I  am  pleased 
to  present  his  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  who 
will  now  deliver  his  annual  address.    Mayor  Hynes. 

ANNUAL    ADDRESS    OF     HON.     JOHN     B. 
HYNES,   MAYOR   OF   BOSTON. 

Mayor  HYNES— Chairman  IHurley,  Monsignor 
Gallagher,  gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  and 
invited  guests,  in  the  annual  message  to  the  City 
Council,  it  has  been  customary  for  the  Mayor  to 


enumerate  and  recount  the  activities  and  accom- 
plishments of  the  municipal  government  during 
the  preceding  year. 

Today,  to  a  great  extent,  I  shall  depart  from 
that  custom  in  order  that  I  may  give  emphasis  to 
those  matters  which  have  a  strong  influence  in  the 
present  and  future  course  of  the  city  government. 

However,  it  can  be  stated  that  advances  have 
been  made  and  substantial  progress  realized  in  the 
various  branches  and  functions  of  the  city.  Brief 
references  will  be  made  in  this  talk  to  a  few  of  the 
advances  we  have  achieved. 

At  the  outset  of  this  discussion,  let  me  report 
that  the  current  situation  of  our  municipality,  on 
the  whole,  is  fairly  good. 

The  required  municipal  services  are  being 
provided  with  improved  efficiency;  our  structures 
and  plant  are  in  reasonably  good  condition;  our 
major  outlays  are  within  our  limitations;  our 
obligations  are  being  met  with  regularity;  our 
credit  rating  is  good. 

The  gross  and  the  net  debt  of  the  city  have  been 
substantially  reduced. 

Unless  there  is  a  decided  change  in  general  eco- 
nomic conditions,  we  can  expect  no  decided  change 
in  our  own  economic  condition  as  a  municipality. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  the  gray  clouds 
which  hover  above  us  have  neither  disappeared  nor 
grown  smaller.  They  are  still  there,  an  ominous 
warning  that  we  be  prepared  for  the  showers,  the 
rains,  or  the  floods,  which  might,  at  any  time, 
descend  upon  us. 

Almost  every  large  city  in  America  which  is  an 
urban  center  is  beset  with  many  difficulties,  some 
old,  and  some  of  recent  development.  In  none  of 
these  metropolitan  cities  are  the  difficulties  more 
deep-rooted,  more  pronounced,  or  more  numerous 
than  those  which  face  our  old  city. 

Unlike  most  large  cities,  our  area  is  small.  Con- 
sequently, the  process  of  decentralization  is  more 
quickly  felt  in  Boston  than  in  those  cities  whose 
areas  still  include  space  for  expansion. 

Unlike  most  large  cities,  our  income  base  is 
narrow.  Three-quarters  of  the  cost  of  our  munic- 
ipal government  is  borne  by  owners  of  real  estate. 
Consequently,  our  tax  rate  is  higher  than  in  other 
large  cities  whose  tax  base  may  include  a  sales  tax, 
a  payroll  tax,  occupational,  utility  or  other  taxes. 

When  comparisons  between  Boston  and  other 
large  cities  are  made,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that, 
in  almost  every  case,  Boston  operates  within  a 
lesser  area,  and  without  the  sources  of  income 
available  to  these  other  cities. 

If  the  artificial  boundary  lines  between  Boston 
and  Greater  Boston  were  removed,  as  some  day 
they  will  be,  and  if  Boston  did  not  have  to  rely 
on  real  estate  for  its  chief  source  of  income,  our 
tax  rate  would  be  comparable  to  that  of  any  other 
large  city,  and  our  competitive  position  greatly 
strengthened. 

I  strongly  recommend  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  all  civic  organizations  serious  consideration 
of  the  possibility  of  the  formation  of  a  Greater 
Boston  municipality  and  the  possibility  of  an 
equitable  broadening  of  the  present  unfair  base. 

Until  either  of  these  possibilities  becomes  a 
reality,  the  most  prudent,  efficient  and  watchful 
management  of  the  city's  affairs  will  avail  but 
little.  Boston's  basic  problems  are  of  major 
proportions.  They  call  for  action  on  a  major 
scale.  They  call  for  the  concerted  support  of  all 
those  who  realize  that  a  sound,  healthy,  progressive 
Boston  is  essential  if  we  are  to  have  a  sound, 
healthy,  and  progressive  Commonwealth. 

While  we  await  the  major  assistance  which  must 
be  forthcoming,  it  is  our  obligation  to  strive  con- 
stantly to  provide  the  services  of  a  municipal 
corporation  with  efficiency,  with  an  eye  to  present 
and  eventual  costs,  and  necessarily  with  considera- 
tion for  the  taxpayer. 

With  these  policies  in  mind,  we  have  entered 
upon  a  period  of  changes  in  municipal  administra- 
tion which  I  expect  will  be  productive  of  good 
results.  For  example,  we  have  broadened  the 
powers  of  the  City  Planning  Board  so  that  the 
recommendations  and  the  plans  of  this  Body  of 
very  fine,  civic-minded  citizens  may  guide  our 
expenditures  of  a  capital  nature.  In  that  respect, 
a  capital  outlay  budget,  necessarily  of  som?  flexi- 
bility, will  be  followed.  Major  expenditures,  to 
be  paid  for  in  the  future,  will  not  receive  approval 
until  first  given  the  approbation  of  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board. 

The  first  long  step  in  the  problem  of  personnel 
relations  has  been  taken  in  the  adoption  of  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plan.  This  plan, 
which  has  brought  some  order  and  justice  out  of 
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a  chaotic  personnel  situation,  must  be,  and  will 
be,  rigidly  adhered  to.  Any  attempts  to  break  it 
down,  or  circumvent  it,  by  individuals  or  groups 
should,  and  will,  receive  little  encouragement. 
Personnel  costs  now  represent,  by  far,  the  pre- 
dominant charges  of  municipal  government. 
Their  upward  climb  must  be  checked. 

We  must  always  remember  that  government  is 
not  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  employees,  but,  at 
the  same  time,  we  must  give  to  employees  a  fair  re- 
turn for  their  services.  The  present  plan  is  a  fair  one. 
It  is  beneficial,  if  not  generous,  to  the  great  majority 
of  city  workers.  It  is,  therefore,  expected  of  all  em- 
ployees that  they  produce  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  their  individual  positions. 

If  the  city  is  to  maintain  the  present  scales  of 
compensation,  and  if  the  present  plan  is  to  remain 
worthwhile,  it  is  obvious  that  we  must  get  along 
with  a  lesser  number  of  city  employees.  A  deter- 
mination of  the  number  of  employees  necessary  for 
efficient  municipal  administration  is  the  second, 
and,  perhaps,  most  important  factor  in  the  problem 
of  personnel  costs.  It  is  the  problem  to  which  we 
will  devote  considerable  attention  in  the  immediate 
future.  It  is  not  my  intention,  incidentally,  to  dis- 
charge any  persons  now  in  the  employ  of  the  city. 
In  this  connection,  the  proposed  reorganization 
of  city  departments  and  functions  will  result  in  the 
need  of  fewer  employees.  This  proposed  reorganiza- 
tion of  city  departments,  substantially  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Finance  Commission  administra- 
tive survey,  will  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
when  enabling  legislation  is  adopted  by  the  1953 
Legislature.  The  reorganization  contemplates  the 
reduction  of  the  number  of  existing  departments 
from  more  than  thirty  to  ten  or  twelve  major  de- 
partments. The  prime  purpose  of  such  reorganiza- 
tion is  greater  efficiency  at  lesser  cost. 

During  1953  we  shall  go  forward  in  the  program 
of  revaluation  of  all  city  properties.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  city  has  there  been  a  logical,  scientific 
basis  for  property  valuations.  We  believe  that  such  a 
comprehensive  revaluation  is  not  only  imperative 
in  the  light  of  equity  to  all  parties,  but  we  also  be- 
lieve it  will  result  in  a  greatly  reduced  number  of 
petitions  for  abatements  which  are  now,  and  have 
been  for  some  time,  the  bane  of  city  administra- 
tions. 

The  year  1953  presents  many  problems,  some  of 
which  we  can  wrestle  with  and  solve  within  our  own 
authority,  and  others  about  which  we  can,  by  and 
of  ourselves,  do  little. 

The  MTA,  for  instance,  continues  to  be  a  grow- 
ing source  of  expense  to  the  city.  In  the  1953  tax 
computation,  we  will  be  required  to  provide  some 
S6,500,000  for  MTA  deficits.  This  deficit  is  greater 
than  the  appropriation  made  for  any  but  the  very 
largest  city  departments. 

Certainly,  the  time  lias  come  for  a  more  realistic 
attitude  towards  this  essential  facility.  Mass  trans- 
portation is  a  necessity,  a  daily  necessity  for  some 
and  an  occasional  necessity  for  others.  It  must  be 
maintained. 

It  is  inconceivable,  however,  that  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  should  continue  to  pay  64  per  cent  of  the 
annual  deficit  of  the  road. 

I  call  upon  the  incoming  governor  and  legislature 
to  give  the  present  and  future  status  of  mass  trans- 
portation prompt  consideration.  The  annual  MTA 
deficits  growing  in  proportion  is  one  of  the  chief 
obstacles  to  a  lower  tax  rate  in  Boston. 

The  combined  problem  of  traffic  and  parking,  a 
most  pressing  and  acute  problem,  will  receive  our 
close  study  during  the  year.  To  improve  the  present 
traffic  situation  may  call  for  the  adoption  of  drastic 
remedies.  More  off-street  parking  facilities,  similar 
to  the  one  completed  and  in  operation  at  Winthrop 
square,  will  be  constructed. 

With  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  and  from 
the  receipts  of  parking  meters,  parking  areas  in 
local  shopping  communities  will  be  laid  out  in 
various  sections.  There  is  no  better  way,  in  my 
estimation,  to  retain  and  attract  business  to  our 
city  than  by  providing  these  much-needed  facilities. 
It  is  also  my  expectation  that  the  construction  of 
the  long-awaited  underground  garage  at  Boston 
Common  will  begin  this  year. 

In  concluding  this  message,  let  me  state  that 
I  have  not  attempted  to  review  or  recapitulate  all 
of  the  activities  or  problems  of  the  city  government. 
Suffice  it  for  me  to  report  that  our  No.  1  problem 
isTa  forbiddingly  high  tax  rate  which  is  the  main 
reason  for  the  discouragingly  low  amount  of  new 
taxable  construction  in  our  city.  In  happier 
days,  the  ordinary  increases  in  municipal  costs 
were  met  by  the  returns  from  such  new  construc- 


tion. No  longer  is  this  so.  In  fact,  we  are  losing, 
by  way  of  nontaxable  improvements,  nore  than 
we  gain  each  year. 

Manifestly,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  substan- 
tial new  revenues,  we  must  cut  our  cloth  so  that 
the  already  high  tax  rate  will  not  go  higher.  This 
means  most  careful  scrutiny  of  all  city  expendi- 
tures. It  means  economies  such  as  those  now 
being  made  at  the  City  Hospital.  It  means 
dispensing  with  certain  services,  such  as  the  East 
Boston  Ferry,  which  no  longer  serve  their  original 
purpose.  It  means  we  must  look  with  coolness 
upon  any  legislative  proposals  which  increase  the 
cost  of  government,  regardless  of  who  sponsors 
such  legislation.  It  means  watching  the  minor 
expenditures,  as  well  as  the  major  expenditures. 
It  means  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  City 
Council  with  the  Mayor,  and  the  active  coopera- 
tion of  all  our  citizens. 

By  doing  our  best  with  the  tools  at  hand,  by 
eternal  watchfulness,  by  coastant  effort,  and  by 
stout  resistance  to  pressure  groups,  organized  or 
not,  we  can  guide  our  city  through  this  period  of 
anxiety  and  transformation,  so  that  it  will  be  in 
position  to  go  forward  to  a  more  encouraging 
future. 

The  sum  total  of  our  common  efforts  can,  and 
will,  result  in  a  better  Boston. 

To  all  of  you  members  of  the  City  Council,  I 
wish  the  coming  year  to  be  a  very  happy  one,  a 
very. fruitful  one,  and  a  healthy  one  for  each  of  you. 
Thank  you.     (Applause.) 

Chairman  HURLEY — Thank  you  Mr.  Mayor, 
for  a  very  fine  address.  The  Chair  now  appoints 
Councillors  Kerrigan  and  Ward  to  escort  his 
Honor  from  the  chamber.  There  will  now  be  a 
short  recess  until  the  return  of  the  councillors 
escorting  the  Mayor.

It  is  customary  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
at  its  first  meeting  in  the  New  Year  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the  year 
of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
receipts.  This  method  of  financing  is  made  neces- 
sary by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts 
municipal  tax  calendar  the  bulk  of  the  city's 
revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

Under  existing  law,  the  city  could  issue  in  1953 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary 
notes  in  the  approximate  amount,  of  8116,500,000. 
In  my  opinion  it  is  desirable  that  an  authorization 
of  $75,000,000  be  made  in  order  to  cover  require- 
ments as  they  now  appear  for  the  financial  year 
1953.  In  1952  an  authorization  of  $60,000,000 
was  made  and  it  was  necessary  to  Issue  during  the 
year  temporary  notes  to  this  full  amount.  It  is 
estimated,  however,  that  in  the  current  year  actual 
cash  requirements  will  exceed  those  of  1952,  first, 
because  of  the  operation  of  the  new  compensation 
plan  in  city  and  county  departments  and  the  single 
salary  schedule  in  the  School  Department,  and, 
second,  because  of  an  anticipated  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
deficit  assessment.  It  is  also  anticipated  that 
certain  items  of  revenue  will  not  approach  in  the 
current  year  the  totals  actually  received  in  1952. 
It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  actual  issuance 
of  temporary  notes  under  this  authorization  by  the 
City  Treasurer  will  be  made  only  as  required  to 
finance  without  interruption  departmental  services 
and  operations.  I  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  an  order  in  the  amount  previously 
stated  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  con- 
sideration and  adoption.

date  and  bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the 
same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  the  City 
Treasurer  and  the  Mayor  may  determine.  The 
said  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  further  authorized 
to  renew  or  refund  any  such  notes  issued  for  a 
shorter  period  than  one  year,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.

of  Correction,  a  representative  of  the  Boston 
Juvenile  Court,  and/or  any  other  municipal  or 
state  officials  he  may  request,  in  order  to  make  an 
immediate  study  and  investigation  of  conditions 
cited  herein,  looking  toward  protection  of  our  citi- 
zenry from  such  crimes  and  the  general  preservation 
of  law  and  order  in  the  City  of  Boston.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  memo  from  your  office  with 
attached  City  Council  order  filed  by  Councillor 
Piemonte  relative  to  the  flooding  of  playgrounds 
for  skating  in  the  Hyde  Park  district. 

There  are  four  major  playgrounds  in  this  area, 
namely,  Smith  Pond  Playground,  Wesley  G.  Ross 
Playground,  Readville  Playground,  and  Almont 
Street  Playground  in  Mattapan.  Two  of  these 
areas  are  always  flooded  for  skating  and  they  arc 
two  of  the  largest  playgrounds  we  have  in  the  city, 
Smith  Pond  and  Almont  Street  Playgrounds.  Both 
of  these  areas  are  extensively  used  and  are  among 
the  finest  skating  areas  we  have  in  the  city. 

For  the  first  time  in  over  25  years  it  was  not 
possible  to  flood  Smith  Pond  Playground  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  water  was  not  high  enough  in 
Turtle  Pond  Brook  in  the  reservation  section  of 
Hyde  Park.  All  of  our  water  supply  for  Smith 
Pond  Playground  for  skating  comes  through  the 
brook  on  which  we  have  erected  water  gates. 

When  the  water  is  high  we  open  the  gates,  allow- 
ing the  water  to  flow  to  a  proper  depth  on  the  field. 
Because  of  the  extremely  dry  weather  during  the 
recent  summer  and  fall  months  the  water  has  not 
risen  sufficiently  to  allow  flooding.  This  water, 
when  sufficiently  high  enough,  is  carried  off  through 
various  tunnels  until  it  meets  with  the  Neponset 
River. 

We  were  able  to  receive  the  cooperation  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  they  connected  a  hose  with 
the  nearest  hydrant  on  a  neighborhood  street  and 
have  flooded  this  area  for  skating.  All  we  really 
need  is  one  or  two  good  rainstorms,  and  this  area 
will  stay  flooded  the  entire  winter  as  we  have  an 
excellent  foundation  in  the  field  for  holding  the 
water. 

The  reason  for  the  inability  for  flooding  the  play- 
ground was  explained  in  a  satisfactory  manner  to 
several  groups  and  organizations  in  Hyde  Park, 
and  we  do  not  anticipate  any  further  complaints. 

Almont  Street  Playground  is  always  in  excellent 
condition. 

The  other  two  areas,  the  Ross  and  Readville 
Playgrounds,  are  not  suitable  for  flooding  for 
skating. 

First,  the  playgrounds  will  not  hold  water,  and 
secondly,  with  relation  to  Ross  Playground,  any 
flooding  there  in  the  past  has  been  disastrous  as 
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the  water  flows  from  the  playground  into  the 
cellars  of  various  homes  bordering  the  playground 
area. 

It  is  our  policy  to  arrange  for  skating  in  various 
sections  of  the  city,  but  not  on  every  playground 
or  play  area.  This  would  not  be  possible  or 
practical.

There  are  three  sites  at  Fields  Corner  that  were 
studied,  but  the  one  recommended  which  shall  be 
known  as  Site  No.  1  at  Fields  Corner  is  the  most 
desirable  of  the  three.  In  the  event  that  Site  No. 
1  proves  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand,  after 
a  fair  trial,  the  Board  will  then  recommend  the 
construction  of  additional  parking  spaces  in  the 
area,   which  have  already  been  studied. 

The  shopping  facilities  at  Fields  Corner  are 
grouped  about  the  intersection  of  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Adams  street.  Most  of  the  shopping 
activities  are  on  the  western  and  southern  sides 
of  the  intersection,  and  the  income  from  the 
existing  parking  meters  indicates  a  higher  parking 
demand  along  the  eastern  side  of  Dorchester 
avenue,   between  Park  street  and  Adams  street. 

Site^  No.  1  runs  between  the  rapid  transit  fine 
and  Lincoln  street.

The  Planning  Board  "General  Plan  for  Boston" 
in  its  discussion  on  local  shopping  areas  has  dif- 
ferentiated between  the  various  types  of  shopping 
facilities,  classifying  them  as  major,  secondary,  or 
scattered.  It  has  selected  Cleary  square,  Hyde  Park, 
as  one  of  the  major  types. 

The  shopping  area  in  Hyde  Park,  Cleary  square, 
is  spread  out  along  Hyde  Park  avenue,  River  street, 
and  Fairmount  avenue.  Although  a  good  number 
of  stores  are  located  between  Hyde  Park  avenue 
and  the  railroad,  most  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  area  east  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  where  the  major- 
ity of  the  shopping  facilities  are  located.  The  best 
site  to  be  considered  for  parking  is  the  area  fronting 
on  Winthrop  street,  between  Hyde  Park  avenue  and 
Harvard  avenue.  If  a  strip  300  feet  by  54  feet  were 
used,  loading  operations  would  not  be  restricted, 
good  circulation  could  be  maintained,  and  most  effi- 
cient use  of  the  land  for  parking  could  be  had.

driveways,  or  suitable  recesses  for  trucks,  so  as  to 
provide  that  in  both  instances  all  applicants  for 


building  permits,  private  and  commercial,  shall 
be  required  to  make  provision  for  parking  facilities 
to  relieve  the  city  streets  from  the  intolerable 
congestion  of  recent  years.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  January  19, 
1953,  requesting  that  parking  privileges  be  allowed 
to  residents  of  the  Fairmount  Housing  Project  and 
on  the  streets  in  that  area,  I  wish  to  report  that  the 
Traffic  Commission  has  no  authority  to  grant  per- 
mission for  parking  on  public  streets.  _ 

Our  powers  are  limited  to  restrictions  of  parking, 
prohibitions  of  parking,  and  other  such  activities, 
but  there  is  no  authority  available  which  can 
legally  give  permission  for  parking.  By  common 
law  the  highways  belong  to  the  people  and  are  used 
for  travel.  Stopping  and  standing  of  vehicles, 
incidental  to  travel,  is  authorized,  but  storage  of 
vehicles  in  the  street  for  an  unlimited  period  of 
time  is  not  authorized. 

The  problem  of  parking  by  residents  ot  large 
apartment  houses  is  universal  throughout  the  city, 
and  apartments  are  built  with  no  provisions  for 
parking  facilities  and  tenants  are  required  to  find 
their  own  parking  spaces  wherever  possible.  In 
many  instances  available  off-street  parking  spaces 
cannot  be  found  in  the  area  of  large  apartment 
houses  or  projects.  The  net  result  is  that  the 
owner  of  an  automobile  who  resides  in  one  of  these 
apartments  is  harassed  and  appeals  to  the  Traffic 
Commission  for  relief. 

Inadequate  state  legislation  prevents  us  from 
doing  what  the  people  want  done,  so  that  it  is 
impossible  at  this  time  to  grant  the  request  of  the 
above-mentioned  Council  order.

BUDGET   FOR   1953. 

The  following  was  received: 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
City  Hall,  February  2,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  tax  and  appropriation  orders  for  the  year  1953.  These  appropriation  orders, 
plus  those  which  will  be  presented  to  your  Honorable  Body  at  a  later  date,  will  provide  for  the  maintenance 
requirements  of  city  and  county  departments  for  a  twelve-month  period. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  1953  maintenance  requirements  for  city  and  county  departments  exceed  those 
for  1952  by  $891,437.66.  However,  the  salary  increases  to  members  of  the  Fire,  Police,  and  Library  de- 
partments, to  be  submitted  as  a  supplementary  appropriation,  will  further  increase  maintenance  require- 
ments by  approximately  $1,000,000.  The  total  budget  requirements  for  1953  will  be  less  than  2  per  cent 
greater  than  those  for  1952. 

Were  it  not  for  wage  and  salary  adjustments,  due  in  the  main,  to  the  institution  of  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan,  the  total  budgetary  needs  for  1953  would  be  lower  than  those  for  1952.  Personnel 
requirements  now  represent  over  57  per  cent  of  the  total  maintenance  budget  of  city  and  county  departments. 
Obviously,  if  this  high  percentage  for  personnel  needs  is  not  reduced  the  ordinary  maintenance  requirements 
of  the  city  will  suffer.  For  this  reason,  in  this  year's  budget,  some  300  positions  have  been  eliminated. 
This  policy  of  not  filling  vacancies  will,  of  necessity,  be  continued  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

Budget  allowances  herewith  submitted  have  been  arrived  at  after  careful  and  painstaking  scrutiny. 
Undoubtedly,  some  departments  will  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  present  operations  within  the  amounts 
allowed.  However,  the  present  financial  means  of  the  city  call  for  the  exercise  of  the  strictest  economies. 
It  has  been  necessary,  therefore,  to  trim  the  budget  allowances  to  the  lowest  point  consistent  with  acceptable 
public  service. 

Accompanying  this  communication  is  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  budget  allowances.  I  trust  that  your 
Honorable  Body  will  give  approval,  as  promptly  as  is  possible,  to  the  tax  and  appropriation  orders  submitted 
this  date.

PERSONAL  SERVICES. 

The  appropriation  for  permanent  employees  shows  an  increase  of  $1,318,858.73  over  the  same  appro" 
priation  for  1952.  Actually  this  increase  should  have  been  $1,880,000  because  of  the  necessity  for  providing 
additional  sums  as  indicated  below : 

Public  Welfare  Department $400,000 

In  1952,  the  Public  Welfare  Department  received  federal  grants  of  approximately 
$1,400,000  for  salaries  but  it  is  anticipated  that  only  approximately  $1,000,000  will  be 
received  for  this  purpose  for  1953.  This  situation  accounts  for  $400,000  of  the  increase 
in  this  item. 

Full-Year  Requirement  for  Compensation  Plan 400,000 

This  additional  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  full  year  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Compensation  Plan  which  was  effective  for  only  nine  months  of  1952. 

1953  Step-Rate  Increments      .  750,000 

This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  current 
increments  established  by  the  new  Compensation  Plan. 

Adjustment  in  Lieu  of  Meals 300,000 

This  additional  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  additional  increments  granted 
late  in  December  to  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  employees  upon  establishment  of  the  pay 
cafeteria  system. 
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Increases  to  Department  Heads $30,000 

This  additional  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  for  a  full  year  for  increases  granted  depart- 
ment heads  on  the  last  day  of  1952. 

By  readjustment  of  quota  numbers,  particularly  in  the  City  Hospital,  Sanatorium  Division,  and  Long 
Island  Hospital,  and  by  further  eliminating  existing  vacancies  in  other  departments,  the  number  of  employees 
listed  in  the  budget  will  be  988  less  than  in  1952.  Further  drastic  reductions  in  appropriations  for  temporary 
employees  and  overtime  resulted  in  a  net  increase  for  personal  services  of  only  $748,641.39. 

CONTRACTUAL  SERVICES 

It  is  difficult  to  further  reduce  the  appropriation  for  this  group,  which  shows  an  increase  over  1952, 
because  the  allowances  for  the  following  purposes,  which  are  a  major  factor  in  causing  the  increase,  are 
deemed  essential : 

Printing  Revised  Building  Code $10,500 

This  additional  sum  will  be  necessary  for  printing  a  revised  edition  of  the  building  code. 

Demolition  op  Unsafe  Buildings 30,000 

For  demolition  of  unsafe  buildings  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made  in  1952  because 
of  a  carry-over. 

Food  Survey _ 60,000 

An  additional  $40,000  is  necessary  in  the  Hospital  Department  and  an  additional  $20,000 
in  the  Sanatorium  Division  in  order  to  continue  and  extend  the  survey  being  conducted 
by  the  Crotty  Brothers  in  connection  with  the  food  service  at  these  institutions. 

Visiting  Staff  at  Long  Island  Hospital 25,000 

This  additional  sum  provides  for  payment  to  the  visiting  staff  at  Long  Island  Hospital 
which  was  charged  last  year  to  personal  services. 

Electricity 20,000 

$20,000  for  increased  cost  of  electricity  due  to  installation  of  additional  street  lights. 

SUPPLIES  AND   MATERIALS 

While  this  item  shows  a  decrease,  a  further  decrease  could  have  been  made  had  not  the  following  appro- 
priations been  deemed  essential: 

Printing  Ballots $15,000 

The  expense  of  printing  the  ballots  which  must  be  borne  by  the  city  in  the  coming  municipal 
election. 

Fire  Department  Supplies 30,000 

This  additional  sum  is  necessary  for  supplies  in  the  Fire  Department,  mainly  for  new 
cable  in  connection  with  the  relocation  of  fire  alarm  facilities  due  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  Expressway,  and  also  an  increase  in  the  item  for  uniform  allowances. 

Library  Books 55,000 

This  additional  sum  has  been  allowed  over  last  year's  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  branch  libraries. 

Patching  Material _ 25,000 

This  additional  sum  over  last  year's  appropriation  has  been  allowed  for  the  purchase  of 
patching  material  for  the  Paving  Service. 

CURRENT   CHARGES   AND   OBLIGATIONS 

This  appropriation  shows  an  increase  over  1952  which  is  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  old  age  assistance, 
aid  to  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  and  for  veterans'  benefits. 

EQUIPMENT 

In  order  to  make  this  reduction,  equipment  items  have  been  reduced  very  drastically  in  every  depart- 
ment. However,  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  the  following  essential  increases  were  provided,  the  amount 
of  this  reduction  would  have  been  greater: 

X-Ray  Equipment $20,000 

This  sum  has  been  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  X-ray  equipment  for  the  City  Hospital. 

Library  Books 30,000 

This  sum  has  been  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  a  permanent  nature  for  the  Cen- 
tral Library. 

Gas  Masks 6,500 

This  sum  has  been  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  gas  masks  for  the  Police  Department  to 
be  used  in  emergencies. 

STRUCTURES   AND   IMPROVEMENTS  AND   LAND   AND   IMPROVEMENTS 
These  groups  show  a  substantial  reduction  due  to  the  postponement  of  major  improvements. 

SPECIAL  APPROPRIATIONS 

These  special  appropriations  show  an  increase  which  is  entirely  due  to  the  increase  in  the  estimated 
expenditures  for  Workmen's  Compensation  payments  and  for  non-contributory  pensions  and  annuities. 

COUNTY   MAINTENANCE 

The  amounts  recommended  for  County  Maintenance  total  $0,512,053.62.  This  total  represents  a 
reduction  of  approximately  $500,000  in  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  and  is  $322,832.21  groator 
than  the  total  appropriations  for  1952  as  shown  in  tho  following  tabulation:

PERSONAL   SERVICES 

The  increase  in  the  item  for  Permanent  Employees  is  due  entirely  to  the  recent  amendment  revising  the 
County  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  which  an  overlay  of  approximately  $50,000  is  required. 
The  balance  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  annual  increments  provided  in  the  plan  payable  during  the 
current  year. 

GENERAL   ITEMS 

The  net  increase  in  all  other  groups  of  the  County  Budget,  with  the  exception  of  the  Personal  Services 
group,  is  approximately  $50,000  over  1952.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  Superior  Civil 
Court  budget  for  payments  to  jurors  and  masters  and  auditors.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  addi- 
tional requirements  needed  for  expenditures  for  noncontributory  pensions.

The  Income  Departments  are  self-supporting  and  do  not  require  appropriations  in  the  tax  levy,  and  the 
amounts  recommended  are  necessary  to  efficiently  operate  these  departments. 

PERSONAL   SERVICES 

The  increase  in  the  Personal  Services  item  in  these  departments  is  due  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  which  approximately  $30,000  overlay  is  necessary  and  the  balance 
for  the  payment  of  the  current  increments  payable  in  1953  under  the  Compensation  Plan. 

GENERAL   ITEMS 

In  the  General  Items  in  these  departments  reductions  have  been  made  in  three  groups  and  increases  in 
two.  The  increases  are  necessary  because  of  the  estimated  increases  in  cost  for  the  payment  of  damages 
by  the  Water  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  the  increased  costs  of  noncontributory  pensions.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  January  1953,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance, 
or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  de- 
partments or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter 
set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for 
the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met  by 
the  department  income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner 
Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1935; 
that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and 
other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  ap- 
propriations hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1952,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1953;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized 
loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for 
any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all 
contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several 
contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1953,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  first,  1953.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4 
per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  first,  1953,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  after  November  first,  1953,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1953,  before  said  No- 
vember first,  1953,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be 
added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

Whereas,  There  is  a  general  and  widespread 
dissatisfaction  with  the  provisions  of  the  new 
Immigration  and  Nationality  Act,  popularly 
known   as   "the  McCarran   Act";    and 

Whereas,  People  of  all  racial  and  religious 
affiliations  and  renowned  and  respected  leaders 
of  racial  and  religious  groups  have  vehemently 
voiced  disapproval  of  important  provisions  of 
the   McCarran    Act   as    presently    written;    and 

Whereas,  The  McCarran  Act  as  an  immigra- 
tion law  is  "tainted  by  the  spurious  and 
scientifically  discredited  doctrine  of  racial  and 
ethnic   superiority";    and 

Whereas,  President  Eisenhower  has  said 
that  a  new  immigration  act  should  "strike  an 
intelligent,  unbigoted  balance  between  the  im- 
migration welfare  of  America  and  the  prayer- 
ful hopes  of  the  unhappy  and  oppressed";  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  expresses  its 
dissatisfaction  with  and  opposition  to  those 
provisions  of  the  McCarran  Act  based  on  a 
principle  of  racial  and  ethnic  superiority,  as 
well  as  other  discriminatory  provisions  of 
said   act;   and   be   it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  meeting  assembled,  strongly  urges  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  either  repeal  the 
McCarran  Act  or  to  amend  said  act  with  a 
view  to  providing  an  Immigration  and  Nation- 
ality Act  which  will  be  nondiscriminatory  in 
nature  and  recognize  the  Biblical  concept  of 
the  races  of  mankind,  namely,  that  all  men 
are   brothers;    and   be  it   further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  bo 
forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  President  of  the  United  States  Senate. 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  dele- 
gation in  the  House  and  Senate  of  the  Con- 
gress.

Whereas,  The  city,  on  February  6,  1953, 
through  its  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commission- 
ers, received  only  two  bids  for  leases  for 
construction  of  off-street  parking  facilities  on 
city-owned  land  in  the  Post  Office  Square  area, 
bounded  by  Pearl,  Oliver,  Franklin,  and  Con- 
gress streets,  both  of  which  bids  propose  the 
construction  of  a  700-car  parking  facility,  for 
a  40-year  lease  on  said  site,  which  now  ac- 
commodates   300    cars    for    parking    facilities; 

Whereas,  The  high  bidder  for  said  lease 
proposes  to  more  than  double  present  parking 
facilities,  namely,  700  cars,  while  reimbursing 
the  city  a  disproportionately  small  annual 
rental  fee  of  $83,475,  as  compared  to  $60,000 
the  city  now  receives  for  rental  of  this  land 
for  only  300  cars;  and  . 

Whereas,  The  above-named  corporation,  the 
First  Municipal  Parking  Corporation,  was 
organized  only  17  days  prior  to  the  submission 
of  its  bid  to  said  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, according  to  the  records  of  the  State 
Department    of    Corporations,    which    indicates 


that  said   corporation   had  organized  on   Janu- 
ary 20,   1963;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  time  the  bid  of  said  cor- 
poration was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Real 
Estate  Commissioners  said  corporation  was 
not  legally  approved  by  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  creating  grave 
questions  as  to  the  legal  authority  of  said 
corporation  to  make  contractual  obliga- 
tion in  the  absence  of  its  approval  by  said 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
and  the  authority  of  the  city  to  enter  into 
similar  obligations  with  a  corporation  legally 
non-existent  at  the  time  said  bid  was  sub- 
mitted, and  not  authorized  to  act  under  the 
General    Laws    of    Massachusetts;    and 

Whereas,  Said  First  Municipal  Parking  Cor- 
poration proposes  to  construct  at  the  above- 
mentioned  area  a  parking  facility  estimated 
to  cost  $1,250,000,  which  it  appears  is  sub- 
stantially higher  in  cost  than  similar  facilities 
constructed  by  other  municipalities  in  other 
states;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Real  Estate  Com- 
missioners estimates  that  said  buliding  will 
amortize  its  cost  in  a  period  of  17  years,  while 
the  city  will  not  take  title  to  said  building 
until  23  years  later,  under  the  terms  of  the 
proposed  40-year  lease,  at  which  time  said 
building  will  be  relatively  obsolete  and  the  city 
will  be  deprived  for  23  years  of  the  benefit 
of  additional  revenue;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  entire  period  of  the 
40-year  lease  the  City  of  Boston  receives  no 
taxes  whatever  from  this  valuable  land  in  the 
heart  of  the  business  district  of  our  city;  and 
Whereas,  This  entire  transaction  as  related 
in  the  preceding  paragraphs  indicates  an  ex- 
tremely poor  business  proposal  for  the  city 
and  indicates  a  lack  of  sound  municipal 
management,  and  slipshod  planning  and  re- 
search on  the  part  of  said  Board  of  Real 
Estate  Commissioners,  against  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  and  its  off-street  parking 
program;   therefore,   be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is 
hereby  urgently  requested  to  take  all  necessary 
action  to  prevent  approval  of  a  lease  between 
the  city  and  said  corporation;  and,  further, 
to  meet  with  said  Board  of  Real  Estate  Com- 
missioners forthwith  and  initiate  steps  to  re- 
ject all  bids  for  said  lease,  in  keeping  with 
enlightened  practices  in  other  municipalities 
and  private  building.

Pursuant  to  your  communication  sending  us 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  dated  December 
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29,  1952,  concerning  the  winter  outdoor  recre- 
ational facilities  in  the  city,  we  respectfully 
report   in   answer   thereto. 

In  answer  to  request  No.  1  for  our  "observa- 
tion as  to  the  average  number  of  days  during 
the  winter  that  the  flooded  skating  areas  are 
usable" — from  our  records,  it  is  determined 
that  there  were  31  skating  days  last  winter 
in  at  least  some  of  the  park  areas  in  the  city. 
Some  of  the  districts  close  to  the  water's  edge 
probably  had  less  than  31  days,  but  the  inland 
districts,  at  least,  enjoyed  this  number  of 
skating  days.  In  our  recently  released  public 
report,    a   full   statement   on    skating    is    made. 

Question  No.  2 — "What  facilities  have  been 
provided  and  what  facilities  the  Board  thinks 
should  be  provided  for  outdoor  basketball." 
We  are  informed  that  in  1947,  there  were  50 
sets  of  basketball  hoops  purchased  for  outdoor 
basketball,  and  these  were  installed  in  the 
various  playgrounds  throughout  the  city.  We 
feel  that  wherever  it  is  possible,  outdoor  bas- 
ketball standards  should  be  erected  and  lights 
for  their  use  after  dark  provided.  This,  we 
feel,    can    be   done   relatively    inexpensively. 

Question  No.  3 — "What  facilities  are  pro- 
vided and  what  facilities  are  needed  for  skiing 
and  similar  snow  sports."  There  is  a  tobog- 
gan chute  at  the  George  Wright  Golf  Course, 
and  the  natural  slopes  there  and  in  Franklin 
Park  and  Olmsted  Park,  Jamaica  Plain,  are 
available  when  there  is  snow  for  tobogganing 
and  skiing.  The  MDC  maintains  a  ski  slope 
in  the  Blue  Hills,  and  at  Mt.  Hood  in  Mel- 
rose there  are  skiing  facilities  which,  we  think, 
in  view  of  the  limited  time  in  which  such  an 
area  may  be  used  and  of  the  cost  involved, 
are  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  city.

Under  date  of  February  4  you  referred  to 
this  office  an  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
February  2,  requesting  a  report  concerning 
the  advisability  of  permitting  additional  fuel 
storage  in  South  Boston  at  East  First  street, 
in  accordance  with  a  petition  of  the  Metro- 
politan Transit  Authority  and  the  White  Fuel 
Company,  then  under  consideration  by  the 
Board   of   Street   Commissioners. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  advised  that 
this  petition  was  for  two  large  storage  tanks 
aboveground  on  MTA  property  north  of  East 
First  street  and  between  M  street  and  O  street. 
The  proposed  tanks  were  to  be  set  back  about 
200  feet  from  the  street  line  and  would  cover 
a  comparatively  small  percentage  of  the  total 
lot  area  of  more  than  20  acres.  The  petition 
was  filed  under  date  of  January  7,  1953,  and 
an  initial  hearing  was  scheduled  for  January 
21.  This  was  followed  by  a  continuance  to 
January  28,  and  later  to  February  9.  How- 
ever, at  the  request  of  the  petitioners,  the 
petition  was  withdrawn  on  February  4.  Not- 
withstanding this  fact,  the  Planning  Board 
deems  it  advisable  to  submit  its  opinion,  as 
originally  requested  by  the  City  Council. 


The  area  in  question  is  zoned  at  the  present 
time  for  industrial  use,  and  storage  of  petro- 
leum is  permitted  in  an  industrial  zone.  The 
economic  and  domestic  life  of  a  great  metro- 
politan community  is  dependent  to  no  small 
degree  upon  its  ability  to  import,  to  store,  and 
to  distribute  fuels,  solid,  liquid,  and  gaseous. 
The  importation  of  certain  forms  of  fuel  is 
most  economically  achieved  through  water 
transportation.  Large  tankers  require  deep 
water  channels,  and  such  channels  exist  along 
this  part  of  the  South  Boston  water  front. 
Thus,  the  physical  requirements  necessary  to 
sustain  an  important  element  of  Boston's 
economy  are  present  in  this  area,  and  the 
right  to  use  these  advantages  ought  not  to  be 
denied,   except  for  important  reasons. 

Industrial  use  of  the  water-front  area  north 
of  East  First  street  is  well  established,  with 
the  power  generating  plant  of  the  Boston 
Edison  Company  and  the  machine  shops  of 
the  Walworth  Manufacturing  Company  lying 
on  either  side  of  the  area  covered  by  the  peti- 
tion. Continued  industrial  use  in  this  gen- 
eral area  is  recommended  in  the  Preliminary 
General  Plan  for  Boston  published  by  the 
Planning  Board  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago. 
The  question  is  really  one  of  whether  the 
storage  of  petroleum  would  seriously  alter 
the  present  situation  in  its  relationship  to 
the    adjacent    residential    area. 

Recent  trends  in  zoning  indicate  that  stor- 
age of  petroleum  belongs  in  the  class  of  heavy 
industiy,  which  ought  not  be  located  in  close 
proximity  to  residence.  The  area  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  East  First  street  from  the 
proposed  petroleum  storage  tanks  is  generally 
in  residential  use,  and  little  opportunity  exists 
to  create  a  buffer  zone  which  would  afford 
reasonable  protection  from  the  hazards  in- 
herent in  storage  of  fuel.  This  residential 
part  of  South  Boston  is  as  well  established 
for  its  own  part  as  the  industrial  area  already 
described.  It  has  a  number  of  very  pleasant 
advantages,  not  least  of  which  are  the  bathing 
beaches  and  Marine  Park  system.  The  fur- 
ther intrusion  of  a  heavy  industrial  use,  such 
as  petroleum  storage,  would  undoubtedly  have 
an  adverse  effect  upon  this  otherwise  desirable 
residential    locality. 

The  Planning  Board  concludes,  therefore, 
that  while  the  respective  residential  and  in- 
dustrial uses  in  this  part  of  South  Boston  are 
so  well  established  that  there  can  be  no  thought 
of  either  ousting  the  other,  no  further  en- 
croachment by  a  use  considered  in  current 
zoning  practice  to  be  highly  detrimental  to 
a  good  residential  environment  should  be 
encoui-aged.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
SALE    OF    VETERANS'    HOUSING. 
The   following   was    received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Finance  Commission,   February  13,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
The    Finance   Commission    believes    it   is    ap- 
propriate at  this  time  to  record  that  the  social 
experiment    of    the    1946    Legislature,    chapter 
372,      authorizing     municipalities     to     provide 
housing  for  veterans,   by  the  end  of   1953   will 
have    cost    the    taxpayers    of    Boston    $2,260,- 
898.55     over     and     above     all     other     receipts. 
Moreover,  this  cost  is  likely  to  be  substantially 
increased  if  the  particular  housing  built  under 
the  authority  of   this   act   is   sold    (during   this 
present   year)    at    prices    now    forecast.      If    it 
is  not  sold  this  year,  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers 
in    future    years    will    be    increased    by    more 
than    $600,000    in    each   year. 

This  particular  housing  is  only  that  part 
of  the  public  housing  which  was  financed  en- 
tirely by  the  City  of  Boston.  There  is  no 
state  or  federal  money  involved  in  it.  It 
comprises  only  about  9  per  cent  of  the  cur- 
rently existing  public  housing  in  Boston.  The 
production  cost  to  the  city  (exclusive  of 
financing  charges)  amounted  to  $15,383,285 
out  of  a  total  spent  or  committed  for  public 
housing   in   Boston  to   date  of   $159,517,134. 

In  other  words,  the  general  taxpayers  in 
Boston  have  had  to  subsidize  living  in  9  per 
cent  of  the  Boston  public  housing  to  the 
amount  of  $2,260,898.55,  and  this  amount  is 
growing.  The  same  taxpayers  contribute  an- 
other amount,  probably  more  substantial  but 
not  easily  determinable,  toward  the  other  91 
per  cent  of  the  public  housing  which  is  state 
and  federally  financed.  No  public  housing, 
however  financed,  has  produced  enough  in- 
come in  rentals  to  pay  operating  and  financing 
costs. 

In  this  distinctly  municipal  housing,  there 
is  a  total  of  1,310  family  units,  comprising 
17  one-family  dwellings,  487  two-family 
dwellings,  and  319  dwelling  units  in  multiple- 
apartment    structures. 

Chapter  372  of  1946  was  adopted  at  a  time 
when  it  had  not  been  finally  determined  who 
would  supply  housing  for  veterans — whether 
it  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  state  or 
the  federal  government — but  there  was  such 
a  demand  for  housing  for  veterans  that  it 
was  decided,  for  the  time  being,  to  allow  the 
municipalities  to  finance  it  to  an  extent  equal 
to  2  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  previous 
three  years'  valuation  of  the  city.  _  Boston 
was  one  of  a  small  number  of  municipalities 
which  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
Under  the  terms  of  chapter  372  it  had  the 
right  to  borrow  approximately  $28,000,000  for 
that  purpose;  but  before  Boston  utilized  this 
right  to  the  fullest  extent,  the  Legislature 
(in  1948)  authorized  the  use  of  state  credit 
for  such  borrowings.  Thereafter,  borrowing 
by  most  municipalities  on  their  own  credit 
petered  out.  Hence,  Boston  has  only  borrowed 
$16,500,000    of    its    $28,000,000    right. 

Actually,  committing  city  credit  for  vet- 
erans' housing  ceased  in  Boston  after  the 
Finance  Commission,  in  a  report  in  1949, 
asked  the  question:  "Why  spend  the  city's 
money   for   it,    when    the    city    can    get    plenty 


from  the  state?  The  state  has  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  financing  housing  for  vet- 
erans." 

As  the  above  futures  indicate,  it  has  been 
a  costly  venture  to  the  general  taxpayers. 
The  annual  loss  is  buried  in  two  items  of  the 
i  ily  tax  rate  computations — (City)  General 
Debt  Requirements  and  (City)  Departmental 
Receipts.  In  the  former,  the  debt  require- 
ments for  chapter  372,  Acts  of  1946  Housing, 
are  merged  with  all  other  city  debt  require- 
ments, and,  in  the  latter,  the  receipts  from 
the  Housing  Authority  of  rentals  in  excess 
of  operating  costs  is  one  of  about  35  items 
making  up  the  total  receipts  of  all  depart- 
ments. Since  1949  there  has  been  an  excess 
of  rentals  over  operation  costs,  and  in  the 
past  two  years  there  has  been  a  state  subsidy; 
but  the  accumulation  of  these  aids  has  not 
been  great  enough  to  meet  the  original 
financing  charges.  The  state  subsidy  ends  in 
1953,  and  thereafter,  if  the  city  retains  owner- 
ship, the  only  help  the  taxpayer  will  get  in 
meeting  the  original  financing  costs  will  be 
in  the  excess  of  rentals  over  operation  costs. 
This  will  only  take  care  of  approximately 
one  half  of  the  financing  cost  of  each  year. 
In  other  words,  there  is  being  added  each 
year  an  annual  deficit  in  the  financing  cost, 
which  is  expected  to  be  about  $400,000  in 
1953,  and  above  $600,000  in  the  years  to  come 
unless   the   property   is   sold. 

Unlike  the  situation  in  regard  to  mainte- 
nance and  financing  costs  of  all  other  city 
activities,  this  information  is  not  readily 
available  to  all  who  might  be  interested.  Yet 
it  is  a  matter  on  which  the  facts  should  be 
known  for  future  guidance  in  similar  ventures. 
The  statute  creating  the  Housing  Authority 
gives  the  City  Auditor,  who  keeps  and  checks 
records  of  all  other  city  and  county  activities, 
no  similar  jurisdiction  over  Housing  Authority 
activities;  the  Mayor  has  merely  the  right  to 
appoint  four  members  of  the  Housing  Au- 
thority; and  the  authority  of  the  City  Council 
is  limited  to  approving  an  annual  contribution 
toward  administrative  expenses  of  a  sum  not 
in  excess  of  $30,000.  The  Housing  Authority 
is  an  autonomous  body.  The  Mayor's  power 
to  remove  a  member  on  charges,  which  must 
be  sustained  at  a  public  hearing,  constitutes 
the  only  control  by  any  elected  public  officer. 
The  proposed  sale  of  city-financed  public 
housing  i-epresents  the  final  step  in  a  unique 
program  in  which  the  city  went  into  the  real 
estate  business  in  a  very  substantial  way.  Ex- 
treme care  in  working  out  details  must  be 
exercised  to  keep  the  city's  cost  at  a  minimum. 
Present  indication  is  that  the  city  will  receive 
an  average  unit  price  of  not  more  than  $8,000, 
where  the  original  production  cost  averaged 
$12,000. 

Sale  of  this  housing  is  required  by  section 
6  of  chapter  372,  which  provides  that  it  must 
be  offered  for  sale  between  five  and  six  years 
after  completion,  unless  the  State  Housing 
Board  permits  a  postponement.  That  Board 
must   approve  the  prices   to  be  accepted. 

To   summarize  the  situation,   if   the   Chapter 
372   housing   is   sold   late   in   1953,   as   proposed 
by   Mayor   Hynes,    the   investment   of    the   city 
will  have  reached  a  total  of  $16,732,684,  made 
up    of    a    production    cost    of    $15,383,284    and 
financing      charges       (without      principal)       of 
$1,349,400.     Retrieving  this   gross   expenditure, 
excess  of  receipts  from  rentals  over  the  oper- 
ations   costs    and    state    subsidy    have    already 
contributed    $3,893,501.45.      This    leaves    a    net 
of   $12,839,182.55  which  the  sale  must  produce 
if  the  venture  is  to  be  liquidated  without  cost 
to   the   taxpayers.     However,   the  best  opinion 
available  is  that  sale  of  the  property  now  will 
not   produce   more   than    an   average   of   $8,000 
per    unit.       This     would     mean     a     return     of 
$10,480,000.     On  this  basis,  the  taxpayers'  loss 
will    have    been    a    minimum    of    $2,359,182.55. 
The  loss   will   be   increased   to   the   extent  that 
the  property  sells  for  less  than  $8,000  per  unit.

An  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
February  2,  1953,  after  directing  my  attention  to 
the  provision  in  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  40, 
s.  22A  (as  amended),  that  the  fees  for  the  use  of 
parking  meters  "shall  be  established  and  charged 
at  such  rates  that  the  revenue  therefrom  shall  not 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  by  such  city  or  town  for  the  acquisition, 
installation,  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking 
meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other 
traffic  activities  incident  thereto, "  inquires  whether 
such  fees  may  be  applied  to  the  operating  expenses, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commis- 
sion and  the  Traffic  Division  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department. 

Such  fees  may,  in  my  opinion,  be  lawfully  applied 
to  such  expenses  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
as  relate  to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking 
incident  thereto  and  to  such  expenses  of  the 
Traffic  Division  of  the  Boston  Police  Department 
as  relate  to  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other 
traffic  activities  incident  to  parking  meters.  A 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  my  opinion  would 
appear  unnecessary;  for  under  existing  procedure 
the  City  Auditor  annually  obtains  from  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  and  the 
Police  Commissioner  a  statement  of  the  amounts 
which  these  officials  respectively  estimate  will  be 
expended  from  budget  appropriations  for,  in  the 
first  instance,  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
parking  meters  and,  in  the  second  instance,  the 
regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities 
incident  to  parking  meters.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  February 
16,  1953,  requesting  the  installation  of  signal 
lights  on  Baker  street,  at  the  junction  of  Ches- 
brough road  and  Varick  road,  West  Roxbury, 
I  wish  to  report  that  we  find  no  records  of  any 
accidents  involving  personal  injuries  at  this 
intersection  during  the  past  five  years. 

Observations  indicate  that  action  on  this 
request  should  be  deferred  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  usual  warrants  for  installation  of  signals 
are  not  present  in  the  form  of  heavy  vehicular 
and  pedestrian  traffic;  sight  distance  considerations, 
or  accident  records. 

Any  speeding  problem  may  more  properly 
be  handled  by  the  Police  Department. 

The  large  number  of  intersections  in  the  West 
Roxbury  area  which  require  traffic  light  installa- 
tions and  tho  limited  appropriation  which  is 
available  requires  me  to  recommend  that  action 
on  this  proposal  be  deferred. 

It  is  expected  that  a  signal  light  installation 
will  be  completed  in  Baker  and  Spring  streets 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

With  reference  to  a  Council  order  dated  February 
16,  1953,  requesting  the  installation  of  a  traffic 
signal  light  at  Neponset  Valley  Parkway  and 
Readville  street,  our  engineering  report  reveals 
that  during  the  past  five  years  there  has  been 
only  one  accident  reported  to  us  involving  personal 
injury  and  that  was  in  1952. 

It  appears  that  traffic  conditions  at  this  inter- 
section do  not  warrant  installation  of  traffic 
signals  at  this  time  in  view  of  the  long  list  of 
intersections  which  carry  more  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic  and  which  are  listed  for  traffic 
light  installations  when  appropriations  are  available. 

At  Neponset  Valley  Parkway  and  Readville 
street  sight  distances  exist  on  all  approaches; 
there  are  no  obstructions  of  any  kind  within 
one  hundred  feet  of  the  intersection  and  both 
vehicular  and  pedestrian  volumes  are  compara- 
tively light. 

According  to  the  usual  warrants  for  traffic 
light  installations  based  upon  accident  records, 
traffic  volumes,  and  sight  distances,  I  regret  to 
be  obliged  to  recommend  that  this  proposed 
signal  light  installation  be  deferred.

Whereas,  Thousands  of  Irish  boys  serving  in 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  are  not 
protected  by  international  law;  and

membership  in  the  United  Nations  Army,  as 
Ireland  is  barred  from  membership  in  the  United 
Nations  by  a  Soviet  veto;  and 

Whereas,  Even  though  they  have  served  in 
the  United  States  Army  and  have  been  discharged 
with  honor,  they  are  ineligible  for  work  at  the

PROVISIONS  FOR  ADVERTISING  FOR  BIDS 
ON  OFF-STREET  PARKING  CONSTRUC- 
TION. 

Coun.  JOYCE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  construction  of  the  proposed 
off-street  parking  facility  in  Post  Office  square  and 
the  construction  of  other  such  facilities  elsewhere  in 
the  city  has  resulted  in  a  near  monopoly  by  groups 
holding  such  leases,  while  the  city,  through  its 
Real  Estate  Commissioners,  has  been  unable  to 
obtain  bids  from  a  representative  variety  of  re- 
sponsible corporations,  bidding  on  such  projects, 
while  leases  have  been  signed  with  inadequate 
prote3tive  measures  for  the  city;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Real  Estate  Commissioners  in  the  issuance  of  the 


proposed  lease  for  the  Post  Office  Square  facility 
include  the  following  provisions  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  city: 

1.  National  advertisement  of  the  bids,  with  a 
60-day  waiting  period  between  the  advertisement 
and  closing  of  bids,  with  the  requirement  that 
invitations  for  such  bids  be  advertised  in  the  New 
York  Times  and  the  Wall  Street  Journal  for  at 
least  one  day  each  in  four  consecutive  weeks. 

2.  The  requirement  by  the  Real  Estate  Board 
that  unless  a  minimum  of  three  valid  bids  are 
received  on  the  Post  Office  lease,  all  bids  are  to 
be  rejected  as  not  constituting  competitive  bidding 
in  keeping  with  sound  public  and  private  manage- 
ment. 

3.  To  protect  the  city  in  the  event  of  bank- 
ruptcy by  the  lease  holder,  provision  in  the  lease 
that  the  high  bidder  post  a  surety  bond  amounting 
to  10  per  cent  of  the  40-year  rental  fee  to  be  paid 
to  the  city,  with  the  total  amount  of  the  bond  for- 
feited and  payable  to  the  city  immediately  upon 
breach  of  the  lease. 

4.  Competitive  bidding  under  the  Massachu- 
setts law  for  construction  of  the  proposed  parking 
facility  to  obtain  the  best  building  at  the  best 
dollar  value;  and,  in  the  event  that  a  lease  cannot 
be  let  under  these  conditions,  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  are  hereby 
requested  not  to  enter  into  any  agreement  and  to 
readvertise  for  bids  once  again. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands.

REPORT   OF   THE   FINANCE   COMMISSION 
RE    SALE    OF    CERTAIN    LANDS    AND 
BUILDINGS  IN  EAST  BOSTON. 
The   following    was    received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  March  9,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
The  Finance  Commission  desires  to  place 
on  record  the  particulars  in  relation  to  the 
sale  by  the  City  Treasurer  of  certain  parcels 
of  land,  with  buildings  thereon,  in  East  Bos- 
ton, which  were  acquired  by  the  City  of 
Boston  in  connection  with  the  extension  of 
Rapid  Transit  facilities.  Notices  of  intention 
to  sell  eight  of  these  parcels  have  come  to  the 
Finance  Commission  in  accordance  with  the 
requirement  of  chapter  26  of  the  Acts  of  1952 
which   states: 

"No  private  sale  shall  be  made  under  this 
act,  unless  the  terms  of  the  proposed  sale, 
together  with  all  pertinent  facts,  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission at  least  ten  days  before  such  sale." 
A  recital  of  the  preliminaries  to  the  sale 
follows: 

By  chapter  692  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  the 
Transit  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was  authorized  to  extend  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel  Rapid  Transit  route  from  its  then 
terminus  near  Maverick  square  to  a  point 
at  or  near  Day  square.  The  authority  given 
included  the  right  to  make,  by  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  such  takings  of  private  property 
as   would  be  necessary. 

The  Transit  Department  had  in  fact  made 
a  number  of  takings  of  properties  which  con- 
tained occupied  dwellings  when  representa- 
tions were  made  to  the  city  authorities  and 
to  the  Legislature  that,  because  of  an  acute 
housing  shortage,  the  occupants  of  these  houses 
had  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  accommodations 


elsewhere.      A    solution    to    this    dilemma    was 
found    when    the    1949    Legislature    adopted    an 
act   permitting   the   City   of   Boston   to  acquire 
land   to   which  these  houses   might  be  removed. 
(Authority   in   this  situation  vested   by   chapter 
692    of    the   Acts    of    1945    in    the    Transit   De- 
partment  of    the    City    of    Boston    became    the 
responsibility     of      the     Metropolitan     Transit 
Authority  by  chapter  572  of  the  Acts  of  1949.) 
Chapter  191,  Acts  of   1949,   reads  as  follows: 
"Section   1.     For  the  purpose  of  avoiding, 
so   far   as   practicable,    during   the   period   of 
public  exigency,  emergency  and  distress  now 
existing    on    account    of    the    acute    shortage 
of  housing   in   Boston   and  many  other  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,   the  demo- 
lition  of    dwelling    units    on    land    heretofore 
or    hereafter    acquired    in    the    East    Boston 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  pur- 
poses  of   Chapter    692    of   the   Acts   of    1946, 
as   amended,    the   transit   department  of   the 
City  of   Boston,   acting   in  the  name  and  be- 
half  of    said    city,    may    acquire   by    eminent 
domain     .     .     .     one  or  more  parcels  of  land 
entirely    or    almost    entirely    unoccupied    by 
buildings  and     .     .     .     remove  thereto  any  or 
all  buildings  with  dwelling  units  standing  on 
land    heretofore    or    hereafter    acquired    for 
the     purposes     of     said      Chapter     692,     as 
amended.     .     .     .     Upon    completion    of    the 
removal   of    a    building    under   this    act,    said 
transit  department  shall  proceed     ...     to 
dispose    of    the    building    and    the    lot    upon 
which   it  has   been   relocated." 

The   City    Treasurer   was   authorized   to    bor- 
row   $250,000    in    the    name    of    the    City    of 
Boston  for  the  expenditures  of  the  project. 

Under    the   authority    thus    given,    new    sites 
were    purchased,    contracts    were    let    to    engi- 
neers,   building   movers,    and   construction   con- 
tractors,    and     eventually     21     of     the     houses 
originally    acquired    under    chapter    692    of    the 
Acts    of    1945    were    relocated.      The   total    cost 
as    shown    on    the   books    of    the    City    Auditor 
has   amounted   to   $244,939.73. 

The   1949   Act   provided   a   manner   in   which 
after    relocation    the   houses    might    be   sold   to 
the  original  owners  or  tenants,   but  the  terms 
as    fixed    were    unacceptable    to    the    original 
owners.      As    a    result   of    new    representations 
made    to     the    Legislature,     another     act    was 
adopted    in    1952     (chapter    26),    which    reads 
as   follows : 

"Section    1.     Any    provision   or   provisions 
of    general    or    special    law    to    the    contrary 
notwithstanding,   the   City  of   Boston,   acting 
by    its    treasurer,     ...     is    hereby    author- 
ized and  directed  to  dispose  of  every  building 
relocated    by    it  under   Section    1    of   Chapter 
191  of  the  Acts  of  1949  and  of  the  lot  upon 
which     such     building     has     been     relocated 
either    (a)    by  private  sale  to  the  person   or 
persons  who  owned  the  building  at  the  time 
of  its  acquisition  for  the  purposes  of  Chap- 
ter 692  of  the  Acts  of   1945,  as  amended,  or 
any   of   them,    or   to   any   heir   or   devisee   of 
any    such    person,    or    to    a    person    residing 
in   the   building   at   such   time,   for   such   sum 
as   said  treasurer  shall  determine  to   be  just 
and  equitable,   or    (b)    by  sale  to  the  highest 
bidder  at  a  public  auction.    ...         ...    No 

private  sale  shall  be  made  under  this  act, 
unless  the  terms  of  the  proposed  sale,  to- 
gether with  all  pertinent  facts,  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission at  least  ten  days  before  such  sale. 
A  certificate  of  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  sentence  made  by 
the  secretary  or  chairman  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  and  annexed  to  any 
deed  executed  under  this  act  shall  be  con- 
clusive  evidence  of   such    compliance." 

This  act,  in  effect,  imposed  no  duty,  in 
terms,  upon  the  Finance  Commission  but  the 
certification  that  the  Commission  had  been 
notified  of  the  proposed  sale.  The  Commis- 
sion has  assembled  in  tabular  form  the  data 
contained  in  the  letters  of  notification  from 
the  City  Treasurer.  That  data  which  follows 
indicates  that  the  project  was  a  costly  one  for 
the  City  of  Boston,  nevertheless,  the  action 
taken  by  the  various  agencies  of  government 
involved  was  in  accord  with  the  statutes  al- 
ready referred  to.

Review  of  the  above  figures  establishes  that 
in  the  eight  instances  of  proposed  sale  of 
houses  relocated  on  new  sites  after  having 
been  taken  by  the  Transit  Authority,  the  dam- 
ages paid  for  the  takings  totaled  $65,100;  the 
cost  of  relocation  (including  cost  of  land), 
totaled  $90,671.41,  and  the  houses  on  new 
sites  have  been  sold  to  the  owners  before 
takings    for    $46,900.

I  am  informed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works  that  several  offers  have  been  made 
for  the  purchase  of  the  ferryboats  "Charles  C.

After  receipt  of  the  various  offers,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
that  an  upset  price  of  $22,000  should  be  es- 
tablished for  the  sale  of  each  of  the  ferry- 
boats. The  commissioner  is  also  of  the  opinion 
that  the  sale  of  the  steel  bridge  drops,  operat- 
ing machinery,  gallows  frames,  and  other  sun- 
dry items  should  be  sold  at  public  auction, 
for  whatever  reasonable  price  this  equipment 
will   bring. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  prospective  pur- 
chasers of  the  ferryboats  would  desire  to  put 
these  boats  in  service  at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer,  it  is  imperative  that  the  sale  of 
these  boats  be  consummated  as  quickly  as 
possible.  Therefore,  I  hereby  request  that 
your  Honorable  Body  give  prompt  approval  to 
the  accompanying  two  orders  so  that  the  sale 
of  the  boats  and  the  miscellaneous  equipment 
may  take  place  on  April  2.

Dear   Mr.    Mayor: 

Due  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  Ferry 
system,  we  now  have  available  for  sale  two 
steel  ferryboats,  four  steel  bridge  drops,  four 
sets  of  bridge  operating  machinery,  two  struc- 
tural steel  gallows  frame  structures,  as  well  as 
sundry  other  items.  The  boats,  bridges,  and 
all  other  equipment  used  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  the  Ferry  should  be  disposed 
of,  as  this  department  has  no  further  use  for 
them. 

In  order  to  reach  as  many  prospective  pur- 
chasers as  possible  and  to  obtain  offers  for 
the  sale  of  the  two  ferryboats  and  the  other 
equipment,  the  department  recently  advertised 
in  the  leading  trade-magazines  and  newspapers 
in  the  water-front  cities  on  the  Eastern  Coast. 
To  date,  I  have  received  several  offers  for  the 
purchase  of  the  boats,  the  highest  being  in 
the  amount  of  $12,100  each.  No  offers  were 
received  for  the  bridge  drops  or  other  ma- 
chinery. 

The  sale  of  ferryboats  is  restricted  to  a 
narrow  field,  due  to  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  ferries  in  operation  at  the  present 
time,  and,  under  the  circumstances,  I  feel  that 
we  did  well  to  receive  any  offers  at  all.  We 
should,  therefore,  take  immediate  advantage  of 
these  offers  and  hold  a  public  auction  to  dis- 
pose of  the  boats,  bridges,  and  other  surplus 
equipment  and  materials.  In  general,  the 
summer  months  are  the  busiest  in  the  average 
Ferry  operation,  and  any  prospective  pur- 
chaser, therefore,  would  want  to  obtain  the 
boats  not  later  than  April,  in  order  to  have 
sufficient  time  to  remodel  them  and  possibly 
convert  them  from  coal-burning  to  oil  or 
Diesel  operation,  and  place  them  in  service  at 
an  early  date.  Therefore,  the  time  element  is 
of  importance,  and  I  have  tentatively  es- 
tablished Thursday,  April  2,  as  the  date  on 
which  to   hold  the  auction. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  an  upset  price  of 
$12,000  should  be  established  for  the  sale  of 
each  ferryboat,  and  that  no  upset  price  should 
be  established  for  the  sale  of  ferry  bridges 
and   other   equipment. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that 
the  attached  order  providing  for  the  sale  at 
public  auction,  at  an  upset  price  of  $12,000 
each,  of  the  ferryboats  "Charles  C.  Donoghue" 
and  "Daniel  A.  MacCormack,"  be  forwarded 
to  the  City  Council  for  approval  of  that  Body: 
and  I  also  recommend  that  the  accompanying 
order  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  four  steel 
bridge  drops,  operating  machinery,  gallows 
frames,  and  other  sundry  items,  be  sent  to 
the   City   Council  for  approval. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  ask  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  to  take  early  and  favorable 
action  on  the  attached  two  orders,  so  that  the 
auction   may  be  held  on  April  2,   as  scheduled.

Publicly  advertised  proposals  were  opened 
in  this  office  yesterday  for  removing  and  dis- 
posing of  sand,  gravel  and  other  materials 
from  city-owned  land  that  is  located  north- 
west   of    Gardner   street,    West   Roxbury. 

The  following  tabulation  contains  the  list 
of   bidders   and   the  bid   prices: 

Charles  Callahan  Company,  17.7  cents  per 
cubic   yard. 

John  Deveney  Company,  11  cents  per  cubic 
yard. 

Sylvester  A.   Ray,   4   cents   per  cubic   yard. 

William  P.  Capone  Corporation,  .5  cent  per 
cubic  yard. 

The  contract  provides  for  the  payment  to 
the  city,  by  the  successful  bidder,  of  the  bid 
price  per  cubic  yard  for  the  excavating  and 
removal  of  sand  and  gravel  that  is  located 
on  the  city-owned  land  that  was  purchased 
about  two  years  ago  for  use  as  a  refuse  dis- 
posal dump  and  as  a  future  site  for  a  refuse 
incinerator. 

We  estimate  that  there  are  at  least  68,000 
yards  of  gravel  that  should  be  removed  before 
the  affected  areas  are  covered  with  refuse 
materials.  The  city  paid  $35,000  to  the 
former  owner  for  this  land,  and  I  feel  that 
we  can  realize  at  least  $12,000  from  the  sale 
of  the  surplus  sand  and  gravel  in  the  next 
year.  In  view  of  this,  it  obviously  is  good 
business  for  the  city  to  have  the  material  re- 
moved by  a  contractor,  particularly  when  we 
have  received  a  bid  as  favorable  as  the  one 
submitted  by  the  high  bidder,  the  Charles 
Callahan  Company.  In  addition,  the  removal 
of  the  surplus  gravel  increases  the  capacity  of 
the   dump    for   refuse   material. 

This  is  to  certify  that  the  sand  and  gravel 
represents  surplus  material  not  needed  by  this 
department,  and  as  its  value  will  exceed  $500, 
the  necessary  approval  to  dispose  of  this  ma- 
terial will  have  to  be  granted  by  the  City 
Council.

EXTENSION  OF  FEDERAL  RENT 
CONTROL. 

Coun.    AHEARN    offered   the   following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  acting 
under  authority  of  Congress,  extended  Federal 
Rent  Control  in  Boston  from  September  30, 
1952,  to  April  30,  1953;  and 

Whereas,  Said  action  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  was  subsequently  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  people  of  Boston  who  cast  an  over- 
whelming vote  of  nearly  4  to  1  favoring  con- 
tinued   rent   control;    and 

Whereas,  The  present  Federal  Rent  Control 
Law  will  expire  April  30,  1953,  and  all  rent 
control  will  be  terminated  although  there  still 
exists  a  substantial  housing  shortage  in  cer- 
tain  areas   in   this   state;   be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  meeting  assembled,  calls  upon  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  to  further  extend  Federal

LEGAL   OPINION   RE   LOAN   FOR  EMER- 
GENCY    SCHOOL     CONSTRUCTION. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  reply  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  March  9,  1953,  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  a  certain  loan  order 
presently  pending  before  you  and  reading  as 
follows : 

"  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  sum  of  four 
million  dollars  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  emergency  school  construction, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  said  amount." 

The  order  just  quoted,  like  most  loan  orders, 
makes  an  appropriation,  albeit  the  appropriation 
is  to  be  raised  by  borrowing  rather  than  by  taxa- 
tion. Bond  counsel  might  well  draw  an  inference 
from  the  last  paragraph  of  St.  1936,  e.  224,  s.  2,  as 
amended  by  St.  1949,  c.  117,  that,  while  the  City 
Council  has  exclusive  power  under  St.  1948,  c.  452, 
s.  17E,  as  amended  by  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  to 
originate  loan  orders  for  school  purposes,  because 
of  the  appropriating  factor  involved  it  may  not  do 
so  unless  the  origination  of  such  loan  order  is 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  on  the  request  of  the 
School  Committee.  Suffice  it  to  say,  therefore, 
that  since  the  above-quoted  loan  order  was  not  so 
recommended,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  even  if  it 
were  duly  adopted,  no  money  would  be  loaned  on 
it  because  of  doubt  as  to  its  legality.

ELEVATED   STRUCTURE.

to  eventually  lower  our  tax  rate;  and

to  the  community  and  has  impaired  the  physical 
and  moral  well-being  of  many  citizens  in  the 
community;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  new  plan  the  work  of  razing 
this  monstrosity  and  constructing  a  subway  can 
now  be  done  at  a  substantial  saving  and  within  the 
limit  set  by  law;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  upon  the  Great  and  Gen- 
eral Court  of  Massachusetts  and  the  MTA  Advisory

VETO  OF  ORDER  FOR  PAYMENT  OF 
CERTAIN  COMPENSATION  TO  RITA 
SULLIVAN.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the  order 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  March  23, 
1953,  accepting  chapter  180  of  the  Acts  of  1953, 
entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  Pay  Certain  Compensation  to  Rita  Sullivan." 

My  objections  thereto  are  twofold.  First,  the 
acceptance  of  said  chapter  180  would  tend  to  dis- 
rupt morale;  for,  without  apparent  reason  for 
discriminating  against  other  city  employees  who 
sustained  permanent  personal  injuries  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  their  duty  before  April  1,  1948, 
when  by  action  of  the  then  City  Council  and 
Mayor  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  was 
extended  to  all  city  employees  (other  than  members 
of  the  police  and  fire  forces),  said  chapter  180 
selects  one  such  employee  and  makes  said  action 
of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  retroactive  with 
respect  to  that  employee  alone.  Second,  if  said 
chapter  180  were  amended  so  as  to  comprehend 
all  such  employees,  there  would  be  a  serious  viola- 
tion of  the  sound  pay-as-you-go  policy  established 
by  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  a  financial 
expense  unduly  burdensome  on  the  city.

At  the  present  time,  the  Water  Division  of  this 
department  has  surplus  stock  consisting  of  2,640 
feet  of  so-called  Class  H,  16-inch  cast-iron  high 
pressure  water  pipe.  The  pipe  was  purchased  in 
1932,  and  I  am  informed  by  Division  Engineer 
Sullivan  that  he  has  no  further  need  for  it,  and, 
therefore,  it  should  be  disposed  of. 

It  so  happens  that  the  contractor  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  Central  Artery,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Haymarket  square  and  the  Sumner  Tunnel,  is 
required  to  relay  some  2,200  feet  of  16-inch  high 
pressure  pipe,  and  I  have  negotiated  with  said  con- 
tractor, the  V.  Barletta  Company,  for  the  purchase 
of  this  pipe.  The  contractor  is  willing  to  pay  the 
current  market  price  of  $14.25  a  foot  for  said  pipe. 
This  market  price  has  been  double-checked  by 
Division  Engineer  Sullivan  and  Assistant  to  Pur- 
chasing Agent  Eugene  K.  Welsh. 

Incidentally,  the  pipe  was  purchased  in  1932  for 
$7  a  foot,  and  it  unquestionably,  therefore,  is  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  department,  in  my  opinion, 
to  dispose  of  approximately  2,200  feet  of  this 
surplus  pipe  at  this  time  by  selling  it  to  the  above- 
referenced  contractor.  If  the  pipe  is  not  disposed 
of,  we  can  use  it  in  place  of  so-called  Class  C  pipe, 
which  is  the  type  of  pipe  normally  used  in  our  water 
system.  However,  the  latter-referenced  ClaBS  C 
pipe  can  be  purchased  for  approximately  $7.75 
per  foot,  and,  therefore,  no  advantage  would 
accrue  to  the  city  by  using  the  Class  H  pipe  in 
place  of  the  Class  C.  The  only  advantage  to  the 
contractor  in  buying  this  pipe  from  the  city  is  that 
it  is  immediately  available.  Purchase  from  a 
foundry  probably  would  result  in  delays  in  pipe 
delivery. 

For  the  reasons  as  outlined  hereinbefore,  there- 
fore, I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  enclosed 
order  be  forwarded  to  the  City  Council  for  the  ap- 
proval of  that  Body,  authorizing,  in  substance,  the 
sale  of  2,200  feet  of  surplus  Class  H,  16-inch  cast- 
iron  high  pressure  water  pipe  to  the  V.  Barletta 
Company  at  the  current  market  price  for  new  pipe 
of  $14.25  per  foot.

At  a  recent  meeting  in  this  office  with  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  I  was  pre- 
sented with  a  long-range  land  and  building  pro- 
gram for  schools  involving  an  ultimate  expenditure 
for  land  and  construction  of  school  buildings  of 
roughly  $40,000,000.  I  indicated  that  I  could 
not  at  this  time  approve  of  such  a  program  but 
further  indicated  that  I  would  look  with  favor 
upon  provision  for  school  construction  in  areas 
where  new  housing  developments  had  expanded 
the  school  population  over  and  beyond  existing 
school  accommodations.  Accordingly,  I  recom- 
mend that  your  Honorable  Body  originate  a

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
BUDGET   FOR   1953. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  April  1,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Inasmuch  as  the  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission have  not  had  the  benefit  of  the  discussions 
which  took  place  in  your  Appropriations  Committee 
meetings,  the  Commission  has  authorized  the 
member  of  its  staff  who  attended  these  meetings 
to  comment  upon  the  budget  which  is  before  you. 
His  comment  is  as  follows: 

There  is  little  opportunity  for  reduction  of  the 
items  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  unless  it  is  the 
intention  to  eliminate  employees  and  services. 
In  other  words,  the  budget  before  you  might  be 
said  to  be  a  "tight"  budget  to  provide  for  the 
existing  functions. 

In  1952  the  Finance  Commission  proposed  an 
arbitrary  cut  to  run  through  the  entire  budget  in 
the  belief  that  department  heads  could  operate  on 
a  smaller  budget  if  they  were  forced  to.  Although 
the  City  Council  did  not  accept  this  recommenda- 
tion, subsequent  events  proved  the  soundness  of 
the  idea  because  when  later  in  the  year  department 
heads  were  admonished  by  the  Mayor  to  avoid 
spending  where  it  was  possible  they  completed 
the  vear  with  an  unspent  balance  of  appropriations 
amounting  to  $866,775.61. 

However,  it  is  the  accepted  general  practice  to 
make  budget  allowances  on  a  scientific  basis,  i.e., 
if  the  activity  being  provided  for  is  to  be  continued, 
to  determine  how  much  it  will  require  to  provide 
for  it  and  appropriate  accordingly.  Your  records 
are  replete  with  recommendations  from  the 
Finance  Commission  in  regard  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  proper  organization,  not  only  of  the 
departmental  structure  but  of  the  work  and  em- 
ployees in  departments.  These  recommendations 
are  still  pending,  unacted  upon.  Until  such  re- 
organization is  obtained,  appropriation  must  be 
made  for  the  organization  and  functions  as  they 
now  exist.  It  is  on  this  basis  that  it  appears 
there  is  little  opportunity  to  reduce  the  figures  of 
the  budget  as  submitted  to  you  by  the  Mayor. 

It  appeared  that  little  of  value  as  a  guide  to 
budget  reduction  was  produced  in  your  budget 
meetings.  Very  little  is  discernible  in  study  of 
the  budget  to  warrant  substantial  reduction. 
Nevertheless,  in  the  preparation  of  the  1953 
budget,  department  heads  had  before  them  their 
experience  in  1952  in  trying  to  justify  to  you  the 
amounts  recommended  by  the  Mayor  for  them. 
This  experience  was  valuable  because  in  1952  for 
the  first  time  in  modern  municipal  history  the 
department  heads  were  forced  to  give  detailed  sup- 
port of  their  requests.  The  effect  of  the  attitude 
of  the  Council  in  1952  is  shown  in  the  present 
difficulty  to  reduce  the  1953  allowances  and  give 
reasonable  support  to-  any  such  proposals. 

It  is  important  to  note  the  area  within  which 
the  Council  has  responsibility.  Although  the  total 
requirements  of  expenditure  upon  which  the  tax 
rate   is   based   amount    to   close    to   $150,000,000, 


nevertheless,  the  budget  for  city  maintenance 
approximates  $100,000,000. 

The  above  difference  of  $50,000,000  in  the  total 
requirements  represents  principally  the  school 
appropriations,  the  Metropolitan  Transit  deficit, 
the  Metropolitan  assessments,  the  Overlay  Deficit, 
and  the  Overlay  Funding  Account  over  which  the 
Council  and  Mayor  have  no  control.  Also  within 
the  $100,000,000,  upon  which  you  may  pass  judg- 
ment, there  are  several  items  which  are  more  or 
less  fixed.  These  are  items  like  the  $20,000,000 
welfare  payments  which  can  only  be  roughly 
estimated,  and  the  debt  requirements.  Such  items 
reduce  the  sphere  within  which  the  Council  can 
reduce  the  budget  approximately  $75,000,000. 

Undoubtedly  the  need  in  many  of  the  items 
which  are  reasonably  subject  to  Council  deter- 
mination could  be  less  if  there  were  a  proper 
organization  of  departments,  and  of  the  staffs 
and  the  work  within  the  departments.  However, 
such  saving  as  might  come  from  reorganization  can 
not  be  soundly  forecast  at  this  time. 

Taking  the  services  and  staffs  as  they  now  exist, 
we  have  these  observations. 

I.     Personal  Services. 

The  1953  total  of  the  Personal  Service  item  for 
the  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments  for 
permanent  employees  is  approximately  $57,500,000. 
In  comparison  with  the  1952  expenditure,  plus 
Compensation  Plan  commitment,  these  two 
amounts  are  in  substantial  agreement,  as  may  be 
seen  from  these  figures.  The  total  expenditure 
for  permanent  employees  was  $48,836,849.76 
in  1952.  Adding  Compensation  Plan  commit- 
ments of  $1,880,000  plus  other  personnel  com- 
mitments, the  total  is  $50,716,849.76.  In  1953, 
the  amount  allowed  is  $50,711,877.07.  For  the 
County,  the  corresponding  amounts  are  $4,779,607 
and  $4,799,327;  for  the  Income  Departments, 
$2,615,333  and  $2,678,071. 

To  ascribe  "tightness"  to  the  personal  item,  as 
it  is  before  you,  assumes  that  all  the  positions 
for  which  you  made  appropriation  in  the  1952 
budget  were  essential.  However,  it  should  be 
noted  that  in  the  instances  of  vacancies  which 
developed  later,  allotment  is  not  made  in  the  1953 
budget  to  permit  retaining  the  positions  vacated 
except  where  department  heads  state  that  they 
must  be  filled. 

This  no-hiring  policy  can  be  continued  in  regard 
to  positions  now  held  from  which  there  will  be 
1953  retirements,  but  the  opportunity  to  save 
thereby  cannot  be  reliably  figured  in  this  year's 
allowances  without,  knowing  the  intended  retire- 
ment date.  It  is  further  complicated  this  year  by 
several  factors:  (1)  legislative  proposals  to  raise 
the  minimum  age  from  55  to  60  or  65  will  move 
many  veterans  who  have  reached  55  to  seek  retire- 
ment; (2)  another  proposal  to  disallow  retirement 
of  veterans  who  are  not  members  of  a  contributory 
system  would  impel  a  similar  increase  in  retire- 
ment applications,  if  passed;  (3)  employees  who, 
after  an  adjustment  of  their  position  classification 
on  April  1,  will  then  retire. 

The  average  annual  number  of  retirements  in 
the  two  contributory  systems  during  the  past 
three  years  was  272;  during  the  first  three  months 
of  1953  the  rate  of  retirement  has  kept  pace  with 
the  same  period  in  1952.  There  will  be  in  addition 
at  least  150  veteran  retirements  in  1953.  This 
means  that  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  be 
approximately  420  retirements  in  1953.  In  the 
1953  budget,  the  number  of  positions  which  be- 
came vacant  in  1952  and  previously  and  are  not 
provided  for  is  approximately  300. 

II.  Contractual  Services. 
The  1953  figure  in  this  item  shows  only  a  rela- 
tively slight  increase  over  the  1952  figure,  from 
$9,187,013  to  $9,330,869.  Expenditures  in  this 
category  reflect  increases  in  prices  of  labor  and 
materials;  also  the  deferment  in  1952  of  many  of 
your  authorizations  because  of  the  Mayor's  in- 
structions. These  considerations  make  it  doubtful 
that  this  item  can  be  reduced  justifiably. 

III.     Supplies  and  Materials. 
The  allowance  in  this  item  for  1953  is  $592,632 
less  than  in   1952  for  City,  County,  and   Income 
Departments. 

IV.     Current  Charges  and  Obligations. 
Of  the  $20,725,295  in  this  item,  $20,350,000  is  in 
the  form  of  aid  to  be  dispensed  in  public  welfare 
and    veterans'    services,    an    activity    outside    the 
control  of  the  Council. 
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The  balance  of  $375,295  is  largely  for  bond  and 
insurance  premiums,  dues  and  subscriptions,  and 
rents,  a  group  in  which  no  substantial  reduction 
appears  possible. 

V.  Equipment. 
The  equipment  item  has  also  been  reduced  from 
$1,228,322  in  1952  to  $1,070,933  for  the  1953  allow- 
ance. In  our  opinion,  savings  in  this  field  can  be 
realized  if  arrangement  is  made  to  establish  a 
perpetual  inventory  system,  which  the  Finance 
Commission  has  advocated  for  many  years. 

VI.  Structures  and  Improvements. 
This  item  has  been  reduced  by  $394,000  for  1953 
over  1952.  It  involves  installation,  alteration,  and 
repairs  on  buildings,  and  maintenance  and  repairs 
of  public  works  structures.  It  is  an  item  which 
is  frequently  reduced  on  the  ground  that  the  work 
need  not  be  done  this  year.  However,  it  is 
axiomatic  that  deferred  maintenance  and  upkeep 
invariably  mean  greater  costs  in  subsequent  years. 
For  this  reason  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  cut 
further  into  this  item. 

VII.  Land  and  Improvements. 

This  item  is  concerned  with  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds ($90,000)  and  the  control  of  Dutch  elm 
disease  ($50,000).  To  reduce  these  items  means 
respectively  to  ignore  the  law  on  Dutch  elm 
blight  or  cut  down  on  Parks  and  Playgrounds; 
neither  step  is  advisable.  Needed  cemetery  ex- 
tension accounts  for  $28,500. 

VIII.  Special  Appropriations. 

The  items  in  this  group  may  be  classified  under 
two  heads,  viz.,  items  outside  the  control  of  the 
Council,  and  items  involving  policy.  Retirement 
System,  Federal  Public  Health  program,  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  Workmens'  Compensation, 
Pensions  and  Annuities,  Executions  of  Court  are 
outside  Council  control.  The  Re-zoning  Study 
is  needed  and  has  been  for  many  years.  Enter- 
tainment of  Distinguished  Guests  and  Public 
Celebrations  is  a  matter  of  policy.  The  Finance 
Commission  has  questioned  the  propriety  of  the 
scale  on  which  these  activities  are  carried  out. 
Civil  Defense  is  universally  demanded  today. 
The  Board  of  Recreation  is  at  the  minimum 
required  to  carry  out  the  law  in  regard  thereto. 

Snow  Removal  is  an  unpredictable  item.  The 
Finance  Commission  is  willing  to  accept  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  in  this 
regard. 

In  the  hearings  on  the  budget  certain  small 
opportunities  for  reduction  of  allowances  were 
revealed.  Such  include  reduction  in  the  number 
of  health  inspectors;  elimination  of  the  proposed 
bibliotherapy  unit  at  the  library;  and  reducing 
items  for  certain  materials  to  be  purchased  in 
view  of  the  present  quantities  on  hand.  The 
transfer  of  Child  Welfare  to  the  state  was  recom- 
mended in  1949  by  the  Finance  Commission,  was 
acquiesced  to  by  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions, 
but  must  be  preceded  by  appropriation  by  the 
Legislature  if  the  state  is  to  assume  the  burden. 
No  such  appropriation  has  yet  been  made.  In 
the  event  that  state  willingness  to  take  over  this 
function  becomes  a  fact,  the  yearly  saving  would 
be  approximately  $500,000  of  the  city's  present 
$750,000  rate  of  expenditure. 

On  the  whole,  substantial  reduction  in  the 
spending  rate  of  the  city  departments,  as  set  in 
the  allowances  in  the  Mayor's  1953  budget,  must 
await  realization  of  the  reorganization  which  the 
Finance  Commission  has  proposed.

President  AHEARN  declared  a  recess  at  3.39 
p.m.  The  members  reassembled  and  were  called 
to  order  by  President  AHEARN  at  3.45  p.m. 


REPORTS     OF    COMMITTEE     ON     APPRO- 
PRIATIONS AND  FINANCE. 

Report  of  the  majority  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  was 
submitted  as  follows: 

The  problems  raised  by  the  yearly  analysis  of  the 
municipal  budget  are  so  multifarious,  profound, 
and  of  such  crucial  importance,  that  the  majority 
of  your  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
felt,  first,  that  an  accompanying  report  was  needed, 
and,  secondly,  that  the  usual  type  of  committee 
report,  involving  comparisons  and  language  suffi- 
ciently vague  so  that  all  members  might  agree 
without  undue  strain,  would  be  inadequate  in  this 
context.  The  committee,  therefore,  submits  the 
recommendations  of  the  majority  members  indi- 
vidually in  the  hope  that  a  committee  report  in  this 
form  would  have  the  merits  of  individuality  and 
might  be  more  thought-provoking  than  would  be 
the  result  were  the  usual  form  of  report  used. 

Report  of  Councillor  Hailer,  vice  chairman 
of  the  committee,  was  submitted  as  follows: 

Boston  is  no  different  from  any  other  large 
municipality  of  its  comparable  size  when  we  talk 
of  its  budgetary  problems.  The  budgetary  problem 
is  not  the  fault  of  any  Mayor  or  City  Council  but  a 
nation-wide  condition  which  has  grown  worse  as 
inflation  and,  therefore,  the  costs  of  government 
services,  have  increased  and  tax  revenue  sources 
have  decreased. 

This  year,  with  a  tax  rate  over  $70  a  reality,  the 
majority  of  your  Appropriations  Committee  felt 
that  many  cuts  were  necessary  in  the  various  de- 
partmental budgets  which  make  up  the  whole  city 
budget. 

We  don't  feel  that  our  cuts  should  be  absolute 
and  binding  in  every  instance,  but  we  do  know  that 
every  effort  was  made  to  be  as  exact  and  as  reason- 
able as  possible. 

The  cuts  that  have  been  specifically  recom- 
mended have  been  recommended  with  the  utmost 
regard  for  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  and  with  the 
utmost  caution  toward  not  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  services  provided  by  the  city. 

A  close  study^of  the  greater  majority  of  the  rec- 
ommended cuts  in  the  budget  6uch  as  Repair  and 
Maintenance  of  Buildings,  Repair  and  Servicing  of 
Equipment,  Purchase  of  Office  Supplies,  Office 
Furniture,  and  the  miscellaneous  99  items  show 
that  there  is  a  definite  lack  of  planned  budgeting 
on  these  items. 

A  planned  capital  improvement  program  is  defi- 
nitely needed  rather  than  inaccurate  guessing. 

From  the  budget  hearings  have  come  many  ideas 
and  specific  recommendations  for  greater  savings 
for  the  taxpayers. 

1.  A  centralized  motor  pool  under  the  motor 
division  which  would  be  solely  responsible  for  the 
maintenance,  operation,  and  replacement  of  all 
city  automotive  equipment.  This  would  provide  for 
closer  budgetary  planning. 

2.  A  long-range  plan  for  capital  replacement 
and  improvement  for  municipally  owned  and  main- 
tained buildings.  This  would  lessen  the  guess  work 
and  demand  for  emergency  repairs. 

3.  Salvage  pool  where  the  city  could  sell 
obsolete  equipment  and  equipment  no  longer 
useful  to  the  city. 

4.  Centralized  photographic  pool  where  all  city 
photography  and  development  could  take  place. 
This  in  effect  could  be  a  great  saving  to  the  city. 

5.  Recommend  that  all  highways  in  the  city  be 
placed  under  the  Public  Works  Department.  This 
would  provide  for  greater  efficiency  in  the  road 
maintenance  program  and  would  permit  the  city 
to  receive  grant  in  aid  reimbursement  from  the 
state. 

Report  of  Committee  Member  Foley  was 
submitted,  viz.: 

The  problem  of  high  cost  of  municipal  govern- 
ment naturally  subdivides  itself  into  three  con- 
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siderations:  (1)  revenue  base;  (2)  level  of  services; 
(3)  effectiveness  of  administration. 

I  shall  here  deal  almost  exclusively  with  the 
third  problem,  that  of  effectiveness  of  administra- 
tion. The  problem  here  would  at  first  seem  to  be 
lack  of  the  mechanism  whereby  effective  control 
might  be  exercised  by  the  Chief  Executive.  How- 
ever, the  root  of  the  problem  is  a  simple  problem 
in  human  nature,  but  is  to  be  found  in  all  levels 
of  government — federal,  state,  and  municipal. 
If  you  would  understand  it,  put  yourself  in  the 
position  of  a  head  of  a  municipal  department 
with  the  very  natural  desire  to  make  a  name  for 
yourself.  You  would  soon  find  that  departmental 
frugality  produces  no  honor  for  the  head  of  the 
department.  The  path  to  departmental  glory 
leads  at  worst  to  empire  building,  and  at  best  to 
a  sort  of  creeping,  uncontrolled,  almost  uncon- 
scious expansion  of  departmental  services  as  the 
years  go  by.  In  the  main,  we  rest  our  hopes  for 
municipal  economy  on  sand  if  we  rely  on  the 
heads  of  departments.  This  is  said  in  no  dispar- 
agement of  our  present  department  heads.  Big- 
ger and  better  is  the  American  dream,  and  a  man 
may  be  a  great  department  head  without  ever 
giving   a   thought   to   economy. 

Who  then  will  do  the  job? 

Any  chief  executive  in  discharge  of  his  ceremo- 
nial planning  and  day-to-day  administrative 
functions  simply  cannot  reasonably  be  expected 
to  have  the  time  to  devote  to  the  detail  work 
which  must  be  done  to  achieve  economic  opera- 
tion. However,  since  the  Chief  Executive  in  his 
person  represents  the  city  to  the  voters  and  the 
taxpayers,  it  is  in  his  interest  to  operate  at  the 
least  cost.  To  summarize  it  so  far,  where  the 
department  head  has  the  time,  but  all  too  often 
not  the  will,  to  achieve  the  most  efficient  opera- 
tion, the  Chief  Executive  has  the  will,  but  not 
the  time.  Therefore,  one  would  seem  led  to  the 
conclusion  that  between  the  Mayor  and  the  head 
of  department  should  be  interposed  a  strong 
Budget  Department  with  basic  loyalty  to  the 
Chief  Executive  and  not  to  the  department  head. 
Such  a  Budget  Department  should  be  adequately 
staffed  to  do  precise  cost  analysis  of  municipal 
operations  in  every  department  and  should  be 
prepared  to  do  field  work,   if  necessary. 

The  present  Budget  Department  is  almost 
ridiculously  understaffed  for  this  function.  The 
need  for  such  a  department  is  only  re-emphasized 
when  one  takes  into  consideration  the  truly  excel- 
lent services  of  the  present  Budget  Commissioner, 
who,  because  of  his  outstanding  qualifications, 
is  not  only  municipal  budget  officer,  a  full-time 
job  for  any  man,  but  also  the  de  facto  municipal 
personnel  officer,  and  also  bears  a  major  share 
of  the  responsibility  for  reorganization  of  the 
municipal  departments.  There  is,  therefore,  an 
immediate  need  for  expansion  of  the  Budget 
Department,  to  the  point  where  it  will  be  able 
to  accomplish  cost  analysis  of  all  other  municipal 
departments.  Its  function  should  clearly  be  a 
staff  function  through  which  the  Mayor  exercises 
effective  control  of  the  other  municipal  depart- 
ments. It  should  be  the  Mayor's  agency  for  cost 
control  of  day-to-day  operation  just  as  the  Plan- 
ning Board  is  the  Mayor's  staff  agency  for 
intelligent  direction  of  policies  which  affect  the 
future   problems   of   the   city. 

The  annual  budget  hearings  of  the  City  Council, 
at  best,  are  a  somewhat  superficial  analysis  of  the 
cost  of  running  the  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Municipal  cost  analysis  via  Council 
budget  hearings  can  all  too  easily  degenerate  into 
an  exercise  in  rhetoric,  or  a  pointless  debate. 
It  is  something  like  asking  a  surgeon  to  remove 
an  appendix  with  nothing  more  than  a  kitchen 
knife.  Something  more  is  needed.  I  suggest:  (1) 
professional  help  to  the  Council;  (2)  program  rather 
than  item  budgeting;  (3)  a  much  strengthened 
Budget  Department. 

I  would  like  to  offer  one  further  and  distinct 
suggestion.  The  current  budgeting  practice  in 
Boston  of  a  simultaneous  calendar  and  fiscal 
year  costs  the  city  an  unneccessary  $300,000  or 
more  a  year  which  might  be  saved  if  the  fiscal 


year  ran  from  July  1  to  July  I.  Why  not  try  to 
seek  some  advantage  from  the  present  system 
since  it  costs  us  so  much? 

There  would  seem  to  be  one  advantage  in  our 
present  system  over  the  system  of  examining  and 
establishing  the  budget  before  the  fiscal  year 
begins.  Our  budget  is  not  determined  upon 
until  early  in  April,  and  the  size  of  the  supple- 
mentary budget  is  not  determined  upon  until 
late  in  May.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  almost  one 
half  of  the  year  has  gone  before  the  size  of  the 
budget  is  established.  There  are  a  great  many 
items  in  the  budget  which  are  merest  estimates 
and  vary  depending  upon  one  or  another  factor, 
which  will  effect  the  estimate  during  the  year, 
but  surely  the  element  of  guesswork  in  these 
items  is  much  reduced  when  there  can  be,  by  use 
of  the  supplementary  budget,  still  time  to  act, 
when  almost  one  half  of  the  year's  payments  has 
been  made  on  the  item. 

The  conclusion  would  seem  to  follow  that  the 
Council  should  err  on  the  low  side,  if  err  it  must, 
rather  than  on  the  high,  since  there  is  ample  time 
to  correct  any  low  estimate  up  to  early  June,  and 
by  that  time  a  department  should  have  a  much 
more  informed  estimate  available  than  it  has  when 
the  budget  is  prepared  in  January. 

Report  of  Committee  Member  Joyce  was  sub- 
mitted, viz.: 

I  regard  the  present  condition  of  the  budget, 
together  with  the  attitude  of  many  city  officials 
and  organizations  in  connection  therewith,  as  un- 
healthy and  unrealistic  toward  the  mounting 
burdens  of  Boston  taypayers — attitudes  that 
reflect  traditional  inertia,  and  a  desire  to  maintain 
the  status  quo  of  municipal  bureaucracy  rather 
than  a  vigorous  effort  to  cut  expenditures. 

The  very  inadequacy  of  the  system  of  budgetary 
review  by  the  Council,  wherein  the  budget  is 
presented  to  the  Council  on  February  2,  with  an 
approximate  two-month  deadline  of  April  6, 
militates  against  careful  investigation  and  de- 
liberation and  presents  the  ludicrous  situation 
wherein  the  Council  is  given  but  one  day's  de- 
liberation, while  its  Appropriations  Committee  is 
given  only  two  months  to  study  a  $100,000,000 
expense  account.  Meanwhile  it  is  well  to  remember 
that  the  Legislature  receives  its  budget  from  the 
Governor  in  January  and  has  approximately  six 
months  to  study  same. 

Faced  with  these  inadequacies,  the  Appropria- 
tions Committee  has  recommended  what  I  con- 
sider minimum  cuts,  which  have  been  criticized 
from  many  quarters  that,  ironically  enough,  are 
committed  by  public  statement  to  a  reduction  in 
municipal  expenses.  This  presents  the  familiar 
hypocrisy  of  those  who  are  always  in  favor  of 
cutting  the  budget  as  a  general  philosophy,  but 
who  are  always  against  cutting  every  specific 
item  as  a  general  practice. 

In  the  light  of  these  conditions,  I  commend  the 
other  members  of  the  committee  for  their  courage 
and   forthrightness   in   recommending   these   cuts. 

My  specific  recommendations  in  regard  to  these 
statements  will  be  made  when  the  committee 
report  is  discussed  in  the  Council. 


RECESS.

The 
members  reassembled  and  were  called  to  order  bv 
President  AHEARN  at  4.28  p.m. 

Coun.  Hailer,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
to  which  was  referred  on  February  2,  1953,  the 
appropriations  and  tax  orders  for  the  year  1953 
submitted  by  the  Mayor,  recommends  the  passage 
of  the  same  with  reduced  items  as  shown  on  the 
accompanying  orders: 
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APPROPRIATIONS   AND   TAX   ORDERS   FOR   THE   FINANCIAL    YEAR    1953. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  firHt 
day  of  January,  1953,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance, 
or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  depart- 
ments or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set 
out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payments  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendments  thereto,  and 
for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met 
by  the  department  income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner 
Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1935; 
that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking 
and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other 
appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1952,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1. 
1953;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized 
loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for 
any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all 
contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several 
contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1953,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1953.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per 
cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  1,  1953,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  November  1,  1953,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1953,  before  said  November  1,  1953, 
until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part 
of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  189.5,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and 
for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met 
by  the  department  income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner 
Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  193"); 
that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking 
and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other 
appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1952,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1953;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized 
loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for 
any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all 
contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several 
contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1953,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1953.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per 
cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  1,  1953,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  November  1,  1953,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1953,  before  said  November  1,  1953, 
until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part 
of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

contracts  for  federal  capital  grants  have  been 
made,  will  be  at  least  equal  to  one  third  of 
the  aggregate  net  project  costs  involved  in 
such   projects;   and 

Whereas,  Such  local  grants-in-aid  may  be 
provided  by  a  state,  municipality,  or  other

That  the  financial  assistance 
provided  by  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949 
to  assist  local  slum  clearance  and  urban  re-

$915,000.

Gentlemen: 

There  are  forwarded  herewith  supplementary 

appropriations  totaling   $915,000,   and  allocated 

as   follows : 

Police   Department $425,000 

Fire  Department 325,000 

Assessing  Department 80,000 

Park  Department 70,000 

Public    Celebrations 15,000 

$915,000 

The  sums  of  $425,000  and  $325,000  for  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  respectively,  are 
requested  in  order  that  the  uniformed  forces 
of  these  departments,  not  having  been  in- 
cluded in  the  compensation  plan  adopted  last 
year  for  city  employees,  might  be  given  a 
modest  increase  which  is  more  or  less  in  line 
with  the  general  compensation  plan.  This 
increase  is  to  be  effective  as  of  April  1,   1953. 

The  sum  of  $80,000  is  requested  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  for  the  purpose  of  initiat- 
ing a  revaluation  survey  of  the  115,000  parcels 
of  real  estate  in  the  city.  The  result  of  this 
survey  will  assist  the  assessors  in  placing 
fair  and  equitable  valuations  upon  the  real 
estate  of  the  city.  It  is  a  much  needed  survey 
which  should  have  been  undertaken  some 
years   ago. 

The  sum  of  $70,000  for  the  Park  Depart- 
ment is  requested  in  order  to  continue  the 
summer  playground  activities  conducted  by  the 
School  Committee  for  the  past  several  years. 
This  year  the  School  Committee  eliminated  the 
necessary  funds  for  this  program  from  its 
1953  budget  without  any  consideration  being 
given  as  to  how  this  most  necessary  activity 
would  be  continued  without  interruption.  Be- 
cause I  am  convinced  this  program  is  ab- 
solutely essential,  particularly  in  these  times 
of  unrest  and  delinquency  among  our  young- 
sters, this  sum  is  requested  to  provide  leader- 
ship, supervision,  and  supplies  to  the  70  areas 
formerly  operated  by  the  School  Committee, 
for  a  summer  program  of  ten  weeks'  duration 
from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday. 
These  70  areas  consist  of  57  Park  Department 
areas  and  13  in  districts  where  playgrounds 
are  not  available.  This  program  will  be  con- 
solidated with  the  Park  Department's  regular 
summer  program  in  14  areas  now  under  its 
control. 

The  sum  of  $15,000  for  Public  Celebrations 
is  requested  in  order  that  the  city  may  par- 
ticipate in  the  Second  Annual  Art  Festival 
to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boston 
Art  Festival  Committee.  Last  year,  without 
adequate  time  or  funds,  the  committee  was 
able  to  present  an  exhibition  that  thrilled  over 
150,000  visitors  and  was  so  successful  that  it 
is  intended,  if  possible,  to  make  this  an  annual 
event.  This  year  the  committee  plans  for  a 
bigger  and  better  festival,  lasting  for  eight 
days. 

Early     consideration     and     passage     of     the 
accompanying      supplementary      appropriation 
order  by  your  Honorable  Body  is  recommended.

ORDERS    FOR    RESCISSION    OF    AUTHOR- 
IZATIONS  FOR  BORROWING  OF  MONEY. 

The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  13,   1953. 
To   the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  latest  monthly  exhibit  issued  by  the 
City  Auditor  discloses  that  loans  totaling 
$16,945,000  have  been  "authorized  but  not 
issued."  An  analysis  of  the  various  projects 
included  in  this  total  reveals  that  in  the  case 
of  six  projects,  with  unused  authorizations 
totaling  $13,710,000,  considerable  doubt  exists 
as  to  whether  the  existing  authorizations  ever 
will  be  utilized.  The  following  schedule  in- 
dicates  the   basis   for  this   statement: 

New  City  Hall  plans,  etc.,  authorized  De- 
cember   12,    1935,    unissued    amount,    $10,000. 

Originally,  $60,000  was  authorized  for  this 
project,  but  the  plans,  as  finally  prepared, 
cost  the  city  $50,000.  These  plans  are  now 
on  file  in  the  Public  Buildings  Department, 
so  that  the  project  may  be  deemed  to  have 
been  completed  and  no  further  need  exists  for 
the   outstanding   authorization. 

Permanent  veterans'  housing  project,  au- 
thorized November  13,  1946,  unissued  amount, 
$1,500,000. 

Against  an  original  authorization  of  $10,- 
000,000,  bonds  totaling  $8,500,000  were  actually 
issued.  Under  the  terms  of  the  legislation 
governing  this  authorization,  construction  is 
limited  to  one-  and  two-family  houses,  and 
any  debt  issued  is  limited  to  a  term  of  fifteen 
years.  These  two  features  make  any  further 
issues  of  debt  under  this  authorization  un- 
desirable. 

Incinerator  building,  authorized  November 
5,    1946,    unissued    amount,    $200,000. 

This  authorization  was  intended  to  cover 
the  construction  of  an  incinerator  in  the 
Brighton  district.  Because  of  the  refusal  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal  to  change  zoning  restric- 
tions in  this  district  to  permit  such  construc- 
tion, no  action  has  been  taken  under  the 
original  authorization.  No  further  need  for 
continuance  of   the  authorization    is   apparent. 

Low-income  housing  project,  South  End,  au- 
thorized December  1,  1947,  unissued  amount 
$3,000,000. 

This  authorization  was  specifically  for  the 
Cathedral  Project,  which  was  subsequently 
constructed  with  other  funds.  No  further  use 
can    be   made   of   authorization. 

Permanent  veterans'  housing  project,  au- 
thorized June  8,  1948,  unissued  amount, 
$2,000,000. 

The  original  authorization  was  for  $10,- 
000,000,  against  which  bond  issues  totaling 
$8,000,000     have    actually    been    made.       Since

it  appears  that  approximately  $10,000,000  in 
state  and  federal  funds  are  still  available  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for  the  con- 
struction of  veterans'  housing,  it  is  believed 
that  no  further  expenditure  of  city  funds  in 
this   respect  should   be  made. 

Permanent  veterans'  housing  project,  au- 
thorized May  10,  1950,  unissued  amount, 
$7,000,000. 

This  authorization,  together  with  the  two 
veterans'  projects  authorized  in  1946  and  1948, 
totals  $27,000,000,  which  sum  is  the  maximum 
amount  the  city  was  authorized  to  incur  for 
veterans'  housing  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  372  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended. 
Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  this  order,  the 
Commonwealth,  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 200  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  as- 
sumed the  responsibility  of  guaranteeing  vet- 
erans' housing  bond  issues  as  well  as  making 
certain  annual  contributions  on  behalf  of  such 
projects.  Because  of  this  development,  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  has  made  no  plans 
for  construction  under  this  $7,000,000  author- 
ization. As  previously  pointed  out,  fui"ther 
expenditure  of  city  funds  for  veterans'  housing 
while  a  substantial  amount  of  state  and  federal 
funds   are   available  appears   unwarranted. 

In  view  of  the  doubt  attached  to  the  de- 
sirability of  any  further  utilization  of  the 
authorizations  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  sched- 
ule, I  deem  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city 
to  recommend  that  they  be  rescinded.  Reten- 
tion of  them  in  the  financial  records  of  the 
city  may  cause  misinterpretations  to  arise 
which  might  eventually  prove  harmful  to  the 
credit  of  the  city.  Investors  and  financial 
establishments,  who  otherwise  might  be  in- 
terested in  purchasing  bonds  and  notes  of  the 
city,  would  be  justified  in  assuming  that  be- 
cause of  the  existence  of  these  authorizations 
the  city  is  faced,  at  some  future  date,  with 
a  20  per  cent  increase  in  its  net  debt.  Such 
an  assumption  would  naturally  lessen  investor 
interest    in    our   securities. 

I   submit   herewith   six    orders    providing   for 
the    rescission    of    the   six    authorizations    pre- 
viously   discussed    and    respectfully    recommend 
adoption  of  the  same  by  your  Honorable  Body.

TAKING    OF   SHELLFISH   IN    BOSTON. 

The   following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   April  13,   1953. 
To   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  ordinance  regulating  the  taking  of  shell- 
fish in  the  City  of  Boston  which  was  passed 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  December  22,  1952, 
and  approved  by  me  on  December  23,  1952, 
has  not  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  as  required  by 
General  Laws,  chapter  130,  section  52.  His  ob- 
jections thereto  are  threefold.  In  the  first 
place,  he  insists  that  an  uncontaminated, 
though  less  accessible,  area  be  set  aside  for 
holders  of  family-use  shellfish  permits; 
secondly,  he  feels  that  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  issuance  of  commercial-use  shell- 
fish permits  to  inhabitants  of  the  Common- 
wealth not  resident  in  Boston  in  the  event 
that  the  number  of  shellfish  permits  granted 
to  Boston  residents  are  insufficient  for  the 
proper  working  of  the  shellfish  areas  in  Bos- 
ton; and,  thirdly,  he  believes  that  the  precise 
conditions  of  both  family-use  and  commercial- 
use  shellfish  permits  should  be  specifically 
stated  in  the  ordinance  rather  than  embraced 
by  the  phrase  "upon  such  other  conditions 
as  the  City  Council  shall  think  proper." 
Transmitted  herewith  is  an  ordinance  which 
he  has  notified  me  would  meet  with  his  ap- 
proval. I  recommend  its  adoption.

An   Ordinance  Regulating  the  Taking  of  Shell- 
fish in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City   Council  of  Boston, 
as   follows : 
Section   1.     Chapter  5  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1952    is    hereby    repealed. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after   section   22   the  following: 

Taking  of  Shellfish. 
Sect.  22A.  (1)  Effective  May  15,  1953. 
there  shall  be  granted  by  the  city  council 
family  use  shellfish  permits  and  commercial 
use  shellfish  permits.  A  family  use  shellfish 
permit  may  be  granted  upon  written  applica- 
tion by  any  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth; 
but  a  commercial  use  shellfish  permit  shall  be 
granted  only  upon  written  application  by  an 
inhabitant  of  the  city  of  Boston  except  that, 
at  such  times  as  the  city  council  shall  deem 
the  number  of  commercial  use  shellfish  per- 
mits so  granted  to  be  insufficient  for  the 
proper  working  of  the  shellfish  areas  in  the 
city,  a  commercial  use  shellfish  permit  may 
be  granted  upon  written  application  by  any 
inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth.  No  appli- 
cation for  a  family  use,  or  for  a  commercial 
use,  shellfish  permit  shall  be  denied  except 
for  good  cause.  Every  family  use,  and  every 
commercial  use,  shellfish  permit,  shall  be  upon 
the  following  conditions:  (a)  that  the  per- 
mit 'shall  not  be  transferable;  (6)  that  the 
permit  shall  expire  in  accordance  with  law 
and,  prior  to  such  expiration,  may  be  ter- 
minated by  revocation  in  accordance  with  law; 
(e)  that  the  holder  thereof  shall  at  all  times 
conform  to  all  applicable  statutes,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations;  (d)  that  the  holder 
thereof  shall  not  take  shellfish  from  any  area 
determined  under  section  74  of  chapter  130  of 
the  General  Laws  to  be  contaminated  except 
in  accordance  with  a  permit  granted  under 
section  75  of  said  chapter  130;  and  (e)  that 
the  holder  thereof  shall  at  no  time  during  the 
period  in  any  year  beginning  May  fifteenth 
and  ending  September  fifteenth  take  any  shell- 
fish from  a  beach  area.  Any  family  use,  or 
commercial  use,  shellfish  permit  may  at  any 
time,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  be  revoked 
by  the  city  council  for  any  breach  of  condi- 
tion or  other  good  cause.  No  family  use,  or 
commercial  use.  shellfish  permit  shall  be 
transferable.  Every  family  use,  and  every 
commercial    use,    shellfish    permit,    shall,    unless 
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sooner  revoked,  expire  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
whichever  of  the  months  of  January,  May 
or  September  next  succeeds  the  month  in 
which  such  permit  is  granted.  The  fee  for 
every  family  use  shellfish  permit,  and  for 
every  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  one  dollar; 
and  the  fee  for  every  commercial  use  shell- 
fish permit,  and  for  every  renewal  thereof, 
shall   be   five  dollars. 

(2)  Any  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth 
holding  a  family  use  shellfish  permit  granted 
under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  section  may,  on 
and  after  May  15,  1953,  take,  for  his  own 
family  use,  shellfish  from  the  following  area 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  to  wit:  the  flats  and 
coastal  waters  lying  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  easterly  of 
a  line  drawn  from  Wind  Mill  Point  in  the 
town  of  Hull  to  the  southeasterly  point  of 
Deer  Island  and  through  Deer  Island  to  Point 
Shirley,  except  the  shores  of  Lovell's,  Gallup's 
and  George's  Islands;  provided,  however,  that 
no  shellfish  shall  be  taken  from  said  area  of 
a  size  or  at  a  season  prohibited  by  law;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  amount  taken  for 
any  family  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  week 
one  bushel  of  any  or  all  kinds  of  shellfish; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  shellfish  shall 
be  taken  from  so  much  of  said  area  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  determined  under  section 
74  of  chapter  130  of  the  General  Laws  to  be 
contaminated  except  in  accordance  with  a 
permit  granted  under  section  75  of  said  chap- 
ter 130. 

(3)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  para- 
graph (2)  of  this  section,  on  and  after  May 
15,  1953,  no  person  shall  take  any  kind  of 
shellfish  within  the  city  of  Boston  unless  he 
holds  a  commercial  use  shellfish  permit  granted 
under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  section.  No 
shellfish  shall  be  taken  for  'commercial  pur- 
poses from  the  area  described  in  paragraph 
(2)  of  this  section.

VETO    OF    ORDER    FOR    ANNUAL    VACA- 
TION  FOR   CERTAIN   EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  15,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  disapproved,  and  without 
my  signature,  the  order  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body  for  acceptance  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acta  of 
1952. 

This  act  provides  that  all  employees  who  have 
worked  continuously  for  five  years  but  less  than 
ten  years  shall  be  given  a  three  weeks'  vacation, 
and  that  all  employees  who  have  worked  con- 
tinuously for  ten  years  or  more  shall  be  given  a 
four  weeks'  vacation. 

At  the  present  time,  by  virtue  of  statute  and 
ordinance,  employees  who  have  served  over  ten 
years  but  less  than  twenty  years  are  given  three 
weeks'  vacation.  Employees  whp  have  served 
over  twenty  years  are  given  four  weeks'  vacation. 
It  is  also  provided  by  general  laws  that  in  the  event 
a  person's  employment  is  terminated  by  reason 
of  resignation,  retirement,  or  death,  and  he  has  not 
received  the  two  weeks'  vacation  under  the  law, 
the  city  is  obligated  to  pay  to  the  beneficiary  an 
amount    in    cash    equal    to    the    vacation    period. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  present  vacation 
allowance  granted  to  employees  is  as  liberal  as 
the  City  of  Boston  can  afford.  It  must  be  kept 
in  mind,  in  considering  any  further  liberality  of 
vacation  allowances,  that  employees  are  now 
entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay,  and  it  must  also 
be  kept  in  mind  that  the  Compensation  and 
Classification  Plan,  recently  put  in  effect,  is  most 
liberal  as  far  as  wages  and  salaries  are  concerned. 

I  know  of  no  large  corporation  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  employing  thousands  of  workers,  which 
gives  over  three  weeks'  vacation  to  its  employees. 


As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  larger  corporations  allow 
three  weeks'  vacation  only  after  fifteen  years  of 
service. 

The  cost  of  broadening  vacation  periods  for 
employees  will  result  in  additional  expenditure 
for  vacation  substitutes  in  those  departments 
which  are  required  to  operate  for  seven  days  each 
week,  departments  such  as  the  City  Hospital 
and  the  Sanatorium  Division  of  the  City  Hospital, 
the  Long  Island  Hospital,  and  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments.  In  these  departments  it  would  be 
necessary  to  either  employ  additional  permanent 
employees,  or  employ  temporary  workers,  or 
provide  overtime  for  present  employees.  A 
conservative  estimate  of  the  additional  cost 
which  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  city  is 
$50,000  to  $75,000  annually,  if  the  legislation  in 
question  were  approved. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  in  no  position  to  take  on 
greater  operating  costs,  in  the  absence  of  addi- 
tional revenues  to  meet  such  costs.  The  tax  rate 
of  our  city  is  now  the  highest  of  any  of  the  largest 
cities  in  our  country,  placing  our  city  in  an  unenvi- 
able competitive  position.  Rather  than  an 
increase  of  operating  costs  the  city  is  now  bending 
its  efforts  towards  a  reduction  of  operating  costs. 

For  these  reasons,  among  others,  I  am  with- 
holding my  approval  of  the  order  adopted  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

Pursuant  to  your  communication  bearing  date  of 
February  9,  1953,  requesting  that  a  survey  be 
made  of  the  advisability  of  using,  within  the  recre- 
ational program  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  artificial 
winter  surfacing  equipment  now  in  use  at  the 
Commonwealth  Country  Club  and  elsewhere,  we 
respectfully  report  in  answer  thereto. 

The  Blizzard  Snow  System  (a  Larchmont  prod- 
uct, Larchmont  Farms,  Lexington,  Mass.)  is  de- 
signed to  cover  a  ski  area  in  the  same  manner  as 
one  would  irrigate  the  area.  It  consists  of  two 
lines  of  tubing  with  special  couplings  up  the  side 
of  the  hill.  These  are  called  the  main  lines.  From 
the  main  lines  are  run  laterals  on  and  across  the 
slope.  On  the  laterals  are  placed  the  rotating 
snow  nozzles  which  produce  and  distribute  the 
snow. 

Since  certain  pressures  have  to  be  maintained  anil 
since  each  ski  slope  differs,  it  is  necessary  that  an 
"on-the-job  survey"  be  obtained.  This  will  deter- 
mine the  cost  of  the  installation. 

As  many  improvements  in  the  nozzles  are  being 
developed  each  year,  the  nozzles  are  not  sold.  They 
are  leased  at  a  reasonable  price.  At  the  end  of  each 
season  all  nozzles  are  returned  to  the  company  for 
reconditioning  and  servicing  free  of  charge — the  ski 
area  to  pay  the  transportation.  This  is  done  so 
that  the  system's  operation  will  be  efficient.  The 
company  also  reserves  the  right  to  make  improve- 
ments in  the  nozzles  at  no  cost  to  the  operators  and 
deliver  the  improved  nozzles. 

A  coloring  injector  may  be  purchased,  at  extra 
cost,  and  also  the  coloring  ingredients. 

Features  of  Snow-Making  Mechanism. 
Heater.     Protects  nozzles   from   freezing,   com- 
plete within  its  own  chamber. 
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Rotary  Distributing  Head.  Gives  uniform 
coverage;  can  be  controlled  from  main  line  master 
valves  for  wet  or  dry  snow. 

Mixing  Chamber.     Speeds  up  moving  of  laterals. 

Compressor.  Each  additional  compressor  in- 
creases the  coverage. 

All  materials  are  light  and  durable — economizes 
labor  operation;  also  non-rusting. 

Guarantee. 
The  Larchmont  Company  guarantees  that  at  27° 
or  under  one  line  of  five  nozzles  will  cover  2,000 
square  feet  of  area  with  1  inch  of  snow  per  hour. 

Surveying  Service. 
The   company   offers   surveying   service   by   its 
corps  of  engineers  for  any  group  interested  in  the 
snow-making  system.     Charges  for  the  survey  will 
be  deducted  from  price  if  machine  is  purchased.

Water    pressure     required     at    nozzles,     60-65 
pounds  per  square  inch. 

Gallonage  required  per  nozzle,  7  gallons  per 
minute.

The  above  figures  are  the  cost  of  minimum 
equipment.  This  equipment  will  spray  snow  over 
an  area  200  feet  by  100  feet.

Municipal  Operating  Personnel. 

The  following  personnel  would  be  necessary  to 
operate  the  snow-making  machine : 

One  man  to  operate  the  Diesel  engine;  two  men 
to  move  the  laterals. 

The  manpower  needed  to  operate  the  snow 
machine  should  be  city  personnel,  as  this  is  the 
cheapest  method.  The  Larchmont  Engineering 
Company  will  instruct  the  personnel  on  the 
operation  of  the  equipment  should  it  be  purchased. 

Cost  of  Rental. 
Rental  of  25  nozzles  at  $25  each,  $625;  rental  of 
2,400  feet  main  portable  lines  at  $4  per  20  feet, 
$480;  rental  of  five  laterals  at  $78  each,  $390 
generator,  $200  per  month  for  three  months,  $600 
pump,  $200  per  month  for  three  months,  $600. 
compressor,  $650  per  month  for  three  months, 
$1,950— $4,645. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  this  Board  thinks  a 
snow  machine  should  not  be  purchased  by  the 
City  of  Boston  at  this  time. 

1.  The  initial  cost  of  the  equipment  and 
machinery  is  very  high. 

2.  The  labor  to  change  areas  and  to  run  the 
machines  is  high. 

3.  The  weather  plays  a  very  important  part  in 
the  success  of  the  machine.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  temperature  be  below  27°.  If 
the  temperature  is  above  27°,  or  even  slightly 
lower  and  rising,  the  sprinklers  will  not  disperse 
snow. 

4.  The  air  pressure  and  water  pressure  have 
to  be  exactly  right  or  snowr  is  not  produced.  Per- 
fect operation  is  difficult. 

5.  The  orifices,  even  with  heaters,  often  freeze, 
thus  causing  delays,  and  snow  production  is  lost. 

6.  The  wind  is  an  important  factor,  too.  If  too 
strong,  it  scatters  the  snow  over  the  surrounding 
countryside  and  not  over  the  desired  slope. 

7.  The  generator,  when  running,  is  noisy;  and 
the  local  community  may  complain  about  the 
noise  of  the  generator,  particularly  since  the  best 
time  to  use  the  machine  is  during  the  night  when 
it  is  colder. 

Recommendation. 

The  Board  of  Recreation  does  not  recommend 

the  purchase  of  a  Blizzard  Snow  System  by  the 

City  of  Boston  at  the  present  time.    The  Board  is 

mindful  of  the  decline  of  coasting,  even  on  natural 


areas.  However,  the  Board  does  recommend  that 
the  Park  Department  rent  a  Blizzard  Snow  Ma- 
chine for  the  1953-54  winter  season  for  demon- 
stration in  a  popular  location  as  a  means  of  reviving 
healthful  winter  sports.

With  reference  to  a  Council  order  requesting 
traffic  lights  at  Bennington  street  and  Wordsworth 
street,  East  Boston,  I  wish  to  report  that  our 
appropriation  for  traffic  lights  has  already  been 
committed   to   approximately   20   intersections. 

In  addition  to  these  intersections  we  have 
another  list  of  20  which,  by  comparison,  are  in 
even  greater  need  of  traffic  lights  than  the  inter- 
section above  named. 

With  over  100  requests  for  traffic  light  installa- 
tions on  hand,  we  realize  that  we  cannot  accom- 
modate everyone  at  once,  and  so  we  have  set  up 
a  list  based  upon  traffic  counts,  traffic  volumes, 
and  accident  records,  so  that  we  may  install  lights 
where  they  are  most  needed,  using  whatever 
money  is  available. 

It  is  our  hope  that  we  will  have  an  appropria- 
tion this  year  which  will  permit  us  to  make  a 
large  number  of  traffic  light  installations  in  1954. 
it  being  realized  that  after  an  appropriation  has 
been  made  it  takes  approximately  one  year  to 
arrange  contracts  for  underground  work,  Edison 
service,  procurement  of  material,  installation, 
and  testing.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  LIBRARY 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received:

The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  have 
approved  a  Compensation  Plan  for  library  em- 
ployees which  is  similar  to  the  Compensation  Plan 
adopted  last  year  for  city  employees. 

The  public  library  employees  were  excluded 
from  the  survey  conducted  by  the  Jacobs  Company. 
As  a  result,  no  increases  in  pay  have  been  granted 
in  the  Library  Department  since  the  last  general 
flat  increase  of  $260  granted  to  all  city  employees 
in  June  of  1951. 

New  salary  and  wage  scales  have  now  been 
adopted  by  the  Library  Trustees  to  be  effective 
April  1,  1953,  as  follows: 

1.  For  printers  and  binders — the  establishment 
of  scales  in  conformity  with  the  union  scales 
already  put  into  effect  in  the  City  Printing  Depart- 
ment in  March  and  September,  1952; 

2.  For  clerical  and  mechanical  workers— the 
establishment  of  scales  in  conformity  with  those 
put  into  effect  for  other  City  of  Boston  workers  as 
of  April  1,  1952; 

3.  For  library  workers — the  establishment  of 
minimum  and  middle  scales  in  conformity  with 
those  currently  in  effect  in  similar  public  libraries. 

In  order  to  make  effective  the  above  salary  and 
wage  schedules,  it  has  been  estimated  that  the  sum 
of  §175,000  will  be  required.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  SCHOOL  PURPOSES. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

Under  existing  law,  the  appropriating  power  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
is  limited  to  the  sum  of  $22,820,686.49.  This 
amount  is,  roughly,  $1,700,000  less  than  the  actual 
expenditures  of  the  School  Department  in  1952. 
Because  of  this  fact,  I  have  received  a  request 
from  the  School  Committee  that  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $1,949,065.55  be  provided  under 
the  provisions  of  section  1,  chapter  224  of  the 
Acts  of  1936.  After  study  of  the  over-all  budget 
estimates  of  the  School  Committee  for  1953,  I  feel 
that  the  additional  appropriation  desired  is  rea- 
sonable and  should  be  allowed.  The  major  in- 
creases reflected  in  the  1953  School  budget  are 
as  follows:

In  the  main,  these  orders 
conform  with  the  capital  improvement  program 
for  1953  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  City  Planning 
Board  issued  under  date  of  January  12,  1953. 
The  orders  total  $6,772,500,  distributed  as  follows:

The  purposes  for  which  these  appropriations  are 
intended  are  as  follows: 

Construction  of  Buildings. 

It  is  proposed  to  utilize  the  appropriation  recom- 
mended under  this  heading  for  three  projects: 

1.  Development  of  plans  for  the  construction 
of  a  500-bed  chronic  hospital  at  Long  Island, 
$350,000. 
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2.  Construction  of  a  new  branch  library  in 
South  Boston,  $250,000. 

3.  Construction  of  an  incinerator  building  in 
the  South  Bay  area,  $2,700,000. 

The  greatest  current  medical  need  of  the  city  is 
for  a  new  chronic  disease  hospital.  The  Institu- 
tions Department  now  has  a  waiting  list  of  patients 
who  cannot  be  accommodated  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  because  of  lack  of  beds.  This  list  will 
grow  significantly  when  many  convalescent  homes 
which  do  not  meet  minimum  building  and  health  re- 
quirements are  closed  in  the  near  future.  Further- 
more, a  new  hospital  will  allow  the  transfer  of  at 
least  two  hundred  and  fifty  chronically  ill  patients 
from  the  City  Hospital,  releasing  those  beds  for 
more  acutely  ill  patients.  It  will  require  several 
months  to  prepare  the  plans  for  this  proposed  hos- 
pital with  actual  construction  to  follow  in  1954 
and  1955.  Under  existing  costs,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  proposed  structure  will  require  an  over-all 
expenditure  of  approximately  $5,340,000. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Library  Department 
maintains  admittedly  small  and  inadequate 
library  facilities  in  three  locations.  One  is  on  the 
second  floor  of  a  municipal  building,  another  is 
in  rented  quarters  in  a  store,  and  a  third  in  the 
basement  of  a  housing  project.  The  erection  of  a 
central  and  commodious  branch  library  would 
permit  the  closing  of  at  least  two  of  these  inade- 
quate facilities  and  would  permit  making  available 
the  type  of  library  service  to  which  the  district 
is  entitled. 

The  need  for  refuse  disposal  incinerators  in  and 
around  Boston  has  been  well  established  by 
various  studies.  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
550  of  the  Acts  of  1952,  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  is  authorized  to  build  incinerators 
at  various  locations  in  and  around  Boston  upon 
the  approval  of  the  municipalities  involved.  One 
of  the  proposed  structures  is  to  be  located  in  the 
South  Bay  area.  Since  this  facility  will  be  used 
exclusively  by  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  be  for  the  best  financial  interests  of  the 
city  to  construct  this  incinerator  and  keep  opera- 
tion,  maintenance   and   control   on  a  local  level. 

Construction  of  Public  Ways. 
At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  unencumbered 
balance  of  approximately  $300,000  remaining 
from  previous  years'  appropriations  for  highway 
construction.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  to  undertake  another 
major  Chapter  90  program  this  year  in  addition 
to  the  normal  street  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion program  involving  secondary  and  residential 
streets.  To  permit  the  carrying-out  of  the  pro- 
gram, an  appropriation  of  two  million  dollars 
should  be  provided. 

Construction  of  Sewers. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment has  an  unencumbered  balance  of  approxi- 
mately $275,000  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
construction  of  sewers.  It  is  planned  to  award 
at  the  earliest  possible  date  a  contract  for  the 
construction  of  a  concrete  conduit  to  replace  the 
open  brook  course  known  as  Stony  Brook.  This 
project  will  cost  in  excess  of  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and,  therefore,  cannot  be  awarded  until 
such  time  as  an  additional  appropriation  is  made 
available.  In  addition  to  this  project,  it  is  antici- 
pated that  approximately  seven  hundred  thousand 
dollars  will  be  required  during  the  current  year 
for  the  construction  of  sewerage  facilities  in  the 
wholesale  market  area  at  Southampton  street; 
for  the  construction  of  a  conduit  to  replace  sections 
of  Bussey  Brook  and  for  the  construction  of 
sewerage  facilities  in  new  streets.  To  permit  the 
carrying  out  of  this  over-all  program,  an  appro- 
priation of  one  million  dollars  is  deemed  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  projects  herein  specifically 
discussed,  there  is  also  to  be  considered  by  your 
Honorable  Body  the  item  of  new  school  buildings. 
I  have  already  indicated  to  you  that  the  School 
Committee  has  presented  me  with  a  program 
involving  an  appropriation  in  the  current  year  of 
five  million  dollars,  and  that  I  am  agreeable  to 
the  initiation  of  the  necessary  loan  order  in  this 
amount  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

This  capital  improvement  program  includes 
practically  all  of  the  projects  discussed  in  the  City 
Planning  Board  report.  I  feel  that  a  definite 
need  exists  for  the  carrying  out  of  these  projects 
and,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  adoption 
by  your  Honorable  Body  of  all  the  necessary 
financial  orders.

At  the  present  time,  the  department  owns 
approximately  630,000  square  feet  of  land  in  the 
City  of  Quincy,  in  the  section  known  as  Squantum 
Head. 

This  land  was  acquired  many  years  ago  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  the  sewerage  works 
and  the  sewerage  facility  at  Moon  Island.  Most  of 
the  city-owned  land  located  in  the  area  known  as 
Squantum  Head  has  been  used  by  the  City  of 
Quincy  over  the  years  as  a  recreational  and  picnic 
spot.  It  is  of  no  use  to  this  department,  except 
those  areas  that  are  necessary  for  the  department 
to  retain  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of 
our  sewerage  structures. 

For  some  time,  the  City  of  Quincy  has  been 
anxious  to  acquire  this  land,  and  chapter  174  of 
the  Acts  of  1953  provides  that  Quincy  may  pur- 
chase any  part  or  parts  of  the  land  to  be  used  for 
park  and  playground  purposes  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $25,000.  I  feel  that  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous both  to  the  City  of  Quincy  and  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  convey  said  land  to  Quincy,  less  the 
area  to  be  used  for  sewerage  purposes  and  less  the 
area  to  be  used  as  a  highway  connecting  Dor- 
chester street — a  public  way  in  Squantum — with 
the  causeway  that  extends  from  Squantum  Head 
to  Moon  Island  and  thence  to  the  Long  Island 
Bridge.  These  areas  are  shown  on  a  plan  that  was 
prepared  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

At  the  present  time,  we  are  paying  to  the  City  of 
Quincy  approximately  $590  a  year  for  taxes  on  the 
land.  As  stated,  I  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests 
of  all  concerned  to  arrange  for  the  purchase  of 
this  land  by  the  City  of  Quincy  as  long  as  the  City 
of  Boston  retains  the  rights  described  above.

The  reservation  of  the  easement  is 
necessary  at  the  present  time  since  a  water  line 
runs  through  the  premises  to  Evergreen  Cemetery, 
which  is  also  in  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners.

Representatives  of  Boston  College  have  been 
in  communication  with  this  department  for  some 
time  relative  to  acquiring  a  portion  of  Chestnut 
Hill  park,  at  Commonwealth  avenue,  and  Chest- 
nut Hill  Drive  as  a  site  for  the  Boston  College 
Law  School. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners held  at  this  office  on  April  17,  1953,  the 
following  vote  was  passed  by  the  Board: 

"That  156,575  square  feet  of  land  at  Common- 
wealth avenue  and  Chestnut  Hill  Drive,  shown 
on  a  plan  hereinafter  referred  to,  is  no  longer 
required  for  public  purposes  and  the  Board 
would  look  with  favor  to  it  being  sold  to 
Trustees  of  Boston  College  at  a  price  of  not 
less  than  $28,000  subject  to  an  easement  for 
water  purposes,  said  lot  of  land  together  with 
the  easement  being  shown  on  a  plan  marked 
'City  of  Boston,  Chestnut  Hill  Drive,  Common- 
wealth Avenue,  Brighton,  December  1,  1952, 
.lames  W.  Haley,  Chief  Engineer,  Street  Laying- 
Out  Department,'  and  that  the  Chairman  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  communicate  the 
contents  of  this  vote  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council".

Under  date  of  March  25  your  Honor  approved 
the  awarding  of  two-month  contracts,  effective 
April  1  of  the  current  year,  to  certain  designated 
contractors  for  collecting  and  removing  garbage 
and  refuse,  pending  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  to  the  award  of  contracts  in  excess  of  one 
year  to  those  contractors  to  whom  the  above- 
referenced  short-term  contracts  wrere  awarded. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Law  Department 
that  on  contracts  in  excess  of  a  one-year  period  it 
will  be  necessary — before  obtaining  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council — for  the  contracts  to  be 
awarded  to  the  contractors  and  executed  by  said 
contractors  and  the  undersigned.  I  have  followed 
the  suggested  procedure,  and  I  submit  herewith 
two  copies  of  each  executed  contract  document. 
You  will  note  that  the  DeMatteo  contract  covers 
both  District  7B  and  District  7D.  The  districts, 
names  of  contractors,  etc.,  are  as  listed  below: 

District  3,  Charlestown,  Milano  Brothers,  Inc. 
(closed  trucks),  from  June  1,  1953,  to  March  31, 
1956,  $3,953  a  month. 

District  7B,  Dudley,  M.  DeMatteo  Construction 
Company  (closed  trucks),  from  June  1,  1953,  to 
March  31,  1955,  $6,729  a  month.

District  7D,  Roxbury,  M.  DeMatteo  Construc- 
tion Company  (closed  trucks),  from  June  1,  1953, 
to  March  31,  1955,  $9,980  a  month. 

District  9A,  Back  Bay,  Dooley  Brothers,  Inc. 
(closed  trucks),  from  June  1,  1953,  to  March  31, 
1955,  $4,572  a  month. 

District  10,  North  and  West  Ends,  Ward  General 
Contracting  Company  (closed  trucks),  from  June  1, 
1953,  to  March  31,  1956,  814,300  a  month. 

If  contracts  were  awarded  in  the  above-referenced 
five  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  low  bid  prices 
submitted  for  one-year  periods,  the  annual  cost 
would  be  $24,612  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  contracts 
awarded  for  periods  in  excess  of  one  year.  For 
this  reason,  it  is  advantageous  to  award  the  con- 
tracts for  the  longer  periods  and  to  obtain  the 
necessary  Council  approval  thereto. 

The  Contracts  specify  that  the  contractors  have 
until  October  1  to  provide  the  all-enclosed  steel 
bodies.  During  the  period  that  a  contractor  does 
not  provide  these  bodies,  he  is  paid  on  the  basis  of 
the  bids  submitted  for  the  conventional  open-top 
type  of  refuse  collection  body.  In  all  cases,  the 
contractors  furnished  the  same  bid  or  a  lower  bid 
for  furnishing  the  conventional  body,  with  the 
exception  of  the  bid  submitted  in  District  10, 
North  and  West  Ends.  In  this  district,  the  Ward 
General  Contracting  Company  furnished  a  low  bid 
of  $14,300  per  month  for  the  furnishing  of  closed 
bodies,  and  a  bid  of  $14,995  for  furnishing  open-top 
trucks.  However,  the  contractor  has  agreed  to  a 
price  of  $14,300  per  month  for  open  trucks,  which 
eliminates  the  minor  inconsistency  in  the  bid. 

You  will  note  that  the  above-referenced  eon- 
tracts  are  recommended  for  awards  on  the  basis  of 
the  contractors  furnishing  the  all-steel  enclosed 
type  of  refuse  collection  body,  which,  in  my 
opinion,  is  far  superior  to  the  outmoded,  open-top 
body.  Eventually,  we  hope  to  have  the  closed 
bodies  used  in  all  sections  of  the  city. 

I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  that  the  above- 
referenced  five  contracts  providing  for  closed 
trucks  will  cost  $11,088  more  per  year  than  if 
contracts  for  similar  periods  were  awarded  for  the 
furnishing  of  open-top  trucks.  I  feel,  however, 
that  the  additional  expense  of  providing  the  closed 
trucks  is  justified,  in  view  of  the  benefits  that 
should  accrue  to  the  city  by  modernizing  our 
refuse  collection  equipment. 

I   respectfully   recommend,    therefore,    that   the 
attached  orders,  providing  for  the  awarding  of  the 
above-referenced   contracts,   be  forwarded   to   the 
City  Council  for  the  approval  of  that  Body.

REPORT       OF      FINANCE       COMMISSION 
RE  SALE  OF  LAND    AND    BUILDINGS 
IN   EAST   BOSTON. 
The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
April  17,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Finance  Commission  desires  to  place  on  the 
public  record  the  particulars  in  relation  to  the 
proposed  sale  by  the  City  Treasurer  of  Boston 
of  another  group  of  properties  in  East  Boston 
which  the  city  acquired  in  connection  with  the 
extension  of  the  East  Boston  rapid  transit 
facilities. 

Notice  has  come  to  the  Commission  from  the 
City  Treasurer  of  the  pertinent  facts  relating  to 
his  proposals  to  sell  a  second  group  of  properties 
involved  in  this  transit  undertaking.  Under  date 
of  March  9,  1953,  the  Finance  Commission  trans- 


mitted to  you  information  relating  to  the  first 
eight  parcels  of  such  properties  which  have  been 
sold. 

As  stated  in  the  previous  communication,  the 
authority  fo  dispose  of  these  properties  is  con- 
tained in  chapter  26  of  the  Acts  of  1952,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Any  provision  or  provisions  of 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its 
treasurer,  ...  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  dispose  of  every  building  relocated 
by  it  under  Sec.  1  of  Chapter  191  of  the  Acts  of 
1949  and  of  the  lot  upon  which  such  building 
has  been  relocated  either  (a)  by  private  sale  to 
the  person  or  persons  who  owned  the  building 
at  the  time  of  its  acquisition  for  the  purposes  of 
Chapter  692  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  as  amended,  or 
any  of  them,  or  to  any  heir  or  devisee  of  any 
such  person,  or  to  a  person  residing  in  the 
building  at  such  time,  for  such  sum  as  said 
treasurer  shall  determine  to  be  just  and  equitable, 
or  (b)  by  sale  to  the  highest  bidder  at  a  public 
auction.  .  .  .  No  private  sale  shall  be 
made  under  this  act,  unless  the  terms  of  the  pro- 
posed sale,  together  with  all  pertinent  facts,  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  at  least  ten  days  before  such  sale. 
A  certificate  of  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  sentence  made  by  the  secretary 
or  chairman  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
and  annexed  to  any  deed  executed  under  this 
act  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  com- 
pliance." 

Restating  briefly  the  background  of  this  under- 
taking, the  extension  of  the  transit  facilities  in 
East  Boston  was  authorized  by  chapter  692,  Acts 
of  1945.  After  a  number  of  properties  containing 
occupied  dwellings,  which  were  in  the  line  of  the 
authorized  extension,  were  taken  by  eminent 
domain  proceedings,  the  Legislature,  by  chapter 
191,  Acts  of  1949,  directed  the  Transit  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  acquire  new  lots  and  move 
to  them  the  dwellings  in  the  properties  first  taken; 
and  then  to  dispose  of  these  relocated  dwellings  by 
sale  to  the  owners  or  tenants  at  the  time  of  the 
takings. 

Before  the  work  of  relocation  began,  by  legisla- 
tion the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  replaced 
the  Transit  Department  of  the  city  in  carrying  out 
the  purpose  of  the  1945  and  1949  acts.  The  1952 
act,  under  which  notice  of  intention  to  sell  has  now 
come  to  the  Finance  Commission,  finally  determined 
the  terms  of  disposal  by  giving  the  City  Treasurer 
the  alternatives  of  selling  at  prices  which  he 
determines  "to  be  fair  and  just,"  or  at  public 
auction.  The  City  Treasurer  has  now  decided  to 
dispose  of  them  at  private  sale.  The  principal 
facts  of  the  proposed  sales  of  this  second  group  are 
as  follows:

CONSTRUCTION   OF   INCINERATOR   IN 
SOUTH   BAY  AREA. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  4,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Developments  during  the  past  five  weeks  have 
made  it  imperative  that  we  go  forward  with  plans 
for  the  erection  of  a  municipal  incinerator  in  the 
South  Bay  area  as  quickly  as  is  feasible  and  possible. 
Not  only  will  this  proposed  incinerator  accomplish 
a  saving  of  at  least  $100,000  a  year  for  the  city, 
when  placed  in  operation,  but  it  will  make  possible 
a  much  more  modern  and  sanitary  method  of  dis- 
posing of  a  large  portion  of  the  city's  rubbish  and 
refuse  than  is  now  possible. 

The  Mile  Road  dump  is  located  in  close  proxim- 
ity to  the  large  housing  project  now  being  erected 
in  the  Columbia  Point  section  of  Dorchester.  It 
appears  likely  that  the  first  tenants  will  begin  mov- 
ing into  that  project  before  the  end  of  this  year  and 
that  it  will  have  a  sizable  population  twelve  months 
from  now.  However,  circumstances  probably  will 
prevent  us  from  closing  that  dump  until  an  in- 
cinerator is  ready  for  use.  and  it  is  possible  that  the 
operation  of  this  dump  could  become  a  public 
nuisance  of  major  proportions. 

For  this  and  other  reasons  I  believe  that  the  city 
government  should  proceed  promptly  with  plans 
for  the  construction  of  an  incinerator.  Pending 
before  your  Body  is  an  order  calling  for  a  $2,700,000 
loan  order  to  finance  the  construction  of  Boston's 
first  incinerator.  Under  the  city  charter  that  loan 
must  be  given  two  readings  two  weeks  apart.  I 
would  most  respectfully  urge,  so  that  no  time  may 
be  lost  in  this  matter,  that  your  Body  give  a  first 
reading  today  in  order  that  final  action  may  be 
taken  in  two  weeks.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

An  emergency  condition  has  arisen  in  the  Park- 
ing Meter  Division  due  to  the  condition  of  our  four 
jeep  collection  vehicles.  These  were  purchased  in 
May,  1948,  and  have  been  continuously  operated. 
Due  to  the  nature  of  their  work  frequent  starting 
and  stopping  is  obligatory. 

In  our  original  budget  requests  we  asked  for 
replacement  of  these  vehicles,  but  with  our  re- 
duced appropriation  we  have  been  able  to  put  in 
an  order  for  only  one.    That  order  is  now  in  process. 

It  is  expected  that  it  will  cost  $1,700,  less  $500 
approximately,  for  the  old  vehicle  to  be  turned  in. 
Meanwhile  a  second  collection  vehicle  is  in  the 
shop  for  repairs  and  a  third  one  was  towed  in  today 
requiring  a  major  repair  job. 

With  the  limited  amount  of  money  made  avail- 
able to  us  for  such  repair  work  it  appears  that  we 
shall  not  be  able  to  keep  these  jeeps  in  operation 
during  the  current  year.  At  the  present  time 
parking  meter  collections  are  being  made  with 
only  two  vehicles  and,  accordingly,  only  half  of 
the  districts  are  being  covered. 

If  this  condition  is  permitted  to  continue  ob- 
viously meters  will  become  filled  with  uncollected 
coins  and  become  ineffective. 

By  improvising  passenger  cars  and  trucks  we 
can  temporarily  prevent  this  situation  but,  of 
course,  at  the  same  time  adversely  affect  our 
operations  and  our  other  activities. 

I  conferred  with  Auditor  Charles  Fox  concerning 
this  matter  and  his  suggestion  is  that  we  submit 
for  adoption  by  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  for  vehicles  to  be  taken  from  parking  meter 
revenues,  as  the  use  of  these  vehicles  is  directly 
connected  with  parking  meter  operation. 

The  sum  of  $4,000  would  be  adequate  to  obtain 
the  three  vehicles  needed,  assuming  that  we  can 
get  a  $500  trade-in  for  the  three  old  vehicles  which 
we  will  turn  in  for  credit  against  the  new  purchase. 
The  present  requisition  now  in  process  from  our 
regular  budget  would  provide  us  with  the  fourth 
vehicle  and  enable  us  to  go  forward  with  our 
regular  parking  meter  collections.  The  sum  of 
$4,000  requested  is  roughly  $400  more  than  the

anticipated  expense  because  we  are  not  certain 
what  the  turn-in  value  will  be  on  the  vehicles  to  be 
abandoned .

OF   SCHOOLHOUSES.

Gentlemen : 

Under  date  of  April  6,  1953,  I  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  a  request  received  from  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Boston  School  Committee  that  I  recom- 
mend that  a  loan  order  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,000  be 
originated  in  the  City  Council  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  new  school  buildings.  Reference 
was  made  in  the  request,  as  well  as  in  my  recom- 
mendation, to  the  fact  that  approval  of  the  pro- 
posed construction  would  be  secured  from  the 
Massachusetts  School  Buildings  Assistance  Com- 
mission under  the  provisions  of  chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948.  It  now  appears  from  advice  received 
from  the  legal  firm  who  will  undoubtedly  serve  as 
bond  counsel  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  that  reference  in  the  loan  order  to  the  1948 
statute  will  create  certain  requirements  which  will 
greatly  complicate  the  legal  approval  required  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  It 
would  appear  desirable,  therefore,  to  omit  any 
reference  in  the  loan  order  to  the  1948  statute. 
Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  your  Honorable 
Body  originate  a  $5,000,000  loan  order  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  land  for,  and  constructing,  public 
schoolhouses  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including 
originally  equipping  and  furnishing  such  school- 
houses.

Public  and  private  housing  recently  constructed, 
or  in  process  of  construction,  in  the  City  of  Boston

With  a  view  to  meeting  this  need  in  the  most 
efficient  manner,  the  School  Committee  contracted 
with  the  Center  for  Field  Studies  of  Harvard 
University's  Graduate  School  of  Education  for  a 
survey  of  Boston's  school  plant.  The  survey  con- 
firmed the  need  for  the  new  schools,  in  addition  to 
making  other  recommendations.

With  reference  to  a  City  Council  order  dated 
April  27,  1953,  ordering  that  the  Traffic  Commis- 
sioner be  requested  to  erect  "Stop"  signs  at  the 
intersection  of  High  and  Walker  streets,  Charles- 
town,  also  to  paint  "Slow"  signs  in  both  streets 
near  the  same  intersection,  I  wish  to  report  that 
our  engineers  personally  observed  conditions  at 
this  intersection  and  through  previous  knowledge 
are  familiar  with  the  area. 

The  junction  described  is  a  "T"  intersection. 
Both  streets  are  very  narrow  so  that  vehicles 
entering  the  intersection  from  High  street — and 
this  is  the  direction  from  which  most  of  the  very 
light  traffic  using  the  area  originates — must  come 
to  a  complete  stop,  or  an  approximate  stop,  before 
proceeding  through  the  intersection.  In  fact,  a 
motorist  attempting  to  negotiate  this  turn  at  a 
speed  of  more  than  ten  miles  per  hour  would 
probably  run  against  the  stone  wall  surrounding 
the  school  property  on  the  opposite  side  of  Walker 
street. 

Under  these  conditions,  where  the  stopping  or 
slowing  of  vehicles  is  practically  mandatory,  it 
has  not  been  our  practice  to  install  "Stop"  signs, 
as  the  warrants  for  a  "Stop"  sign  are  based  upon 
different  conditions  than  those  prevailing. 

We  have  issued  orders  to  paint  "Slow"  signs 
as  requested  in  the  two  approaches  to  the  inter- 
section.

The  submarine  power 
cable  offered  for  sale  is  a  section  of  the  entire 
cable  extending  from  Fort  Warren  to  Outer 
Brewster  Island.  The  government  makes  no 
representation  or  warranty  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  cable,  and  is  offering  this  cable  in  an  "as  is" 
condition. 

The  property  is  also  subject  to  existing  ease- 
ments, if  any,   for  public  utilities  and  for  pipe 
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lines.  This  property  is  also  subject  to  all  encum- 
brances that  may  or  may  not  be  of  record  insofar 
as  the  same  or  any  of  them  may  be  in  force  and 
applicable. 

If  the  city  decides  to  buy  one  of  the  islands, 
it  must  submit  application  to  the  Department 
of  Interior  which  decides  on  the  advisability  of 
the  purchase  which  will  be  at  50  per  cent  of  the 
established  fair  value.  (According  to  the  Federal 
Property  and  Administrative  Services  Act  of 
1949,  Public  Law  152,  relating  to  the  disposal 
of  surplus  real  property.) 

Although  the  Board  of  Recreation  is  fully 
cognizant  of  the  need  for  added  recreational 
facilities,  especially  during  the  summer,  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  the  Board 
does  not  recommend  the  purchase  of  any  of  the 
islands  for  recreational  purposes  because: 

1.  Transportation  facilities  are  not  available 
unless  the  city  purchase  or  build  excursion  type 
boats  and  also  erect  or  repair   landing  facilities. 

2.  Present  facilities  on  the  islands  would 
require  adaptation,  improvements  or  replacements 
to  develop  the  area  for  public  recreation. 

3.  If  the  City  of  Boston  should  erect  permanent 
buildings  and  construct  adequate  play  facilities 
with  all  necessary  safety  and  sanitary  adjuncts, 
the  cost  of  maintenance  would  be  an  added  burden 
for  the  city.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  accordance  with  Council  order  of  January  5, 
1953,  the  City  Planning  Board  submits  herewith 
a  report  in  the  form  of  a  summary  of  the  studies 
of  the  City  Planning  Board,  State  Planning  Board, 
and  other  agencies,  covering  suggested  improve- 
ments for  the  area  at  the  junction  of  Brookline 
avenue,  the  Fenway,  the  Riverway,  Park  Drive, 
and  Boylston  street. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  there  is  little  in 
the  way  of  reports  existing  on  this  matter,  but 
there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  plan  presentation 
for  the  proposed  treatment  of  this  intersection. 

The  State  Planning  Board  reports  that  the 
Division  of  Metropolitan  Planning,  which  was 
absorbed  by  the  State  Planning  Board,  had  in 
1934,  1935,  1937,  1939,  and  1941,  recommended 
in  its  annual  reports  to  the  Legislature  a  proposal 
for  traffic  improvements  of  this  intersection,  All 
of  these  recommendations  were  in  the  nature  of  a 
traffic  circle  and  were  very  similar  to  those  pre- 
pared by  the  City  Planning  Board  and  the  Boston 
Park  Department  at  that  time. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  not  been  concerned  in  the  treatment  of  this 
area  as  a  separate  intersection.  It  has  made  some 
preliminary  studies  concerning  an  extension  of  the 
proposed  belt  route  from  Southampton  street, 
across  Roxbury  to  Cambridge,  previously  known 
as  the  "Roxbury  Crosstown  Route."  One  of  the 
possibilities  is  that  the  crosstown  route  would  pass 
through  this  area.  In  any  event,  the  construction 
of  such  a  route,  if  built,  will  depend  on  the  authori- 
zation of  large  scale  funds  by  the  State  Legislature 
at  some  future  date,  presently  inestimable. 

The  Boston  Park  Department  has,  from  time 
to  time,  developed  schemes  for  traffic  improvement 
at  this  point.  Plans  for  rotary  treatment  drawn 
in  1941,  1942,  1948,  and  1949,  are  on  file  at  that 
office.  It  was  under  the  auspices  of  the  Park 
Department  that  the  old  gatehouse  was  removed 
and  a  section  of  Muddy  River  filled  in  to  prepare 
the  way  for  traffic  improvement. 

The  Boston  Traffic  Commission,  over  the  years, 
has  made  several  plans  showing  traffic  counts  and 
volumes.  Their  most  recent  plan,  dated  August, 
1950,  shows  detailed  traffic  movements  and  flows 
at  this  intersection.  The  Commission  has  re- 
peatedly listed  this  point  as  one  of  the  worst  traffic 
bottlenecks  in  the  city. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  been  in  touch  with 
all  of  the  above  agencies  since  1932  when  circular 
treatment  for  this  intersection  was  first  proposed 
by  this  department.  In  the  intervening  years, 
however,  no  specific  report  has  been  made  by  any 
agency.  The  Planning  Board  lias  every  two  or 
three  years  been  concerned  in  conferences  or  dis- 
cussions with  other  agencies  regarding  this  problem. 

In  the  1948  State  Master  Highway  Plan  for  the 
Boston  Metropolitan  area  a  plate  was  incorporated 
showing  rotary  treatment  for  this  intersection. 
Shortly  after  this  report  was  published  the  Plan- 
ning Board  again  submitted  two  proposals  to  the 
then  Mayor,  one  showing  a  rotary  surface  treat- 
ment and  the  other  showing  an  overpass  along  the 
parkway  in  addition  to  surface  rotary  treatment. 
In  our  last  plan  an  effort  was  made  to  shift  the 
location  of  a  section  of  Park  Drive  opposite  Sears 
Roebuck  so  as  to  provide  some  additional  parking 
area  in  return  for  a  necessary  taking  at  the  corner 
of  Park  Drive  and  Brookline  avenue.  As  a  matter 
of  record,  the  Planning  Board  in  1947  submitted  a 
sketch  to  the  Sears  Roebuck  &  Co.  recommending 
double  decking  of  their  existing  parking  space  in 
the  rear.  This  was  done  as  an  alternative  to  a 
scheme  for  allowing  parking  within  the  circle,  if 
built,  which  the  Planning  Board,  among  others, 
disapproved. 

It  is  granted  by  all  agencies  that  the  intersection 
is  in  need  of  treatment;  that  surface  rotary  treat- 
ment will  not  do  the  job  at  peak  hours  and  that  a 
grade  separation  is  the  best  solution.  An  overpass 
will  cost  about  $2,000,000,  which  the  city  is  in  no 
position  to  undertake.  Such  a  substantial  invest- 
ment in  a  traffic  improvement  in  the  area  would 


also  be  unwise  until  a  determination  has  been 
made  on  the  location  of  a  Boston  approach  to  the 
proposed  Massachusetts  Toll  Highway  and  the 
location  of  the  belt  route. 

We  understand  that  it  will  be  some  months 
before  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  will 
be  able  to  make  a  decision  on  the  specific  route  of 
the  Toll  Highway. 

Attached  are  two  copies  of  plans  taken  from  our 
1948  Annual  Report,  one  showing  a  simple  surface 
rotary  proposal  and  the  other  a  grade  separation 
in  addition. 

We  are  also  attaching  hereto  a  copy  of  letter 
from  Commissioner  Volpe  regarding  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Works  viewpoint 
and  also  a  copy  of  vote  taken  by  the  Board  in 
regard  to  the  sale  of  property  in  question.

Relative  to  your  letter  of  March  25,  1953,  en- 
closing a  copy  of  a  resolve  adopted  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  on  January  5,  1953,  concerning  an 
area  near  the  intersection  of  Brookline  avenue,  the 
Fenway,  the  Riverway,  Park  Drive,  and  Boylston 
street,  this  department  recognizes,  of  course,  the 
need  for  improving  traffic  facilities  in  this  heavily 
travelled  and  congested  area. 

The  Master  Highway  Plan  of  1948  recommended 
a  divided  highway  between  a  double  rotary  at  this 
location.  Approximately  one-half  mile  to  the 
southwest  the  inner  belt  route  was  recommended. 

Currently  the  extension  of  the  inner  belt  route  or 
central  artery  under  consideration  is  the  section 
from  Fort  Hill  square  to  a  point  on  or  near  Albany 
street  west  of  Dover  street,  possibly  as  far  as  the 
intersection  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  South- 
ampton street. 

This  department  has  made  considerable  study  of 
the  belt  route  as  a  whole  and  in  some  eases  the 
studies  indicate  that  a  location  other  than  that 
shown  in  the  master  highway  plan  may  be  more 
feasible  especially  since  many  changes  and  exten- 
sive developments  have  already  taken  place  in  the 
original  location  as  recommended. 

These  studies  indicate  that  the  belt  route  may  be 
located  in  or  very  close  to  the  area  described  in  your 
letter  and  in  this  event  the  belt  route  might  well 
include,  or  at  least  help  to  provide,  the  improve- 
ment desired  at  this  location.  In  any  event,  it 
appears  highly  desirable  to  defer  as  far  as  possible 
any  development  in  this  area  until  such  time  as 
more  detailed  studies  are  made  in  connection  with 
the  belt  route  in  this  vicinity. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  southerly  alter- 
nate of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  now  under 
study,  might  connect  with  the  belt  route  in  this 
same  vicinity. 

If  current  funds  limit  the  extension  of  the  belt 
route  to  a  point  at  or  near  Albany  street  east  of  the 
intersection  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  South- 
ampton street,  it  will  be  somewhat  difficult  to 
estimate  just  when  further  extension  toward  the 
Charles  River  may  be  accomplished.  Such  an 
extension  will,  of  course,  depend  on  sufficient  large 
scale  funds  for  this  type  of  work  being  authorized 
by  the  State  Legislature. 

I  will  be  pleased  to  make  our  studies  available 
and  cooperate  with  your  Board  in  order  to  deter- 
mine the  most  feasible  approach  and  solution  to  this 
problem.

LEASE  WITH  OPTION  TO  PURCHASE 
LAND  ON  PARK  DRIVE,  BROOK- 
LINE  AVENUE,  RIVERWAY  AND 
BY-PASS   ROAD. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston , 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  11,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Chapter  199  of  the  Acts  of  1951  authorizes  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  sell  or  lease  to 
Sears  Roebuck  &  Co.  any  part  or  parts  or  the 
whole  of  the  land  in  Boston  bounded  by  Park 
Drive,  Brookline  avenue,  Riverway,  and  the  new 
By-Pass  road,  provided  that  the  sale  is  authorized 
by  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  assented  to  by 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners held  May  8,  1953,  the  Board  declared  its 
assent  to  a  lease  or  sale  of  this  property  to  Sears 
Roebuck  &  Co.  A  copy  of  this  vote  is  transmitted 
herewith. 

Also  transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  to  which  is 
annexed  a  proposed  form  of  agreement  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  Sears  Roebuck  &  Co.  The 
proposed  agreement  would  give  the  company  a 
lease  of  the  premises  for  two  years  with  an  option 
to  purchase  at  any  time  within  the  two  years  for 
the  sum  of  $100,000.  During  the  term  of  the  lease 
the  company  would  pay  to  the  city  a  rental  of 
$13,000  per  annum.  The  figure  of  $13,000  would 
represent  a  payment  of  an  estimated  $7,000  a  year 
for  real  estate  taxes  and  $6,000  yearly  rental. 

I  also  transmit  for  your  consideration  a  letter 
received  from  Sears  Roebuck  &  Co.,  "dated  March 
19,  1953,  which  presents  the  peculiar  need  of  the 
company  for  this  land  and  its  desire  for  immediate 
action  if  the  original  intent  of  the  Legislature  is  to 
be  carried  out.

3.  The  lessor  grants  to  the  lessee  the  right  to 
pass  and  repass  over  the  areas  shown  as  Parcel 
1-A,  Parcel  1-B,  Parcel  1-C,  Parcel  1-D,  and 
Parcel  1-E  on  the  plan  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof  during  the  term  of  this  lease. 

4.  The  lessee  shall  have  the  option  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  lease  to  purchase  all  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  right,  title  and  interest  in  Parcel 
1  together  with  the  rights  of  passage  as  set  forth 
in  paragraph  3  subject  to  the  Condition  set  forth 
in  Paragraph  2,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  provided  that  the 
lessee  gives  to  the  lessor  thirty  (30)  days'  notice 
in  writing  of  its  intention  to  exercise  its  option.

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  SALARY  INCREASES 
FOR  CERTAIN  EMPLOYEES  OF  SUF- 
FOLK  COUNTY. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen; 

I  return  herewith,  without  any  signature,  and 
disapproved,  the  order  for  the  acceptance  of  chap- 
ter 591  of  the  Acts  of  1952  which  provides  salary 
increases  for  the  superintendent  and  assistant 
superintendents  of  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House. 

With  the  exception  of  the  positions  covered  by 
this  order,  the  salaries  of  all  employees  of  the 
Suffolk  County  Court  House  Commission  are  fixed 
and  regulated  under  the  County  Compensation 
Plan.  From  the  inception  of  this  plan  in  1931, 
until  1950,  the  positions  under  consideration  were 
included  in  the  plan.  In  this  latter  year,  the  Legis- 
lature, by  enacting  chapter  455,  in  effect  removed 
the  positions  from  the  plan  by  providing  specific; 
annual  salaries  for  the  offices  at  amounts  different 
from  those  provided  in  the  county  plan.  The  1952 
legislation  provided  substantial  increuses  over  the 
salaries  established  in  1950.  These  increases,  how- 
ever, were  made  subject  to  acceptance  by  the 
Council,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  a 
feature  which  was  not  present  in  (lie  1950  legisla- 
tion. 


The  significance  of  developments  in  this  matter 
over  the  past  three  years  is  shown  in  the  following 
table:

Against  the  $2,000  and  $1,900  over-all  increases 
reflected  for  the  positions  listed  in  the  foregoing 
table,  county  employees  were  granted  under  the 
county  plan  general  increases  of  $260  in  1951  and 
minor  adjustments  when  the  plan  was  revised  last 
November.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  in- 
creases provided  by  the  Legislature  are  far  out  of 
line  with  those  granted  to  the  rank  and  file  of  county 
employees. 

In  view  of  the  fact  the  salaries  of  the  positions 
under  discussion  were  controlled  for  nineteen  years 
under  the  county  plan,  and  further,  that  the  com- 
pensation of  the  other  148  positions  in  the  Court 
House  Commission  budget  still  remain  under  the 
plan,  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  the  offices  of  superin- 
tendent and  assistant  superintendents  should  be 
outside  the  pale  of  the  plan.  Certainly  there  is 
nothing  in  the  nature  of  the  duties  of  these  positions 
whicli  would  appear  to  warrant  legislative  deter- 
mination. 

In  my  opinion  these  positions  never  should  have 
been  eliminated  from  the  county  plan,  and  I  believe 
that  the  only  proper  course  of  action  would  be  to 
petition  the  Legislature  to  again  have  them  in- 
cluded in  said  plan.

Section  2  of  chapter  11  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  second  sentence  and  in- 
serting in   place   thereof   the   following:   He   shall 
attend   all   meetings   of   the   city   council   and   all 
public  hearings  held  by  committees  thereof,  shall 
provide  the  stationery  and  other  supplies  for  the 
members  of  the  city  council,  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  sums  expended  from  appropriations  made  for 
the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  city 
council,  and  shall  perform  such  other  official  serv- 
ices as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  city  council 
or  any  committee  thereof  or  by  the  mayor.

Your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  fact 
that  by  chapter  329  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  first 
paragraph  of  section  13  of  chapter  148  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  was  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  provi- 
sion to  the  effect  that  any  license  granted  there- 
under "shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  license  by 
the  local  licensing  authority,  which  may  include  a 
condition  that  the  license  be  exercised  to  such 
extent  and  within  such  period  as  may  be  fixed  by 
such  authority." 

The  purpose  of  this  communication  is  to  urge 
that,  for  the  protection  of  the  public  against  the 
evils  of  so-called  "pocket  licenses, "  your  Board,  as 
tho  licensing  authority  under  the  above-mentioned 
statute,  include  in  every  license  hereafter  grunted 
thereunder  a  condition,  satisfactory  in  form  to  tho 


Corporation  Counsel,  requiring  that  the  license  be 
exercised  to  an  extent  expressly  delineated  and 
within  such  specific  period  of  time  as  your  Board 
shall  in  the  particular  case  deem  reasonable  for  the 
construction  of  the  gas  station  or  other  facility 
involved.

There  is  forwarded  herewith  an  appropriation 
transfer  order  in  the  sum  of  $4,962.50  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  the  budget  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  Roxbury  District,  necessary  as  a  result  of 
legislative  enactments  subsequent  to  the  passage 
of  the  1953  budget.

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  requesting 
the  Traffic  Commissioner  to  make  a  survey  of 
conditions  at  the  junction  of  Topliff  street,  West- 
ville street,  and  Geneva  avenue,  Dorchester,  with 
the  view  of  prompt  installation  of  pedestrian 
actuated  traffic  signals,  I  wish  to  report  that  a  pre- 
liminary survey  has  been  made  of  this  intersection 
and  also  of  Geneva  avenue  and  Bowdoin  street, 
which  is  a  hazardous  intersection  nearby. 

Under  our  last  appropriation  approximately 
twenty  intersections  are  to  be  signalized  in  accord- 
ance with  the  list  which  was  presented  to  the 
Council  when  that  appropriation  was  made. 

I  am  submitting  a  list  of  intersections  which  are 
under  consideration  for  signals  and  where  installa- 
tions will  be  made  when  money  is  made  available. 
The  list  does  not  set  up  a  priority  of  intersections 
but    merely    identifies    the    areas    where,    in    the 


opinion   of  our  engineers,  signal  lights   would   be 
effective  and  in  the  interests  of  public  safety. 

Included  in  this  list  is  the  junction  of  Geneva 
avenue,  Topliff  street,  and  Westville  street. 

How  soon  this  and  the  other  locations  on  our 
list  can  be  signalized  depends  entirely  upon  the 
early  appropriation  of  money  for  tin's  purpose. 
Revenues  for  this  are  generally  received  from  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  land  and  buildings. 

After  the  appropriation  lias  been  received,  a 
period  of  at  least  ten  months  remains  before  the 
lights  are  placed  in  operation.  Tins  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  contracts  must  be  prepared  and  awards 
made  for  the  underground  work,  procurement  of 
cable  and  equipment,  and  Edison  service. 

The  problem  of  the  winter  season  might  likewise 
delay  the  installation  time,  depending  upon  the 
appearance  of  frost  and  snow  during  those  months. 

I  submit  this  outline  so  that  you  may  see  the 
problem  with  which  we  are  faced. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  commission  has  a 
balance  of  $38,000  unexpended  in  the  fund  and 
the  sum  of  8128,000  for  the  installation  of  new 
lights  and  with  reference  to  this  I  should  state  that 
these  figures  are  merely  bookkeeping  entries  for 
which  commitments  are  outstanding.  This  occurs 
as  a  result  of  the  processing  of  drafts  and  contracts 
which  are  frequently  delayed  in  execution;  for 
example,  in  some  cases  signal  lights  installed  last 
year  are  not  yet  subject  to  contract  with  the 
Edison  Company  even  though  the  lights  are 
already  in  operation.  In  order  to  obtain  the  value 
of  signal  light  performance  frequently  the  lights  are 
turned  on  by  agreement  with  the  Edison  Company 
and  the  city  while  the  paper  work  of  contracts  is 
still  in  process. 

Any  money  which  has  been  appropriated  to  this 
commission  in  the  past  for  signal  installations  was 
pledged  to  certain  locations  at  the  time  the  appro- 
priation was  made  and  such  funds  have  been 
formally  committed  to  those  locations.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  whenever  a  new  position  is 
established,  is  required  after  an  investigation  of 
the  actual  and  proposed  duties  and  responsibilities 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  to  classify  the  position  by  allocating 
it  to  its  appropriate  class. 

The  Presiding  Justice  of  the  Boston  Juvenile

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  prepared 
the  following  statement  with  respect  to  the  order 
adopted  in  the  City  Council  on  May  4,  1953,  sug- 
gesting use  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the  compu- 
tation of  this  year's  tax  rate  of  the  balance  then 
existing  in  "Surplus  Revenue." 

Up  to  last  year,  authority  to  use  available  funds 
or  "Surplus  Revenue"  in  connection  with  the  tax 
rate  was  controlled  by  the  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation.  Under  the  provisions  of 
section  7  of  chapter  799  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  use  of 
such  funds  beginning  in  1952  was  specifically 
limited  to  the  amount  certified  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  by  the 
Director  of  Accounts.  This  official  recently  ad- 
vised the  Board  of  Assessors  that  the  amount  of 
Boston's  "free  cash"  as  of  January  1,  1953,  was 
"none." 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  119  of  the  Acts 
of  1953,  the  Legislature  authorized  that,  in  addition 
to  the  amount  certified  by  the  Director  of  Accounts, 
the  Assessors  could  use  the  total  of  real,  personal, 
or  poll  taxes  of  prior  years  collected  in  the  first 
three  months  of  1953.  I  have  conferred  with  the 
Director  of  Accounts  concerning  the  possibility  of 
the  Assessors'  using  the  total  of  such  collections 
($2,939,617.15)  as  a  credit  in  this  year's  rate.  I 
have  been  advised  that  since  even  with  these  collec- 
tions there  was  no  "free  cash"  in  our  surplus 
revenue  account  on  March  31,  1953,  authority 
could  not  be  given  in  the  case  of  Boston  to  utilize 
the  provisions  of  chapter  119.

In  accordance  with  Council  order  of  May  11, 
the  City  Planning  Board  submits  herewith  its 
consideration  and  report  on  il"'  advisability  of 
issuing  furthei  ge  oline  licenses  on  I  he  Veterans 
of  Foreign  W"ai     Parkwa; 

Hi  V.  I ■'.  W,  Parkway  from  Spring  street  on 
the  southerly  end  and  northerly  to  the  West 
Roxbury  Parkway,  a  distance  of  approximately 
2.6  miles,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metro- 
politan Di  triot Commission,    FromWesl  Roxbury 
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Parkway  to  Centre  street  on  the  northerly  end, 
a  distance  of  0.7  of  a  mile,  the  parkway  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston  Park  Department. 
Further,  this  last  section,  with  the  exception  of 
sonic  1,200  feet  on  the  southerly  side,  runs  through 
a  Boston  Park  Department  reservation.  We  will 
therefore  state  that  the  park  reservation  effect 
on  this  section  of  the  parkway  should  be  reserved. 

On  the  M.  D.  C.  section  of  the  parkway  there 
are  two  gas  stations  on  the  northerly  side,  at  the 
junction  of  Corey  street,  located  in  a  local  business 
zone.  A  little  further  north,  still  on  the  northerly 
side,  a  local  business  zone  with  about  1,100  feet  of 
froDtage  on  the  parkway  has  been  established. 
It  is  our  understanding  that  a  permit  for  a  gasoline 
station  has  been  granted  in  this  area. 

Near  the  southerly  end  of  the  parkway,  at  the 
Needham  branch  railroad  bridge  crossing,  there 
is  a  frontage  of  about  1,200  feet  on  both  sides  of 
the  parkway  which  is  zoned  for  industry.  A  gas 
station  is  now  doing  business  in  this  area  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  parkway.  Up  to  this  point 
it  seems  that  there  is  ample  opportunity  to  estab- 
lish gas  stations  in  properly  classified  zoning 
districts. 

On  the  southerly  side  of  the  parkway,  from  the 
industrial  area  north,  the  zoning  is  all  residential. 
Recently  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  allowed  a 
variance  to  permit  the  construction  of  a  gas 
station  between  Bruce  and  Raymond  streets 
(paper  streets),  one  block  north  of  Manthorne 
road  and  opposite  the  John  Hancock  development. 
With  the  establishment  of  this  station  there  will 
then  be  two  gas  stations  on  either  side  of  the 
parkway. 

The  question  then  really  resolves  itself  into 
whether  or  not  allowances  should  be  made  for 
additional  gas  stations  on  the  southerly  side  for 
about  a  mile  between  Baker  street  and  Manthorne 
road.  If  the  gas  station  developers  seek  to  serve 
the  transient  trade  on  the  parkway  we  believe 
that  stations  a  mile  apart  are  sufficient,  particularly 
on  a  parkway.  If,  however,  the  developers 
seek  to  serve  the  local  residential  trade  we  feel 
that  the  residents  of  the  area  have  spoken  their 
minds  many  times  at  hearings  in  opposition  and 
they  prefer  to  use  gas  stations  in  their  local  shop- 
ping zones. 

On  the  larger  question  of  the  preservation  of  the 
parkway  environment,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  gas  station  use  upsets  the  esthetic  tone  and 
is  derogatory  to  the  maintenance  of  parkway 
residential  values. 

The  Board  here  recommends  that  no  further 
gasoline  permits  be  issued  for  the  V.  F.  W.  Park- 
way.

INFORMATION   RE   INCINERATORS.

I   transmit   herewith   communication   from   the 
Commissioner  of  Public   Works  relative   to  your 
order  of  May  18,  1953,  requesting  specific  informa- 
tion concerning  the  general  subject  of  incineration.

Dear  Mr.  Shannon : 

This  is  in  reference  to  an  order  that  was  passed 
in  the  City  Council  under  date  of  May  18  and 
which  requested  specific  information  concerning 
the  general  subject  of  incineration.  The  infor- 
mation will  be  furnished  hereinafter  in  the  order 
in  which  it  was  requested. 

1.  Q.  Whether  or  not  the  incinerator  called 
for  will  be  of  specific  make  or  one  obtainable  in 
the  open  market. 

A.  The  specifications  will  be  prepared  so  as 
to  permit  competitive  bidding  by  manufacturers 
of  chain-grate  furnaces,  Volund  furnaces,  and 
circular  mechanically-stoked  furnaces.  Under 
the  circumstances,  therefore,  all  manufacturers 
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of  mechanically-stoked  incinerators  will  be  per- 
mitted to  submit  proposals. 

2.  Q.  Whether  or  not  any  provisions  are 
being  made  for  the  utilizing  of  heat  by  the  City 
Hospital. 

A.  I  feel  that  it  would  be  advantageous — 
from  many  points  of  view — to  utilize  the  waste 
heat  of  incineration  for  furnishing  heat,  light, 
and  power  to  the  City  Hospital.  However,  I  feel 
that  we  should  operate  the  incinerator  for  the 
first  six  months  or  year  for  the  purpose  of  burn- 
ing refuse  only,  and  not  for  the  dual  purpose  of 
burning  refuse  and  furnishing  heat,  light,  and 
power  to  the  hospital.  I  believe  that  a  six- 
month  or  one-year  period  is  necessary  to  de- 
termine, precisely,  the  amount  of  steam  that  we 
can  produce  at  the  incinerator,  and  also  in  order 
to  give  this  department  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come thoroughly  familiar  with  the  operation  of  our 
first  incinerator,  which  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
in  the  country.  It  is  my  intention  to  provide 
that  the  incinerator  will  be  so  constructed  that 
arrangements  can  be  made,  any  time  subsequent 
to  the  completion  of  the  building,  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  the  necessary  boilers,  equipment,  and 
underground  facilities  needed  to  utilize  the  waste 
heat  for  conversion  to  steam  for  the  furnishing 
of  heat,  light,  and  power  to  the  hospital  building. 

3.  Q.  The  locations  of  all  incinerators  in- 
spected. 

A.  I  can  furnish  this  information  only  insofar 
as  it  affects  the  undersigned.  I  have  visited 
incinerators  in  New  York  City,  Cincinnati.  Provi- 
dence, Cambridge,  Waltham,  and  Brookline. 

4.  Q.  The  date  of  erection  of  such  inciner- 
ators inspected,  together  with  the  cost  of  the 
incinerator  and  the  capacity  of  the  incinerator. 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  the  New 
York  incinerator  was  constructed  about  1937; 
the  Cincinnati  incinerators  sometime  prior  to 
1930;  the  Providence  incinerator  around  1935; 
the  Waltham  incinerator  about  1947;  the  Cam- 
bridge incinerator  about  1937;  and  the  Brookline 
incinerator  in  1952.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
cost  of  these  incinerators,  but  the  present-day 
cost  averages  from  $3,000  to  $3,700  per  ton. 

5.  Q.  The  locations  of  the  latest  incinerators 
erected  in  the  United  States,  with  the  capacity 
and  cost  of  same. 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  all  the  incinerators 
erected  in  this  country,  and  I  do  not  feel  that 
any  such  information  is  essential  to  the  City  of 
Boston  at  this  time.  A  Nichols  incinerator,  a 
Morse-Boulger,  or  a  Volund  are  the  same  whether 
they  are  erected  in  Brookline  or  San  Francisco. 
The  latest  incinerators  in  this  section  of  the 
country  were  erected  in  the  past  two  or  three 
years  in  Brookline  and  Lawrence.  The  Brookline 
incinerator  is  of  a  Nichols  design,  and  the 
Lawrence  incinerato,"-  is  a  Morse-Boulger.  To 
my  knowledge,  the  Brookline  incinerator — 
which  is  a  300-ton  capacity — cost  approxi- 
mately $950,000,  and  the  Lawrence  incinerator 
from  $700,000  to  $800,000. 

If  the  City  Council  needs  any  additional  infor- 
mation concerning  the  subject  of  incinerators,   I 
shall  be  glad  to  furnish  it  to  them  in  person.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  OFF-STREET  PARK- 
ING FACILITIES  IN  FIELDS  CORNER 
SECTION. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

On  January  12,  I  forwarded  to  your  Honorable 
Body  a  request  of  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners  for  a  transfer  of  $35,000  from  the 
Parking  Meter  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
an  off-street  parking  facility  in  the  Fields  Corner 
section  of  Dorchester.  This  order  is  now  pending 
before  your  Body. 

After  conferences  with  the  Fields  Corner  Better 
Business  Association,  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners  has  decided  that  the  original 
site  selected  for  off-street  p.-n  1. 1 n ■•  in  this  area  is 
insufficient  in  size.  Another  site  which  can 
accommodate  approximately  101  cars,  as  against 


56  cars  for  the  original  site,  has  been  selected. 
This  second  site,  or  site  No.  2,  is  in  the  same 
immediate  vicinity.  To  construct  this  site  will 
cost  $6.5,100. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  for  an  off-street  parking 
facility  in  this  section,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  larger  area  will  be  very  much  more 
serviceable  than  the  smaller  area,  I  hereby  with- 
draw the  original  order  as  submitted  to  your 
Body  on  January  12,  and  recommend  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order  for  a  transfer  of  $65,100. 
It  is  my  hope  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  give 
approval  to  this  order  and  any  other  off-street 
parking  facility  order  now  pending  before  your 
Body.  The  delays  attendant  upon  the  con- 
struction of  such  parking  facilities  make  it  necessary 
that  prompt  action  be  afforded  these  orders,  so 
that  the  ordinary  delays  will  not  be  accentuated.

On  January  7.  1953.  I  sent  to  you  a  request 
of  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  for 
the  transfer  of  835,600  from  the  Parkin?  Meter 
Fund  to  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners 
for  the  creation  of  an  off-street  parking  facility 
at  Fields  Corner,  Dorchester.  As  a  result,  of  my 
communication,  your  Honor  requested  the  City 
Council  to  pass  an  order  effecting  the  transfer  of 
that  amount. 

Recently  I  was  invited  to  speak  on  the  subject 
of  off-street  parking  before  the  membership  of  the 
Fields  Corner  Better  Business  Association.  After 
I  had  talked  at  'ength  concerning  a  selected 
site,  there  was  a  question  and  answer  period. 
From  the  questions  asked  by  the  buinessmen  of 
the  area  and  from  the  tenor  of  their  statements, 
it  appeared  that  they  were  heartily  in  accord  with 
an  off-street  parking  lot  on  Lincoln  street,  Fields 
Corner,  but  felt  that  a  56-car  lot  was  of  insufficient 
size. 

I  checked  our  study  plans  and  found  that  site 
No.  2  at  Fields  Corner,  selected  by  the  engineer 
of  the  Citv  Planning  Board,  is  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Lincoln  street  from  Site  No.  1,  that  it 
consisted  of  approximately  35,393  square  feet, 
that  would  hold  about  101  cars,  as  against  only  56 
cars  for  Site  No.  1;  that  its  assessed  valuation 
was  $34,800  as  against  $17,300  for  Site  No.  1;  that 
the  cost  of  land  and  buildings  would  be  $43,500,  as 
against  $21,600.  However,  the  cost  of  improving 
the  land  would  be  only  $21,600,  as  against  $14,000. 
for  45  additional  car  spaces,  making  a  total  cost  of 
$65,100  for  Site  No.  2,  so  called. 

Upon  further  study  of  the  atlas,  and  after  a 
visit  to  the  locus,  I  found  that  Site  No.  2  has 
two  wide  alleys  leading  out  to  Park  Street,  so  that 
we  would  have  the  advantage  in  Site  No.  2  of 
having  an  entrance  on  one  street  and  an  exit  on 
another  street  a  block  away,  with  an  additional 
frontage  on  Adams  street. 

Assuming  that  the  average  meter  income  in 
this  lot  is  $4  per  month,  it  will  take  about  13$ 
years  to  return  to  the  city  the  initial  costs,  as 
against  14  years  estimated  in  Site  No.  1. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Ccm- 
missioners  dated  May  L'S,  1953,  I  have  b.;en 
instructed  to  request  your  Honor  to  withdiaw 
the  order  for  Site  No.  1  and  to  file  a  new  order 
'"•■■  i ■!•  ■■■tiie'  sufficient  funds  to  proceed  with  the 
creation  of  an  olT-street  parking  facility  at  Fields 
Corner,  Dorchester,  at  Site  No.  2,  in  the  amount 
of  $65,100.

Dear  Sir: 

Under  date  of  May  21,1  wrote  you  relative  to  a 
resolve  filed  in  the  City  Council  by  Councillors 
Joyce  and  Foley,  that  the  L  Street  Bathhouse  and 
Solarium  be  named  the  "Donald  T.  Toland 
Memorial,"  in  honor  of  Marine  Corporal  Donald 
T.  Toland,  who  lost  his  life  in  the  service  of  his 
country  on  May  28,  1951,  in  Korea.  I  informed 
you  at  that  time  that  the  matter  would  be  taken 
up  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners. 

A  meeting  was  held  today,  June  1,  at  the  Park 
Department  office,  and  among  other  matters  con- 
sidered was  the  request  for  the  renaming  of  L  Street 
Bathhouse. 

The  Board  has  had  many  requests  over  a 
period  of  years  for  the  renaming  of  certain  Park 
Department  properties  and  experience  has  shown 
that  the  renaming  of  existing  facilities  is  merely 
an  empty  gesture,  that  the  place  renamed  is  never 
referred  to  by  the  new  name  or  by  the  name  of 
the  individual  who  was  to  be  memorialized.  This 
would  be  more  true  of  L  Street  Bathhouse  than 
of  almost  any  other  property  within  the  Park 
Department.  L  Street  Bath  is  known  the  country 
over,  in  fact,  is  almost  world-wide  in  its  fame,  and 
this  has  been  true  for  many,  many  years.  If 
this  bathhouse  was  renamed  for  Corporal  Toland 
or  anyone  else,  it  would  still  be  referred  to  as  L 
Street. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  is  of  the 
opinion  that  some  honor  should  be  paid  to  Donald 
Toland  in  memory  of  the  great  record  and  sacrifice 
he  had  made  in  defense  of  our  country.  The 
Toland  family  is  one  of  the  best  known  in  the 
South  Boston  district,  the  parents  of  this  boy 
being  particularly  active  in  various  civic  and 
patriotic  groups,  and  the  Board  would  like  to  give 
some  consideration  to  the  request  of  the  councillors 
by  having  some  structure  on  park  property  named 
in  memory  of  Donald  Toland. 

The  Board  therefore  offers  this  suggestion:  That 
the  lobby  of  the  L  Street  Bathhouse,  or  the 
Solarium,  or  one  of  the  wings  of  the  building,  be 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Donald  Toland  and 
that  a  suitable  plaque  be  erected  in  that  part  of 
the  building  selected.

STATE   RENT   CONTROL   LAW. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  8,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the  acceptance  of 
chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1953  entitled  "An  Act 
Relative  to  Rent  Control." 

While  the  extension  of  rent  control  is  of  debatable 
virtue,  nevertheless,  it  is  a  fact  that  there  continues 
to  be  a  shortage  of  rental  housing  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  for  that  reason,  and  until  that  shortage 
is  ameliorated,  rent  control  in  Boston  should  be 
exercised. 

I  call  to  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
that  chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  if  accepted, 
will  be  effective  until  June  30,  1954,  and  may  be 
further  extended  for  a  period  of  nine  months 
beyond  that  date.  There  is  a  provision  in  chapter 
434  that  your  acceptance  of  the  act  may  be  re- 
scinded at  any  time. 

Herewith  I  transmit  a  copy  of  the  rent  control 
act,  together  with  a  digest  thereof,  for  your 
information. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying order.

Digest  of  State  Rent  Control  Law. 
Sections  12  and  14.  Requirement  of  acceptance 
by  vote  of  City  Council  containing  appropriate 
declaration.  Acceptance  effective  until  June  30, 
1954,  but  by  another  vote  on  June  30,  1954,  may  be 
further  extended  for  not  exceeding  nine  months. 
Acceptance  may  be  rescinded  at  any  time. 


Section  4.  Appointment  by  Mayor,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  City  Council,  of  unpaid  Rent 
Board  of  (at  least)  five  members — majority  of 
Board  to  be  representative  of  public  interest,  and 
remainder  to  be  equally  representative  of  land- 
lords and  tenants. 

Section  3.  To  promote  uniformity  among  muni- 
cipalities, Temporary  State  Housing  Rent  Co- 
ordinator (appointed  by  Governor)  will  advise 
Rent  Board. 

Section  4.  Rent  Board  (with  approval  of 
Mayor)  to  employ  and  fix  salaries  of  assistants 
and  clerical  aids,  who  shall  be  exempt  from  oper- 
ation of  Civil  Service  Law. 

Section  4.  Appropriation  for  balance  of  1953 
unnecessary.  Appropriation  for  1954  required. 
Forty  per  cent  of  all  expenditures  approved  by 
Coordinator  to  be  reimbursed  by  State. 

Section  2.  Housing  accommodations  exempt 
from  control  of  Rent  Board:

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
SALE  OF  CITY-OWNED  LAND  IN 
SQUANTUM  TO  CITY  OF  QUINCY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  June  5,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

There  is  now  before  you  on  recommendation  of 
the  Mayor  an  order  authorizing  the  sale  to  the 
City  of  Quincy  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  of  a  parcel 
of  land  located  in  Squantum  known  as  Squaw 
Rock.  Permission  to  Boston  to  sell  it  and  to 
Quincy  to  buy  it  was  granted  by  the  1953 
Legislature. 

This  parcel  was  acquired  by  Boston  more  than 
a  half  century  ago  in  connection  with  the  establish- 
ment of  an  outlet  for  Boston  sewerage  on  Moon 
Island,  which  is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
away.  There  is  a  sewer  shaft  located  on  a  projec- 
tion from  the  parcel. 

The  City  of  Quincy  initiated  the  idea  of  the  sale 
now  being  authenticated,  having  promoted  it  for 
a  matter  of  years.  Quincy  claims  Squaw  Rock  is 
a  haven  for  hoodlums,  whom  its  police  force  can- 
not control,  and  yet  Quincy  desires  to  make  a 
public  park  or  playground  of  it.  The  parcel  con- 
tains about  630,000  square  feet  with  harbor 
frontage  on  three  quarters  of  its  borders.  There 
are  numerous  small  beaches  on  its  shores.  A 
Boston  water  main  passes  through  it  to  serve 
Thompson  Island,  which  at  low  tide  can  often  be 
reached  on  foot  and  is  only  one  third  of  a  mile 
away.  The  subsoil  of  Squaw  Rock,  as  its  name 
would  imply,  is  rock,  but  it  is  rock  of  the  pudding- 
stone  variety.  There  are  now  no  buildings  on  it, 
but  there  has  been  "a  squatter"  claiming  "squatter 
rights"  occupying  a  wharf  and  huts  on  one  of  its 
many  inlets.  Offshore  the  waters  are  shallow,  but 
there  is  a  channel  extending  to  deeper  waters. 
Fish  and  bird  life  are  plentiful  in  season  in  the 
vicinity.  The  surface  of  the  area  is,  for  the  most 
part  heavily  treed,  but  there  are  extensive  patches 
of  grassed  area.  Geographically  and  practically 
it  is  part  of  the  approach  to  Moon  Island,  which 
in  turn  is  part  of  the  approach  to  Long  Island. 
The  City  of  Boston  has  built  and  maintained  a 
causeway  to  Moon  Island;  more  importantly, 
Boston  has  built  a  bridge  which  cost  $1,500,000 
extending  from  Moon  Island  to  Long  Island. 
Long  Island  contains  a  Boston  investment  of 
several  millions  of  dollars  in  a  hospital  and  alms- 
house, and  Boston  is  now  planning  to  spend  about 
$5,000,000  more  there  for  the  construction  of  a 
chronic  hospital. 

This  Long  Island  Bridge  and  the  Moon  Island 
Causeway  constitute  the  only  approach  to  the 
Long  Island  institution.  Hundreds  of  patients, 
employees,  tradesmen,  artisans,  and  visitors  travel 
back  and  forth  over  this  route  daily  by  auto  and 
bus    service,    Squaw    Rock,    therefore,   being   the 
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beginning  of  the  approach  to  Long  Island,  is  of 
more  than  ordinary  significance. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  not  opposed  to  the 
idea  of  Boston's  sale  of  this  parcel.  It  believes, 
however,  that  Boston  should  consider  more  than 
the  desire  of  the  City  of  Quincy  to  acquire  it. 
Sentimentally,  the  City  of  Boston  is  under  no 
obligation  to  the  City  of  Quincy  in  the  matter. 
Quincy  has  assessed  and  collected  taxes  from 
Boston  on  the  property  since  Boston  acquired 
title  to  it  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  though  in 
recent  years  it  has  been  known  and  used  as  a 
Quincy  playground.  For  a  time  the  Boston 
Public  Works  Commissioner  tried  to  keep  the  one 
roadway  entrance  blocked  by  a  locked  gate,  but 
Quincy  police  could  not  prevent  destruction  of  this 
obstacle;  nor  prevent  unauthorized  use  of  Squaw 
Rock  night  and  day. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  examined  the 
legislative  bill  which  authorizes  the  sale,  the  letter 
of  recommendation  of  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner to  sell  it,  and  the  order  which  is  before 
you  which  must  be  the  basis  of  the  conveyance 
of  the  property  to  Quincy  if  and  when  conveyed. 
Nevertheless,  despite  that  examination,  the  Com- 
mission still  asks — "What  are  you  selling?"  and 
"What  is  the  potential  value  of  what  you  are 
selling?" 

In  1951  when  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
recommended  the  sale,  he  stressed  that  an  appraisal 
should  be  made  of  this  Squaw  Rock  and  Moon 
Island,  in  connection  with  which  Squaw  Rock 
was  purchased.  No  appraisal  has  been  made, 
certainly  not  by  Boston.  The  price  of  $25,000  is 
apparently  only  what  Quincy  would  like  to  pay 
for  it,  and  the  authorizing  act  of  the  Legislature 
stated  that  Quincy  may  not  pay  more  than  that 
sum.  The  $25,000  will  do  little  more  than  repay 
the  City  of  Boston  what  it  has  paid  Quincy  in 
taxes  on  the  property  during  the  last  half-century 
without  having  received  service  of  any  kind  from 
Quincy. 

The  Public  Works  Commissioner,  as  the  Council 
may  see  in  his  letter  to  you  which  accompanies 
the  order  of  sale,  specified  certain  restrictions  in 
the  sale  such  as  withholding  sufficient  area  to 
provide  suitable  and  safe  highway  approach  to 
the  Moon  Island  Causeway.  Part  of  that  ap- 
proach now  is  over  an  unaccepted  street  area. 
The  restrictions  recommended  by  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  are  not  in  the  order  before 
you. 

Therefore,  though  Boston's  acquiescence  to  the 
sale  is  based  on  the  Public  Works  Commissioner's 
willingness  to  be  rid  of  it,  his  recommendations 
for  an  appraisal  first,  and  for  incorporating  in  the 
order  of  sale  some  protection  to  Boston's  right  to  a 
safe  approach  to  Long  Island,  have  apparently 
been  forgotten. 

Furthermore,  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
suggested  that  the  disposition  eventually  of  Moon 
Island  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  sale 
of  Squaw  Rock  and  that  both  should  be 
competently  appraised. 

Admittedly,  because  of  the  nuisance  now  caused 
by  the  sewer  outlets  in  Squaw  Rock  and  Moon 
Island,  neither  has  great  value.  However,  within 
three  years  these  sewer  outlets  will  be  discontinued 
because  Boston  sewerage  will  be  intercepted  near 
Columbia  Station  on  the  Strandway  and  sent  out 
into  the  harbor  at  or  near  Deer  Island.  Because 
Squaw  Rock  and  Moon  Island  are  excellent  shore 
and  offshore  locations,  their  value  will  then  be 
much  greater  than  now. 

It  seems  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  this 
potential  future  value  should  be  given  more  con- 
sideration than  has  been  given  to  the  proposal  to 
sell;  also  that  disposal  of  Squaw  Rock  should  be 
considered  in  connection  with  the  possibility  of 
sale  of  Moon  Island;  and  that  the  Long  Island 
approach  and  the  Long  Island  water  supply, 
which  comes  through  this  area,  should  be  ade- 
quately protected  in  any  arrangement  of  sale. 

The  Finance  Commission,  therefore,  recommends 
that  action  on  the  order  before  you  be  deferred 
until  a  sufficient  study  of  the  whole  situation  has 
been  made.

In  accordance  with  Council  order  of  April  27, 
the.  City  Planning  Board  submits  herewith  its 
consideration  and  report  on  the  amount  and  loca- 
tion of  space  suitable  for  parking  beneath  and 
adjacent  to  the  so-called  Central  Artery. 

Inquiry  was  made  at  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  which  is  constructing 
the  highway  and  has  jurisdiction  over  it.  Though 
the  department  believes  some  areas  underneath 
the  structure,  particularly  from  North  Station  to 
Sumner  Tunnel,  will  be  available  for  private 
parking,  no  determination  as  to  the  amount  and 
location  has  been  made.  It  is  the  department' s 
opinion  that  some  of  the  space  will  be  needed  for 
the  storage  of  maintenance  equipment,  and 
possibly  state  vehicles.  It  is  also  of  the  opinion 
that  until  such  time  as  the  structure  is  completed 
and  definite  arrangements  are  made  as  to  the  re- 
sponsibilities on  maintenance,  no  determination 
on  this  matter  can  be  made. 

It  is  our  present  understanding  that  the  struc- 
ture itself  will  remain  under  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  operation  and  control,  but  the 
surface  roadway  underneath  the  structure  will 
be  under  city  jurisdiction. 

Some  time  ago  some  consideration  was  given 
to  the  placing  of  a  bus  terminal  underneath  the 
structure,  which  is  an  indication  of  the  possibilities 
in  the  approach  to  the  matter. 


Following  our  report  on  a  Preliminary  General 
Plan  for  Boston,  published  late  in  1951,  part  of  the 
staff  of  the  Board  has  been  engaged  in  the  study 
of  a  more  detailed  master  plan  of  the  central 
business  district.  This  study  is  quite  involved  and 
is  now  in  its  early  stages,  developing  an  inventory 
of  existing  floor  space  usage  and  other  basic  infor- 
mation. When  the  work  reaches  a  proposal  stage 
there  will  very  definitely  be  an  integrated  plan 
showing  future  uses  of  the  area,  including  provi- 
sions for  off-street  parking. 

Our  Rezoning  Study  also  will  probably  recom- 
mend that  certain  parking  and  off-street  loading 
requirements  be  fulfilled  when  new  buildings  are 
constructed. 

We  regret  that  there  is  no  definite  information 
available  on  this  matter.

of  the  water  pipe  easement  was  justified,  and 
that  an  order  correcting  said  easement  would 
be  sent  to  the  Council.

Your  committee  held  an  extensive  hearing  to 
consider  the  proposed  ordinance  which  is  essentially 
a  copy  of  the  Baltimore  ordinance  which  established 
the  well-known  Baltimore  Block  Plan. 

The  Baltimore  Block  Plan  provided  for  coordina- 
tion, under  one  head,  of  the  municipal  agencies 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  sanitary,  health, 
housing,  and  electrical  regulations  as  such  regula- 
tions applied  to  the  poorest  housing  in  the  city. 
A  block  known  as  block  No.  1  was  chosen  as  the 
block  containing  the  worst  housing  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  the  above  agencies  made  a  coordi- 
nated enforcement  drive  in  that  block  and  in  a 
special  court  created  to  hear  housing  violations. 

At  the  present  time  in  Boston,  we  have  the 
Mayor's  Area  Rehabilitation  Plan.  Two  clear 
distinctions  must  be  made  between  the  Mayor's 
Area  Rehabilitation  Plan  and  the  Baltimore  Block 
Flan.  They  are:  1,  the  Mayor's  plan  involves 
nothing  more  than  voluntary  cooperation  of  home 
owners  in  the  area,  whereas  the  Baltimore  plan 
involves  legal  compulsion;  and  2,  the  Mayor's 
Area  Rehabilitation  Plan  is  aimed  to  revive  areas 
which  are  in  a  medium  state  of  decadence,  whereas 
the  Baltimore  Block  Plan  is  aimed  at  doing  some- 
thing about  the  worst  residential  property  in  the 
city. 
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Your  committee  feels  that  a  coordinated  attack 
on  blight  must  be  made.  The  weapons  to  be  used, 
and  each  has  its  definite  place,  are:  1,  urban  re- 
development under  the  Federal  statutes;  2,  public 
housing;  3,  area  rehabilitation  to  arrest  decay  in 
neighborhoods  in  early  stages  of  blight;  4,  adequate 
planning  to  prevent  blight  in  the  distant  future; 
and  5,  some  efficient  enforcement  method  along 
the  lines  of  the  Baltimore  Block  Plan,  whereby  the 
municipality  may  take  effective  action  to  enforce 
health,  sanitary,  fire,  and  safety  regulations  in  the 
poorest  housing  in  the  city. 

Since  both  the  Baltimore  Block  Plan  and  area 
rehabilitation  depend  on  enthusiastic  action  by  the 
Chief  Executive,  and  since  presently  he  is  engaged 
in  initiating  an  ambitious  area  rehabilitation 
program  in  Boston,  your  committee  recommends 
that  this  particular  ordinance  be  held  in  abeyance 
until  the  area  rehabilitation  program  is  successfully 
under  way.

INFORMATION  ON  NEW  SURGICAL  SERV- 
ICES PROGRAM  AT  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  AHEARN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,    The    Trustees    of    the    Boston     City 

Hospital  have  recently  announced  that  under  a  new 


program  beginning  July  1,  1953,  the  five  general 
surgical  services  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  which 
have  been  in  operation  for  many  years  will  be 
reduced  to  three  services,  each  one  of  which  three 
will  be  a  so-called  teaching  service  affiliated  with  a 
medical  school  as  distinguished  from  the  so-called 
"open"  or  "independent"  services,  which  two  are 
being  eliminated. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  serious  difference  of  opinion 
regarding  the  desirability  and  feasibility  of  such  a 
program;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respect- 
fully requested  to  request  the  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  to  postpone  the  institution 
of  this  new  program  and  reconsider  their  action 
abolishing  the  two  "open"  or  "independent" 
surgical  services;    and  therefore  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respect- 
fully requested  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F, 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  to  furnish  the  City- 
Council  information  by  answering  the  following 
questions: 

1.  Will  the  institution  of  the  three  new  surgical 
services  at  the  Hospital  increase  the  cost  of  the 
operation  of  the  surgical  department  either  on 
July  1  or  in  the  future? 

2.  (a)  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  in  1915  the  number 
of  general  surgical  services  at  the  Hospital  was 
increased  by  the  Trustees  from  three  to  five  in 
order  to  reduce  the  case  load  on  a  service  and  give 
better  patient  care? 

(b)  How  can  the  present  trustees  continue 
high  standards  of  patient  care  with  reduced 
surgical  services? 

3.  (a)  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  under  the  present 
system  of  five  services  there  are  at  times  a  backlog 
of  cases  awaiting  operation  and  each  day's  wait 
costs  the  patient  and /or  the  City  of  Boston  an 
additional  $18.48  per  day  for  each  day  of  post- 
ponement? 

(b)  If  greater  and  more  frequent  backlogs 
of  patients  can  be  anticipated  with  reduced 
services,  how  can  the  trustees  justify  the  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  patients  and  the  city? 

4.  Should  not  the  Hospital  be  either  bettering 
or  increasing  the  present  services  rather  than 
reducing  the  services? 

5.  (a)  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  because  of  the 
purpose  and  nature  of  surgical  services  that 
experience  has  shown  that  the  vast  majority 
of  surgical  services  in  hospitals  throughout  the 
country  have  had  best  results  with  surgical  services 
of  sixty  beds  or  less  to  a  service? 

(b)  It  is  not  a  fact  that  the  present  surgical 
services  with  about  92  beds  per  service  are 
already  overcrowded  and  that  a  reduction  to 
three  services  will  result  in  130-150  beds  per 
service? 

6.  Contrary  to  a  widespread  current  impression, 
was  not  approval  withdrawn  from  surgical  services 
affiliated  with  medical  schools  at  the  Hospital, 
and  not  just  from  the  independent  services? 

7.  (a)  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  on  the  independent 
surgical  services  we  have  had  some  of  the  most 
prominent  and  eminent  surgeons  in  this  part  of 
the  country  as  staff  members? 

(b)  Is  the  death  rate  as  low  on  the  medical 
school  services  as  it  is  on  the  independent 
services? 

(c)  Do  the  medical  school  services  keep  as 
up-to-date  records  as  the  independent  services? 

8.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  independent  surgical 
services  as  far  as  patient  care  is  concerned,  as 
distinguished  from  teaching  students,  have  given 
patient  care  the  equal  of  medical  school  services? 

9.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  trustees  did  not 
make  available  to  the  independent  surgical  serv- 
ices the  same  amount  of  money  and  the  same  kind 
and  amount  of  staff,  professional  and  otherwise, 
as  was  given  the  medical  school  services,  and  that 
this  was  a  major  factor  in  preventing  the  indepen- 
dent services  from  regaining  full  4-year  surgioal 
residency  approval  formerly  enjoyed? 

10.  (a)  is  it  not  a  fact  that  there  are  at  lesat 
51  hospitals  throughout  the  country  which  have 
secured  full  4-year  surgical  residency  approval 
without   any    medical    school    teaching    affiliation? 

(b)  Why  then  do  the  trustees  indicate  that 
me. heal  school  affiliation  is  necessary  for  full 
4-year    approval? 

11.  Is  it  nut  a  fact  thai  there  are  251  highly 
regarded  hospitals  in  the  United  States  given  only 
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3-year  approval  but  this  does  not  mean  that  these 
hospitals  do  not  give  excellent  patient  care? 

12.  Does  the  new  program  indicate  that  the 
trustees  are  placing  more  emphasis  on  making  the 
Hospital  a  teaching  hospital  to  teach  medical 
students  and  young  and  inexperienced  doctors 
at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  rather 
than  emphasizing  care  of  the  patients  of  Boston? 

13.  Will  not  the  new  system  place  vast  and 
wide  discretion  amounting  to  practical  control 
with  respect  to  the  selection  of  doctors  at  the 
Hospital  in  the   hands  of  medical  schools? 

14.  (a)  Why  do  the  trustees  wish  to  place  so 
much  control  of  the  surgical  services  of  the  Hos- 
pital in  the  hands  of  independent  private  medical 
schools,  no  one  of  whom  are  taxpayers  nor  re- 
sponsible to  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
only  about  11  per  cent  of  whose  students  are 
Boston  residents? 

(b)  Is  tlu's  fair  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
who  pay  about  $10,000,000  a  year  to  run  the 
City  Hospital? 

15.  What  reasons  do  the  trustees  have  for 
thinking  that  surgical  services  of  an  unprecedented 
large  size  will  result  in  patient  care  the  equal  of  or 
surpassing  the  present  set-up  of  five  surgical  serv- 
ices which  have  both  medical  school  services  and 
nonmedical  school  services? 

16.  (a)  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  under  the  pro- 
posed program  the  elimination  of  independent 
services,  leaving  the  control  with  Harvard,  Tufts 
and  Boston  University  Medical  Schools,  will  result 
in  discrimination  against  residents  of  Boston  who 
are  medical  students  in  other  medical  schools  and 
who  desire  internships,  residencies  or  staff  positions 
at  the  City  Hospital  in  Boston  which  is  their  home 
and  where  they,  their  parents  and  other  Boston 
taxpayers  pay  about  $10,000,000  a  year  to  support 
the  Hospital? 

(b)  Why  is  it  not  feasible  and  desirable  to 
retain  independent  surgical  services  along  with 
Harvard,  Boston  University  and  Tufts,  among 
other  things,  to  give  Boston  medical  students  in 
other  medical  schools  a  better  chance  to  com- 
pete with  residents  of  California,  Nebraska,  or 
any  other  states,  for  assignment  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital? 

17.  (a)  Is  it  not  true  that  many  great  and 
famous  hospitals,  e.g.,  Lahey  Clinic,  do  not  have 
4-year  surgical  residency  approval  not  because  of 
inferior  treatment  given  but  simply  because  the 
hospital  is  not  so  much  interested  in  arranging  and 
setting  up  a  residency  training  program  for  medical 
students? 

(b)  Is  it  true  that  the  number  of  years  as- 
signed to  a  hospital  for  training  approval  has  no 
necessary  relation  to  the  quality  of  patient  care? 

18.  With  respect  to  the  reported  difficulty  the 
Hospital  has  had  in  securing  interns,  is  it  not  true 
that  in  large  measure  some  of  the  important 
reasons  not  related  to  4-year  surgical  residency 
approval  are: 

1.  A  tremendous  national  shortage  of  interns. 

2.  The  Hospital  offers  only  a  "straight  in- 
ternship ' '  which  is  less  desirable  than  a  ' '  rotating 
internship"  which  gives  the  interns  greater 
practical  experience. 

3.  The  duties  assigned  to  interns  are  less  at- 
tractive than  in  some  other  hospitals. 

4.  The  Hospital  has  not  put  on  an  attractive 
program  the  equal  of  competing  hospitals  to 
secure  interns.

I  return  herewith  order  that  was  passed  in  the 
City  Council  under  date  of  June  8,  and  which  was 
directed  to  the  City  Auditor  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  I  presume  that  you  sent  it  to  me  for 
my  comments,  which  I  am  pleased  to  give  at  this 
time. 

The  section  of  the  order  directed  to  the  City 
Auditor  is  very  much  in  error  when  it  implies 
that  the  present  disposal  contractor  has  failed  to 
carry  out  the  terms  of  his  contract.  I  am  pleased 
to  state  that  the  present  contractor,  the  M. 
DeMatteo  Construction  Company,  has  complied, 
in  detail,  with  all  provisions  of  the  current  con- 
tract document.  If  his  work  for  the  remainder 
of  the  contract  period  is  as  satisfactory  as  it  has 
been  for  the  first  three  months,  we  will  have  no 
cause  to  complain.  The  contractor's  work, 
up  to  date,  has  been  equal  to  the  work  done  by 
the  previous  contractor,  the  Coleman  Disposal 
Company,  who  had  this  contract  for  thirty  years. 

Regardless  of  the  tenor  of  the  order,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  a  record  of  the  cost  to  the  city 
because  of  the  suspension  of  the  scow  operation, 
for  the  first  three  months  of  the  contract: 

For  the  first  three  months,  we  will  deduct  the 
sura  of  $39,000  from  DeMatteo's  original  contract 
bid,  as  liquidated  damages,  and  we  will  pay  the 
sum   of   $32,447.60   additional   to   the   collection 


contractors  who  have  been  required  to  haul 
material  to  Calf  Pasture,  to  Chelsea,  and  to 
Medford,  because  of  the  suspension  of  the  scow 
operation.  Therefore,  the  city  has  actually 
profited  to  the  extent  of  $6,552.40,  due  to  the 
suspension  of  the  scow  operation.  It  is  obvious, 
therefore,  that  instead  of  costing  the  city  money, 
we  actually  have  profited. 

The  section  of  the  order  directed  to  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  is  a  little  vague,  insofar  as  it  refers 
to  "this  year's  predicament"  and  the  alleged 
lack  of  "adequate  legal  safeguards."  We  are  in 
no  predicament  that  I  know  of,  because,  as  stated 
hereinbefore,  the  operation  has  been  satisfactory 
and  successful  in  every  respect,  and  the  present 
contract  document  provides  full  and  complete 
so-called  legal  safeguards.  In  my  opinion,  it  is 
an  exemplary  contract  document,  and  if  every 
future  contract  protects  the  interests  of  the  city 
in  the  same  degree  that  the  current  contract  with 
the  DeMatteo  Company  does,  the  taxpayers  will 
have  no  cause  to  worry.

What  Is  Urban  Redevelopment? 

The  West  End  is  one  of  the  oldest  parts  of 
Boston.  Sooner  or  later  the  old  parts  of  a 
city  wear  out  and  have  to  be  replaced.  Some- 
times this  can  be  done,  one  building  at  a  time, 
by  the  property  owners,  but  most  often,  as  in 
the  West  End,  it  is  not  only  the  buildings  that 
are  worn  out.  The  lots  are  too  small;  the 
streets  are  too  narrow  and  crooked;  the  whole 
layout  is  out  of  date.  The  only  way  such  an 
area  can  be  soundly  replaced  is  by  tearing 
down  several  blocks  at  a  time  and  rebuilding 
on  a  new  and  modern  plan. 

This  is  what  "urban  redevelopment"  means. 
The  city  government  buys  up  the  blocks,  tears 
down  the  old  buildings,  lays  out  a  new  street 
plan,  sets  aside  whatever  land  is  needed  for 
public  uses  like  schools  or  playgrounds,  and 
then  sells  the  cleared  areas  to  builders  who 
will  promise  to  put  up  new  taxpaying  build- 
ings that  conform  to  the  new  plan.  In  Boston 
this  would  be  done  by  the  Urban  Redevelop- 
ment Division  of  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity   (but  urban   redevelopment  is  not  the  same 
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thing  as  the  job  of  building  and  managing 
public  housing,  which  is  done  by  other  divi- 
sions  of   the   Authority). 

State  Law  Controls  Redevelopment. 
Under  State  law,  the  City  Council,  the  City 
Planning  Board,  and  the  State  Housing  Board 
must  approve  a  redevelopment  project  before 
it  can  go  ahead.  But  even  before  the  City 
Council  and  these  other  agencies  are  asked  to 
approve  the  project,  a  great  deal  of  study  is 
necessary,    to    make    sure    of    two    things: 

1.  Is  the  area  really  substandard?  Would  it 
be  better  for  the  city,  and  for  the  people 
living   there,   to   have  it  torn   down? 

2.  Will  someone  rebuild  it,  after  it  is 
cleared?  Is  the  location  good  enough  so  that 
private  money  will  be  invested  there  in  good 
new  buildings? 

The  West  End  is  one  of  three  parts  of  Bos- 
ton that  are  being  studied  to  see  if  they  would 
make  good  urban  redevelopment  projects.  The 
other  two  areas  are  in  the  South  End  and  in 
Mattapan.  First  studies  of  these  last  two 
areas  have  been  completed  and  sent  to  the  City 
Council,  which  has  approved  the  making  of 
further  studies.  The  first  report  on  the  West 
End  was  sent  to  the  Council  in  April,  1953. 
Further  study  is  necessary  to  decide  finally 
whether  there  should  be  a  project  in  the  West 
End,  and  if  so,  exactly  what  blocks  should  be 
cleared  and  how  they  should  be  rebuilt.  After 
this  final  study,  the  Council  must  decide 
whether  or  not  to  approve  a  project  before  the 
Authority   can   start   operations. 

Why  Redevelop  the  West  End? 

Why  was  the  West  End  chosen  for  study  as 
a  possible  redevelopment  project,  when  it  is 
not  the  oldest  nor  the  most  dilapidated  part 
of   Boston?      This   question    has   two  answers. 

First,  although  it  is  not  our  worst  residen- 
tial area,  it  is  clearly  substandard — no  longer 
an  asset  to  Boston  but  a  liability. 

Second,  of  the  many  areas  that  might  have 
been  studied,  the  West  End  seems  to  have  the 
best  chance  of  being  rebuilt  into  a  modern 
neighborhood  because  of  its  good  location  near 
the  Charles  River  with  its  recreational  areas, 
and  near  good  transportation. 

The  first  answer  may  cause  argument:  to 
people  who  have  lived  there  a  long  time,  the 
West  End  may  not  seem  "substandard."  But 
the  preliminary  studies  made  by  the  Housing 
Authority  show  that  it  is.  Here  are  some  of 
the  results  of  this  study: 

1.  The  lots  are  too  small,  and  the  buildings 
are  overcrowded  on  the  land.  They  are  so 
close  together  that  there  is  less  sunlight  and 
air  in  many  dwellings  than  is  needed  for 
healthy   living. 

2.  Only  one  out  of  every  five  apartments 
is  in  good  condition  inside.  In  spite  of  some 
remodeling  and  a  few  well-maintained  build- 
ings, three  out  of  five  apartments  are  in  such 
poor  condition   that  they  are  beyond   repair. 

3.  The  streets  are  too  narrow  to  handle  the 
traffic;  there  is  no  room  for  all  the  parked 
and   moving  cars,   and   widening   is   impossible. 

4.  There  are  not  nearly  enough  play  spaces 
for  the  children,  many  of  whom  must  play  in 
the  streets.  The  schools  are  outdated  and 
inadequate;  the  sharp  drop  in  school  enroll- 
ment shows  that  many  families  with  children 
have  moved   out  to  less  congested  areas. 

5.  Almost  the  strongest  proof  is  that  only 
half  as  many  people  live  in  the  West  End  now 
as  did  in  1910;  11,000  more  people  have  moved 
out  than  have  moved  in.  But  still  it  is  highly 
overcrowded. 

These  facts,  and  others  like  them,  add  up 
to  the  case  for  action.  These  things  are  not 
the  fault  of  the  people  of  the  West  End;  it  is 
not  the  people  who  are  substandard,  but  their 
neighborhood.  The  only  way  it  can  be  remade 
into  a  good,  healthy  neighborhood  is  by  clear- 
ing many  of  its  blocks  and  rebuilding  with 
modern,  well-spaced  structures. 

What  Is  the  West  End  Project? 

After  studying  the  existing  substandard  con- 
ditions  in   the  West   End,   the  Authority   made 


a  study  of  what  kind  of  rebuilding  could  be 
done.  Under  the  law  the  Authority  cannot 
itself  build  the  new  structures  needed.  It  is 
limited  by  law  to  buying  substandard  areas, 
clearing  the  buildings,  and  preparing  new 
streets  and  underground  utilities.  Then  the 
land  must  be  sold  to  private  firms  who  agree 
to  build  the  new  buildings.  The  new  construc- 
tion will  be  carefully  controlled  so  that  the 
area  will  continue  to  be  a  good  one  in  the 
future. 

The  studies  showed  that  some  parts  of  the 
West  End  did  not  need  redevelopment,  and 
that  if  the  worst  blocks  were  improved,  these 
fairly  good  areas  could  be  allowed  to  remain. 
The  area  that  the  Authority  decided  was  the 
best  to  redevelop  is  outlined  on  the  map  on  the 
opposite  page. 

A  New  Plan  for  the  West  End. 

For  this  project  area  a  plan  was  prepared 
showing  the  different  uses  to  which  the  land 
could  be  put.  The  area  along  the  Charles 
River  is  suitable  for  apartment  houses.  The 
area  along  Lowell  street  next  to  the  Elevated 
may  best  be  used  for  industry  and  wholesale 
commerce.  Other  areas  should  be  used  for 
playgrounds,  schools,  or  housing  as  shown  on 
the  "Re-use  Plan"  on  the  following  page. 
The  new  street  system  provides  much  wider 
streets  than  there  are  in  the  West  End  now. 
This  plan  was  designed  to  make  the  West  End 
into   a   pleasant,    modern    neighborhood. 

It  is  not  a  final  plan.  Instead,  it  is  a  first 
sketch  of  what  urban  redevelopment  can  do 
to  make  the  West  End  a  better  place  to  live  in, 
both  for  the  people  in  the  new  buildings  and 
for  those  who  remain  in  the  blocks  that  will 
not  be  disturbed.  The  Authority  has  asked 
the  approval  of  the  City  Council  to  borrow 
money  from  the  Federal  Government  to  make 
the  final  studies  needed. 

Further  study  is  now  needed,  not  to  prove 
that  much  of  the  West  End  ought  to  be  torn 
down,  but  to  find  out  just  what  kind  of  re- 
building would  be  sound  and  practical,  and 
to  make  sure  that  the  project  would  result  in 
better  living  conditions  for  most  of  the  people 
now    living    there. 

The  Reason  for  Redevelopment. 
But  the  most  important  reason  for  rede- 
velopment of  the  West  End  is  to  get  rid  of 
existing  bad  conditions — to  improve  the  living 
conditions  of  people  who  now  live  there,  and 
relieve  the  city  of  the  tax  burden  for  extra 
expenses  for  fire  protection  and  the  like  which 
go  with  substandard  areas.  Redevelopment 
is  not  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of  new 
residents  and  new  investors  but  for  the  benefit 
of  all  the  people  of  Boston.  The  best  plan 
for  rebuilding  is  needed  so  that  the  cost  of 
the  clearance  operation  will  be  as  little  as 
possible  to  the  city  and  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment, which  contributes  also. 

What  Will  Happen  to  the  People? 

If  this  project  were  to  go  through  as  now 
planned,  there  would  be  only  about  1,000  apart- 
ments in  an  area  where  there  are  nearly  2,300 
families  and  900  single  persons  now.  Even 
if  every  apartment  in  the  new  project  could 
be  used  for  present  residents  of  the  area,  there 
would  be  room  only  for  one  family  in  three. 
Unfortunately  the  present  high  cost  of  con- 
struction means  that  many  of  the  new  apart- 
ments would  be  too  expensive  for  most  of  the 
people  who  now  live  in  the  West  End.  How- 
ever, the  Authority  has  made  plans  to  rehouse 
every  family  that  would  have  to  move.  If 
after  final  study  the  project  goes  ahead,  this 
is   what   will   happen: 

First,  apartments  in  public  low-rent  housing 
projects  now  operated  by  the  Authority  will 
be  made  available.  Families  displaced  by  the 
West  End  project  will  be  given  top  priority 
to  get  into  public  housing.  The  income  limits 
will  be  raised  for  them  as  well.  Six  out  of 
every  ten  families  will  be  eligible  for  public 
housing.  A  State  law  guarantees  priority  to 
eligible  families  who  are  displaced. 
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Second,  the  Authority  will  find  private  apart- 
ments or  houses  reasonably  located  and  at 
rents  they  can  afford  to  pay  for  the  remain- 
ing families.  A  special  office  will  be  set  up  in 
the  West  End  to  help  these  people,  and  also 
to  help  the  single  people  who  live  in  the 
project  area  to  find  new  places  to  live.  This 
relocation  program  is  so  large  that  it  will  take 
several   years   before   it   can    be   completed. 

You  do  not  have  to  worry  about  finding  a 
new  place  to  live.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Authority  to  do  this  for  you,  when  and  if 
it  comes  time  for  you  to  move.  The  Federal 
law  requires  that  you  must  be  relocated  in  a 
decent,  safe,  sanitary  apartment  at  a  price 
you  can  afford  to  pay,  or  there  can  be  no 
project. 

Owners    Protected    Also. 

Those  who  own  buildings  in  the  West  End 
project  area  are  also  protected.  If  a  building 
is  acquired  by  the  Authority,  the  fair  value 
will  be  paid  for  it.  The  price  offered  will  not 
be  the  assessed  value,  which  is  often  lower 
than  what  the  building  is  worth.  If  the  owner 
is  not  satisfied  with  the  price  offered,  the 
courts  will  decide  what  is  a  fair  price. 

People  who  operate  stores  or  businesses  in 
the  project  area  will  be  notified  well  in  advance 
of  when  they  have  to  move.  They  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  bid  on  land  in  the 
proposed  retail  area  of  the  project,  but  it 
must  be  recognized  that  with  only  one-third 
as  many  people  in  the  redeveloped  area,  there 
just  will  not  be  enough  business  to  support 
most  of  the  retail  stores  in  the  West  End  now. 
The  Authority  will  do  its  best  to  help  store- 
keepers to  find  new  locations  elsewhere  in  the 
City  where  that  is  possible. 

What  Is  Being  Done  Now? 
At  the  present  time  the  West  End  project 
is  only  a  plan,  and  it  is  a  preliminary  plan 
that  may  be  changed.  There  are  several 
stages  that  an  urban  redevelopment  project 
must  go  through  before  any  houses  can  be 
bought   or   any   people  can   be   relocated. 

1.  The  first  stage  is  the  Preliminary  Study; 
this  stage  has  been  completed  by  the  Housing 
Authority  and  a  report  on  it  has  been  sent  to 
the  City  Council. 

2.  If  the  City  Council  is  willing  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  can  then  begin  the  second  stage, 
which  is  called  the  Final  Study.  In  this  stage, 
if  the  study  proves  that  the  project  will  be  a 
success  and  the  Authority  decides  to  go  ahead, 
the  project  boundaries  will  be  definitely  de- 
cided on  and  a  definite,  final  plan  will  be  made. 
This  plan  will  then  be  sent  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval.     A   public   hearing   will   be  held. 

3.  After  the  Preliminary  Study  and  the 
Final  Plan  have  been  approved,  the  Authority 
borrows  money  from  the  Federal  Government 
and  begins  to  buy  the  land  and  buildings  in 
the  project  area,  to  relocate  the  families,  and 
to  clear  the  land.  This  loan  will  be  paid  back 
partly  by  the  sale  of  project  land  to  builders, 
partly  by  the  city  and  partly  by  a  grant  from 
the   U.   S.    Government   itself. 

What  does  all  this  mean?  It  means  this  to 
the  people  of  the  West  End:  Nothing  will  be 
done  to  the  West  End  for  the  next  year  at 
least,  probably  for  two  years.  Final  studies, 
approval  of  plans,  and  a  loan  contract  take  a 
long  time.  Then,  before  anything  is  done, 
before  any  building  is  torn  down,  before  any 
one  has  to  move,  the  Authority  will  tell  you 
what  is  going  to  happen.  This  is  what  you 
should    remember: 

Tenants:  The  Housing  Authority  will  find 
you  a  new  place  to  live.  Don't  worry;  don't 
move  unless  you  planned  to  anyhow.  You  will 
be  informed  well  before  you  have  to  move  and 
helped   to   find   a   new   and   better   home. 

Owners:  The  Housing  Authority  will  pay 
a  fair  price  for  any  land  or  building  it  takes. 
You   are   protected   under   the   law. 

Under  the  federal  law  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Housing  Authority  to  place  every  family 
in  a  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwelling  at 
rents  they  can  afford  to  pay  or  there  won't 
be    any   project.

I    am    forwarding    to    you    a    communication 
concerning   the   reorganization   of   the   Surgical 
Service   at   the   Boston    City    Hospital.

The  Boston  City  Hospital,  desirous  of  giving 
the  best  possible  care  to  the  patient  has,  like 
many  large  municipal  hospitals  throughout 
the  country,  been  identified  with  medical 
schools  and  medical  teaching  almost  since  its 
inception.  It  has  been  affiliated  with  Harvard 
Medical  School  for  approximately  80  years, 
with  Tufts  Medical  School  for  60  years  and 
with  Boston  University  School  of  Medicine  for 
20  years.  As  time  has  gone  on,  this  affiliation 
with  medical  schools  has  become  closer  and 
closer.  At  the  present  time  all  the  medical 
services,  all  the  specialty  services  and  two 
surgical  services  are  closely  allied  with  medical 
schools.  It  has  been  and  is  the  belief  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  as  well 
as  trustees  of  other  leading  hospitals,  that 
better  care  is  rendered  the  patient  by  close 
affiliation    with    teaching   institutions. 

The  best  patient  care  is  closely  associated 
with  medical  education  and  research.  This  is 
particularly  true  in  the  field  of  surgery.  It  is 
important  that  reorganization  must  take  place 
from  time  to  time  in  order  to  effect  an  efficient 


working  program.  The  recent  surgical  re- 
organization is  an  important  step  in  this 
direction. 

A  few  years  ago  the  surgical  services  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  lost  "full  approval"  as 
training  centers  for  "resident  surgeons."  This 
phrase  "full  approval"  needs  further  elabora- 
tion. "Approval"  is  given  by  an  organization 
called  the  American  Board  of  Surgery  formed 
by  the  American  Surgical  Association,  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  Surgical 
Section  of  the  American  Medical  Association. 
This  Board  was  founded  in  1938  for  the  pur- 
pose of  approving  surgical  residency  training 
programs  in  hospitals  throughout  the  United 
States.  At  the  end  of  World  War  II  the 
armed  forces  released  many  young  men  who 
needed  further  training  in  civilian  surgery 
before  starting  practice.  In  addition,  hun- 
dreds of  other  men  graduating  from  medical 
schools  needed  further  intensive  training  to 
bring  the  new  knowledge  of  surgery  to  the 
public  on  a  nation-wide  basis.  In  order  to 
stimulate  hospitals  to  make  the  best  of  their 
opportunities  the  Board  set  up  various  com- 
mittees to  grade  the  training  of  all  hospital 
programs.  When  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
was  graded  in  1949  all  the  surgical  services 
were  given  less  than  "full  approval."  Pre- 
viously Harvard  Medical  School  had  withdrawn 
its  supervision  of  surgical  teaching  at  the  Bos- 
ton City  Hospital  because  of  dissatisfaction 
with  the  organization  of  its  surgical  service 
although  it  retained  its  affiliation  with  the 
medical  and  neurological  services  at  the  hospi- 
tal. Following  certain  changes  in  personnel 
and  in  supervision  of  the  Boston  University 
teaching  service  and  the  Tufts  Medical  School 
teaching  service  and  the  former  Harvard 
teaching  service,  "full  approval"  was  given  to 
these  three  services  between  1950-1952.  Two 
other  surgical  services  were  not  so  approved. 
In  order  to  obtain  approval  for  the  entire 
surgical  side  of  the  hospital,  having  in  mind 
the  best  possible  care  of  the  patients,  a  plan 
was  suggested  whereby  the  general  services 
would  be  reorganized.  After  a  series  of  surg- 
ical staff  and  committee  meetings  and  consulta- 
tion with  other  department  heads  in  the  hos- 
pital, as  well  as  with  the  administrative  heads 
and  the  trustees,  such  a  reorganization  was 
recommended  and  was  voted  upon  favorably 
at  a  full  surgical  staff  meeting    (30  to  6). 

There  has  been  no  change  so  far  as  the 
surgical  staff  roster  of  the  hospital  is  con- 
cerned with  this  reorganization.  The  fracture 
cases  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  general 
surgical  services  and  incorporated  in  the 
Orthopedic  Service.  No  staff  members  have 
been  dropped.  It  is  expected  that  every  staff 
member  will  do  as  much  work  as  he  did  before. 

It  is  believed  that  a  higher  quality  of  intern 
and  resident  will  be  attracted  to  the  approved 
services.  This  has  already  worked  out  favor- 
ably on  services  that  have  been  previously 
approved. 

It  is  believed  that  this  plan  of  reorganiza- 
tion will  result  in  greater  economy.  With 
better  organization,  more  concentration  of  re- 
sponsibility, and  a  higher  type  of  resident 
surgeon  available  within  the  hospital,  it  is  fair 
to  assume  that  the  surgical  care  of  the  patients 
will    continue   to    improve.

This  will  acknowledge  memo  from  your  office 
with  attached  enclosure,  City  Council  order  re- 
questing that  the  Park  Department  conduct  two- 
or  three-day  demonstrations  of  its  sailing  program 
in  the  Bayswater  Section  of  East  Boston  and  the 
Pleasure  Bay  Section  of  South  Boston,  during  this 
year. 

We  only  have  sufficient  sailboats  to  operate  the 
program  in  the  Charles  River  Basin.  Funds  for 
the  purchase  of  new  boats,  equipment,  and  the 
hiring  of  personnel  were  deleted  from  this  year's 
budget. 

To  transfer  the  boats  from  the  Charles  River  to 
these  other  locations  would  result  in  protest  from 
the  several  hundred  who  come  from  all  sections  of 
the  city  to  take  part  in  our  boating  program  on  the 
Charles  River. 

The  extension  of  this  program  to  these  other 
sections  is  worthy  of  consideration,  but  I  believe 
it  would  be  a  mistake  to  start  the  program  in  these 
sections  and  then  take  it  away  from  the  citizens 
because  of  inability  to  operate  the  program  for  lack 
of  equipment  and  personnel. 

If  funds  are  provided  in  the  future  you  may  be 
sure  we  will  be  only  too  pleased  to  give  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  extension  of  the  program.

Pursuant  to  your  communication  bearing  date 
of  June  3,  19.53,  with  respect  to  the  order  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  of  June  1,  1053,  suggesting 
that  some  of  the  Park  Department's  fleet  of  sail- 
boats be  brought  to  South  Boston  and  again  to 
East  Boston  for  a  few  days'  demonstration  in  those 
waters,  as  an  introduction  to  the  youngsters  of 
those  districts  of  what  a  sailing  program  is,  the 
better  to  gauge  the  worth-whileness  of  establishing 
permanent  sailing  playgrounds  in  those  districts 
in  future  years,  we  wish  to  say  that  the  effects  of 
such  demonstrations  would  be  unkind  and  empty — 
even  though  the  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
such  demonstrations  might  be  overcome. 

The  reasons  for  this  judgment  by  the  Recre- 
ation Board  are  as  follows: 

Last  year  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Council — on  a 
motion  by  Councillor  Foley — the  Recreation  Board 
revitalized  its  old  recommendation  that  a  sailing 
playground  be  established  on  Jamaica  Pond. 

The  Park  Department  complied  with  the  sug- 
gestion. Six  sailboats — from  its  fleet  of  16  on  the 
Charles  River  Basin — were  moved  out  to  Jamaica 
Pond  for  the  summer.  Approximately  400  boys 
and  girls  enrolled  and  participated  in  this  sailing 
school  last  summer  on  Jamaica  Pond.  About 
$2,000  was  spent  for  salaries  of  supervisors. 

The  response  from  the  community  was  enthusi- 
astic, many  local  residents  also  writing  or  tele- 
phoning in  to  the  Park  Department  to  applaud  the 
beauty  of  the  colored  sails. 

Accordingly,  the  Recreation  Board  last  winter 
recommended  in  its  annual  report  on  Page  12  that 
the  Park  Department  procure  a  fleet  of  10  sail- 
boats for  Jamaica  Pond  at  a  cost  of  $5,000  and  also 
spend  up  to  $3,000  on  a  proper  landing  for  these 
craft .  The  Park  Department  put  these  sums  in 
its  budget. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  allowed  the  $3,000  for 
the  landing.  But  he  believed  that  the  taxpayers 
would  not  want  to  spend  the  $5,000  for  the  new 
sailboats,  and  he  struck  the  item  from  the  budget. 
Accordingly,  the  city,  by  rights,  should  dis- 
continue Jamaica  Pond  as  a  sailing  playground 
this  summer. 

An  eminently  satisfactory  demonstration  through 
the  whole  of  last  summer  has  borne  no  fruit. 

Sailing  for  children  can  only  continue  on  Jamaica 
Pond  this  summer  at  the  expense  of  again  taking 
boats  from  the  Charles  River  Basin  project. 

How  inadvisable,  then,  to  give  the  children  of 
East  Boston  and  South  Boston  a  taste  of  a  sailing 
playground  in  their  home  waters  and  then  snatch 
it  away  again  after  a  few  days,  with  no  prospect 
of  its  becoming  a  reality  even  in  later  years.  The 
great  mechanical  and  administrative  difficulties  of 
such  demonstrations  would  bring  but  hollow  fruit. 
The  Recreation  Board  does  not  believe  that  the 
taxpayers  are  wise  in  withholding  $5,000  from  new 
sailboats  for  Jamaica  Pond.  Properly  considered 
as  distributed  over  the  10-year  or  20-year  life  of 
such  sailboats,  the  original  capital  outlay  would 
amount  to  only  $500  or  less  per  year. 

In  short,  a  full-scale  sailing  program  on  Jamaica 
Pond  would  cost  $3,000  a  year,  including  salaries, 
upkeep,  and  depreciation.  This  is  less  than  half 
the  annual  cost  of  one  of  our  40  grass-coated 
baseball  playgrounds. 

About  as  many  children  will  be  found  at  any 
one  time  using  a  sailing  playground  as  using  a 
grass-covered  playground  ashore — with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  twilight  baseball  games  ashore  that 
draw  many  spectators  and  justify  the  greater  cost 
of  a  shore  playground. 

To  create  a  playground  ashore  as  big  as  Jamaica 
Pond  would  cost  well  over  $1,000,000.  Yet 
Jamaica  Pond  can  be  turned  into  a  sailing  play- 
ground for  children  for  $5,000. 

The  Recreation  Board  is  mindful  that  the 
raindrops  that  fill  Jamaica  Pond  make  no  charge 
upon  delivery.     They  are  cheaper  than  loam. 

How  can  we  justify  sailing  ventures  in  the  waters 
of  South  Boston  and  East  Boston,  with  the  ad- 
mittedly greater  cost  of  landing  facilities  in  tidal 
conditions,  when  simple  and  ideal  Jamaica  Pond 
has  not  yet  gained  its  sailing  feet?

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
1953   TAX   RATE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  July  20,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

There  is  little  comfort  for  the  Boston  taxpayers 
in  the  result  of  the  1953  determination  of  a  rate  of 
property  taxation.  Two  years  ago,  when  the  rate 
reached  $62.80,  the  Finance  Commission's  com- 
ment was  that  a  rate  as  high  as  $70  (which  was 
forecast  at  that  time  as  a  rate  warranted  by  the 
existing  circumstances)  "would  have  been  little 
short  of  a  disaster."  The  disastrous  $7<)  has  even 
been  exceeded  in  1953.  A  rate  of  $70.70  has  been 
promulgated. 

This  new  rate  is  $28.70  higher  than  it  was  in 
1946,  when  World  War  II  had  just  ended.  It  is  a 
staggering  increase  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  the 
federal  and  state  income  tax  rates  have  likewise 
been  greatly  increased  in  the  same  length  of  time. 

Boston  has  lost  considerable  valuation  in  the 
past  few  years  due  to  public  improvements  of  one 
kind  or  another.  The  total  valuation  on  which  the 
city  requirements  are  spread  is  therefore  $8,000,000 
less  than  a  year  ago.  The  only  semblance  of  com- 
fort to  many  in  the  1953  rate  is  that,  though  the 
rate  is  higher,  the  valuations  remain  as  in  1953. 

It  is  plainly  obvious  that  in  a  reduction  of  expen- 
diture there  is  the  most  hope  of  lower  taxes.  This 
means  reduction  in  expenditure  for  all  purposes. 

For  instance,  the  possibilities  of  retrenchment  in 
school  costs  must  be  carefully  considered.  The 
findings  in  each  of  two  survey  reports  of  the  past 
ten  years,  the  1944  Strayer  Survey  for  the  Finance 
Commission  and  the  1953  Sargent  Survey  for  the 
School  Committee,  have  been  that  the  school  plant 
and  the  number  of  school  employees  are  larger  than 
the  number  of  pupils  warrants.  In  each  of  these 
surveys  a  program  of  closings,  consolidations,  and 
transfers  was  developed  by  an  unbiased  group  of 
experts.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee will  hear  many  objections  to  adoption  of 
the  newer  Sargent  plan.  Nevertheless,  the  finan- 
cial plight  of  the  city  is  such  that  every  advantage 
should  be  taken  of  opportunities  to  reduce  school 
costs.  The  aim  should  be  to  eliminate  unnecessary 
spending.  The  school  people  owe  it  to  the  city  to 
give  the  Sargent  Report  better  consideration  than 
was  given  to  the  Strayer  Report. 

It  is  now  well  known  that  Boston  is  the  highest 
taxed  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country.  A  princi- 
pal reason  for  it  is,  as  Mayor  Hynes  has  recently 
emphasized,  that  normal  service  requirements  for 
Boston  taxpayers  are  substantially  augmented  by 
the  necessity  to  serve  many  who  do  not  contribute 
to  the  cost  of  those  services.  This  includes  resi- 
dents of  the  city  as  well  as  non-residents. 

However,  excessive  service  cost  is  also  a  principal 
reason  for  Boston  eminence  in  spending  rate.  Its 
efforts  to  impress  this  upon  administrations  of  the 
past  20  years  have  made  the  Finance  Commission 
"a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness."  Despite  fore- 
bodings of  disaster,  like  a  $70  tax  rate,  mayors, 
councillors,  departmental  officials  persistently  ex- 
panded service,  and  were  lavish  in  providing  new 
buildings  and  public  grounds.  Ignored  was  the 
fact  that  every  expansion  adds  to  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  leads  to  a  higher  rate  of  taxation. 
Usually  a  private  business  firm,  fearing  bankruptcy 
in  a  period  of  strained  finances,  will  reduce  expendi- 
tures where  it  can;  a  private  citizen  will  do  the 
same;  Boston,  on  the  other  hand,  in  the  face  of 
danger  signals  continued  to  increase  the  cost  of 
its  overhead. 

"The  present  city  government  has  made  a  sincere 
effort  to  hold  the  line.  Appropriation  requests  for 
city  services  were  treated  by  the  Mayor  and 
Budget    Commissioner    and    later    by    the    City 


Council  with  a  degree  of  "prove  to  me  the  need" 
philosophy  seldom  before  seen  in  City  Hall.  As 
the  Finance  Commission  pointed  out  in  its  report 
upon  the  budget,  if  the  existing  services  and 
organization  are  to  be  continued  there  is  not 
much  opportunity  for  reducing  the  tax  bill.  How- 
ever, the  Commission  has  had  a  report  before  the 
city  government  during  the  past  two  years  recom- 
mending a  new  organization  of  services,  which,  if 
adopted,  the  Commission  believes  would  lead  to 
lower  figures  in  the  city's  share  of  the  tax  rate 
requirements. 

The  compensation  and  classification  plan  insti- 
tuted by  the  Mayor  to  equalize  and  stabilize  the 
personnel  situation  undoubtedly  was  done  in  good 
faith  and  should  show  good  results  in  the  future. 
It  is  now  apparent  that  this  step  has  cost  more 
than  the  Mayor  and  city  officials  originally  esti- 
mated. Although  city  employees  will  probably 
not  agree,  the  liberality  of  the  plan  is  a  major 
cause  of  the  increase  in  the  operation  cost  of  the 
past  two  years,  and  hence  of  the  tax  rate  increase. 

The  more  important  job  of  evaluating  positions 
remains  to  be  done.  The  little  understood  dis- 
tinction is  that  a  classification  determines  proper 
ratings  and  salaries,  but  an  evaluation  job  deter- 
mines the  number  of  positions  necessary.  Despite 
the  unreliability  of  comparison  with  other  cities 
merely  by  number  of  employees,  in  which  Boston 
usually  tops  the  list,  careful  analysis  of  the  local 
situation  is  convincing  that  Boston  carries  a 
greater  number  on  the  payroll  than  is  necessary. 
Every  survey  made  has  ended  with  this  conclusion. 
It  is  comforting  to  realize  that  gradually  this  num- 
ber is  being  reduced,  and  that  Mayor  Hynes  has 
directed  department  heads  to  rearrange  assign- 
ments of  work  so  that  positions  vacated  by  retire- 
ment may  be  eliminated. 

If  city  operation  costs  and  assessments  upon  the 
city  can  be  reduced  and  property  generally  re- 
valued for  taxation  purposes,  even  with  a  more 
nearly  justifiable  valuation  on  residential  property 
the  individual  tax  bill  can  conceivably  be  reduced. 

Hence  it  is  not  in  new  taxes,  alone,  that  the  city 
should  seek  relief.  The  real  remedy  lies  first  in 
spending  less;  and  secondly  in  spreading  the  cost 
of  service  proportionately  among  those  who  benefit 
from  it.  The  Finance  Commission  has  advocated 
for  many  years  a  metropolitan  participation  in 
bearing  the  cost  of  services  in  Boston. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  sample  valuation^  of 
property  in  a  residential  section  of  the  city,  which 
was  made  by  a  voluntary  committee  of  professional 
realtors  within  the  past  year,  furnished  evidence 
of  the  long-standing  claim  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission that  residential  property  is  substantially 
underassessed  and  commercial  and  industrial 
property  is  overassessed.  Yet  it  was  shown  that 
not  all  owners  of  commercial  and  industrial 
properties  are  treated  alike.  This  report  gave 
new  evidence  of  the  need  for  a  revaluation  of 
property  in  the  city. 

The  Commission  recognizes  that  to  authorize 
a  revaluation  which  might  increase  the  tax  burden 
for  the  residential  property  owners  is  unpopular 
with  elective  officers,  particularly  in  an  election 
year;  nevertheless,  the  fact  must  be  faced  that  a 
revaluation  is  the  first  step  in  an  effort  to  quiet 
the  rising  resentment  against  high  municipal 
taxes.  The  high  Boston  rate  is  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  favorable  reception  in  the  suburbs  of  the  idea 
of  establishing  a  metropolitan  city. 

Detail  of  Rate  Making. 

The  figures  in  the  analysis  which  follows  of  the 
computation  of  the  tax  rate  are  as  given  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  and  checked  and  classified  by 
the   City   Auditor. 

The  increased  cost  of  running  the  departments 
of  the  city  has  followed  the  same  general  course 
percentagewise  as  the  total  warrants  and  ap- 
propriations which  the  city  must  meet  each  year. 
The  latter  include  such  fixed  charges  as  pension 
funds,  debt  service,  MTA  assessments,  over- 
lay deficit  financing,  and  state  and  metropolitan 
assessments.  The  1953  figure  of  department 
appropriations  was  13.1  per  cent  higher  than 
that  for  1950;  in  the  case  of  the  total  warrants 
and  appropriations  the  increase  was  15.6  per 
cent.  The  year-to-year  increases  in  city  depart- 
ments expense  since  1950  have  been  5.3  per  cent, 
6.7  per  cent,  and  .72  per  cent.  In  the  case  of 
total  warrants  and  appropriations,  corresponding 
figures  are  4.4  per  cent,  7.3  per  cent,  and  3.2  per 
cent. 
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Proposals  have  already  been  made  to  achieve 
the  purpose  of  reducing  departmental  costs. 
A  plan  of  departmental  reorganization  has  been 
offered,  and  the  legislative  way  has  been  cleared 
to  produce  a  streamlined  framework  in  which 
to  render  municipal  services.  A  complete  descrip- 
tion of  a  proper  procurement  and  control  of  supplies 
and  materials  has  been  furnished.     An  ordinance 


which,  by  securing  maximum  publicity  and  bidding, 
would  secure  the  maximum  value  for  the  city's 
contract  dollar  has  been  proposed,  but  rejected  by 
the  City  Council.  Commendably,  the  Mayor  has 
persisted  in  obtaining  reform  in  this  matter  by 
issuance  of  a  directive  to  department  heads  re- 
quiring the  procedure  which  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion recommended.

The  largest  single  expense  group  is  that  for 
city  departments;  this  group  is  analyzed  in  detail 
in  a  subsequent  table  entitled  "Detail  of  Appro- 
priations." The  appropriation  for  general  mainte- 
nance (operation)  of  city  departments  for  1953 
increased  by  about  $1,800,000  over  1952,  but 
city  debt  requirements  dropped  by  over  $500,000. 
Pensions,  an  ever-increasing  item,  however,  rose 
approximately  $100,000.  Essentially  the  same 
relative  pattern  is  true  of  county  appropriations 
for    general    maintenance,    debt,    and    pensions. 

Appropriations  for  school  purposes  fall  into 
three  groups:  general  school  purposes,  buildings, 
and  debt  requirements.  The  major  group  appro- 
priation, general  school  purposes,  not  inclusive 
of  plant  appropriation,  was  reduced  from  $24,- 
902,788  in  1952  to  $24,769,752  in  1953;  this 
includes  a  special  appropriation  by  the  City 
Council  of  $1,949,065  in  1953,  compared  with 
similar  assistance  of  $2,204,976  in  1952.  The 
School  Committee  is  limited  in  this  item  to  the 
statutory  appropriation  limit,  $21,200,000  plus 
unexpended  balances  plus  estimated  income; 
additionally  needed  income  must  come  from  the 
city  in  the  form  of  a  special  appropriation. 

The  appropriation  for  school  buildings  falls 
into  two  parts:  alterations  and  repairs  and  land 
and  buildings  (new  construction).  In  the  former 
class  the  1953  appropriation  is  $761,247  less 
than  in  1952;  in  the  latter  group  the  1953  appro- 
priation is  $558,982  less.  However,  the  School 
Committee  now  has  available  the  proceeds  of  a 
$5,000,000  loan  recently  authorized  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  school  buildings.  It  is  apparent, 
therefore,  that  though  the  total  of  school  appro- 
priations in  1953  is  $1,453,265.94  less  than  in 
1952,  the  actual  decrease  in  appropriation  for 
general  educational  purposes  is  only  $133,036.26. 
The  balance  of  the  reduction  in  the  total  school  bill 
is  made  up  of  the  reduction  of  $1,320,229  in  the 
appropriation  for  repairs  and  alterations  and 
land  and  buildings. 

Debt  Service.  The  appropriation  for  1953 
for  debt  service  continued  the  downward  trend, 
reflecting  the  debt  reduction  policy  of  recent 
years. 


MTA.  The  MTA  deficit  figure  includes  both 
$5,019,530  in  operating  deficit  and  $479,389  in 
debt  requirement.  The  former  is  the  amount 
of  current  operating  deficit  assessed  on  Boston 
on  the  basis  of  a  formula  which  the  Finance 
Commission  has  for  many  years  contended  is 
unfair  to  this  city.  The  debt  requirement  figure 
is  the  city's  share  of  the  charge  on  all  the  cities 
and  towns  in  the  transit  district  incurred  when 
the  MTA  took  over  the  city's  subway  properties 
under  the  1949  act. 

Besides  these  two  amounts,  there  is  also  an 
amount  of  $1,015,000  in  the  debt  requirements 
for  the  annual  payment  toward  the  $10,150,000 
borrowed  to  fund  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
deficits  accumulated  before  the  state  purchase 
of  the  railway. 

Overlay  Deficits.  Other  examples  of  current 
appropriations  for  past  actions  are  two  appro- 
priations: "Overlay  Deficit  Funding"  ($2,000,000) 
and  "Overlay  Deficits,  1950  and  19.51"  ($2,- 
663,997).  The  former  refers  to  the  amount 
appropriated  annually  since  1950  to  finance 
the  overlay  deficits  which  had  accumulated  by 
the  end  of  1949  (approximately  $12,500,000). 
However,  the  annual  appropriation  of  $2,000,000 
in  each  of  three  years  has  hardly  made  a  dent 
in  the  original  figure.  At  the  end  of  1950,  in 
spite  of  the  appropriation  of  $2,000,000,  the 
deficit  stood  at  $12,293,553;  another  $2,000,000 
in  1951  failed  to  reduce  it  much,  for  at  year's 
end  it  was  $12,205,326;  and,  notwithstanding 
the  $2,000,000  appropriated  in  1952,  the  deficit 
figure  on  December  31,  1952,  was  $12,158,680. 
In  other  words,  the  annual  $2,000,000  appro- 
priation just  about  covered  the  abatements 
granted  during  the  current  year  on  assessments 
made  before  1950  and  had  little  net  reducing 
effect  on  the  original  accumulated  deficit. 

The  item  "Overlay  Deficits,  1950  and  1951" 
is  an  amount  appropriated  to  meet  the  deficits 
resulting  from  abatements  on  1950  and  1951 
assessments. 

Neither  state  nor  metropolitan  assessments 
played  a  substantial  part  in  the  total  of  warrants 
and  appropriations.  The  state  assessment  was 
approximately  $15,0  00  more  than  in  1952,  while 
the  metropolitan  assessment  was  $141,237.83  less.

Credits  and  Deductions. 
The  area  of  credits  and  deductions  must  always 
be  speculative,  because  it  is  a  matter  of  estimating 
revenue  to  be  received  during  the  year. 

The  largest  single  source  of  revenue,  apart  from 
taxes,  is  from  the  group  of  city  and  county  depart- 
ments. The  1953  estimate  of  revenue  is  $1,205,- 
985.92  over  the  estimate  for  1952.  The  actual 
receipts  during  1952  exceeded  the  estimated  figure 
which  went  into  1952  tax  rate  computation  by 
$760,537.66.  The  estimate  for  1953  exceeds  the 
1952    actual   receipts   by    $445,448.26,    and    totals 


$23,551,885.92.  The  most  significant  increases  in 
the  1953  estimates  occur  in  the  anticipated  in- 
creases in  the  Hospital  Department  ($250,000), 
Institutions  ($415,000),  and  Public  Welfare  ($250,- 
000).  These  large  increases  are  offset  by  an 
estimated  decrease  of  $525,000  in  the  Housing 
Authority  figure.  The  increase  in  the  estimate  in 
School  Department  revenue  for  1953  over  the 
1952  estimate  is  $508,733.70.  This  is  accounted 
for  by  the  larger  balances  in  the  Alterations  and 
Repairs  Fund  (School  Buildings)  of  approximately 
$386,000  and  the  General  School  Purposes  Fund

of  approximately  $170,000.  There  is  a  reduction 
in  miscellaneous  revenue  from  state  aid,  vocational 
aid,  tuiti'on,  etc.,  of  approximately  $47,000. 

The  second  largest  source  of  income,  apart  from 
the  tax  levy,  is  the  state-shared  corporation  and 
income  taxes.  In  1952  it  was  estimated  that  the 
city  would  receive  $4,264,200.34  from  the  income 
tax;  actually,  $4,932,034.70  was  received.  It  was 
estimated  that  the  city  would  receive  $4,106,309.70 
from  the  corporation  tax;  actually,  $6,602,115.41 
was  received.  However,  this  combined  excess  of 
$3,163,640.07  from  these  two  sources  fell  far  short 
of  the  $7,140,000  additional  amount  authorized 
by  the  Tax  Commissioner,  which  the  city  was  per- 
mitted to  add  to  its  figure  of  estimated  revenue. 

For  1953  the  city  has  been  permitted  to  insert 
an  additional  authorization  of  $2,250,000  in  the 
estimate  of  income.  It  is  now  questionable  if  the 
city  can  count  on  actually  receiving  more  than  a 
fraction  of  this  additional  authorization. 


Expressed  in  another  way,  the  city  hopes  to 
secure  in  1953  a  total  of  $12,681,899.81  in  revenue 
from  state  income  tax,  corporation  tax,  and  addi- 
tional authorization  by  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sioner; in  1952  the  city  hoped  to  secure  a  total  of 
$15,510,510  from  these  same  sources,  but  actually 
received  $11,534,150,  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent. 

The  difference  between  warrants  and  appropria- 
tions (the  anticipated  expenditures)  and  credits 
and  deductions  (the  anticipated  income)  is  the 
figure  of  net  requirements,  before  the  overlay  is 
added  and  the  estimated  poll  tax  receipts  are 
credited.  The  overlay  is  the  theoretical  cushion 
against  abatements.  The  following  table  shows 
the  calculation  of  the  final  figure  which  must  be 
raised  by  taxation  levy  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property.  The  valuation  of  the  property  is  shown 
in  the  figure  for  assessed  valuation.  The  tax  levy 
figure,  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  is  divided 
by  the  number  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  figure 
of  assessed  valuation,  and  the  result  is  the  tax  rate 
per  $1,000  of  valuation.

Assessed  Valuation. 

The  total  assessable  valuation  in  1953  is  lower 
than  the  comparable  figure  in  1952;  It  is  the  second 
time  in  four  years  this  phenomenon  has  occurred. 
Nevertheless,  in  the  instance  of  the  previous  reduc- 
tions ($1,601,432,000  in  1949  to  $1,567,500,000  in 
1950)  increased  total  valuations  in  1951  ($1,570.- 
760,000)  and  in  1952  ($1,573,510,000)  offset  the 
1950  reduction.  It  is  significant,  however,  that  the 
1953  total  ($1,565,666,000)  is  lower  than  the  1950 
figure.  Yet,  this  cannot  be  said  to  be  a  trend  to 
lower  valuations.  It  is  rather  a  reflection  of  the 
eliminated  valuations  due  to  the  central  artery 
construction  and  other  public  improvements. 

Moreover,  figures  used  at  tax  rate  determina- 
tion time  must  be  taken  with  skepticism.  The 
higher  figure  of  1952  had  been  reduced  more  than 
$40,000,000  by  abatements  before  June  9,  1953. 
Therefore,  at  the  time  (June  15,  1953)  the  assessors 
were  using  the  June  15,  1952,  figure  of  valuation 
in  comparison  with  the  1953  established  total,  that 


1952  total  had  been  whittled  down  very  substan- 
tially. Hence,  what  appears  to  be  a  $8,000,000 
reduced  total  valuation  in  1953  is  actually  about 
$35,000,000  higher  than  the  1952  total  as  of  June 
1,  1953. 

There  is,  however,  a  definite  trend  discernible  in 
the  figures  of  the  valuations  by  wards.  The  so- 
called  "downtown"  wards,  3,  4,  and  5,  again 
appear  to  be  carrying  less  of  the  tax  burden  in 
percentage.  Where  formerly  the  combined  valua- 
tion of  these  wards  was  well  over  one  half  the  total 
valuation  of  the  city,  for  the  second  year  in  succes- 
sion the  combined  valuation  of  Wards  3,  4,  and  5 
has  been  less  than  half  the  total  valuation  of  the 
city.  The  percentage  of  the  total  valuation  in 
these  wards  has  been  50.45  in  1950,  50.24  in  1951. 
49.81  in  1952,  and  49.43  in  1953.  Less  building 
downtown,  less  taxable  property,  and  the  effect  of 
the  proposed  abatements  of  recent  years  have 
tended  to  lower  downtown  values;  residential  sec- 
tions have  benefited  from  new  home  building  and 
some  accompanying  commercial  expansion.

A  simple  explanation  of  the  increase  in  the 
Boston  tax  rate  during  the  past  15  years  emphasizes 
three  factors:  appropriations  (or  estimated  ex- 
penses), revenue  other  than  property  taxes,  and 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property.  Appropriations 
increased  81.0  per  cent  between  1939  and  1953; 
revenue  other  than  taxes  kept  pace,  with  an  in- 
crease of  76  per  cent.  But  such  revenues  repre- 
sented only  29  per  cent  of  the  appropriations  in 
both  years.  Accordingly  the  property  tax  levy, 
which  must  supply  the  rest  of  the  needed  revenue, 
increased  in  similar  fashion. 


But  the  valuation  of  the  city  was  only  2.6  per 
cent  higher  in  1953  than  in  1939;  thus  the  tax  rate 
was  forced  up  from  $39.90  in  1939  to  $70  70  in 
1953. 

During  the  15-year  period  the  valuation  of 
property  in  the  city  fluctuated  appreciably,  being 
reduced  gradually  from  $1,524,806,000  in  1939  to 
$1,442,008,000  in  1944,  and  then  rising  to  a  high 
of  $1,601,432,000  in  1949.  The  figure  today  is 
$1,565,666,000.  Not  much  relief  to  meet  increased 
appropriations  may  be  expected  unless  new  real 
values  are  created.

Fiscal  year  July  1  -  June  30. 
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While  this  table  shows  that  more  appeals  were 
filed  with  the  Tax  Board  during  the  1952-53 
fiscal  year  (July  l-.Iune  30)  than  in  any  year  since 
1946,  the  records  of  the  Board  also  reveal  that  the 
number  of  cases  decided  by  the  Board  in  that  year 
was  the  largest  of  the  last  four  years;  and  that  the 
number  withdrawn  from  consideration  of  the  Board 
and  settled  by  the  Assessors  remains  at  the  3,000- 
3,500  level. 

To  repeat,  with  increased  valuations  more  or 
less  shut  off  as  an  avenue  of  relief,  it  has  been  urged 
that  new  revenues  in  the  form  of  taxes  be  sought 
other  than  property  taxes.  Before  new  sources  are 
sought,  as  previously  stated,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  reduce  appropriations.

On  July  16,  1953,  by  reason  of  an  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  July  13,  1953, 
your  Honor  requested  me  to  draft,  to  use  the 
language  of  the  City  Council's  order,  _  "an 
ordinance  which  will  give  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  the  right  to  conduct  a  month- 
ly audit  to  regulate  the  prices  char-ged  to 
private  companies  using  disposal  facilities 
which  the  city,  through  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, makes  available  to  a  given  contrac- 
tor  on   an   annual   bid   contract  basis." 

As  your  Honor  will  have  noticed,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  would  purport,  in  essence,  to 
enable  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
conduct  a  monthly  audit  of  contractors'  re- 
ceipts under  certain  types  of  contracts  made 
by  the  city.  Such  ordinance  would  have  to  be 
passed  under  the  power  conferred  by  St.  1821, 
c.  110,  s.  15,  and  reaffirmed  by  St.  1854,  c.  448, 
s.  35,  for  in  Massachusetts,  a  municipality 
possesses  only  such  powers  as  are  conferred 
upon  it  either  in  terms  or  by  necessary  im- 
plication of  enabling  statutes.  Burnham  v. 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Beverly,  309  Mass. 
388,  389,  and  cases  cited.  It  is  no  longer  open 
to  question  that  municipal  legislation  passed 
under  legislative  authority  from  the  state  is 
within  the  prohibition  of  the  Federal  Consti- 
tution and  void  if  it  impairs  the  obligation 
of  contracts.  Mercantile  Trust  Company  v. 
Columbus,  203  U.S.  311-320,  and  cases  there 
cited.      Northern    Pacific    R.R.    Co.    v.    Duluth, 
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ordinance  could  have  no  effect  on  existing 
contracts. 

Under  the  amendment  to  the  City  Charter 
effected  by  St.  1885,  c.  206,  s.  6,  the  several 
boards  and  officers  of  the  city  are,  in  their 
respective  departments,  given  the  power  to 
contract  on  behalf  of  the  city.  For  present 
purposes,  this  power  may  truly  be  said  to  be 
unlimited  in  scope;  for  none  of  the  divers 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  statute  just  cited 
or  other  provisions  of  law  respecting  availa- 
bility of  appropriation,  advertisement  for  bids, 
reduction  to  writing,  approval  by  Mayor,  in- 
clusion of  provisions  concerning  contractor's 
employment  of  labor,  and  the  like,  are  perti- 
nent to  the  matter  in  question.  In  other 
words,  by  virtue  of  the  statutes  presently 
constituting  the  City  Charter,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  now  has,  and  it  may 
not  be  inappropriate  for  me  to  add,  on  suit- 
able occasions  in  the  past  has  exercised,  the 
very  power  which  the  proposed  ordinance 
would  purport  to  give  him.  The  proposed 
ordinance  would  thus  be  barren  of  accom- 
plishment; and  so  I  respectfully  request  to  be 
excused   from   drafting   it.

Gentlemen: 

Among  the  statutes  passed  by  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  in  the  current  year 
was  an  act  relative  to  the  establishment,  re- 
organization, and  abolition  of  executive  de- 
partments and  administrative  boards  and 
officers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Enactment  of 
this  legislation  was  sought  by  me  in  order  to 
clear  the  way  for  the  impending  reorganization 
of  municipal  departments  by  removing  doubts 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "department" 
and  other  like  matters.  In  other  words,  the 
effect  of  this  legislation  is  simply  to  adapt  to 
modern  conditions,  without  any  major  sub- 
stantive change,  the  phraseology  of  a  provision 
which  has  been  a  part  of  the  City  Charter  ever 
since   chapter   486    of   the   Acts    of    1909. 

One  of  the  provisions  of  the  recent  act  is 
that  it  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  but  not  other- 
wise. Transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  ac- 
cepting the  act.  I  recommend  its  immediate 
adoption  in  order  that  your  Honorable  Body 
may  at  an  early  date  have  submitted  to  it,  and 
begin  the  consideration  of,  the  first  of  the 
series  of  ordinances  necessary  to  effectuate 
the  long  planned  reorganization  of  municipal 
departments.

A  recent  count  shows  over  10,500  vehicles  pass- 
ing through  Eustis  street  and  Harrison  avenue 
from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  approximately  7,400  being  on 
Harrison  avenue  and  3,100  on  Eustis  street. 

According  to  our  records  there  were  three  acci- 
dents in  that  area  in  1952;  and  one  each  during 
1951,  1950,  and  1949.  This  location  is  at  one 
corner  of  the  Orchard  Park  Housing  Project  and, 
accordingly,  there  seem  to  be  enough  warrants 
available  to  justify  the  installation  of  a  traffic 
signal.

REPORT    OF   FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
TAX  VALUATIONS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  August  1 1  ,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

In  its  recent  report  analyzing  the  computations 
of  the  Hoard  of  Assessors  in  the  1953  tax  rate 
determination,  the  Finance  Commission  referred 
In  the  number  of  appeals  from  the  Assessor's  de- 
cisions to  the  Stale  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  the 
last    fiscal  year.      Such  appeals  are,  of  course,   the 
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result  of  the  dissatisfaction  of  tin;  taxpayers  with 
the  valuations  placed  upon  their  properties  and, 
if  successful,  lead  to  a  refund  of  part  of  the  taxes 
paid. 

At  this  time  the  Commission  reveals  the  valu- 
ations represented  in  those  appeals.  In  the  cases 
appealed  In  the  year  1952-53  (July  1,  1952,  to 
June  30,  1953),  valuations  totaling  $(103,1171,520 
Were  disputed.  This  meant  that  approximately 
38  per  cent  of  the  1952  total  valuations  of  $1,573,- 
510,000  was  subsequently  disputed  by  the  property 
owners.  More  strikingly,  the  Tax  Appellate 
Board  rendered  decisions  in  the  year  in  appeals 
involving  $74,340,000  valuation  of  previous  years 
and  held,  in  effect,  that  this  was  $17,370,900  too 
high. 

As  is  well  known,  the  Assessors  add  to  the  net 
requirements  (total  of  anticipated  expenditures 
less  anticipated  revenues)  a  sum  labeled  "overlay" 
in  order  to  arrive  at  the  total  sum  to  be  levied 
against  assessable  property.  By  statute  this  sum 
must  be  a  minimum  of  3  per  cent  of  the  net  re- 
quirements. For  years  past  and  in  1953  the  mini- 
mum figure  has  been  used,  though  in  not  one  year 
in  a  generation  has  the  minimum  been  enough. 
Charges  to  this  item  are  the  refunds  of  taxes  which 
have  been  paid,  but  are  later  determined  to  have 
been  in  excess  of  proper  valuations,  plus  the 
amount  of  taxes  represented  in  adjustments  to  a 
lower  level  of  taxes  assessed  but  not  actually  paid. 

Indicating  that  more  and  more  taxpayers  are 
becoming  aggrieved  by  Boston  assessments,  the 


number  of  appeals  from  the  Assessors'  decisions 
increased  from  3,184  in  1949  to  4,520  in  1950;  there 
were  4,573  in  1951  and  4,791  in  1952.  In  each  '<f 
these  years  the  figures  given  are  of  new  appeals. 
The  number  of  cases  pending  at  the  end  of  each 
state  fiscal  year  (June  30),  which  closely  approxi- 
mated tax  rate  determination  time,  has  been: 
June  30,  1949,  5,812;  1950,  5,383;  1951,  0,708; 
1952,  7,530;  1953,  8,303.  It  is  apparent  that  the 
number  of  owners  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the 
Assessors'   decisions  has  been  steadily   increasing. 

In  number  of  eases  of  appeals  decided  by  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board,  the  trend  is  even  more  omi- 
nous. The  Board  decided  199  Boston  cases  in  1949, 
195  in  1950,  327  in  1951,  and  512  in  1952.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  decisions  necessarily  applied 
to  the  valuation  originally  set  in  the  year  of  the 
decision;  the  decisions  in  1952  were  in  practically 
all  instances  in  cases  which  originated  from  Asses- 
sors' determination  in  preceding  years,  many  of 
them  going  back  to  the  late  40's.  It  is  significant 
that  the  number  of  cases  settled  by  the  Assessors 
after  appeal  had  been  made  to  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board  has  remained  almost  constant;  3,414 
in  1949;  2,930  in  1950;  3,484  in  1951;  and  3,330  in 
1952.  Therefore,  there  has  been  little  change  in 
the  number  of  cases  disposed  of  after  the  appeal, 
while  the  number  tried  and  decided  by  the  Board 
has  increased.

In  re  Massachusetts  Appellate  Tax  Board  Record 
of  Boston  Cases. 

The  following  inferences  may  be  drawn  from 
the  table  and  from  previous  Appellate  Board 
reports: 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  decided  by  the  Appellate  Tax  Board,  the 
number  of  cases  pending  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  Board  of  June  30,  1953,  is  one  of  the 
highest  on  record;  and  the  amount  of  valuation 
involved  in  these  cases  is  the  highest  of  any  year. 
This  amount  is  $1,448,118,981.  It  includes, 
mostly,  successive  petitions  relating  to  valuations 
of  the  same  properties  for  more  than  one  year. 

The  percentage  of  the  entire  valuation  of  the 
city  involved  in  the  cases  filed  during  the  fiscal 
year,  a  factor  which  may  be  taken  as  some  indica- 
tion of  taxpayer  reaction,  was  the  highest  of  recent 
years.  (If  the  assessed  valuation  were  related 
only  to  the  real  estate  valuation  of  the  city,  the 
percentage  would  be  even  higher.  However,  the 
combined  real  estate  and  personal  property  figure 
is  taken  as  a  base  because  personal  property  is 
involved  sometimes  in  the  cases.) 

The  amount  of  valuation  involved  in  the  cases 
withdrawn  and  settled  with  the  local  assessors 
during  last  fiscal  year  is  substantial;  it  is  more 
than  four  times  the  amount  involved  in  the  cases 
decided  by  the  Board  of  Tax  Appeal.  The  number 
of  cases  is  more  than  six  times  the  number  decided 
by  the  Appellate  Board.  The  average  amount  of 
valuation  involved  in  the  cases  decided  by  the 
Appellate  Board  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed 
was  $145,198;  the  average  valuation  of  the  cases 
settled  by  the  Assessors  was  $95,314. 

The  margin  of  difference  between  the  judgment 
of  the  Appellate  Board  and  that  of  the  local  asses- 
sors during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1953,  is 
indicated  by  the  amount  of  overvaluation  found 
by  the  Board  in  the  512  cases  decided;  it  was 
23.4  per  cent,  a  figure  above  the  average  for  the 
past  four  years. 

The  cumulative  deficit  in  the  annual  overlays 
stands,  as  of  June  30,  1953,  at  $12,780,807.95. 
Perusal  of  the  tax  rate  analysis  recently  released 
by  the  Finance  Commission  will  show  that  besides 
carrying  an  appropriation  of  $3,238,937.62  for 
overlay  to  cover  the  1953  levy,  the  computation 
also  includes  an  amount  of  $2,063,996.94  to  cover 


deficits  in  the  overlay  of  1950  and  1951;  and  this 
despite  the  fact  that  in  1950  and  1951  a  total  of 
$5,771,298.64  had  been  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  abatements.  Moreover,  the  in- 
direct costs  to  the  city  which  flow  from  abate- 
ments, although  not  amenable  to  precise  account- 
ing, must  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  a  formidable 
sum.

Whereas,  The  able  and  accomplished  Super- 
intendent of  the  Boston  Schools,  Mr.  Dennis 
Haley,  has  presented  the  facts  regarding  the  orderly 
and  methodical  manner  in  which  such  closings  and 
consolidations  have  been  accomplished  over  a 
period  of  years,  and  the  same  manner  should  be

LEGISLATION  TO  EXTEND  SOCIAL  SE- 
CURITY BENEFITS  TO  MUNICIPAL 
EMPLOYEES.

Whereas,  The  1950  amendment  of  the  Social 
Security  Act  places  the  power  in  the  hands  of  the 
state  to  extend  old  age  and  survivors'  insurance 
benefits  to  municipal  and  state  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States, 
Dwight  Eisenhower,  has  advocated  a  program  of 
extended  benefits  under  this  Social  Security  Act  to

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  herein 
assembled,  be  placed  on  record  as  favoring  legisla- 
tion for  the  extension  of  social  security  benefits  to 
municipal  employees  on  an  optional  basis,  and  that 
the  Law  Department  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  draw  up  the  appropriate 
legislation  and  place  it  before  the  State  Legislature.

Resolved,  That  reduction  of  the  number  of 
municipal  departments  without  providing  the 
executive  with  a  budgetary  staff  would  be  to  create 
a  manageable  organization  without  the  possibility 
of  intelligent  direction.

According  to  insurance  officials  with  whom 
I  have  conferred,  the  two  main  factors  enter- 
ing into  the  determination  of  the  monthly 
premium  are,  first,  the  average  age  of  the 
enrolled  group  and  second,  the  percentage  of 
total  employees  actually  enrolled.  It  can  be 
definitely  stated  that  the  lower  the  average 
age,  the  better  premium  can  be  quoted;  and 
it  may  be  assumed  that  a  lower  premium  will 
be  possible  under  a  90  per  cent  enrollment 
rather  than  under  a  75  per  cent,  since  the 
latter  or  minority  enrollment  figure  will  em- 
brace a  larger  percentage  of  employees  in  the 
upper  age  brackets  than  would  be  the  case 
under   a   90  per  cent  enrollment. 

The  plans  in  operation  in  the  five  munici- 
palities listed  above  do  not  make  any  distinc- 
tion between  types  of  employment.  In  other 
words,  firemen  and  policemen  are  included  in 
the  group  plan  at  the  same  deduction  rate  as 
all    other    municipal   employees.

I  submit  the  following  statement  in  response 
to  the  order  adopted  in  the  City  Council  under 
date  of  July  27,  1953,  relative  to  the  subject 
of  group   insurance. 

Contacts  have  been  made  with  the  four 
municipalities  mentioned  in  the  order  as  well 
as  with  four  other  communities  who  have 
indicated  an  interest  in  the  subject.  In  the 
cases  of  Stoneham,  Marlborough,  and  Cam- 
bridge, the  75  per  cent  enrollment  of  employees 
required  by  the  statute  has  not,  as  yet,  been 
completed  so  that  at  the  moment  no  group 
insurance  program  is  actually  in  operation  in 
these  three  communities. 

The  following  table  indicates  information 
received  from  the  other  five  municipalities 
where  programs  of  this  character  are  now  in 
operation :

foregoing  table  to  the  Boston  situation.  In- 
surance officials  state  that  each  municipality 
must  be  considered  of  and  by  itself  and  that 
the  actual  cost  for  any  municipality  could 
only  be  determined  after  a  careful  and  com- 
prehensive survey  had  been  made  of  the  range 
of  ages  within  its  employee  group.  The  total 
number  of  Boston  employees  is  so  far  in  excess 
of  those  in  the  five  municipalities  listed  that 
any  attempt  to  estimate  a  deduction  rate  on 
a  comparative  basis  would  be  unrealistic.  It 
has  also  been  pointed  out  that  undoubtedly 
the  amount  of  hazardous  employment  in  the 
Boston  situation  would  far  exceed  that  in 
these  smaller  municipalities,  thus  tending  to 
preclude    satisfactory     comparisons. 

To  provide  an  additional  payroll  deduction 
column  to  cover  group  insurance  would  be  an 
expensive  proposition,  since  it  would  involve 
not  only  redesigning  of  payroll  and  punch- 
card  forms,  but  also  a  rebuilding  of  our  vari- 
ous tabulating  machines  and  wiring  units.  I 
have  been  unable  to  secure  a  definite  estimate 
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of  this  cost  but  have  been  advised  it  un- 
doubtedly would  run  into  thousands  of  dollars. 
One  possible  approach  to  the  problem  would 
be  to  attempt  to  eliminate  one  of  the  present 
nine  payroll  deductions  now  being  made.  A 
possibility  in  this  respect  is  the  deduction  now 
being  made  for  "Union  Dues."  This  deduc- 
tion is  made  in  the  Column  which  is  also 
utilized  for  "Blue  Cross."  This  latter  deduc- 
tion occurs  only  once  a  month  and  is  made 
on  the  payroll  which  embraces  the  last  week 
of  the  month.  The  deduction  for  union  dues 
is  listed  on  the  payroll  in  the  weeks  in  which 
the  Blue  Cross  deduction  does  not  appear. 
This  particular  deduction  is  by  far  the  smallest 
of  the  nine,  involving  in  the  course  of  a  year 
deductions  totalling  approximately  $43,000. 
Since  the  annual  dues  figure  is  $18  per  member, 
this  would  mean  that  only  2,500  employees  are 
covered  by  this  deduction.  In  view  of  the 
small  number  involved,  it  might  be  possible 
to  obtain  consent  from  the  officials  of  the  four 
unions  involved  to  replace  this  deduction  with 
that  which  would  arise  if  the  group  insurance 
plan  was  adopted.  Such  a  proposal  could  be 
supported  by  the  old  argument:  "The  greatest 
good  for  the  greatest  number."

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  July  17,  referring

Prior  to  1952  annual  Assessors'  Street  Record 
Books  were  prepared  by  hand,  written  in  pen  and 
ink,  and  for  a  number  of  years  overtime  service 
amounting  to  approximately  $6,500  a  year  was 
allowed  to  expedite  the  writing  of  these  books  during 
the  early  months  of  the  year.  In  1952  the  Board  of 
Assessors  determined  that  these  books  could  be 
prepared  annually  by  use  of  the  punch  card  ac- 
counting machine  system,  and  this  method  was 
adopted  in  that  year. 

Previously  changes  of  ownership  of  real  estate 
obtained  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds  were  recorded 
in  the  Assessors'  Street  Record  Books,  but  for  the 
year  1952,  because  of  the  change-over  to  the 
machine  system,  a  card  file  was  used.  For  the  year 
1953  the  department  will  again  resume  listing 
transfers  of  property  in  the  Street  Record  Books. 
It  should  be  noted  that  tax  laws  require  Assessors 
to  be  aware  of  the  ownership  of  property  for  tax 
purposes  as  of  January  first  only.  Even  though 
periodic  recording  of  changes  during  the  year 
takes  place,  it  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the 
department  to  advance  this  information  to  the 
public. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  are  continually  attempt- 
ing to  improve  the  Assessors'  Street  Record  Books 
in  order  to  provide  the  most  up-to-date  service  to 
the  public.  Any  constructive  suggestions  for  im- 
provement will  be  carefully  considered  so  that  the 
record  books  will  be  maintained  as  currently  as 
possible.

In  reply  to  an  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
August  31,  1953,  requesting  that  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner have  traffic  signal  lights  installed  at  the 
intersection  of  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Talbot  avenue 
and  Harvard  street  and  Franklin  avenue  and 
Harvard  street,  I  wish  to  report  that  this  inter- 
section is  one  which  needs  traffic  relief. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  report  of  the 
Maguire  Associates  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  it  is  recommended  that  a  7-foot  divisional 
island  be  constructed  and  that  the  streetcar  tracks 
in  Blue  Hill  avenue  between  American  Legion 
Highway  and  Babson  street  be  relocated.  This  is 
a  project  which  we  would  like  to  see  accomplished. 
It  would  enable  us  to  install  traffic  lights  at  the 
desired  intersection  because  the  traffic  movements 
would  be  channelized. 

Without  a  redesign  of  the  intersection  traffic 
lights  would  not  work  out  satisfactorily  due  to  the 
complexity  of  traffic  movements.  The  number  of 
entering  and  leaving  streets  and  the  number  of 
left  and  right  turns  and  the  wide  area  involved 
makes  it  impossible  to  give  satisfactory  control  of 
traffic  movements  by  any  system  of  traffic  lights 
at  the  present  time. 

However,  when  the  city  undertakes  the  changes 
recommended  in  the  Maguire  report,  or  some  other 
equally  desirable  alteration  in  the  street  layouts 
the  Traffic  Commission  will  be  able  to  promptly 
install  the  desired  signals. 

Orders  have  been  issued  to  paint  crosswalks  at 
the  intersection  of  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Talbot  ave- 
nue, and  Harvard  street.

Under  a  consent  granted  by  me,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  in  the  process  of 
constructing  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston 
under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  81,  s.  29A,  as 
inserted  by  St.  1943,  c.  416,  certain  highway 
improvements  in  connection  with  the  new  Meri- 
dian Street  Bridge  between  East  Boston  and 
Chelsea.  To  facilitate  the  construction  of  the 
same,  the  State  Department  of  Publio  Works 
took  on  October  23,  1952,  in  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Boston  under  the  above-cited  statute,  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  a  certain  building,  a  tempo- 
rary easement  in  land  at  469  Meridian  street, 
East  Boston,  belonging  to  one  Amelia  E.  Gangemi.

Under  a  consent  granted  December  30,  1949,  by 
the  then  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  is  in  the  process  of  making  in  be- 
half of  the  City  of  Boston  under  General  Laws 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  81,  s.  29A.  as  inserted  by  St.  1943, 
c.  416,  certain  lughway  improvements  at  Sullivan 
square,  Charlestown.  In  connection  therewith  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  took  on  April  4, 
1950,  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston  under  the 
statute  just  cited,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  a 
certain  building,  a  temporary  easement  in  land  at 
624-634  Main  street,  Charlestown,  belonging  to 
one  Catherine  T.  Freeman.  The  order  of  taking 
provided  for  the  easement  to  continue  in  effect 
until  the  completion  of  the  construction  and  open- 
ing to  travel  of  the  highway.

An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    the    Use  of    Sound 
Trucks  at  Certain  Hours  and  Places. 
Be  it   ordained  by   the   City   Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  90 
the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  90A.  No  person  shall  use  or  operate,  or 
cause  to  be  in  use  or  operation,  on  any  day  before 
the  hour  of  7  a.m.  or  after  the  hour  of  7  p.m.  any 
sound  amplifying  equipment  on  a  sound  truck 
within  three  hundred  feet  of  a  building  located  in 
a  single  residence,  multiple  residence  or  general 
residence  district  established  by  or  under  chapter 
488  of  the  acts  of  1924  or  any  act  or  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof.  The  term  "sound  truck,"  as  used 
in  this  section,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
motor  or  other  vehicle  having  mounted  thereon, 
or  attached  thereto,  any  sound  amplifying  equip- 
ment; and  the  term  "sound  amplifying  equip- 
ment," as  used  in  this  section,  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  any  machine  or  device  for  the  amplification 
of  the  human  voice,  music  or  any  other  sound,  but 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  (a)  radios  used  and 
heard  only  by  occupants  of  the  vehicle  in  which 
installed  or  (b)  warning  devices  on  authorized 
emergency  vehicles  or  (c)  horns  or  other  warning 
devices  on  other  vehicles  used  only  for  traffic 
safety  purposes.

Your  Honor  transmitted  to  me  a  copy  of  the 
above-quoted  resolution  on  October  2,  1952.  Upon 
examining  the  governing  statute  (chapter  494  of 
the  Acts  of  1908,  as  amended),  I  concluded  that 
the  situation  could  be  remedied  by  an  adminis- 
trative revision  of  your  procedure  as  licensing 
authority.  At  a  conference  with  your  Honor 
shortly  thereafter,  I  orally  so  advised  your  Honor 
with  the  result  that  on  October  20,  1952,  you 
instructed  the  Chief  of  the  Licensing  Division  in 
your  office  as  follows: 

"This  is  to  notify  you  that  hereafter  no  license, 
other  than  a  renewal  license,  will  be  granted  by  me 
under  Chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  as  amended, 
for  a  public  amusement  (other  than  a  theatrical 
exhibition  or  public  show)  unless  a  public  hearing 
shall  have  been  held  with  respect  thereto  by  vou, 
after  notice  given  by  an  appropriate  advertise- 
ment published,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant, 
twice  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  two  daily 
newspapers  published  in  Boston,  the  last  publica- 
tion to  be  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  time 
fixed  for  the  hearing."

This  is  to  report  the  action  taken  upon  the 
following  orders  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
October  6,  1952: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  prepare 
a  list  of  all  of  the  outstanding  private  funds  in 
which  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  of  its  agencies  are 
beneficiaries;   and  be  it  further 

"Ordered,  That  said  list  set  forth  the  clause 
designating  the  amount  of  the  bequest,  and  the 
purposes  for  which  said  funds  may  be  used;  and 
be  it  further 

"Ordered,  That  said  list  be  forwarded  to  the 
City  Council." 

The  need  for  a  list  of  trust  funds  such  as  that 
requested  by  the  above-quoted  orders  has  long 
been  recognized.  The  report  of  the  City  Auditor 
for  the  financial  year  1931  contains  on  pages  338 
to  385,  inclusive,  one  form  of  such  a  list.  Much 
time-consuming  and  tedious  work  must  be  done, 
however,  to  correct  certain  inadequacies  in  this 
Auditor's  list  as  well  as  to  bring  it  up  to  date. 
One  of  the  chief  weaknesses  of  that  list  is  its 
failure  to  differentiate  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  its  related  corporations  such  as  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  and  the  School  Committee 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  Furthermore,  there  are 
few,  if  any,  references  to  probate  docket  numbers 
and  other  source  material  which  should  appear  in 
such  a  list  if  it  is  to  be  generally  useful. 

In  1950  this  office  completed  the  compilation  of 
a  list  of  trust  funds  held  for  library  purposes. 
That  compilation  took  nearly  two  years  of  work. 
Since  your  Honor  transmitted  to  us  on  October  9, 
1952,  the  above-quoted  orders  of  the  City  Council, 
work  has  been  under  way  to  enable  the  compilation 
of  similar  lists  of  the  trust  funds  held  for  other 
purposes;  but  because  of  the  great  detail  involved, 
it  is  only  reasonable  to  anticipate  that  much  time 
will  undoubtedly  yet  elapse  before  the  compilation 
is  finished.

This  is  to  report  the  action  taken  upon  the 
following  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
on  December  15,  1952: 

"Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  in  meeting  assembled,  go  on  record 
as  favoring  a  meeting  of  the  Mayor,  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  and  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  legis- 
lation  for   presentation    to   the   Legislature   which 
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will  straighten  out  inconsistencies  in  the  law 
pertaining  to  the  status  and  powers  of  the  so- 
called  County  Commissioners." 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  above-quoted 
order  was  occasioned  by  a  question  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  words  "the  mayor  and  city  council 
of  Boston"  as  used  in  the  provision  in  G.  L. 
(Ter.  Ed.),  e.  34,  s.  4,  as  amended,  to  the  effect 
that  "in  Suffolk  county  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  Boston,  the  municipal  council  of  Chelsea 
and  the  city  council  of  Revere,  in  their  respective 
cities,  and  the  selectmen  of  Winthrop  in  said 
town,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  county 
commissioners."  The  uniform  practice  has  been 
to  construe  the  words  in  question  as  meaning 
the  City  Council  acting  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor.  See  McCourt  v.  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Boston,  254  Mass.  100.  However, 
an  unwary  person  might  well  interpret  them 
to  require  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  meet 
in  joint  session.  To  eliminate  the  ambiguity,  I 
have  recommended  to  the  Special  Unpaid  Com- 
mission established  by  Res.  1950,  c.  28,  and 
continued  by  Res.  1953,  c.  95,  for  the  purpose 
of  consolidating  and  arranging  all  special  laws 
relating  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  believe 
that  Commission  will  include  in  the  completed 
consolidation  and  arrangement,  an  explicit  pro- 
vision to  the  effect  that  the  words  "mayor  and 
city  council, "  as  used  in  section  4  of  chapter  34 
of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  to  mean 
the  City  Council  acting  subject  to  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.

"Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  Boston  Arena,  the 
home  for  indoor  winter  sports,  is  to  be  sold  to 
private  industry,  thus  depriving  some  fifty  Greater 
Boston  athletic  teams  of  a  site  for  schoolboy  hockey 
games  and  other  such  indoor  winter  sports;  and 

"  Whereas,  It  is  a  recognized  principle  that  athletics 
are  an  important  function  of  our  educational  pro- 
gram and  in  the  physical  development  of  our  youth, 
and  a  formidable  deterrent  to  juvenile  delinquency; 
and 

"Whereas,  It  appears  to  be  penny-wise  and 
pound-foolish  to  adopt  or  follow  any  civic  policy 
which  does  not  provide  for  adequate  recreational 
facilities;  and 

"Whereas,  The  need  is  not  Boston's  alone,  but 
that  of  the  youth  of  the  entire  Greater  Boston 
area;  and 

"Whereas,  The  present  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  assessment  of  maintenance  costs  places 
a  disproportionate  share  on  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  prepare  and  draft 
suitable  legislation  establishing  a  board  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  suitable  arena  to  house  indoor 
sports;  the  supervision,  cost  and  maintenance  of 
the  same  to  be  borne  by  the  communities  to  be 
served;  with  adequate  provisions  enabling  charges 
to  be  made  for  the  use  and  administration  of  the 
facilities  and  acceptance  of  gifts  of  moneys  from 
private  persons,  corporations,  or  other  sources;  and 
such  other  provisions  as  may  be  necessary  or  de- 
sirable to  carry  out  the  intent  to  provide  the  youth 
of  Greater  Boston  with  facilities  to  engage  in 
healthful  indoor  winter  sports  competitions,  and 
that  the  same  be  Pled  with  the  General  Court." 

No  specific  action  was  taken  upon  the  above- 
quoted  resolution  because  the  premise  upon  which 
it  was  primarily  based,  namely,  the  sale  of  the 
Boston  Arena  to  private  industry,  became,  as  time 
went  on,  less  and  less  imminent  and  was  finally 
negatived  by  the  creation  of  the  Boston  Arena 
Authority  through  the  enactment  of  chapter  669 
of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  the  acquisition  by  that 
Authority  of  the  Boston  Arena  for  an  indoor 
skating  and  hockey  rink.

report  be  prepared  and  submitted  on  or  before  the 
first  of  March,  1953." 

The  above-quoted  order  posed  a  very  serious 
legal  question,  the  determination  of  which  appeared 
to  depend  on  many  factors.  On  February  13, 
1953,  while  I  was  studying  the  matter,  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  Commonwealth  advised 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  that  in  his  opinion 
cities  and  towns  could  not  of  their  own  authority 
establish  rent  control  regulations,  but  that  the 
General  Court  could,  by  appropriate  legislation, 
delegate  to  cities  and  towns  the  authority  to  es- 
tablish rent  control.  Subsequently,  such  enabling 
legislation  was  passed  in  chapter  434  of  the  Acts 
of  1953.  The  question  posed  by  the  above-quoted 
order  accordingly  became  moot.

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  draft  and  submit  to  the  Boston 
City  Council  by  April  1,  1953,  an  ordinance 
establishing  control  of  rentals  of  residential 
housing  provided  that  the  General  Court  has  not 
acted  in  this  field  by  said  April  1,  1953;  and  be 
it  further 

"Ordered,  That  if  the  General  Court  should, 
on  or  before  April  30,  1953,  enact  legislation 
concerning  the  control  of  rentals  of  residential 
property  which  requires  action  by  the  Boston 
City  Council,  for  acceptance  or  otherwise,  the 
Corporation  Counsel  immediately  advise  the 
City  Council  of  such  action  required  to  effectively 
establish   such   controls  in   Boston." 

An  ordinance  controlling  the  rent  of  certain 
housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston 
was  drafted  pursuant  to  the  request  contained 
in  the  first  of  the  above-quoted  orders,  but  never 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council  because  the 
Federal  Housing  and  Rent  Act  of  1953  (Public 
Law  23  of  the  83rd  Congress,  approved  April  30, 
1953),  continuing  Federal  rent  control  to  July 
31,  1953,  and  chapter  434  of  the  Massachusetts 
Acts  of  1953  (approved  June  2,  1953),  providing 
for  the  local  rent  control  now  in  effect,  rendered 
an  ordinance  inappropriate. 

No  specific  action  was  taken  upon  the  second 
of  the  above-quoted  orders  because  the  message 
your  Honor  sent  to  the  City  Council  on  June  8, 
1953,  recommending  the  adoption  of  an  order 
accepting  said  chapter  434  fully  covered  the 
matter.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  favor  the  enactment  of  legisla- 
tion in  Congress  whereby  municipal  employees 
might,  on  an  optional  basis,  be  the  recipients  of 
their  own  pension  and  of  Social  Security,  thereby 
giving  them  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  benefits  not 
presently  granted  them.

CERTAIN   PUBLIC   ENTERTAINMENT   ON 
THE   LORD'S    DAY.

It  lias  just  been  brought  to  my  attention  that 
chapter  590  of  the  Acts  of  1953  entitled  "An  Act 
Relative  to  tho  Licensing  of  Certain  Public  Enter- 
tainment on  the  Lord's  Day,"  which  was  enacted 
to  enable  the  issuance  on  a  yearly,  as  distinguished 
from  a  weekly,  basis  of  licenses  for  public  enter- 
tainment on  Sunday  through  the  use  of  television, 
radio,  and  music  provided  by  mechanical  or  elec- 
trical means,  contains,  through  a  draftsman's 
error,  a  provision  which,  while  it  was  intended  to 
fix  the  fee  payable  to  tho  State  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety  in  connection  with  all  Sunday  enter- 
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tainmont  licenses,  in  tact  fixes  the  fee  payable  to 
the  municipality  in  connection  with  all  such 
licenses. 

The  fee  so  fixed  is  $2  a  Sunday.  In  the  ca  e  ol 
entertainment  through  the  use  of  television,  radio, 
and  music  provided  by  mechanical  or  electrical 
means,  this  fee  is  the  same  as  that  presently 
charged  in  Boston;  but  in  the  case  of  so-called 
live  entertainment,  i.e.,  entertainment  by  vocalists, 
instrumentalists  or  other  entertainers,  the  fee  so 
fixed  is  $3  less  than  the  current  Boston  fee,  and  in 
the  case  of  other  entertainment  such  as  theaters 
and  halls,  it  is  $8  less.  No  reason  appears  why 
those  fees  should  be  so  reduced.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  reduced  fee  of  $50  for  an  annual  license 
in  the  case  of  entertainment  through  the  use  of 
television,  radio,  and  music  provided  by  mechanical 
or  electrical  means  would  seem  to  be  fair  since  the 
clerical  work  involved  in  issuing  an  annual  license 
would  be  much  less  than  that  required  to  process 
fifty-two  weekly  licenses. 

An  ordinance  can  be  passed  under  chapter  222 
of  the  Acts  of  1949  to  remedy  the  situation  by  re- 
establishing the  current  fees  for  weekly  licenses 
while  at  the  same  time  reaffirming  a  $50  fee  for 
an  annual  license.  That,  it  would  seem,  ought  to 
be  done,  and  done  today,  because  chapter  596  of 
the  Acts  of  1953  will  become  operative  next 
Sunday. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  the  immediate  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance  submitted  herewith.

An   Ordinance   Concerning   the   Fees   for   Sunday 

Entertainment  Licenses,  So  Called. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  22  of  chapter  41  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chap- 
ter 2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  after  clause  32  the  following 
new  clause: 

33.  The  fee  for  a  license  granted  by  the  Mayor 
under  section  4  of  chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws 
to  hold  a  public  entertainment  on  one  Sunday 
shall  be  $10;  except  that  in  cases  where  there  is 
no  admission  or  cover  charge  and  the  entertainment 
is  provided  by  one  or  more  vocalists,  instrumen- 
talists or  other  entertainers,  such  fee  shall  be  $5; 
and  except  further  that  in  cases  where  there  is 
no  admission  or  cover  charge  and  there  is  only 
entertainment  through  the  use  of  television,  radio, 
and  music  provided  by  mechanical  or  electrical 
means,  such  fee  shall  be  $2.  The  fee  for  an  annual 
license  granted  by  the  Mayor  under  said  secion  4 
to  hold  on  Sunday  a  public  entertainment  solely 
through  the  use  of  television,  radio,  and  music 
provided  by  mechanical  or  electrical  means  shall 
be  $50.  The  fees  fixed  by  this  paragraph  shall 
be  in  addition  to  any  sum  payable  to  the  state 
commissioner  of  public  safety.

This  is  to  report  the  action  being  taken  with 
respect  to  the  order  passed  by  the.  City  Council 
on  June  9,  1952,  which  read  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
City  Council  with  a  detailed  list  of  all  ordi- 
nances, statutes,  and  regulations  issued  in  pur- 
suance thereto  governing  the  required  notice  and 
the  manner  in  which  said  notice  is  given  and 
to  whom,  in  all  applications  for  the  issuances 
of  licenses,  changes  of  zoning  laws,  or  other 
matters  seeking  permission  for  the  conduct  of 
some  activity  out  of  the  ordinary  course  of 
business,  a  detailed  outline  of  the  procedure 
actually  followed,  a  detailed  statement  as  to 
suggested  changes  in  existing  statutes,  ordi- 
nance or  regulations  desirably  in  order  to 
adequately  safeguard  the  interest  of  citizens  of 
Boston,  persons  owning  property  in  Boston  and 
the  City  of  Boston  itself." 

As  your  Honor  will  have  noticed,  the  above- 
quoted  order  is  exceptionally  broad  in  scope  em- 
bracing essentially  every  kind  and  description  of 
license  and  permit.  Viewed  in  this  light,  little 
can  fairly  be  said  to  have  been  accomplished  on 
the  project  to  date,  although  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  complete  the  project  as  speedily  as  may 
be  consistent  with  the  other  work  of  this  depart- 
ment. In  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  inappro- 
priate for  me  to  call  to  your  attention  that  -this 
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department  is  currently  engaged  in  several  other 
unusual  projects,  of  which  I  should  perhaps  par- 
ticularly mention  the  consolidation  and  arrange- 
ment of  all  special  laws  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  consideration  of  the  legal  aspects  of 
municipal  reorganization,  preparation  of  a  fire 
code,  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  trust  funds,  and 
the  drafting  of  a  comprehensive  fee  schedule 
ordinance  for  passage  under  St.  1949,  c.  222.

This  is  to  report  the  action  taken  upon  the  fol- 
lowing orders  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
February  16,  1953: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  make  inquiry  re- 
garding the  allegation  that  members  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  are,  under  instructions 
from  their  superiors,  performing  work,  during 
the  hours  of  duty  for  the  city,  on  private  property 
in  connection  with  the  installation  of  cables,  and 
further,  that  said  cable  being  used  for  private 
purposes  is  the  property  of  the  city  for  which  the 
city  is  not  being  reimbursed;  and  be  it  further 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel 
make  whatever  recommendations  necessary  for 
changes  in  the  ordinances,  or  regulations,  govern- 
ing the  firemen  in  order  to  adequately  protect 
them  for  any  injuries  sustained  while  carrying 
on  such  work  under  the  instructions  of  their 
superiors." 

Shortly  after  February  18,  1953,  when  your 
Honor  transmitted  to  me  copies  of  the  above- 
quoted  orders,  inquiry  was  made  regarding  the 
allegations  mentioned  in  the  first  order.  Such 
inquiry  disclosed  that  just  as  firefighters  frequently 
work  upon  private  property  in  extinguishing  fires, 
so  members  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  of  the  Fire 
Department,  as  a  part  of  the  performance  of  their 
public  duty,  occasionally  work  upon  private 
property  in  interlocking  a  private  fire  alarm  system 
with  the  public  fire  alarm  system.  It  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  to  make  this 
interlocking  connection  because  it  would  be  against 
the  public  interest  to  have  private  persons  working 
upon  the  public  fire  alarm  system.  When  a  Bplicing 
of  wires  exactly  on  the  property  line  is  impractica- 
ble, the  interlocking  connection  must  be  made  at 
some  convenient  point  on  the  private  estate.  The 
inquiry  failed  in  reveal  any  instance  where  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  went  beyond  that 
point  or  where  cable  belonging  to  the  city  was  used 
in  a  private  fire  alarm  system  beyond  that  pom! . 

Since  every  member  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division 
is  entitled  to  workmen's  compensation  benefits  in 
the  event  of  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course 
of  his  employment  and  sinco  there  was  no  evidence 


that  any  member  of  that  Division  was  acting  other- 
wise than  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  there 
was   no   occasion    to    make   any   recommendation 
under  the  second  of  the  above-quoted  orders.

1.  Does  the  legislation  now  pending  in  the 
Massachusetts  General  Court  for  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  district  courts  impose  a  further 
financial  burden  on  the  City  of  Boston? 

2.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  judges? 

3.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  clerks? 

4.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  assistant  clerks? 

5.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  probation 
officers? 

6.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  court  officers? 

7.  What,  if  any,  would  be  the  increased  cost 
per  year  due  to  pay  increases  for  all  other  help? 

8.  What  would  be  the  initial  cost  to  the  city 
for  alterations  and  remodelling  of  the  facilities 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  judges  and  the  courts 
by  the  passage  of  this  legislation? 

9.  What  would  be  the  additional  cost  for 
equipment  and  supplies? 

10.  What  would  be  the  additional  annual 
cost  to  the  city  for  equipment  and  supplies? 

11.  What  will  the  total  increased  cost  per 
year  be  to  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  result  of  the 
passage  of  the  pending  district  court  reorgani- 
zation (including  the  salary  increases  of  all 
personnel,  judges,  clerks,  probation  officers, 
court  officers  and  other  help)?

"Whereas,  The  initiation  of  an  Urban  Re- 
development Program  in  the  City  of  Boston 
under  the  Federal  Urban  Redevelopment  Pro- 
gram is  a  matter  of  considerable  import  to 
large  numbers  of  people  in  the  City  of  Boston 
resident  in  the  areas  scheduled  for  redevelop- 
ment and  to  others;  and 

"Whereas,  It  now  appears  that  some  doubt 
has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  exists  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing 
I  iIkiii  lii'devi'lnpiiii'ut  in  Massachusetts;  be  it 
therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel 
immediately  seek  judicial  determination  by 
means  of  a  declaratory  judgment  or  otherwise 
to  legally  determine  whether  there  is  legal 
power   under   tho   Massachusetts    Constitution 
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and    the    statutes    of    thi     Commonwealth    to 
proceed    with    an    Urban    Redevelopment    Pro- 
gram  in   the   City  of   Boston;   that  particular 
attention  bo  given  to  the;  question  as  to  whether 
the  power  of  eminent   domain  lies  in  the  citj 
for  the  purpose  of   Urban    Redevelopment." 
If  a  petition  for  a  declaratory  judgment  in  not 
to  be  dismissed  upon  demurrer,  it  must  set  forth 
"a   real  dispute  caused   by   the  a    ertion   by  one 
party  of  a  legal  relation,  status  or  right,  in   which 
lie  has  a  definite  interest,  and  the  denial  of  such 
assertion  by  another  party  also  having  a  definite 
interest  in  the  subject  matter,  where,  the  circum- 
stances   attending    the    dispute    plainly    indicate 
that   unless   the   matter   is   adjusted   such   antag- 
onistic claims  will  almost  immediately  and  inevi- 
tably  lead   to   litigation."      School   Committee   of 
Cambridge  v.   Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Cam- 
bridge,   320    Mass.    516,    518.      Such    a    dispute 
would  also  have  to  exist  as  the  foundation  of  any 
other  judicial  proceeding. 

While  bond  counsel  customarily  retained  with 
respect  to  debt  incurred  by  the  City  of  Boston 
have  stated  that  since  they  must  avoid  antici- 
pating the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
in  a  doubtful  case,  they  do  not  see  how  they  could 
approve  a  bond  issue  until  that  court  sustains 
the  constitutionality  of  a  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  project  under  General  Laws  (Ter. 
Ed.)  c.  121,  ss.  26JJ  to  26MM,  inclusive,  no 
person  having  a  definite  interest  in  the  subject 
matter  has  as  yet  denied  the  constitutionality 
of  such  a  project,  and  so  there  is  no  present  basis 
for  court  action.  The  matter,  however,  is  being 
watched  closely  by  this  office  so  that  as  soon  as 
the  opportunity  presents  itself,  appropriate  steps 
may  immediately  be  taken  to  have  the  question 
judicially  determined.

Under  date  of  August  19,  1953,  your  Honor 
transmitted  to  me  the  following  resolution  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  two  days  earlier: 

"Whereas,  The  1950  amendment  of  the  Social 
Security  Act  places  the  power  in  the  hands  of 
the  State  to  extend  Old  Age  and  Survivors' 
Insurance  benefits  to  municipal  and  state 
employees;  and 

"Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United 
States,  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  has  advocated 
a  program  of  extended  benefits  under  this 
Social  Security  Act  to  municipal  employees; 
therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,    That   the    Boston    City   Council 
herein  assembled  be  placed  on  record  as  favoring 
legislation  for  the  extension  of  Social  Security 
benefits  to  municipal  employees  on  an  optional 
basis,    and   that   the    Law   Department    be    re- 
quested through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  draw 
up    the    appropriate    legislation    and    place    it 
before  the  State  Legislature." 
Section  106  of  the  Social  Security  Act  Amend- 
ments of   1950  added  to  Title  II  of  the  Federal 
Social  Security  Act  provisions  enabling  voluntary 
agreements  for  extending  to  state  and  local  em- 
ployees   the    protection    afforded    by   the    federal 
Social  Security  Act,  with  the  explicit  limitation, 
however,  that  no  such  agreement  may  be  made 
applicable  to  any  service  performed  by  employees 
as  members  of  any  coverage  group  in   positions 
covered  by  a  retirement  system  on  the  date  such 
agreement  is   made   applicable   to   such   coverage 
group.     By  chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the 
General    Laws    of    Massachusetts    were    amended 
by  the  insertion  of  a  new  chapter  118C,  the  in- 
tent  of   which   was   expressly   declared   to   be   to 
provide   Social   Security  protection   to   employees 
of  instrumentalities  on  as  broad  a  basis  as  per- 
mitted   under    the    federal    Social    Security    Act.

Under  date  of  August  31  of  the  current  year,  an 
order  approved  by  your  Honor  on  September  1 
was  passed  in  the  City  Council,  transferring  to  the 
care,  custody,  management,  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Gommissioners,  six  parcels  of 
land  previously  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
department. 

A  mistake  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
transfer  of  Parcels  5  and  6  in  the  above-referenced 
order.  No  request  was  made  by  this  department 
to  transfer  these  two  (2)  parcels  to  the  Board  of 
Real  Estate  Commissioners,  and  the  inclusion  of 
said  parcels  erroneously  appeared  on  the  original 
order  that  you  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

At  the  time,  I  called  this  error  to  the  attention  of 
the  Law  Department,  and  also  to  the  attention 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  at  a  hearing 
that  was  held  concerning  the  order.  Parcels  5  and 
6  were  supposed  to  be  deleted  from  the  original 
order,  but  apparently  this  matter  was  overlooked 
and  the  order  was  passed  in  the  form  in  which  it 
was  presented  to  you  by  the  Law  Department  and 
in  which  it,  in  turn,  was  sent  by  yon  In  the  City 
Council. 

The  matter  will  have  to  be  corrected,  as  Parcels 
5  and  0  constitute  the  property  now  used  :is  tl"' 
South  Huston  District  Yard  by  tl"-  Sanitary 
Division  of  this  department.  We  spent  approxi- 
mately $50,000  in  tin-  past  two  years  t"  develop 


this   yard,    and   it   is   most   essential    that    it    be 
retained  in  the  control  of  this  department. 

The  error  is  understandable,  in  that  Parcels 
3,  4,  5,  and  6  were  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  department  under  the  provisions  of  an 
order  that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council  on 
May  15,  1950.  As  we  had  no  further  use  for 
Parcels  3  and  4,  I  requested  in  a  letter  to  your 
Honor  under  date  of  January  23,  1952,  that  said 
parcels  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners.  Apparently  someone  in  the  Law 
Department  assumed  that  I  referred  to  all  parcels 
that  appeared  on  the  original  order  of  May  15  of 
1950,  with  the  result  that  the  four  parcels  were 
included  in  the  order  that  was  passed  by  the 
current  City  Council  under  date  of  August  31. 
As  stated,  however,  subsequent  to  your  sending 
the  order  to  the  City  Council,  I  called  this  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Law  Department  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  in 
the  City  Council,  but  the  mistake  was  not  rectified, 
with  the  result  that  the  South  Boston  District 
Yard  is  now  officially  under  the  eontrol  of  the  Board 
of  Real  Estate  Commissioners. 

In  order  to  correct  this  mistake,  I  respectfully

"Whereas,  Other  states  in  the  Union  have, 
by  legislation,  provided  for  financial  aid  by 
the  state  and  private  sources  for  their  city

AND  HOUSING  CONSTRUCTION 
PROGRAM.

Whereas,  The  need  for  public  housing  is  still 
one  of  the  most  distressing  problems  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  particularly  in  the  classifications  of 
low-rent  and  veteran  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  applications  of  families 
seeking  housing  are  still  on  file  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  and  the  need  for  a  continued 
program  of  slum  clearance  and  housing  construction 
is  so  vital;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  respectfully  petitions  the 
members  of  both  Houses  of  Congress  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  prepare 
necessary  legislation  and  to  work  for  the  enact-

for  business  purposes  and  a  60  per  cent  increase 
on  compulsory  automobile  insurance  on  cars 
driven  by  those  under  twenty-five  years  of  age;

Whereas,  These  additional  classifications  add 
to  the  confusion  which  already  exists  with  regard 
to  certain  aspects  of  the  so-called  compulsory 
automobile  insurance  laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  constitutionality  of  assessing 
various  premiums  against  persons  of  different 
age  levels;  and 

Whereas,  Businessmen  who  find  it  necessary 
to  use  their  automobiles  in  the  pursuit  of  their 
livelihood  have  already  been  taxed  to  a  saturation 
point;  and 

Whereas,  The  under  twenty-five  years  of  age 
group  increase  will  be  extremely  injurious  to 
those  young  men  who  in  time  of  national  emergency 
arc  the  ones  we  depend  upon  to  fight  for  our 
country,  and  that  this  ago.  group  will  include  a 
great  many  veterans  of  World  War  II,  and  will 
include  even  more  veterans  of  the  recently  hard- 
fought  Korean  War;  in  view  of  the  foregoing 
circumstances,  plus  numerous  others;  therefore, 
be  it 


Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  respectfully  calls  upon  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  ADDITIONAL  COM- 
PENSATION TO  CERTAIN  POLICE 
OFFICERS. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature,  and 
disapproved,  the  order  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body  for  acceptance  of  chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of 
1953. 

The  approval  of  this  order  would  result  in  a 
further  annual  expenditure  for  holiday  pay  in  the 
Police  Department  to  the  amount  of  $50,000. 
This  would  be  in  addition  to  the  $350,000  now 
expended  annually  for  this  purpose  in  that  depart- 
ment. The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  vigorously  opposed  to  the  acceptance 
of  this  act.  Furthermore,  there  is  no  provision 
in  this  year's  budget  for  the  appropriation  of  money 
for  this  purpose. 

Acceptance  of  the  act  would  also  result  in  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  640  of  the  Acts  of  1953, 
which  grants  additional  holiday  pay  for  fire 
fighters.  Acceptance  of  this  latter  act  would 
result  in  a  further  expenditure  of  $125,000  annually 
in  the  Fire  Department.  Obviously,  the  acceptance 
of  the  police  act  would  normally  mean  the  accept- 
ance of  the  act  pertaining  to  the  fire  fighters. 
The  acceptance  of  legislative  acts  which  call  for 
the  appropriation  of  large  sums  of  money  cannot 
be  entertained  at  this  time.  It  is  our  purpose  to 
reduce  expenditures  of  the  city  so  that  there  may 


be  some  relief  in  the  tax  rate  of  1954.  For  this 
reason,  and  for  the  reasons  recited  above,  I  am 
constrained  to  veto  the  order  adopted  by  your 
Honorable    Body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  City  Council  order  of 
September  28,  1953,  requesting  consideration  of  the 
advisability  of  permitting  live  parking  in  fire 
hydrant  zones,  I  submit  the  following  reply. 

I  should  think  that  the  first  concern  in  this 
matter  rests  with  the  Fire  Department  and,  ac- 
cordingly, I  recommend  that  this  matter  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  traffic  movement,  per- 
mission for  live  parking  in  fire  hydrant  zones 
would  be  dependent  upon  various  conditions,  and 
specific  locations  would  have  to  be  designated 
insofar  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  permission  would 
be  granted  only  on  streets  where  parking  is  other- 
wise permitted.  On  some  such  streets  parking 
meters  are  located,  and  permission  to  park  at  a 
hydrant  would  provide  free  parking  to  the  person 
at  the  hydrant  while  others  in  other  spaces  on  the 
same  street  would  be  subject  to  meter  fees. 

The  general  impression  which  might  result  from 
a  permission  for  live  parking  at  hydrants  con- 
ceivably could  become  subject  to  misunderstanding 
and  considerable  abuse. 
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It  is  conceivable  that  all-day  parking  might 
result  even  though  permission  was  for  live  parking. 

It  is  not  clear  how  distinctions  could  be  made  so 
that  the  general  public  could  know  at  which  hy- 
drants live  parking  would  be  permitted  and  at 
which  hydrants  forbidden. 

Some  years  ago  the  question  arose  as  to  whether 
or  not  taxicabs  might  be  permitted  to  park  at 
hydrants  while  the  driver  remained  in  the  car,  but 
I  find  no  record  of  such  permission  having  been 
granted  by  the  Traffic  Commission. 

No  doubt  the  commission  of  those  days  felt  that 
enforcement  problems  would  develop  which  would 
make  the  practice  undesirable. 

At  the  time  of  the  previous  consideration  I  was 
Fire  Commissioner  and  I  recall  having  given  evi- 
dence that  I  would  not  object  as  Fire  Commis- 
sioner to  live  parking  of  taxicabs  at  hydrants 
wherever  such  parking  did  not  conflict  with  police 
taxistand  regulations  and  Boston  Traffic  Commis- 
sion rulings. 

Speaking  now  in  the  capacity  of  Traffic  Com- 
missioner, however,  I  must  reflect  the  opinion  of 
our  engineers  that  what  appears  to  be  a  simple 
proposal  has  ramifications  which  might  make 
complex  the  understanding  of  regulations  estab- 
lished by  our  commission  in  this  matter. 

We  would  be  guided,  however,  by  the  attitude 
of  the  Fire  Department  in  this  matter,  as  we  are 
aware  that  fire  hydrant  zones  have  been  considered 
everywhere  as  areas  which  should  be  kept  open.

Under  date  of  September  18,  19.33,  your  Honor 
transmitted  to  me  a  copy  of  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  September  14,  1953: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  and 
he  hereby  is,  requested  to  draft  legislation  or 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  that  may  be 
necessary  in  order  that  assessments  on  real  estate 
in  the  City  of  Boston  may  be  stable  over  a  period 
of  three  years  unless  some  physical  improvement 
has  been  made  on  said  property  and  in  such  cases 
where  assessments  are  raised,  the  assessors  to  make 
their  report  in  writing." 

Pursuant  to  the  above-quoted  order,  I  have 
caused  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  herewith  to 
the  City  Council,  through  your  Honor,  a  petition 
for  the  enactment  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
of  a  statute  entitled  "An  Act  Providing  for  the 
Triennial  Valuation  of  Property  Subject  to  Local 
Taxation  in  the  City  of  Boston,"  which  would  read 
:is  follows: 

"  In  the  city  of  Boston,  the.  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five  and  every  third  year  thereafter  shall 
lie  known  as  a  valuation  year.  Any  provision  of 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, the  valuation  of  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  made  under  section  thirty-eight  of  chap- 
ter fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  by  the  assessors 
of  said  city  in  a  valuation  year,  as  reduced  by  all 
abatements  allowed  thereon  in  such  year,  shall, 
except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  be  used 
in  the  assessment  of  such  property  under  said 
chapter  in  the  next  succeeding  year;  and  said 
valuation,  as  reduced  by  all  abatements  allowed 
thereon  in  such  valuation  year  and  in  the  next 
succeeding  year,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  other- 


wise provided,  be  used  in  the  assessment  of  such 
property  under  said  chapter  in  the  year  second 
next  after  such  valuation  year.  If  in  a  valuation 
year  or  a  year  next  succeeding  a  valuation  year 
real  or  personal  property  in  said  city  is  physically 
changed,  said  assessors  shall,  in  a  separate  writing, 
determine  as  of  January  first  of  the  valuation  year 
the  increase  or  reduction  in  fair  cash  valuation 
caused  by  such  change;  and  the  valuation  other- 
wise required  by  this  act  to  be  used  shall  be  in- 
creased or  reduced  accordingly  except  in  the  case 
of  a  reduction  for  which  allowance  is  made  by 
abatement.  If  real  or  personal  property  subject 
to  taxation  under  said  chapter  in  said  city  is 
divided  in  a  valuation  year  or  a  year  next  suc- 
ceeding a  valuation  year,  the  valuation  otherwise 
required  by  this  act  to  be  used  shall  be  apportioned 
by  said  assessors  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the 
subdivisions.  If  real  or  personal  property  in  said 
city  is  exempt  from  taxation  under  said  chapter  on 
January  first  of  a  valuation  year  but  is  subject  to 
such  taxation  on  January  first  of  either  or  both  of 
the  two  next  succeeding  years,  it  shall  be  assessed 
under  said  chapter  in  the  year  or  years  in  which  it 
is  subject  to  such  taxation  at  a  fair  cash  valuation 
determined  as  of  January  first  of  the  valuation 
year.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
require  the  assessment  in  any  year  of  real  or 
personal  property  exempt  from  taxation  on  January 
first  of  such  year.  Assessment  pursuant  to  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  full  compliance  with 
the  oath  of  office  of  each  assessor  and  a  full  per- 
formance of  his  official  duty  with  relation  to  the 
assessment  of  such  real  or  personal  property." 

If  the  enclosure  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council,  it  should  take  appropriate  steps  to 
have  the  same  signed  and  filed  by  its  own  officers.

REPORT    ON    PROGRESS   OF   FIRE   CODE.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  relative  to  your  resolve  of 
August  17,  1953,  concerning  the  progress  and 
present  status  of  the  preparation  of  an  adequate 
fire  code  for  the  City  of  Boston.

On  August  19,  1953,  your  Honor  called  to  my 
attention  two  resolutions  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  two  days  earlier.  One  of  these  resolutions 
requested  your  Honor  to  direct  me  "to  inform 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  to  the  progress 
and  present  status  of  the  preparation  of  an 
adequate  fire  code  for  the  City  of  Boston"; 
and  the  other  authorized  and  directed  me  "to  file 
a  report  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
of  the  result  of  its  study  and  investigation  and 
its  recommendations,  if  any,  relative  to  the 
fire  code  in  Boston,  together  with  drafts  of  legisla- 
tion necessary  to  carry  its  recommendations 
into  effect."  These  resolutions  are  treated  by 
me  as  superseding  an  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  June  9,  1952,  and  containing  a  request 
of  like  tenor  which,  it  appears,  was,  through  in- 
advertence, never  answered. 

Although  a  comprehensive  fire  code  for  the  City 
of  Boston  has  been  under  consideration  for  years, 
the  first  action  taken  on  the  matter  by  the  present 
City  Councillors  appears  to  have  been  on  March  3, 
1952,  when,  within  two  months  of  their  inaugura- 
tion,   they    passed    the    following    order: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  prepare 
an  ordinance  for  fire  prevention  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  known  as  the  Fire  Code  of  the  City 
of  Boston." 

Under  G.  L.  (Tor.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  9,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  St.  1945,  c.  710,  s.  ".  the 
citj    lias  for  some  time  had   power  to  make  and 
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enforce  ordinances  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of 
Fire  Prevention  Regulations  or  other  provisions 
of  law,  relative  to  "the  keeping,  storage,  use, 
manufacture,  sale,  handling,  transportation  or 
other  disposition  of  gunpowder,  dynamite,  crude 
petroleum  or  any  of  its  products,  or  explosive 
or  inflammable  fluids  or  compounds,  tablets, 
torpedoes  or  any  explosives  of  a  like  nature, 
or  any  other  explosive,  fireworks,  firecrackers, 
or  any  substance  having  such  properties  that  it 
may  spontaneously,  or  acting  under  the  influence 
of  any  contiguous  substance,  or  of  any  chemical 
or  physical  agency,  ignite,  or  inflame  or  generate 
inflammable  or  explosive  vapors  or  gases  to  a 
dangerous  extent"  and  "the  location,  materials 
and  construction  of  buildings  to  be  used  for  any 
of  the  said  purposes." 

In  addition,  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department,  as 
defined  in  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  1,  as  amended 
by  St.  1945,  c.  470,  has  likewise  for  some  time 
been  authorized  by  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  28, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  St.  1949,  c.  512, 
to  make  such  orders  or  rules,  not  inconsistent 
with  rules  and  regulations  of  said  State  Board  or 
other  provisions  of  law,  "as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  or  remedying  any  con- 
dition in  or  about  any  building,  structure  or  other 
premises  or  on  any  ship  or  vessel  which  may  tend 
to  become  a  fire  hazard  or  to  cause  a  fire,  but 
limited,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  to  the 
following  subjects: 

"A.  Requiring  the  keeping  of  portable  fire 
extinguishers,  buckets  of  water  or  other  portable 
fire  extinguishing  devices  on  any  premises  by  the 
occupant  thereof,  and  prescribing  the  number  and 
situation  of  such  devices. 

"B.  Causing  all  means  of  egress  and  escape 
from  fire,  including  aisles,  stairways  and  fire 
escapes,  to  be  kept  unobstructed,  in  good  repair 
and  ready  for  use  and  otherwise  in  conformity 
with  the  pertinent  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-three,  and, 
if  so  required  by  lawful  authority,  properly  lighted. 

"C.  The  removal  of  any  vessel  moored  to  or 
anchored  near  any  dock  or  pier  if  such  vessel  is 
in  danger  of  catching  fire,  or  is  by  reason  of  its 
condition  or  the  nature  of  its  cargo  a  menace  to 
shipping   or   other   property. 

"D.  The  cleaning  of  chimney  flues  and  smoke 
and  vent  pipes  and  incinerators,  and  the  installa- 
tion of  spark  arresters  in  incinerators  and  in 
chimneys  connected  with  permanent  wood-burning 
furnaces,  and  the  reporting  of  defective  or  im- 
proper chimneys,  flues,  smoke  pipes,  smoke  stacks, 
and  the  improper  installation  of  heating  devices, 
to  the  proper  authority  or  authorities  for  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  relative  thereto. 

"E.  The  keeping  of  covered  metal  containers 
as  receptacles  for  waste  paper,  oily  rags  and  oily 
waste,  and  metal  containers  for  ashes. 

"F.  The  use  of  self-closing  safety  cans  of  a 
type  approved  by  the  marshal  for  the  keeping  of 
volatile  inflammable  liquids. 

"G.  Prohibiting  or  regulating  the  storage  in 
any  lot,  building,  shed,  enclosure  or  other  struc- 
ture, of  any  empty  packing  boxes,  cases,  or  barrels 
in  such  quantity  as  to  amount  to  a  fire  hazard, 
and  regulating  the  height  of  piles  of  lumber  in 
lumber  yards. 

"H.  Prohibiting  the  fumigation  of  warehouses, 
factories  or  commercial  buildings  by  the  use  of 
any  volatile  inflammable  liquid,  or  any  material 
requiring  flame,  without  a  permit  from  the  marshal 
or  the  head  of  the  fire  department. 

"I.  Prohibiting  or  regulating  smoking  in 
theaters,  public  halls,  special  halls,  factories, 
workshops,  mercantile  establishments,  docks, 
wharves  and  warehouses. 

"J.  Requiring  and  regulating  fire  drills  for 
employees  of  hospitals,  theaters  and  other  places 
of  public  amusement,  and  in  public  and  private 
schools. 

"K.  Requiring  proper  safeguards  to  be  placed 
and  maintained  about  or  over  roof  skylights  and 
about  outer  or  inner  courts  or  shafts  at  the  roof  line. 

"L.  Prohibiting  or  regulating  inflammable  dec- 
orations in  public  buildings  and  places  of  assembly, 
as  such  terms  are  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  in  stores. 

"M.  Requiring  the  head  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  report  any  defective  or  improper  electri- 
cal wiring  or  equipment  to  the  proper  authority  or 
authorities  for  enforcement  of  the  laws  relative 
thereto. 

"N.  Requiring  compliance  with  section  twenty- 
four  of  chapter  one  hundred  aijd  forty-three." 


The  City  Council's  order  of  March  3,  1952, 
obviously  envisioned  a  comprehensive  fire  code 
comparable  to  the  Boston  Building  Code.  Without 
doubt,  the  public  interest  would  be  best  served  by 
a  single  code  of  this  character;  but  the  above-cited 
power  granted  by  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  9,  as 
amended,  when  read  in  conjunction  with  G.L. 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  28,  as  amended,  is  clearly  not 
broad  enough  to  support  a  fire  prevention  ordinance 
of  that  scope.  Your  Honor  therefore  petitioned 
the  General  Court  for  the  enactment  of  legislation 
whereby,  upon  written  recommendation  of  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  the  City  Council,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  might  from  time  to  time 
make,  amend,  and  repeal  ordinances,  not  incon- 
sistent with  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations  or  other 
provisions  of  law,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
remedying  in  this  city  "any  condition  in  or  about 
any  building,  structure  or  other  premises  or  on  any 
ship  or  vessel  which  may  tend  to  cause  a  fire  or  to 
become  a  fire  hazard."  (See  1953  House  Docu- 
ment No.  1193.)  As  you  know,  legislative  counsel 
for  the  city  were  not  successful  in  having  such 
legislation  enacted. 

While  the  above-mentioned  legislation  was  being 
sought,  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
was  at  work  upon  a  revision  of  its  model  fire  pre- 
vention ordinance.  That  work  has  recently  been 
completed  with  the  publication  of  "Fire  Preven- 
tion Code,  Edition  of  1953,"  superseding  that 
Board's  "Suggested  Fire  Prevention  Ordinance, 
Edition  of  1947."  At  the  present  time,  this  new 
model  code  and  other  pertinent  material  such  as 
the  fully  detailed  fire  prevention  code  for  the  City 
of  Boston  embodied  in  1950  House  Document 
No.  1372,  which  was  presented  to  the  Legislature 
for  enactment  as  a  statute  in  1950  but  without 
avail,  are  being  studied  with  a  view  to  incorporating 
so  much  thereof  as  comes  within  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  148,  s.  9,  as  amended,  into  an  ordinance  to  be 
adopted  under  that  statute,  and  so  much  thereof 
as  comes  within  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  28,  as 
amended,  into  rules  and  regulations  to  be  promul- 
gated by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  under 
that  statute.  Amendments  to  the  Building  Code 
or  new  legislation  would  then  be  sought  for  the 
purpose  of  enacting  into  law  any  residue. 

The  study  now  under  way  cannot  be  hastily 
done;  for  each  proposed  provision  must  be  con- 
sidered from  the  point  of  view  of  reasonableness, 
so  that  business,  industry,  and  other  private  in- 
terests involved  will  not  be  unreasonably  harassed, 
but  at  the  same  time  the  public  fully  protected. 
Suffice  it  to  say  in  conclusion,  therefore,  that  to 
me  the  adoption  of  a  fire  prevention  code  for  the 
City  of  Boston  is  of  paramount  importance, 
whether  it  may  be  embodied  in  a  single  ordinance 
or  has  to  consist  of  a  combination  of  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations;  and,  accord- 
ingly, I  will  exert  every  effort  to  have  the  study 
now  under  way  completed  as  expeditiously  as  the 
nature  of  the  subject  will  permit.

CONVEYANCE     OF     LAND     AT     CASTLE 
ISLAND  TO  PORT  OF  BOSTON  AUTHORITY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  14,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  order  which  would 
permit  the  conveyance  by  the  City  of  Boston  to 
the  Port  of  Boston  Authority,  without  considera- 
tion, a  certain  tract  of  land,  containing  approxi- 
mately 6.3  acres  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston 
at  Castle  Island,  held  by  the  city  for  park  purposes. 
This  order  is  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  St.  1953,  c.  626.  Lands  of  the  United 
States  of  America  at  Castle  Island  Terminal 
were  conveyed  to  the  Port  of  Boston  Authority 
by  the  United  States  of  America  under  the  pro- 
visions of  St.  1951,  c.  705.  Included  in  the  Castle 
Island  Terminal  facilities  is  the  aforementioned 
6.3  acres  of  land  which  had  been  leased  to  the 
United  States  of  America  during  World  War  II. 

Under  the  provisions  of  St.  1951,  c.  771,  the 
Port  of  Boston  Authority  is  authorized  to  expend 
$1,200,000  for  the  further  development  of  the 
Castle  Island  Terminal  facilities,  and  to  execute 
leases  of  the  property  for  periods  of  five  years 
or  more,  the  minimum  rentals  to  be  at  a  rate 
sufficient  to  pay  the  actual  principal  and  interest 
requirements  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  facilities 
included  in  the  leases. 

The  Port  of  Boston  Authority  now  controls  all 
of  the  Castle  Island  Terminal  facilities  with  the 
exception  of  the  6.3  acres  of  land  owned  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  Since  the  area  owned  by  the 
city  is  an  integral  part  of  the  terminal  facilities, 
I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  in  order  that  the  Port  of  Boston  Authority 
may  go  forward  with  its  program  to  develop  the 
Port  of  Boston. 

I  enclose  herewith  copy  of  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  passed  October  2,  1953, 
assenting  to  this  conveyance.

as  their  work  has  similarly  reflected  credit  upon 
the  department  and  city  in  other  emergencies  in 
the  past;  and 

Whereas,  The  speedy  action  of  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Police  Department  in  trans- 
porting the  injured  and  providing  motorcycle 
escort  to  ambulances  was  most  helpful  and  exe- 
cuted with  a  maximum  of  efficiency;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Hospital  and  all  of 
the  personnel  associated  with  it,  including  the 
superintendent,  the  doctors,  the  nurses,  the  medical 
attendants,  ambulance  drivers,  and  orderlies,  re- 
sponded to  the  emergency  in  a  manner  that  also 
reflects  great  credit  upon  the  hospital  and  upon 
the  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  extends  its  warmest  praise 
and  commendation  to  the  men  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  the  Boston  Police  Department,  and

the  Boston  Metropolitan  District,  a  helicopter 
ambulance  service  for  use  in  connection  with  peace- 
time disasters  in  transporting  medical  personnel 
and  victims  to  hospitals." 

Following  the  receipt  of  your  communication  I 
got  in  touch  with  naval  authorities  and  learned 
that  there  are  but  two  helicopters  in  the  First 
Naval  District.  It  is  my  belief  that  until  addi- 
tional helicopters  are  provided  over  and  above 
those  normally  required  for  rescue  at  sea,  the 
ambulance  service  contemplated  by  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  would  be  out  of  the  question. 
However,  I  shall  explore  the  possibility  further 
and  communicate  with  you  if  I  find  that  it  would 
be  possible  to  set  up  a  program  of  this  type. 

I  think  it  will  please  you  to  know  that  Boston 
Civil  Defense  has  an  extensive  ambulance  reserve 
on  which  the  city  can  rely  for  service.  The  most 
recent  example  was  the  prompt  response  of  17 
ambulances  from  Greater  Boston  to  the  scene  of 
the  "Black  Falcon"  disaster  on  the  afternoon  of 
November  2,  1953.     In  addition,  48  of  the  more 
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than  1,500  stretchers  stored  in  15  separate  loca- 
tions in  Boston  were  sent  to  the  disaster  in  a  Public 
Works'  vehicle.

I  have  made  a  further  study  and  investigation 
of  the  responsibilities  of  the  two  Commitment 
a.nd  Transfer  Officers  in  the  Penal  Institutions 
Department  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
compensation  grade  originally  assigned  to  this 
classification  should  be  revised. 

These  employees  have  charge,  custody,  and 
care  of  prisoners  transferred  to  and  from  the 
House  of  Correction  and  the  various  courts  and 
institutions  of  the  state.  They  are  required  to 
be  on  duty  each  court  day,  which  includes  Satur- 
days, for  which  they  receive  no  overtime  pay. 
The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  their  position 
are  comparable  to  those  performed  by  the  Senior 
Transportation  Officers  in  the  state  service  who 
receive  a  minimum  annual  salary  of  S3, 960  and 
a  maximum  annual  salary  of  S4.860  aftor  twelve 
years  of  service.  I  am  advised  by  the  Stato  Per- 
sonnel Office  that  all  male  appointments  to  this 
position  are  classified  as  Senior  Transportation 
Officer. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  employees  are 
required  to  be  on  duty  Saturdays  and  the  further 
fact  that  similar  classifications  in  the  stato  service 
are  paid  a  higher  compensation,  I  recommend 
favorablo  consideration  of  the  accompanying  order 
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changing  the  compensation  grade  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  Commitment  and  Transfer  Officer  from 
18  to  19.

The  1953  budget  estimates  for  the  personal 
service  requirements  of  the  Park  Department  in- 
cluded an  estimate  of  the  total  yearly  income  from 
the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund.

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
City  Council  order  passed  on  October  5,  1953, 
requesting  a  conference  between  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner and  the  Fire  Commissioner  on  the 
subject  of  live  parking  in  front  of  fire  hydrant 
zones. 

The  chief  of  department  and  other  senior 
officers  have  been  consulted  concerning  this 
suggestion,  and  it  is  their  unanimous  opinion 
that  if  this  permission  were  granted  it  could 
conceivably  interfere  with  and  retard  the  ability 
of  the  members  of  this  department  in  the  speedy 
and  efficient  performance  of  their  emergency 
duties. 

There  is  listed  below  several  compelling  reasons 
which  have  been  submitted  tending  to  influence 
this  office  in  denying  approval  for  any  form  of 
parking  in  the  hydrant  zones: 

1.  In  the  event  of  fire,  the  safety  of  occupants 
of  buildings  would  be  endangered  if  a  delay  were 
experienced  in  connecting  hose  lines  to  hydrants. 

2.  The  property  loss  from  fire  would  also  be 
materially  increased  if  a  delay  occurred  in  getting 
water  on  the  fire. 

3.  The  insurance  rates  in  the  area  might  be 
materially  increased  because  of  the  danger  of 
large  fire  losses. 

4.  Regulating  live  parking  at  hydrants  would 
appear  to  be  a  physical  impossibility  inasmuch  as 
established  signs  regulating  parking  in  the  city 
are  disregarded  daily  by  many  operators  of  vehicles. 

5.  A  vehicle  could  possibly  become  disabled 
while  parked  in  a  hydrant  zone  or  the  operator 
of  a  vehicle  might  become  excited  upon  arrival 
of  apparatus  and  stall  the  motor. 

6.  Other  vehicles  might  be  parked  to  the 
front  and  rear  of  the  vehicle  in  the  hydrant  zone 
making  it  difficult,  even  impossible,  to  move  the 
vehicle  away  from  the  hydrant. 

7.  Owners  of  buildings,  especially  in  the  in- 
town  area,  have  invested  thousands  of  dollars  in 
standpipe  systems  which  the  Fire  Department 
must  supply  with  water  from  the  nearest  hydrant 
in  event  of  fire,  especially  on  the  upper  floors  of 
tall  buildings.  Delay  in  supplying  water  to  these 
standpipes  could  cause  loss  of  fife  and  serious 
property  damage.  The  lessening  of  such  protec- 
tion could  be  the  cause  of  numerous  complaints 
by  property  owners. 

8.  If  hydrants  in  proximity  to  a  fire  were 
blocked  by  vehicles,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
run  long  lines  of  hose  causing  a  delay  in  fighting 
a  fire  and  might  result  in  ineffective  hose  streams.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
OFF-STREET  PARKING  FACILITIES  ON 
ST.  JAMES  AVENUE. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  October  30,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Among  the  provisions  of  chapter  474,  Acts  of 
1946,  which  is  titled  "An  Act  to  Authorize  Public 
Off-Street  Parking  Facilities  in  the  City  of  Boston" 
is  the  power  given  to  the  Real  Estate  Commis- 
sioners of  the  city  to  acquire  properties  by  eminent 
domain  proceedings.  In  order  that  payments  for 
takings  of  properties  might  be  subject  to  public 
scrutiny,  it  is  further  provided  in  that  act — 

.  .  "no  purchase  and  no  award,  settle- 
ment or  agreement  for  judgment  in  eminent 
domain  proceedings  hereunder  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  or  in  its  behalf,  unless  the  terms  of  the 
proposed  purchase,  award,  settlement  or  agree- 
ment, together  with  all  pertinent  facts,  shall 
first  have  been  submitted  to  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  not  less  than  ten  days  before  such 
purchase,  award,  settlement  or  agreement." 

In  accordance  with  the  direction  thus  given,  the 
Finance  Commission  was  notified  on  October  29 
by  Corporation  Counsel  William  L.  Baxter  that  he 
has  arrived  at  a  decision  in  the  matter  of  damages 
sustained  by  the  owners  of  the  parcels  located  on 
St.  James  avenue,  at  the  corner  of  Clarendon 
street,  and  extending  through  to  Providence  street. 
This  happens  to  be  the  last  of  the  settlements  for 
the  St.  James  Avenue  takings.  It  is  significant 
for  the  fact  that  in  this  case  a  substantial  part  of 
the  proposed  payment  is  not  for  the  land  taken, 
but  for  alleged  damages  because  the  taking  pre- 
vents a  particular  use  which  had  been  planned  for 
the  Hotel  Brunswick  property  and  the  St.  James 
Avenue  land;  said  use  being  the  erection  of  a  new 
hotel  on  the  Brunswick  Hotel  site  to  be  connected 
by  an  archway  over  Providence  street  (if  the  Legis- 
lature granted  such  permission),  where  a  garage 
to  serve  the  hotel  would  be  erected. 


The  letter  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  which  in 
referred  to  above  is  part  of  this  communication. 
It  contains  all  the  facts  required  by  statute  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Finance  Commission.

I  hereby  notify  the  Commisson  pursuant  to  St. 
1946,  c,  474,  see.  1,  subdivision  (a),  that  this  depart- 
ment is  about  to  settle  the  suit  of  506  Boylston 
Street,  Inc.  v.  City  of  Boston,  Suffolk  Superior 
Court,  No.  458504,  in  which  suit  the  petitioner 
claimed  damages  for  the  taking  of  land,  and 
buildings  located  at  97,  99,  101,  103,  105-107  and 
109  St.  James  avenue,  and  201-203  Clarendon 
street,  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  taking  of  the  above  premises  was  made  for 
off-street  parking  purposes  on  December  29,  1950, 
by  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners 
pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  the  statute 
hereinbefore  cited.  The  facts  concerning  the 
property  are  as  follows : 

The  property  consisted  of  14,243  square  feet  of 
land  made  up  of  six  separate  adjoining  lots  having 
a  total  frontage  on  St.  James  avenue  of  approxi- 
mately 142  feet  6  inches.  The  lot  was  rectangular 
in  shape  and  extended  back  100  feet  where  it  was 
bounded  on  the  rear  by  Providence  street,  a 
distance  of  142  feet  6  inches.  The  lot  also  fronts 
on  Clarendon  street  with  a  total  frontage  thereon 
of  100  feet  forming  a  lot  bounded  on  three  sides  by 
public  ways  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  property  taken  was  part  of  the  block  which 
extended  from  Berkeley  street  to  Clarendon  street, 
and  was  bounded  on  St.  James  avenue  on  the  one 
side  and  Providence  street  in  the  rear.  The  whole 
block  was  taken  for  off-street  parking  on  the  date 
hereinbefore  stated.  On  two  of  the  lots  which 
form  part  of  this  parcel  were  two  buildings  con- 
sisting of  a  brick  building,  Nos.  105-107-109  St. 
James  avenue  and  201  Clarendon  street,  which 
was  a  combination  store  and  apartment  house. 
The  other  building  was  a  one-story  building  located 
at  203  Clarendon  street  used  for  stores.  The 
property  is  located  in  the  B-80  zone,  and  was 
assessed  in  1950  for  $117,500. 

The  petitioner  also  owns  the  adjoining  property 
across  Providence  street  on  which  the  Brunswick 
Hotel  is  located,  and  both  the  Brunswick  Hotel 
property  and  the  parcel  in  question  were  purchased 
at  the  same  time  for  $675,000  in  1950,  which  was 
less  than  the  properties  were  assessed  for,  which 
was  732,500. 

Appraisals  were  made  at  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  by  John  A.  Breen 
and  Elson  M.  Blunt,  Jr.  The  figures  at  which 
they  appraised  the  property  were  as  follows:  Mr. 
Breen's  figure  was  $155,000  for  the  property  taken, 
and  Mr.  Blunt's  figure  was  $167,000. 

In  1953,  an  appraisal  was  made  by  William  H. 
Ballard  at  the  request  of  the  petitioner,  and  a  copy 
of  the  same  was  furnished  this  department.  In 
this  appraisal,  Mr.  Ballard  arrives  at  a  figure  of 
$322,200  as  the  total  damage  to  the  petitioner  as  a 
result  of  the  taking  of  its  property.  It  is  under- 
stood by  this  office  that  th  3  petitioner  has  appraisals 
from  W.  K.  Bean  and  Louis  Donovan,  both  of 
which  are  in  excess  of  $450, 000.  In  this  connection 
it  must  be  stated  that  a  copy  of  all  the  appraisals 
for  both  the  petitioner  and  respondent  were  made 
available  to  Mr.  Ballard. 

In  the  negotiations  which  have  taken  place,  it 
was  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  all  the 
settlement  and  trial  figures  of  all  the  other  parcels 
included  within  the  taking,  as  this  is  the  last 
petition  pending  as  the  result  of  this  taking.  Re- 
ports thereof  have  been  submitted  to  you  in  the 
past. 

Inasmuch  as  any  land  damage  case  involves 
mostly  questions  of  fact  as  to  the  value  of  land 
taken,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  many  times  to 
arrive  at  what  figure  a  given  ease  should  be  settled 
for.  Consideration  is  given  to  prior  experience  in 
settlement  of  verdict  figures  if  any  are  available  of 
other  parcels  included  in  the  taking.  Appraisals  of 
experts  both  for  the  taking  authority  and  for  a 
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petitioner  are  also  considered  inasmuch  as  juries 
many  times  render  verdicts  which  are  arrived  at 
by  the  simple  method  of  adding  appraisal  figures  of 
the  experts  of  both  sides  and  then  dividing  the 
total  thereby  reaching  a  figure  half  way  between. 
If  this  method  were  followed  in  this  case,  this 
office  would  arrive  at  a  figure  in  excess  of  $300,000. 
To  this  would  be  added  two  years  and  ten  months' 
interest  at  4  per  cent  per  year,  or  a  total  in  excess 
of  $30,000,  which  would  bring  the  total  up  in  the 
vicinity  of  $330,000. 

Sales  of  comparable  property  where  available 
are  taken  into  consideration.  This  was  done  in 
this  case.  One  in  particular  was  the  sale  in  Decem- 
ber, 1948,  of  24,166  square  feet  of  vacant  land 
located  at  321  Stuart  street,  which  runs  through  to 
St.  James  avenue  and  is  in  close  proximity  to  the 
parcel  in  question.  This  lot  has  a  depth  of  270 
feet  from  street  to  street,  and  a  frontage  on  both 
streets  of  89  feet.  The  price  paid  by  the  Liberty 
Mutual  Company  for  this  land  was  $362,500,  or 
approximately  $15  per  square  foot. 

Another  factor  to  which  consideration  was  given 
was  one  which  was  not  present  in  any  of  the  other 
parcels  which  were  part  of  this  whole  taking.  The 
petitioner  alleges  and  lays  particular  stress  on  a 
claim  of  severance  damage  to  its  property.  It  con- 
tends that  its  remaining  parcel  upon  which  the 
Brunswick  Hotel  stands  was  damaged  or  its  value 
diminished  as  the  result  of  the  taking.  Its  conten- 
tion is  that  several  contemplated  uses  in  connec- 
tion with  the  highest  and  best  use  of  the  property 
have  been  eliminated  by  the  city's  taking  of  this 
parcel.  This  contention  is  alleged,  even  though  the 
parcel  taken  and  the  adjoining  Brunswick  parcel 
were  separated  by  Providence  street.  There  is 
some  authority  which  tends  to  sustain  this  conten- 
tion, and  it  has  been  stated  in  the  case  of  Trustees 
of  Boston  University  s.  Commonwealth,  286 
Mass.  57,  at  p.  64,  as  follows: 

"  .     .     .     the  principle,  that  land  divided  by 

public  ways  may  nevertheless  be  treated  as  a 

unit  in  awarding  damages  for  a  severance  where 

part  is  taken,  was  well  recognized  in  the  law  of 

Massachusetts. ' ' 

In  the  appraisals  made  for  the  city,  Mr.  Breen 
discusses  but  discounts  any  severance  value,  and 
Mr.  Blunt  does  not  take  it  into  consideration.  The 
appraisal  by  William  H.  Ballard  sets  out  this  sever- 
ance value  as  a  main  factor  in  his  arrival  at  the 
figure  which  he  sets  at  $322,200  as  the  damage 
caused  by  the  taking.  In  his  appraisal  he  ap- 
proaches the  problem  of  determining  the  fair  mar- 
ket value  of  the  property  taken  and  the  severance 
damage  in  three  or  four  different  ways.  One  of  the 
methods  used  by  him  is  a  determination  of  the  fair 
market  value  of  both  parcels  as  of  the  date  of  the 
taking.  This  value  is  placed  at  $1,035,000,  made 
up  as  follows:  $243,000  for  the  land  taken  and 
$792,000  for  the  Brunswick  parcel.  He  then  allots 
a  severance  damage  of  10  per  cent  to  the  part  not 
taken  which  amounts  to  $79,200.  Adding  the 
figures  of  the  value  of  the  land  taken  and  damage  to 
the  remainder,  he  arrives  at  $322,200  as  the  total 
damage  caused  to  the  petitioner  as  the  result  of  the 
taking. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  evidence  of  the  highest 
and  best  use  of  property  can  be  testified  to,  and 
that  evidence  of  conjunctive  use  or  adjoining  use 
might  be  introduced  in  a  trial  of  this  case.  Be- 
cause of  this,  it  is  a  question  of  fact  as  to  what 
damage,  if  any,  the  petitioner  has  suffered  to  its 
remaining  property  as  a  result  of  the  taking. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  foregoing  facts,  it 
was  found  that  the  most  closely  comparable  prop- 
erty to  the  one  in  question  was  the  parcel  of  land 
owned  by  the  First  National  Bank,  and  which  con- 
sisted of  26,480  square  feet  of  land  bounded  on 
three  sides  by  St.  James  avenue,  Berkeley  street, 
and  Providence  street.  This  lot  was  part  of  the 
same  taking.  It  was  vacant  land  which  was  being 
used  as  a  parking  space,  and  like  the  property  in 
question  fronted  on  three  public  ways.  The  only 
building  on  it  was  a  small  parking  lot  office.  Mr. 
Breen  appraised  this  property  at  $440,000,  which 
figures  to  approximately  $16.50  per  square  foot. 
This  case  was  settled  by  this  office  for  $416,000. 

If  this  office  applied  this  figure  of  $16.50  per 
square  foot  (although  Mr.  Breen's  appraisal  per 
square  foot  of  the  property  in  question  is  somewhat 
less),  it  would  arrive  at  a  total  value  of  $235,000 
for  14,243  square  feet.  Add  to  this  figure  the 
assessed  value  of  the  building  on  the  petitioner's 
land  which  is  $12,200  and  then  if  it  allowed  a. 
figure  of  $50,000  (which  is  somewhat  less  than  Mr. 
Ballard's   figure  for  the  same  item  for  severance 


damage),  it  would  arrive  at  a  total  of  $297,200. 
To  this  would  be  added  the  sum  of  $29,700  rep- 
resenting 10  per  cent  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per 
cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  taking  and  the 
total  would  then  come  to  $326,900,  which  is  higher 
than  the  Ballard  appraisal  figure,  although  Bal- 
lard's figure  does  not  take  into  consideration  the 
interest  item. 

During  the  negotiations,  the  asking  figure  of  the 
petitioner  was  $450,000,  which  it  reduced  to 
$355,500  and  was  arrived  at  by  using  Mr.  Ballard's 
appraisal  and  adding  interest  thereto.  Finally  the 
petitioner  has  agreed  to  accept  the  figure  of 
$322,000,  which  is  the  approximate  appraisal 
made  by  William  H.  Ballard  without  interest 
added  thereto. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations  herein 
stated,  this  office  has  agreed  to  settle  this  case  for 
the  said  amount  of  $322,000.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  RE 
LEASE  OF  LAND  ON  PARK  DRIVE 
TO  SEARS   ROEBUCK   COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston , 
Finance  Commission,  November  9,  1953. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

There  is  currently  pending  in  the  City  Council 
an  order  to  lease  certain  parcels  of  land  on  Park 
Drive  for  two  years  with  an  option  to  buy  for 
$100,000.  A  proper  understanding  of  past  and 
future  plans  for  the  use  of  this  property  indicates 
that  the  proper  position  to  take  on  this  proposal 
is  to  approve  a  temporary  lease  of  it,  but  to  reject 
the  option  feature. 

In  1942,  after  suitable  engineering  study,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  traffic  ovals  in  this 
location  to  relieve  the  traffic  congestion  at  this 
junction,  the  city  spent  approximately  $120,000 
to  install  underground  culverts  and  to  fill  and 
grade  the  land  at  this  location. 

The  thinking  of  traffic  experts  at  that  time 
leaned  toward  the  construction  of  traffic  ovals 
as  the  solution  of  the  traffic  problem  at  this 
location;  current  thinking  favors  the  construction 
of  a  grade  separation  for  this  purpose. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  such  a 
structure  should  await  the  construction  of  the 
belt  expressway  route  which,  it  is  now  expected, 
both  by  the  State  Public  Works  Department  and 
the  City  Planning  Board,  will  pass  through  this 
locus.  Although  the  original  master  highway 
plan,  of  which  the  central  artery  is  a  part,  pro- 
vided another  route  for  this  so-called  "belt  route," 
a  tentative  revision  of  the  plan  by  the  above 
authorities  favors  the  property  in  question  as  the 
path  of  the  route  when  it  is  constructed  by  the 
state.  The  general  plan  of  the  City  Planning 
Board  also  indicates  this  locus  for  the  belt  route. 

Since,  therefore,  there  is  a  good  possibility  that 
the  use  of  this  land  as  described  above  will  even- 
tuate, the  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
proposed  sale  of  the  land  under  discussion  to  a 
private  purchaser  ought  not  be  approved.  How- 
ever, since  the  probability  of  this  public  use  is 
not  foreseeable  within  the  next  two  years,  the 
lease  of  such  property,  without  the  option  to 
purchase,  and  not  to  exceed  such  period  might 
well  be  authorized. 

Furthermore,  the  Finance  Commission  recom- 
mends that  the  lease  contain  these  two  precau- 
tionary provisions: 

1.  That  it  may  be   canceled  by   the  city  by 
giving  three  or  six  months'  notice  to  the  lessee; 

2.  That  in  the  event  of  any  taking  by 
eminent  domain  proceedings,  the  agency  making 
the  taking  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  to  the 
lessee.

This  request  should  be  forwarded  to  either 
the  Police  Department  or  the  Traffic  Depart- 
ment, as  these  departments  have  the  facilities 
and  men  with  which  to  determine  the  facts 
and  figures  as  requested. 

Regarding  the  placing  of  ceilings  on  fees 
charged  by  intown  automobile  parking  spaces, 
I  beg  to  advise  that  on  at  least  two  occasions 
within  the  past  five  years  legislation  was  sug- 
gested for  the  regulation  of  fees  charged  by 
open-air  parking  space  operators,  and  it  was 
the  verbal  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that  such  an  amendment  to  section  56  of 
chapter  148  would  be  unconstitutional.  I  be- 
lieve that  a  bill  was  introduced  some  five  years 
ago,  and  this  bill  never  came  out  of  committee. 
Whether  or  not  an  ordinance  would  cover  the 
situation  is  a  question  that  will  have  to  be 
answered  by  the  present  Corporation   Counsel.

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  of  Oc- 
tober 19  requesting  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners to  make  weekly  reports  from  the 
time  the  8  to  9.30  A.M.  no  parking  in  down- 
town areas  becomes  effective,  which  was 
referred  to  this  office  on  the  grounds  that  the 
Street  Department  is  not  set  up  to  make  the 
report,  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  in- 
formation. 

We  have  observers  engaged  in  watching  the 
parking  activities  in  the  downtown  area  during 
the  early  morning  hours.  However,  we  have 
no  authority  which  enables  us  to  find  out  from 
parking  spaces  whether  their  business  has 
increased   or   decreased. 

We  can  report  that,  by  observations  from 
the  sidewalk,  so  far  the  parking  ban  from  8 
to  9.30  A.M  daily  has  made  no  appreciable 
difference  to  the  parking  lots.  Of  course,  we 
do  not  know  what  has  happened  inside  garages. 


Our  observations  at  the  present  time  pertain 
to  the  problems  related  to  curbstone  parking. 
On   that  subject  we  can   report  as  follows. 

The  advance  publicity  given  by  newspapers 
was  effective  in  educating  the  general  public 
concerning  the  change  in  parking  regulations, 
and  there  seemed  to  be  a  general  comprehen- 
sion of  the  rules  on  the  part  of  the  public. 
The  police  enforcement  was  excellent  in  every 
respect,  and  the  number  of  violations  between 
the  hours  of  8  and  9.30  A.M  have  been  exceed- 
ingly few. 

The  number  of  complaints,  likewise,  have 
been  exceedingly  few,  and  the  only  exception:: 
that  have  been  made  to  the  regulations  have 
been  for  holders  of  "V"  plates.  Requests 
from  handicapped  persons  and  from  others 
engaged  in  delivering  special  deliver  mail  or 
performing  special  services  at  buildings  have- 
not   been  granted   up   to   the  present  time. 

It  appears  that  a  large  number  of  persons 
are  waiting  until  9.30  before  parking  in  the 
streets  or  at  parking  meters,  and  curb  spaces 
seem  to  fill  up  promptly  at  9.30.  Many  of 
these  may  be  the  same  persons  who  formerly 
parked  at  an  earlier  hour,  inasmuch  as  a 
majority  of  them  at  parking  meters  seem  to 
deposit   two   nickels   for   a   two-hour   period. 

The  matter  of  continuous  parking  at  meters, 
of  course,  is  one  which  the  Police  Department 
supervises,  and  they  can  best  report  as  to 
whether  or  not  there  has  been  a  lessening  in 
the  number  of  long-term  parkers  at  parking 
meters. 

The  effect  on  parking  lots,  as  stated  above, 
cannot  be  accurately  determined  by  our  de- 
partment beyond  the  expression  which  has  been 
stated  above,  but  from  the  outside  it  appears 
that  there  has  been  no  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  cars  parked  in  the  parking 
lots   during  the  early  morning  hours. 

If  the  Council  will  indicate  exactly  what 
information  is  desired  quickly,  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission will  be  glad  to  assist  in  any  way 
possible. 

The  above  order,  addressed  to  the  Street 
Commission,  having  been  forwarded  to  us,  is 
hereby  dealt  with  in  an  effort  to  be  coopera- 
tive, and,  of  course,  if  there  are  additional  facts 
which  are  desired  by  the  Council  from  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  or  the  Police 
Department,  I  feel  sure  that  such  information 
will  be  readily  forthcoming  in  accordance  with 
the  resources  of  man  power  available  in  those 
departments.

Building  in  this  section  fills  that  problem  ad- 
mirably. 

During  the  year  1952  this  building  was 
rented  95  times.  In  addition  there  were  ten 
days  in  September,  five  in  October,  and  four 
in  November  that  were  reserved  for  rallies. 
During  the  year  1953  this  building  was  rented 
or  scheduled  to  be  rented  102  times  up  to  the 
present.  Also  this  year  in  September  there 
were  eleven  days  reserved  for  rallies  and  four 
days  in   October.

217  of  the  Acts  of  1939,  as  Building  Commis- 
sioner of  the  City  of  Boston  I  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  ordinance 
amending  sections  111,  1105,  and  1417  of  the 
Boston   Building   Code. 

The  amendment  of  section  111  will  not  only 
make  express  provision  for  the  revocation  of 
building  permits  but  will  also  limit  the  number 
of  times  a  building  permit  may  be  extended 
so    as    to    prevent    "pocket"    permits. 

The  amendment  of  section  1105  will  permit 
an  inconsistency  between  that  section  and 
section   1804. 

The  amendment  of  section   1417  will  permit 
a   method   of    construction    in   frame   buildings 
which   is   consistent  with  modern   practices.

Be  is  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 

as  follows: 

Section    1.     Section    111    of    chapter   479   of 

the  Acts   of   1938,   as  amended   by  sections   29, 

30,   and  31  of  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of 


ni:;  i;;  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  (e)  and 
in  erting  in  place  thereof  the  following  two 
.sentences:  Any  permit  issued  shall  become 
invalid  unless  the  work  authorized  by  it  shall 
have  been  commenced  within  six  months  after 
its  issuance;  provided,  that  for  cause  one  or 
more  extensions  of  time,  for  periods  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months  each,  may  be  allowed  in 
writing  by  the  commissioner,  except  that  in 
110  .-vent  shall  the  time  for  commencing  work 
be  extended  beyond  eighteen  months  after  the 
issuance  of  the  permit.  Any  permit  issued 
may  be  revoked  by  the  commissioner  at  any 
time  after  notice  and  hearing  if  there  is  a 
false  statement  or  misrepresentation  of  a 
material  fact  in  the  application  for  the  permit 
or  in  the  plans  or  computations  filed  there- 
with, or  if  the  work  authorized  by  the  permit 
violates  any  provision  of  this  code  or  other 
provision  of  law  or  the  permit  is  otherwise 
issued  in  error,  or  if  in  the  course  of  the 
work  there  is  any  violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  code  or  other  provision  of  law,  or  if 
after  commencement  of  the  work  there  is 
unreasonable  delay  in  completing  the  work, 
or  if  there  is  other  good  cause  for  revocation 
of  the   permit. 

Sect.  2.  Section  1105  of  said  chapter  479, 
as  amended  by  section  133  of  chapter  3  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1943,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sen- 
tence: A  single-family  house  may  have  one 
stairway  if  it  is  less  than  three  stories  in 
height. 

Sect.  3.  The  second  paragraph  of  subdivi- 
sion (c)  of  section  1417  of  said  chapter  479, 
as  appearing  in  section  171  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1943,  is  hereby  amended  by- 
striking  out  the  first  two  sentences  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  two 
sentences:  Posts  shall  be  well  braced  the  full 
story  height,  and  walls  shall  be  framed  to 
them  by  a  stud-sized  brace  attached  to  the 
post  just  below  the  girt  and  running  in  the 
wall  at  an  angle  not  more  than  sixty  degrees 
from  the  vertical,  attached  at  the  other  end 
to  the  girt  or  sill.  These  braces  shall  be 
horizontally  braced  at  the  corner  post  at 
least  once  in  each  story,  and  the  studs  which 
they  intersect  shall  be  well  fastened  above  and 
below  the  brace.

BOYLE.

The   following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the  sale  of 
the   fireboat    "Matthew   J.   Boyle,"    Engine   44. 

This  fireboat  has  been  decommissioned  for 
a  period  of  approximately  three  years.  During 
this  period  of  time,  a  24-hour  watch  has  been 
maintained  to  safeguard  Engine  House  44  and 
the  fireboat.  Eight  men  are  assigned  to  this 
duty. 

To  put  this  fireboat  into  service  would  re- 
quire an  appropriation  of  at  least  $25,000. 
It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  fire  officials 
that  this  amount  of  money  should  not  be  spent 
on  a  boat  which  has  limited  maneuverability 
and  which  is  extremely  expensive  to  operate. 
A  new  fireboat  to  replace  Engine  44,  similar 
to  the  two  Diesel-operated  fireboats  now  in 
service,  would  cost  approximately  $4,500  per 
year  to  operate  and  would  not  require  an 
engine  house  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
firefighters  on  board  the  fireboat.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  present  premises  at  531  Com- 
mercial street,  which  are  of  substantial  value, 
can  be  sold  for  commercial  or  industrial  pur- 
poses. 

I  submit  herewith  communication  from  the 
Fire  Commissioner  which  sets  forth  in  some 
detail  additional  reasons  why  it  is  expedient, 
to  sell  the  "Matthew  J.  Boyle"  and  purchase, 
at   a   later   date,    a   new   Diesel-operating   boat. 
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I  concur  with  the  conclusions  drawn  in  this 
communication  and  I  therefore  recommend 
that  the  fireboat  "Matthew  J.  Boyle"  be  sold 
at  public  auction  at  an  upset  price  of  $15,000. 
the  city  to  reserve  ownership  in  the  four 
monitor  guns  and  the  water  tower  now  affixed 
to   the   fireboat.

I  respectfully  request  your  Honor's  per- 
mission and  approval  of  the  City  Council  to 
sell,  at  public  auction,  the  decommissioned 
steam  fireboat  "Matthew  J.  Boyle,"  Engine 
44. 

The  vessel  has  been  out  of  commission  for 
approximately  three  years  because  of  its  ex- 
cessive maintenance  and  opei-ating  costs, 
amounting  to  about  $30,000  annually,  as 
against  approximately  $4,500  per  year  for 
maintenance  and  operation  of  each  of  our  two 
Diesel   fireboats. 

During  the  time  that  this  vessel  has  been 
out  of  commission,  it  has  not  answered  one 
alarm  of  fire.  Nevertheless,  there  have  been 
and  still  are  one  officer  and  seven  firefighters 
assigned  to  maintain  a1  24-hour  watch  to  safe- 
guard the  valuable  property  in  Engine  House 
44  and  the  equipment  on  Fireboat  Engine  44. 
This  represents  a  cost  of  approximately  $50,000 
yearly  for  salaries,  heat,  light,  and  other  ex- 
penses for  which  the  City  of  Boston  receives 
no  return  in  service  or  protection  of  any  kind. 

Information  has  been  furnished  showing  that 
it  would  cost  upwards  of  $25,000  to  put  Fire- 
boat Engine  44  in  operating  condition  and 
would  require  two  months'  time;  but  the  vital 
consideration  is  that,  if  this  work  were  done, 
it  would  still  cost  about  $30,000  per  year  to 
maintain   and   operate  this   boat. 

The  men  best  informed  about  the  needs  of 
the  Marine  Division  of  this  department  were 
invited  to  this  office  for  a  general  and  complete 
discussion  concerning  their  views  and  recom- 
mendations, and  those  participating  in  this 
three-hour  meeting  included  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment John  V.  Stapleton,  Deputy  Chiefs  John 
C.  Clougherty,  John  F.  Howard,  and  William 
A.  Terrenzi.  Also  present  were  Capt.  William 
J.  Kelly  (master  pilot  on  fii-eboats  for  twenty 
years),  Lieut.-Supervisor  of  Fireboats  Arthur 
J.  Landry,  and  William  D.  Slattery,  executive 
secretary. 

It  was  clearly  pointed  out  that  to  convert 
Fireboat  Engine  44  to  Diesel  power  would 
entail  an  expenditure  of  about  $400,000,  and 
we  would  still  be  using  the  present  old  fire 
pumps.  A  new  and  more  efficient  fireboat 
could  be  constructed  at  a  lesser  cost,  and  we 
have   tentative   plans    concerning   such    a   boat. 

The  above-named  officials  of  this  department 
were  in  unanimous  agreement  that  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  should  be  adopted  for 
transmission  to  your  Honor: 

1.  The  Fire  Department  requires  three  fire- 
boats for  full  duty  at  all  times  because  of  the 
many  hazards  on  the  waterfront.  The  recent 
series  of  explosions,  fires,  and  other  disasters 
on    the   Greater    Boston    waterfront    accentuate 

.this   need. 

2.  A  new  boat  will  have  approximately 
the  same  pumping  capacity  of  Fireboat  Engine 
44    if   it   were   reconverted. 

8.  A  new  boat  would  have  a  shallow  draft 
of  6  feet  as  against  the  10-foot  6-inch  draft 
of  Fireboat  Engine  44,  making  practically 
all  water-front  areas  accessible  to  the  new 
fireboat. 

4.  A  new  boat  would  be  equipped  with 
twin-screw  propulsion,  permitting  100  per 
cent  maneuverability,  as  against  restricted 
single  screw  maneuverability  and  extreme 
difficulty  in  handling  of  Fireboat  Engine  44. 
A  new  boat  would  require  smaller  engines, 
thus    reducing   operating   and    repair  costs. 


5.  A  new  boat  would  require  1,100  horse- 
power, as  against  3,200  horsepower  required 
by  a   reconverted   Fireboat  Engine  44. 

6.  A  new  boat  would  have  a  maximum 
speed  of  13  knots,  as  against  an  11-knot  maxi- 
mum  speed   of   a   reconverted   Engine   44. 

7.  Towboats,  and  boats  of  the  Navy,  Coast 
Guard,  Customs  Service,  and  Police  Depart- 
ment, which  assist  at  large  water-front  fires, 
do  not  have  an  aggregate  pumping  capacity 
equal  to  the  pumping  capacity  of  one  fireboat. 

8.  There  are  now  eight  men  assigned  to 
Fireboat  Engine  44.  As  previously  stated, 
it  has  not  answered  an  alarm  for  about  three 
years.  A  24-hour  watch  must  be  maintained 
at  Engine  House  44  to  safeguard  valuable 
property  in  the  house  and  equipment  on  the 
fireboat.  Cost  of  the  personnel  to  perform 
this  duty  is  approximately  $50,000  per  year, 
including  expenses  for  maintenance  of  the  fire 
station. 

9.  Engine  House  44,  located  at  531  Commer- 
cial street,  is  now  being  used  to  house  the 
eight  members  of  the  department  assigned 
to  Fireboat  Engine  44.  With  the  construction 
of  a.  new  boat,  the  crew  could  live  aboard, 
and  the  fire  station  could  be  disposed  of. 

10.  A  new  fireboat  would  incorporate  all 
of  the  newest  and  most  modern  fire-fighting 
equipment  and  prove  to  be  a  very  valuable 
addition  to  our  present  marine  force  in  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  on  the  water 
front. 

We  have  received  three  bids  for  the  fireboat 
from  New  York  concerns,  who  are  considering 
converting  the  fireboat  into  a  towboat,  as 
follows : 

Bid  1,  $7,500  (as  is);  bid  2,  $11,000  (as  is); 
bid  3,   $15,000    (with  permission  to  salvage). 

Bidder  3  offered  the  highest  cash  figure 
and,  in  addition,  would  allow  us  to  remove 
four  monitor  guns,  valued  at  $12,000  and  the 
water  tower,  valued  at  about  $7,000,  all  of 
which  could  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a 
new  fireboat.  This  would  net  a  saving  in 
cash   and   salvage   of   approximately    $34,000. 

In  order  to  eliminate  waste  and  develop  the 
efficiency  of  the  department,  it  would  be  ap- 
preciated if  your  Honor  would  give  this 
matter  consideration  at  your  earliest  con- 
venience.

City  of  Boston,

To  the  Gity  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

For  some  time  now,  it  has  been  generally  recog- 
nized that  the  government  of  our  City  needs 
basic  structural  and  managerial  improvements. 
Our  present  form  of  organization  has  developed 
piecemeal  over  the  years  when  our  City  was  smaller 
and  the  services  and  responsibilities  of  govern- 
ment far  less  extensive.  Boston  does  not  stand 
alone  in  this  respect.  Several  other  large  cities 
in  the  United  States — notably  Philadelphia, 
New  Orleans,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and 
Newark — have  recently  re-examined  the  structure 
and  operations  of  their  governments. 

Cognizant  of  this  need  for  the  reorganization 
of  our  City  government,  the  General  Court  passed 
chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  which  is  presently 
before  your  Honorable  Body  for  acceptance  and 
which,  when  accepted,  will  clarify  and  reaffirm 
our   home-rule    power   to    reorganize.      In    order 
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that  you  may  have  all  aspects  of  the  matter 
before  you,  I  submit  herewith  an  Ordinance 
Reorganizing  Certain  Boards  and  Departments 
of  the  City. 

This  ordinance  is  the  result  of  long  months  of 
study;  and  I  believe  you  will  find  it  satisfactory 
in  every  respect.  Its  main  objective  is  to  reduce 
the  number  of  departments  by  grouping  together 
those  functions  and  activities  which  are  similar  in 
character  and  requirements.  Under  it  the  thirty- 
four  departments  and  boards  now  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Mayor  will  be  reduced  to  seventeen 
departments.  These  seventeen  will  comprise 
seven  (Auditing,  City  Planning.  Election,  Law, 
Library,  Retirement,  and  Traffic)  which  will 
remain  as  presently  constituted,  three  (Parks  and 
Recreation,  Public  Works,  and  Veterans'  Services) 
which  will  have  some  changes,  four  (Assessing, 
Hospital,  Treasury,  and  Welfare)  which  will  be 
substantially  reorganized,  and  three  (Administra- 
tive Services,  Health  and  Safety,  and  Real  Prop- 
erty, which  will  be  the  product  of  consolidations. 

The  summary  appended  hereto  shows  in  con- 
siderable detail  the  divers  changes  the  ordinance 
will  effect.  These  changes  will  eliminate  much  of 
the  duplication  of  effort  which  exists  under  the 
present  setup,  and  will  afford  the  Chief  Executive 
an  efficient  organization  with  which  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  City.  As  matters  now  stand,  a 
Mayor  can  hardly  deal  effectively  with  thirty- 
four    dissociated    units. 

A  reorganization  of  the  structure  of  governmen  t 
such  as  that  entailed  in  the  ordinance  submitted 
herewith  can  best  be  put  into  operation  at  the 
commencement  of  a  fiscal  year,  for  then  no  dis- 
ruption in  the  budget  and  other  annual  proceedings 
can  ensue.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that 
your  Honorable  Body  forthwith  adopt  the  order 
now  pending  before  you  for  the  acceptance  of 
chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953  and  then  proceed 
to  consider  and  enact  the  ordinance  submitted 
herewith  so  that  it  may  take  effect  on  January  1, 
1954,  as  a  lasting  monument  to  the  first  City 
Council  under  the  Plan  A  Charter.

Summary   of   Reorganization   Ordinance. 
Administrative  Services.

In  charge  of  a  Board  of  Health  and 
Safety  consisting  of  a  Director  of  Health  and 
Safety,  a  Building  Commissioner,  a  Health  Com- 
missioner and  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Traffic 
Commission  and  the  Director  of  Hospitals,  ex 
officiis.  The  members  of  the  board  will,  in  addition 
to  exercising  their  respective  powers  and  duties, 
coordinate  the  work  of  the  several  divisions  of  the 
department  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  efficient 
and  concerted  action  by  the  department  as  a  whole, 
The  board  shall  also  have  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  in  relation 
to  gas  stations,  etc.,  open-air  parking  spaces, 
garages,  the  zoning  law  and  street  traffic  (other 
than  vehicular  street  traffic  and  parades,  pro- 
cessions, and  other  organized  formations  of  persons 
or  vehicles).

An  Ordinance  Reorganizing  Certain  Boards 
and  Departments  of  the  City. 


In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-three. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  4  of  chapter  1  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  clause  Ninth  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  clause: 

Ninth.  The  word  "officer"  shall  include  officers 
and  boards  in  charge  of  departments  and  the  mem- 


bers of  such  boards;  and  the  word  "subordinates" 
shall  include  all  assistants,  deputies,  and  employees 
appointed  by  an  officer. 

Section  2.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  1  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the 
words  "superintendent  of  public  buildings"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "assistant 
commissioner  of  real  property". 

Section  3.  Chapter  2  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  1,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  3  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1953,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  heads  of 
departments  and  members  of  municipal  boards 
and  fill  vacancies  therein  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law.  He  shall,  in  the  municipal  year  in  which 
the  term  of  the  incumbent  expires,  appoint  the 
following  officers,  to  serve  for  the  terms  herein- 
after specified: 

For  the  term  of  four  years,  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  appointment:  the 
corporation  counsel  and  the  penal  institutions 
commissioner. 

For  the  term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  appointment:  one 
trustee  of  the  public  library. 

Section  4.  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
sections  2,  3  and  4  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  three  sections: 

Section  2.  The  city  treasurer  and  the  city  audi- 
tor, before,  and  the  city  clerk,  within  five  days 
after,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  and  annually  thereafter  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  mayor  shall  determine,  shall  give  bond 
to  the  city,  in  the  case  of  the  city  treasurer,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
case  of  the  city  auditor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
city  clerk,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars. 

Every  bond  given  under  this  section  shall  be 
upon  the  condition  that  the  person  named  therein 
as  principal  and  all  his  subordinates  shall,  while 
he  continues  in  office,  by  reappointment,  re-election 
or  otherwise,  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  and 
trusts,  and  safely  hold  and  lawfully  dispose  of  and 
account  for  all  money  and  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  city  or  county  which  may  come  into  his 
possession  or  that  of  his  subordinates;  and  that  he 
shall  deliver,  according  to  law,  to  his  successor  in 
office  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  authorized 
to  receive  the  same  all  money  and  other  property 
in  his  possession  or  that  of  his  subordinates  be- 
longing to  the  city  or  county.  Every  bond  given 
under  this  section  shall  be  executed  by  a  surety 
company  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
Massachusetts  as  surety,  shall  be  approved  by  the 
mayor,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  auditor 
except  that  the  bond  of  the  city  auditor  shall  be 
filed  with  the  city  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Every  person  intrusted  with  the 
collection,  custody  or  disbursement  of  public 
moneys  who  is  not  required  by  statute  or  other 
ordinance  to  give  bond  shall,  if  the  officer  appoint- 
ing him  so  requires,  give  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  or  position  and  annually  there- 
after and  at  such  other  times  as  such  officer  shall 
determine,  a  bond  running  to  the  city  or,  if  such 
officer  is  bonded  to  the  city  upon  the  condition  set 
forth  in  section  two,  to  such  officer,  in  such  penal 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with 
such  surety,  and  upon  such  condition  as  such 
officer  shall  prescribe.  Every  bond  given  under 
this  section  running  to  the  city  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  auditor. 

Section  4-  The  premium  for  the  surety  upon 
any  bond  given  under  section  two  or  section  three 
of  this  chapter  or  section  one  C  of  chapter  thirty- 
six  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  as  an  expense  of  the 
department  of  which  the  principal  on  the  bond  is 
an  officer  or  employee. 

Section  5.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  5,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1953,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section. 

Section  5.  Holders  of  the  following  offices  shall 
receive  the  annual  salaries  respectively  set  against 
such  offices,  which  salaries  shall,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  ordinance,  be  in  full  for  all 
services  rendered  to  the  city  and  county,  shall  be 
apportionable  in  the  event  of  service  for  only  part 
of  a  year,  and  shall  be  subject  to  deduction  for 
any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city  or  county  from 
such  office  holder: 
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(1)  The  director  of  administrative  services, 
fifteen  thousand  dollars;  the  supervisor  of  per- 
sonnel, ninety-five  hundred  dollars;  and  the 
purchasing  agent,  ninety-five  hundred  dollars. 

(2)  The  assessor  of  taxes,  twelve  thousand 
dollars;  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  review  in 
the  assessing  department,  ninety-five  hundred 
dollars;  and  the  other  two  members  of  said  board, 
eighty-five  hundred  dollars  each. 

(3)  The  city  auditor,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

(4)  The  city  clerk,  nine  thousand  dollars. 

(5)  The  clerk  of  committees  of  the  city  council 
seventy-four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  as- 
sistant clerk  of  committees,  fifty-eight  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars;  and  the  two  secretaries  in  the 
clerk  of  committees  department,  forty-two  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  each. 

(6)  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  election  com- 
missioners, eighty-five  hundred  dollars;  and  the 
other  three  members  of  said  board,  seventy-five 
hundred  dollars  each. 

(7)  The  director  of  health  and  safety,  twelve 
thousand  dollars;  the  building  commissioner, 
eleven  thousand  dollars;  and  the  health  commis- 
sioner, eleven  thousand  dollars. 

(8)  The  director  of  hospitals,  twelve  thousand 
dollars. 

(9)  The  corporation  counsel,  thirteen  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

(10)  The  city  messenger,  seventy-four  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars;  the  assistant  city  messenger, 
fifty- two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  second 
assistant  city  messenger,  forty-two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars;  the  document  clerk,  forty-seven 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  the  assistant  document 
clerk,  thirty-nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  and 
the  two  stenographer-clerks  in  the  city  messenger 
department,  thirty-nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
each. 

(11)  The  commissioner  of  parks  and  recreation, 
eleven  thousand  dollars. 

(12)  The  penal  institutions  commissioner, 
eighty-five  hundred  dollars. 

(13)  The  commissioner  of  public  works, 
thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

(14)  The  commissioner  of  real  property,  ninety- 
five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  real  property,  eighty-five  hundred  dollars. 

(15)  The  chairman  of  the  Boston  traffic  com- 
mission, ninety-five  hundred  dollars. 

(16)  The  city  treasurer,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

(17)  The  veterans  benefits  and  services  com- 
missioner, eighty-five  hundred  dollars. 

(18)  The  director  of  public  welfare,  eleven 
thousand  dollars. 

Each  member  of  the  board  of  appeal  in  the 
building  division  of  the  health  and  safety  depart- 
ment shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof 
of  actual  service  twenty-five  dollars;  but  in  no 
event  shall  any  member  of  said  board  receive  in 
any  one  year  more  than  thirty-five  hundred  dollars 
in  the  aggregate  for  services  rendered  by  him  under 
the  building  code  and  the  zoning  law.  Each 
member  of  the  board  of  examiners  in  said  building 
division,  and  the  appointive  member  of  the  board 
of  examiners  of  gasfitters  in  said  building  division, 
shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof  of 
actual  service  fifteen  dollars,  but  in  no  event 
more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

The  deputy  assessors  shall  be  compensated  as 
if  they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade  No.  30 
of  the  compensation  plan  from  time  to  time  in 
effect  for  the  county;  and  the  assistant  assessors 
shall  be  compensated  as  if  they  held  an  office 
allocated  to  Grade  No.  15  of  said  compensation 
plan;  and  the  auctioneer  in  the  real  property 
department  shall  be  compensated  as  if  he  held  a 
position  allocated  to  Grade  No.  30  of  said  com- 
pensation plan. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  10  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor  under  section  nine  of  chapter  two  of  these 
ordinances,  tho  city  treasurer  shall  daily  have  an 
office  open  for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
money  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  every  other  officer  in 
charge  of  a  department  shall  daily  have  an  office 
open  for  the  transaction  of  public  business  for  not 
less  than  eight  hours;  provided,  however,  that 
every  public  office  in  the  city  shall  remain  closed  on 
all  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  and  may  remain 
closed  on  all  Saturdays,  except  that  the  health 
commissioner  shall  have  an  office  open  for  the 
issviancc   of    burial    permits   and    permits   for    the 


removal  of  dead  bodies  from  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  until  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  every  day  in 
the  year. 

Section  7.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  12  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: — 

Section  12.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  employ,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and 
may  discharge  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem 
sufficient  and  record  in  the  records  of  his  depart- 
ment, all  subordinates  in  his  department;  provided, 
however,  that  none  but  citizens  shall  be  employed 
in  any  capacity;  and  provided,  further,  that  no 
emergency,  provisional,  temporary,  intermittent, 
permanent  or  other  appointment,  transfer  or  pro- 
motion nor  any  reinstatement  except  upon  the 
expiration  of  a  suspension  or  a  valid  leave  of  absence , 
nor  any  increase  in  the  compensation,  nor  any 
change  in  the  title  or  rating,  of  any  subordinate  shall 
take  effect  until  approved  in  writing  by  the  director 
of  administrative  services  except  in  cases  where 
the  mayor  by  a  writing  orders  otherwise.  The 
director  of  administrative  services  shall  file  each 
day  with  the  mayor  a  copy  of  all  approvals  given 
by  him  on  the  preceding  day  under  this  section. 

Section  8.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  14  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  14.  If  the  officer  in  charge  of  any  depart- 
ment shall  at  any  time  have  the  care,  custody  and 
management  of  any  personal  property  belonging  to 
the  city  which  is  not  required  for  the  purposes  of 
such  department,  he  shall  by  a  writing  executed  in 
quadruplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  retained 
by  him,  one  copy  filed  with  the  city  clerk  for 
transmission  to  the  city  council,  one  copy  filed  with 
the  city  auditor  and  one  copy  delivered  to  the 
purchasing  agent,  transfer  the  care,  custody  and 
management  of  such  personal  property  to  the 
purchasing  agent,  who  shall,  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  mayor,  lease,  sell  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same  at  such  time,  for  such  price  and 
in  such  manner  as  he  shall  adjudge  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  city. 

Section  9.  Section  15  of  said  chapter  3  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "and  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings". 

Section  10.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  16,  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: — 

Section  16.  The  board  in  charge  of  the  library 
department  may,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  every 
other  department  shall,  when  material  or  supplies 
of  any  kind,  including  printing  and  binding,  are 
required,  obtain  the  same  from  the  purchasing 
agent  by  requisition  in  writing  on  forms  furnished 
by  said  agent,  who  shall  cause  to  be  included  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  administrative  services 
board  a  statement  of  the  cost  of  all  printing, 
binding  and  other  material  and  supplies  furnished 
each  department. 

Section  11.  Section  18  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  wherever  appear- 
ing in  said  section,  the  words  "city  collector" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance, 
the  words  "city  treasurer". 

Section  12.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  22  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: — ■ 

Section  22.  Any  officer  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  by  a  writing  deposited  with  the  city 
auditor,  or  in  the  case  of  the  city  auditor  with  the 
city  treasurer,  designate  a  subordinate,  who  shall, 
for  such  time,  not  exceeding  four  weeks  from  the 
date  of  such  designation,  as  shall  be  specified  in 
the  writing,  be  authorized  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  such  officer,  and  for  the  acts  of  such 
subordinate  such  officer  shall  be  responsible. 

Section  13.  Tho  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  3 
the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  3A. 
Administrative  Services  Department. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  tho  Administrative  Sorvices  De- 
partment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
hoard,  known  as  tho  Administrative  Services 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  tho  Direc- 
tor of  Administrative  Services,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  tho  Super- 
visor of  Personnel,  an  officer  known  as  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent,  and  tho  city  auditor  and  tho  city 
treasurer,  ex  officiis.     The  director  of  administra- 
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tivo  services,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  and  the 
purchasing  agent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote 
their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices.  The  director  of  administrative  services 
shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the 
appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  compensation 
and  indemnification  of  subordinates  for  the  ad- 
ministrative services  department  and  the  several 
officers  thereof. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  adminis- 
trative services  board,  and  more  especially  of  the 
director  of  administrative  services,  to  oversee, 
under  the  mayor,  the  work  of  all  departments, 
boards  and  officers  so  that  the  administration 
thereof  shall  be  economical  and  efficient,  and  to 
that  end,  to  make  investigations,  studies  and  re- 
commendations with  respect  to  the  organization, 
activities,  policies  and  procedures  of  all  depart- 
ments, boards  and  officers.  The  administrative 
services  board  shall  divide  the  administrative  serv- 
ices department  from  time  to  time  into  such  divi- 
sions as  said  board  shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  department. 

Section  3.  The  director  of  administrative  serv- 
ices shall  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  prepare 
in  segregated  form  the  annual  and  all  supplemen- 
tary budgets  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the 
city  council,  and  shall  report  to  the  mayor  on  all 
subsequent  revisions  of  the  items  in  any  budget. 
The  director  of  administrative  services  shall  also 
prepare  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  all  transfer 
orders  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council  under  section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts 
of  1909.  The  director  of  administrative  services 
shall  further  prepare  under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor  the  form  of  estimate  sheets  to  be  used  by 
each  officer,  board  and  department,  and  each  divi- 
sion of  a  department,  for  which  the  city  appropri- 
ates money,  and  the  form  of  monthly  report  of  such 
officer,  board  and  department,  and  each  division 
thereof,  showing  expenditures  to  date  of  all  ap- 
propriations by  item.  The  director  of  administra- 
tive services  shall,  in  addition,  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the 
budget  commissioner  by  any  statute  other  than 
section  56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  The  supervisor  of  personnel  shall  (a) 
establish  and  maintain  personnel  records,  as  com- 
plete as  practicable,  for  all  persons  in  the  service  of 
the  city,  (6)  make  a  continuing  study  of  personnel 
problems,  employment  conditions  and  economic 
changes  affecting  the  several  departments  of  the 
city,  (c)  recommend,  from  time  to  time  to  the 
mayor  and  the  several  officers  appointing  subordi- 
nates, programs  designed  to  provide  opportunities 
for  career  service  with  the  city  and  administrative 
policies  tending  to  improve  and  coordinate  the 
handling  of  personnel  matters,  (d)  supervise  the 
administration  of  all  compensation  plans  estab- 
lished for  employees  of  the  city  and  recommend 
such  changes  in  those  plans  as  from  time  to  time 
shall  seem  to  him  necessary  or  advisable,  and  (e) 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  on  the  budget  commissioner  by  section 
56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws.  The  super- 
visor of  personnel  shall  furnish  the  director  of 
administrative  services  such  assistance  as  said 
director  shall  require  in  connection  with  the  per- 
formance by  said  director  of  his  duties  under  sec- 
tion three  of  this  chapter. 

Section  5.  The  purchasing  agent  shall,  when 
satisfied  of  the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing 
signed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  re- 
quiring material  or  supplies  of  any  kind,  at  once 
comply  with  such  requisition  and  furnish  the 
material  or  supplies  requisitioned,  shall  require 
suitable  evidence  that  the  material  or  supplies  fur- 
nished are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the 
requisition,  and  shall  keep  suitable  records  of  all 
requisitions  received  and  material  and  supplies 
furnished. 

Section  6.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  printing  plant,  shall,  when  satisfied  of 
the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing  signed 
by  any  officer  to  whom  the  city  is  required  by 
law  to  furnish  printing  or  binding,  supply  the 
printing  or  binding  requisitioned,  and  shall, 
wherever  practicable,  standardize  all  such  printing 
and  binding.  All  printed  matter  done  for  the  city 
shall,  so  far  as  it  can  legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint 
of  the  union  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades 
Council  of  Boston. 


Section  7.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  number 
and  print  as  city  documents  copies  of  the  mayor's 
inaugural  or  annual  address,  the  department 
reports  and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  ordered 
to  be  printed  in  the  form  of  a  city  document  by 
the  city  council  or  by  the  mayor.  The  Dumber 
of  copies  of  each  document  to  be  printed  shall, 
unless  specified  by  the  city  council,  be  determined 
by  the  mayor;  provided,  however,  tliat  the  mini- 
mum shall  be  two  hundred,  of  which  number 
one  hundred  copies  shall  be  bound  in  sets  of 
volumes  containing  all  such  city  documents  with 
an  alphabetical  index.  All  city  documents  and 
sets  of  volumes  sliall  be  delivered  to  the  city 
messenger  and  distributed  in  such  manner  as 
the  city  council  may  direct.  Special  publications 
sliall,  from  time  to  time,  be  printed  on  order  of 
the  city  council  approved  by  the  mayor,  to  which 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  except  as  to  dis- 
tribution, shall  not  apply. 

Section  8.  There  sliall  be  in  the  administrative 
services  department  a  board,  known  as  the  Art 
Commission,  consisting  of  five  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows :  —  one  from 
three  candidates  nominated  by  The  Boston  Society 
of  Architects,  one  from  three  candidates  nomi- 
nated by  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  one  from 
three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  one  from  three  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  members  of  the  board  of  art  com- 
missioners in  office  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  and  hereinafter 
called  the  expiring  board  shall,  without  further 
nomination  or  appointment,  become  the  initial 
commissioners  of  the  art  commission  created  by 
this  ordinance  and  shall  serve  in  the  case  of  the 
member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  The 
Boston  Society  of  Architects,  for  a  term  expiring 
May  1,  1955,  in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1954, 
in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  for  a  term 
expiring  May  1,  1958,  in  the  case  of  the  member 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  a  term 
expiring  May  1,  1956,  and  in  the  case  of  the  mem- 
ber appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Art 
Club,  for  a  term  expiring  upon  the  qualification 
of  the  commissioner  first  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  who  shall 
serve  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1957.  As  the 
term  of  any  initial  commissioner  other  than  the 
member  of  the  expiring  board  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  Boston  Art  Club,  or  of  any 
subsequent  commissioner,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such  com- 
missioner for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in 
the  commission  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner 
for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  of  the 
art  commission  shall  serve  without  compensation. 
Any  secretary  elected  by  the  commission  outside 
of  its  own  membership  shall  also  serve  without 
compensation. 

The  art  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  administrative 
services  board  or  any  member  thereof;  but  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  art  com- 
mission shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor 
except  through  the  director  of  administrative 
services  and  shall  not  make  any  annual  or  other 
report  except  through  the  administrative  services 
board. 

The  art  commission  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law 
on  the  board  of  art  commissioners  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  14.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  art 
department,  including  the  board  of  art  com- 
missioners, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 
duties  and  appropriations  of  said  department 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  art  commission 
created  in  the  administrative  services  department 
by  section  13  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  15.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
chapter  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing chapter: 

Chapter  5. 
Assessing  Department. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart" 
inent,  known  as  the  Assessing  Department,  which 
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shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Assessor  of  Taxes,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  assessor  of  taxes 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  him 
by  law.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sections 
two  and  three  of  this  chapter,  he  shall  also  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  law  on  the  board  of  assessors  in  ex- 
istence immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of 
this  ordinance;  and  except  as  so  provided,  he  shall 
further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  asses- 
sors of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws 
applicable  to  Boston. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  assessing 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Review,  consisting  of  three  members  appointed 
by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  a  registered  architect  or  a 
registered  professional  engineer  or  a  licensed 
builder,  one  a  certified  public  accountant  or  an 
attorney  at  law,  and  one  a  person  with  at  least 
ten  years'  experience  in  real  property  management 
or  as  a  real  estate  broker  or  appraiser  oras  aproperty 
insurance  broker  or  appraiser.  The  mayor  shall 
from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the  members 
of  said  board  as  chairman  thereof.  Said  board 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control 
of  the  assessor  of  taxes;  but,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  said  board  shall  not  com- 
municate with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual 
or  other  report,  except  through  the  assessor  of  taxes. 
Said  board  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general 
laws  applicable  to  Boston  with  respect  to  applica- 
tions for  abatement  (other  than  applications 
founded  wholly  upon  a  claim  of  exemption), 
except  receiving  the  same  from  the  applicant. 
Section  3.  Every  application  for  abatement 
filed  with  the  assessor  of  taxes  shall,  unless  founded 
wholly  upon  a  claim  of  exemption,  be  transmitted 
by  him  forthwith  to  the  board  of  review,  which 
shall  hear  and  determine  the  same  and  grant  such 
reasonable  abatement  thereon  as  justice  may 
require. 

Section  16.  The  board  of  assessors  in  ex- 
istence immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of 
this  ordinance  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 
duties  and  appropriations  of  said  board  except  those 
relating  to  applications  for  abatement  (other  than 
applications  founded  wholly  upon  a  claim  of  ex- 
emption) after  the  filing  thereof  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  assessor  of  taxes  created  by  section 
15  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  said  board  relating  to  applica- 
tions for  abatement  (other  than  applications 
founded  wholly  upon  a  claim  of  exemption)  after 
they  are  filed,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  board 
of  review  created  in  the  assessing  department  by 
said   section    15. 

Section  17.  Chapter  6  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  6  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing   section; — 

Section  6.  The  auditor,  at  the  close  of  each 
month,  shall  charge  as  an  expenditure  of  a  depart- 
ment the  transaction,  act,  or  neglect  of  which 
caused  a  claim  or  suit,  the  amount  paid  in  settle- 
ment, or  on  execution,  therefor,  unless  provision  is 
made  for  such  payment  out  of  some  other  appro- 
priation; shall  charge  the  amount  of  every  bill 
allowed  by  him  for  printing  or  binding  furnished 
any  department  by  the  purchasing  agent  during 
such  month,  except  city  documents,  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  department  to  which  the  same 
was  furnished,  and  shall  credit  such  amount  to 
the  general  revenue  of  the  city;  and  shall  charge  to 
the  appropriation  for  each  division  of  the  public 
works  department,  or  to  the  appropriation  for 
any  special  work,  the  amount  of  all  bills  for 
materials,  tools  or  machinery  furnished  for  such 
division,  or  for  such  work,  by  other  divisions  of 
said  department,  and  shall  credit  such  amount 
to  the  general  revenue  of  the  city,  unless 
such  materials,  tools  or  machinery  have  been 
furnished  by  the  water  service,  in  which  case  the 
amount  charged  shall  be  credited  to  the  water 
income. 

Section  18.  Section  8  of  said  chapter  G  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words 
"in    the    sinking    funds"    and    inserting    in     place 


thereof  the  words  "which  statement  shall  be  ar- 
ranged so  far  as  practicable  to  conform  to  the 
accounts  of  the  city  treasurer." 

Section  19.  Chapter  8  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  budget 
department,  including  the  office  of  budget  com- 
missioner, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers 
and  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  budget 
commissioner  by  section  56  of  chapter  35  of  the 
General  Laws  and  the  appropriations  relating  to 
such  powers  and  duties,  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  supervisor  of  personnel  created  by  section  13 
of  this  ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  said  budget  department  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of  administrative 
services  created  by  said  section  13. 

Section  20.  Chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  building 
department  (including  the  office  of  the  building 
commissioner),  the  board  of  appeal,  the  board  of 
examiners,  and  the  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters 
are  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  the  building  commissioner  with 
respect  to  the  acquisition  and  disposal  of  property, 
the  making  of  contracts,  and  the  appointment, 
suspension,  discharge,  compensation  and  indemni- 
fication of  subordinates  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  director  of  health  and  safety  created  by  section 
25  of  this  ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties 
and  appropriations  of  the  building  department  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  building  division  of  the 
health  and  safety  department  created  by  said 
section  25;  and  the  powers,  duties  and  appropria- 
tions of  the  board  of  appeal  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  board  of  appeal  created  in  said  building 
division  by  said  section  25;  and  the  powers,  duties 
and  appropriations  of  the  board  of  examiners  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  board  of  examiners 
created  in  said  building  division  by  said  section  25; 
and  the  powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  the 
board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters 
created  in  said  building  division  by  said  section  25. 
Section  21.  The  powers  and  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  on  the  city  planning  board  by  chapter 
414  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  the  appropriations  of 
the  city  planning  department  relating  to  such 
powers  and  duties,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
public  improvement  board  created  in  the  public 
works  department  by  section  55  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  22.  Chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1952  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the 
second  line  the  words  "sections  1,  2  and  3"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "sections  1, 
2,  3  and  4"  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
chapter  4  the  following  paragraph: 

Sect.  6.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  planning 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Zoning  Adjustment,  consisting  of  the  chairman 
of  the  city  planning  board,  ex  officio,  and  eleven 
other  members,  and  eleven  alternates,  appointed 
by  the  mayor  as  follows: — one  member  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Associated  Industries 
of  Massachusetts,  one  member  from  two  candi- 
dates, and  one  alternate  from  two  other  candidates, 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union, 
one  member  from  two  candidates,  and  one  alternate 
from  two  other  candidates,  nominated  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one 
member  from  two  candidates,  and  one  alternate 
from  two  other  candidates,  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  one  member  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated,  both  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  in  the  case  of  the  alternate,  one  by 
The  Boston  Society  of  Architects  and  one  by 
the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects,  one 
member  from  two  candidates,  and  one  alternate 
from  two  other  candidates,  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  one  member 
from  two  candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two 
other  candidates,  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Motor  Truck  Association,  Inc.,  one  member  from 
two  candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Association,  one  member  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  altornate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Master  Builders' 
Association  of  Boston,  one  member  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  United  Improve- 
ment Association,  and  one  member,  and  ono 
alternate,  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor.  All 
appointive  members,  and  all  alternates,  shall  lie 
residents  of,  or  engaged  in  business  in,  Boston. 

The  appointive  members,  and  alternates,  <>i 
the  board  of  zoning  adjustment  in  office  immodi-

ately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  without  further  nomination  or  appointment, 
becomo  the  initial  appointive  members,  and  the 
initial  alternates,  respectively,  of  the  board  of 
zoning  adjustment  created  by  this  ordinance  and 
shall  serve,  in  the  case  of  the  member  and  alternate 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Associated 
Industries  of  Massachusetts,  for  a  term  expiring 
four  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member  and  alternate 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union,  for  a  term  expiring  one  year,  in 
the  case  of  the  member  and  alternate  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  for  a  term  expiring  three  years,  in 
the  case  of  the  member  and  alternate  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  for  a  term  expiring  four  years,  in  the  case 
of  the  member  and  alternate  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  The  Boston  Society  of  Archi- 
tects or  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects, 
for  a  term  expiring  two  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  for  a 
term  expiring  one  year,  in  the  case  of  the  member 
and  alternate  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Massachusetts  Motor  Truck  Association,  Inc., 
for  a  term  expiring  five  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  for 
a  term  expiring  two  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Master  Builders'  Association  of  Boston,  for 
a  term  expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  United  Improvement  Association,  for  a 
term  expiring  five  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  selected  at  large  by  th,e 
mayor,  for  a  term  expiring  three  years,  respectively, 
from  May  1,  1953. 

As  the  term  of  any  appointive  member  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as 
such  member  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  an  appointive  member  shall  be  filled 
in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term.  As  the 
term  of  any  alternate  expires,  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such  alternate. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  alternate  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner.  Every  person  appointed 
an  alternate  shall  be  so  appointed  that  his  term 
will  expire  at  the  same  time  as  the  term  of  the 
member  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such 
alternate.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  an  appointive  member,  or  whenever  an 
appointive  member  is  absent  or  unable  from  any 
cause  to  perform  his  duties,  the  alternate  appointed 
in  the  same  manner  as  such  member  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  such  member; 
but  an  alternate  shall  not  otherwise  be  deemed  to 
be,  or  act  as,  a  member  of  the  board.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  zoning  adjustment,  and  the 
alternates,  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

The  board  of  zoning  adjustment  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  city 
planning  board;  but  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  mayor,  the  board  of  zoning  adjustment  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the  city 
planning  board.  The  board  of  zoning  adjustment 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from 
time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  law, 
and  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the  board  of  zoning 
adjustment  in  existence  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  23.  The  board  of  zoning  adjustment  in 
existence  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  this  ordinance  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  said  board 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  board  of  zoning  ad- 
justment created  in  the  city  planning  department 
by  section  22  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  24.  Chapter  14  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  collect- 
ing department,  including  the  office  of  city  collec- 
tor, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  said  department  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  treasury  department. 

Section  25.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter  15  the  following  new  chapter: — 

Chapter  15A. 
Health  and  Safety  Department. 
Section  1.     There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Health  and  Safety  Department, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board,  known 


as  the  Board  of  Health  and  Safety,  consisting  of 
an  officer,  known  as  the  Director  of  Health  and 
Safety,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Building  Commissioner,  who 
shall  have  at  least  ten  years'  experience  as  an  archi- 
tect, builder  or  civil  engineer,  an  officer,  known  B£ 
the  Health  Commissioner,  who  shall  have  been 
registered  under  section  2  of  chapter  112  of  the 
General  Laws  as  a  qualified  physician  for  at  least 
ten  years,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Boston  traffic 
commission  and  the  director  of  hospitals,  ex  officiis. 
The  director  of  health  and  safety,  the  building 
commissioner  and  the  health  commissioner  shall 
severally  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  follow- 
ing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which 
a  mayor  is  elected. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  health  and 
safety  department  such  divisions  as  the  board  of 
health  and  safety  sliall  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  department, 
but  including  a  building  division,  a  fire  division,  a 
health  division,  a  registry  division,  and  a  weights 
and  measures  division.  Except  as  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided,  the  director  of  health  and  safety 
shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the 
acquisition  and  disposal  of  property,  the  making  of 
contracts,  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  dis- 
charge, compensation  and  indemnification  of  sub- 
ordinates for  the  department,  including  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  building  inspectors  for  the  building 
division,  a  fire  chief  and  deputy  fire  chiefs  for  the 
fire  division,  a  deputy  health  commissioner,  one  or 
more  medical  inspectors  and  a  superintendent  of 
peddlers  for  the  health  division,  a  city  registrar  and 
not  exceeding  three  deputy  city  registrars  for  the 
registry  division,  and  a  sealer,  a  chief  deputy  sealer 
and  not  exceeding  seventeen  deputy  sealers  for  the 
weights  and  measures  division.  The  director  of 
health  and  safety,  before  calling  before  him  a 
member  of  the  fire  division  for  a  hearing  on  charges, 
shall  give  such  member  at  least  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  of  the  charges,  and  shall  allow7  him  to  be 
represented  at  the  hearing  by  counsel. 

Section  S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
health  and  safety,  and  more  especially  of  the 
director  of  health  and  safety,  to  coordinate  the 
work  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  department  to 
the  end  that  there  may  be  efficient  and  concerted 
action  by  the  department  as  a  whole.  The  board 
of  health  and  safety  shall  also  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the 
board  of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  148  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  by  chapter  577  of 
the  acts  of  1913.  as  amended,  and  by  chapter  488 
of  the  acts  of  1924,  as  amended.  The  board  of 
health  and  safety  shall  further  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the 
board  of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  477  of 
the  acts  of  1908  in  relation  to  street  traffic  other 
than  vehicular  street  traffic  and  other  than  parades, 
processions,  and  other  organized  formations  of 
persons  or  vehicles. 

Section  4.  The  building  division  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  building  commissioner,  who,  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  designate 
one  of  the  building  inspectors  appointed  for  said 
division  as  his  deputy  to  exercise  all  the  powers  of 
building  commissioner  in  case  of  absence  or  dis- 
ability. Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section 
two  of  this  chapter,  the  building  commissioner  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  law  on  the  office  of  building  com- 
missioner in  existence  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  also  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  on  inspectors  of  build- 
ings of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws 
applicable  to  Boston.  The  building  commissioner 
shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
him  by  law.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor,  the  building  commissioner  shall  not  com- 
municate with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or 
other  report  except  a  recommendation  as  to  an 
amendment  of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  otherwise 
than  through  the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

Neither  the  building  commissioner,  nor  his 
deputy,  nor  any  inspector  or  employee  in  the 
building  division  shall  engage  in  any  work  which 
is  inconsistent  with  his  duties  or  with  the  interests 
of  said  division;  and  neither  said  commissioner  nor 
his  deputy  nor  any  such  inspector  or  employee  shall 
be  financially  interested  in  the  furnishing  of  labor, 
material  or  appliances  for  the  construction,  alter- 
ation or  maintenance  of  a  building  or  in  the  making 
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of  plans  or  specifications  therefor,  unless  he  is  the 
owner  of  such  building.  No  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed as  a  building  inspector  who  has  not  had  at 
least  five  years'  experience  as  a  builder,  civil 
engineer  or  architect,  or  as  a  superintendent,  fore- 
man or  competent  mechanic  in  charge  of  construc- 
tion. Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  appeal  or 
of  the  board  of  examiners  or  to  any  member  of  the 
board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  other  than  the 
building  commissioner. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  building  division 
a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Appeal,  consisting 
of  five  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  fol- 
lows : —  one  member  from  two  candidates  nomi- 
nated, one  by  The  Boston  Society  of  Architects 
and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers, 
one  member  from  two  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Boston  and  Vicin- 
ity, one  member  from  two  candidates  nominated, 
one  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  one 
member  from  three  candidates  nominated,  one  by 
The  Master  Builders  Association  of  Boston,  one 
by  the  Building  Trades  Employers'  Association  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  one  by  the  Associated 
General  Contractors  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and 
one  member  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor.  All 
members  of  the  board  of  appeal  shall  be  residents 
of,  or  engaged  in  business  in,  Boston.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  appeal  in  office  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
without  further  nomination  or  appointment,  be- 
come the  initial  members  of  the  board  of  appeal 
created  by  this  ordinance  and  shall  serve,  in  the 
case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  The  Boston  Society  of  Architects  or  the  Boston 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  for  a  term  expiring  five 
years,  in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  of 
Boston  and  Vicinity,  for  a  term  expiring  one  year, 
in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  or  the 
Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  for  a  term 
expiring  two  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  The  Master  Builders 
Association  of  Boston,  the  Building  Trades  Em- 
ployers' Association  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
Associated  General  Contractors  of  Massachusetts, 
Inc.,  for  a  term  expiring  three  years,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  member  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor, 
for  a  term  expiring  four  years,  respectively,  from 
May  1,  1953.  As  the  term  of  any  initial,  or  of  any 
subsequent,  member  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  as  such  member  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the  board  shall 
be  filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the  unexpired 
term.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  act  in  any 
case  in  which  he  has  a  personal  interest;  and  when 
a  member  is  so  disqualified  or  absent  or  when  there 
is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member,  the  remain- 
ing members  shall  designate  a  substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  board  of  health  and 
safety  or  of  the  building  commissioner;  but  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or 
make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through 
the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  it  by  law.  It  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  law  on  the  board  of  appeal  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  6.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  building 
division  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  of  whom  one  shall  be  an  architect  or  engi- 
neer with  at  least  five  years'  experience  in  the  city, 
one  a  contractor  or  person  well  qualified  in  the 
supervision  of  construction  work  with  at  least  five 
years'  experience  in  the  city,  and  one  an  attorney- 
at-law  or  other  person  versed  in  the  law.  The 
members  of  the  board  of  examiners  in  office  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  without  further  appointment,  become  the 
initial  members  of  the  board  of  appeal  created  by 
this  ordinance  and  shall  servo  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments  for 
terms  expiring  one,  two  and  three  years,  respec- 
tively, from  May  1,  1953.  As  the  term _  of  any 
initial,  or  of  any  subsequent,  member  expires,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  Vacancies  in  the  board  shall 
be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  terra. 


The  board  of  examiners  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  or  control  of  the  board  of  health 
and  safety  or  of  the  building  commissioner,  but 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board 
of  examiners  shall  not  communicate  with  the 
mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through  the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

The  board  of  examiners  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred 
or  imposed  on  it  by  law.  It  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  law  on  the  board  of  examiners  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  7.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  building 
division  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Examiners 
of  Gasfitters,  consisting  of  the  building  commis- 
sioner and  the  health  commissioner,  ex  officiis,  and 
a  member  appointed  by  the  mayor.  The  appoin- 
tive member  shall  be  a  licensed  master  gasfitter 
who  shall  have  been  continuously  engaged  in  busi- 
ness as  a  master  gasfitter  during  the  five  years  next 
preceding  his  appointment.  The  appointive  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  in  office 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall,  without  further  appointment,  become 
the  initial  appointive  member  of  the  board  of 
examiners  of  gasfitters  created  by  this  ordinance 
and  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  May  1,  1954. 
As  the  term  of  the  initial,  or  of  any  subsequent, 
appointive  member  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  appointive  member 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
The  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
board  of  health  and  safety  or  of  the  building  com- 
missioner except  as  he  acts  as  a  member  of  said 
board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters;  but  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  examiners 
of  gasfitters  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor, 
or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through 
the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

The  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  law.  It  shall 
also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  law  on  the  board  of  examiners 
of  gasfitters  in  existence  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  chapter,  the  fire  division  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  fire  chief,  who  shall 
have  full  charge  of  fire  fighting  in  the  city  and  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  in  case  of  fire, 
shall  have  full  authority,  in  case  of  a  conflagration, 
to  summon  and  keep  on  duty  all  members  of  the 
fire  fighting  force  while  the  conflagration  continues, 
and  may  extend,  on  such  occasions  and  to  such 
extent  as,  with  the  approval  of  the  director  of 
health  and  safety,  he  may  deem  advisable,  the 
aid  of  the  fire  division  to  another  city,  town  or 
fire  district  in  Massachusetts  or  in  an  adjoining 
state  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  therein. 
The  fire  chief  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  him  by  law,  shall  also  have  the  authority  given 
the  chief  engineer  by  section  11  of  chapter  449  of 
the  acts  of  1895  to  prevent  persons  from  coming 
within  certain  lines  in  case  of  fire,  and,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  section  two  of  this  chapter, 
shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
the  heads  of  fire  departments  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston, 
and,  except  as  so  otherwise  provided  in  said  sec- 
tion two,  shall,  in  addition,  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law 
on  the  office  of  fire  commissioner  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance.  The  fire  chief  shall  report  monthly  to 
the  board  of  health  and  safety  the  location  and 
number  of  fires  that  occurred  in  the  preceding 
month,  the  cause  of  the  same  and  tho  amount  of 
property  destroyed  thereby;  and  said  board  shall, 
In  its  annual  report,  include  a  brief  summary  of 
such  matters.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor,  the  fire  chief  shall  not  communicate  with 
the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  othor  report, 
except  through  the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

Section  !).  There  shall  be  in  tho  firo  division 
a  bureau,  known  as  the  Fire  Alarm  Bureau,  in 
which  there  shall  lie  an  officer,  known  as  tho 
Superintendent  of  Eire  Alarm,  appointed  by  the 
director  of  health  and  safety.  The  superintendent 
of  fire  alarm  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  fire 
chief,  have  the  entiro  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
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wires,  posts,  machinery,  and  appliances  of  the 
lire  alarm  telegraph  and  telephone  system,  shall 
see  that  all  such  wires,  posts,  machinery,  and 
appliances  are  maintained  in  good  order  and  con- 
dition, and  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  map  showing 
the   locations    of    the   same. 

Section  10.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  fire 
division  a  bureau,  known  as  the  i'ire  Prevention 
Bureau,  in  which  there  shall  be  an  officer,  known 
as  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Prevention,  who 
shall  be  such  deputy  fire  chief  as  the  fire  chief, 
with  the  approval  of  the  director  of  health  and 
safety,  shall  from  time  to  time  designate.  The 
superintendent  of  fire  prevention  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  fire  chief,  investigate  the  cause 
and  circumstance  of  every  fire  and  explosion, 
make  inspections  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
fires  and  explosions,  and  enforce  all  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  designed  to 
prevent  fires  and  explosions. 

Section  11.  There  shall  further  be  in  the  fire 
division  a  bureau,  known  as  the  Electrical  In- 
spection Bureau,  in  which  there  shall  be  an  officer, 
known  as  the  Superintendent  of  Electrical  Inspec- 
tion, appointed  by  the  director  of  health  and 
safety.  The  superintendent  of  electrical  inspec- 
tion shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  fire  chief, 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  statute  on  the  wire  com- 
missioner and  on  the  fire  commissioner  as  successor 
to  the  wire  commissioner,  and  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions and  requirements  of  law  relating  to  wires 
and  inspection  of  wires  and  the  installation  and 
use  of  electrical  conductors  and  appliances  in 
buildings  in  the  city. 

Section  12.  If  any  member  of  the  fire  fighting 
force  or  fire  alarm  bureau  of  the  fire  division  is 
required  to  work  on  January  first,  February 
twenty-second,  April  nineteenth,  May  thirtieth, 
July  fourth,  the  first  Monday  of  September, 
October  twelfth,  November  eleventh,  Thanks- 
giving day  or  Christmas  day,  or  the  day  following 
when  any  of  the  five  days  first  mentioned,  or 
October  twelfth,  November  eleventh  or  Christmas 
day,  occurs  on  Sunday,  he  shall  be  granted  an 
additional  day  off,  or,  if  such  additional  day  off 
cannot  be  granted  by  reason  of  a  personnel  short- 
age or  other  cause,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  an  ad- 
ditional day's  pay.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  apply  to  those  men  whose  hours  of  duty  are 
within  the  twenty-four  hour  period  commencing 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  on  the  days  specified. 

Section  13.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  chapter,  the  health  division 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  health  commis- 
sioner, who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
him  by  law  and,  except  as  so  otherwise  provided 
in  said  section  two,  shall  also  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
law  on  the  office  of  health  commissioner  in  exist- 
ence immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance  and,  except  as  so  otherwise  provided 
in  said  section  two,  shall  further  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  boards  of  health  of  cities  in 
Massachusetts  by  general  laws  applicable  to  Bos- 
ton. The  health  commissioner  shall  require  the 
medical  inspectors  appointed  for  the  health  divi- 
sion to  vaccinate  and  revaccinate  all  inhabitants 
of  the  city  who  apply  for  vaccination,  and  to  give 
certificates  of  vaccination  required  for  admission 
to  the  public  schools,  and  shall  require  the  super- 
intendent of  peddlers  appointed  for  said  division 
to  see  that  every  hawker  and  peddler  conforms  to 
the  law.  The  deputy  health  commissioner  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  to  him 
from  time  to  time  by  the  health  commissioner  and, 
if  designated  by  the  health  commissioner  wth  the 
written  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  health  commissioner  in  case  of 
absence  or  disability. 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  in  the  health  divi- 
sion a  bureau  of  general  services,  a  bureau  of 
medical  services,  a  bureau  of  environmental  sani- 
tation, and  a  bureau  of  local  health  service.  Each 
bureau  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  superintendent 
appointed  by  the  director  of  health   and  safety. 

Section  15.  The  health  commissioner  shall  keep 
on  hand,  so  far  as  practicable,  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  vaccine  virus  and  antitoxin,  and  supply  the 
same  free  of  charge  to  the  physicians  in  the  several 
departments;  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  office  of 
health  commissioner  by  section  2  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1927;  and  shall  cause  to  be  in- 


cluded  in  ili'-  annual  report  of  the  board  of  health 
and  safety  a  review  of  the  -unitary  condition  of 
tin-  eity. 

Siiimii  1$.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  chapter,  the  registry  division 
shall   be  under  tin-  charge  of  tin-  city  registrar, 

who  .shall  have  the  powers  and  iH-rionii  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  clerks 
of  towns  in  Massachusetts  |,v  chapter  40,  and  bj 
section  16  of  chapter  66,  of  the  General  Laws,  ;i,,,i 
may  pay,  out  of  any  funds  received  by  him,  tin- 
fees  due  to  persons  making  returns  'under  tin- 
requirements  of  law,  and  shall,  en  or  before  the 
twentieth  of  each  month,  transmit  to  the  city 
auditor  the  accounts  and  vouchers  for  all  fund- 
so  received  and  fees  so  paid. 

Section  17.  The  official  seal  which  the  city 
shall  provide  for  use  by  the  city  registrar  and 
deputy  city  registrars  shall  be  in  the  form  | de- 
scribed by  section  4  of  chapter  34  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898  as  appearing  in  chapter  4  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1902. 

Section  18.  The  certificate  or  attestation  of  a 
deputy  city  registrar  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  that  of  the  city  registrar. 

Section  19.  The  city  registrar  shall  have  custody 
of  all  records,  books,  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
city,  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths; 
shall  complete,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  record  of 
births,  marriages  and  deaths  prior  to  1849,  in  the 
town  or  city  of  Boston  or  in  any  town  or  city  now 
constituting  a  part  of  the  city  of  Boston;  shall 
receive  and  collect  documents  relating  thereto; 
shall  make  copies  of  all  such  documents  as  he  may 
deem  advisable;  and  may  print  and  distribute 
such  special  publications,  relating  to  the  early 
history  of  Boston  and  such  other  cities  and  towns. 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  city  council,  but  shall 
not.  sell  copies  of  such  publications. 

Section  20.  The  city  registrar  shall  file  annually 
with  the  board  of  health  and  safety  a  statement 
of  the  number  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
recorded  in  his  office  during  the  previous  year; 
and  said  board  shall  include  such  statement  in 
its  annual  report.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  mayor, the  city  registrar  shall  not  communicate 
with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report, 
except  through  the  board  of  health  and  safety. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  chapter,  the  wTeights  and  meas- 
ures division  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sealer, 
who,  except  as  so  otherwise  provided  in  said  section 
two,  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  by  general 
laws  applicable  to  Boston  on  sealers  appointed 
under  section  34  of  chapter  98  of  the  General 
Laws,  shall  have  direction  of  the  deputy  sealers, 
shall  keep  records  showing  the  work  done  and  the 
fees  earned,  in  the  weights  and  measures  division, 
and  shall  daily  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  all 
fees  received  by  him  or  the  deputy  sealers,  who 
shall  perform  the  work  respectively  assigned  to 
them  by  the  sealer  and  shall  daily  pay  over  to 
him  all  fees  received  by  them.  Unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  sealer  shall  not  com- 
municate with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or 
other  report,  except  through  the  board  of  health 
and  safety. 

Section  26.  Chapter  16  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1950,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
fire  department,  including  the  office  of  fire  com- 
missioner, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 
duties  and  appropriations  of  the  fire  commissioner 
with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
property,  the  making  of  contracts,  and  the  appoint- 
ment, suspension,  discharge,  compensation  and 
indemnification  of  subordinates  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  director  of  health  and  safety  created 
by  section  25  of  this  ordinance;  and  all  other 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  the  fire  de- 
partment are  hereby  transferred  to  the  fire  division 
of  the  health  and  safety  department  created  by 
said  section  25.

The  public  improvement  board  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  except  as  he  acts  as  a 
member  of  said  board;  but  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  public  improvement 
board  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or 
make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through 
the  commissioner  of  public  works.  The  public 
improvement  board  shall  have  aU  powers  and 
perform  all  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute 
on  the  board  of  street  commissioners  except  (a) 
those  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  health 
and  safety  by  section  three  of  chapter  fifteen  A 
of  these  ordinances,  (b)  those  conferred  or  imposed 
on  the  commissioner  of  public  works  by  section 
two  of  this  chapter  and  section  forty  of  chapter 
forty  of  these  ordinances,  and  (c)  those  conferred 
or  imposed  on  the  real  property  board  by  section 
four  of  chapter  twenty-seven  A  of  these  ordinances. 
The  public  improvement  board  shall  also  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  on  the  city  planning  board  by  chapter 
414  of  the  acts  of  1953. 

Section  56.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter  27  the  following  new  chapter; — 

Chapter  27A. 
Real  Property  Department. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Real  Property  Department, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board,  known 
as  the  Real  Property  Board,  consisting  of  an  officer, 
known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property, 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  board  and  shall  serve  in  the  stead  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  street  commissioners  as  an 
associate  commissioner  of  the  Boston  traffic 
commission,  an  officer,  knowm  as  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  and  three  other  officers,  known  as 
Associate  Commissioners  of  Real  Property,  who 
shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  city  planning  board, 
ex  officio,  and  two  other  persons  appointed  by 
the  mayor.  The  commissioner  of  real  property 
and  the  assistant  commissioner  of  real  property  shall 
each  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  bi- 
ennial municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected  and  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  the 
work.  The  associate  commissioners  first  appointed 
shall  serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  for  terms  commencing 
upon  their  respective  dates  of  appointment  and 
expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  associate  commissioner, 
one  year,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  associate 
commissioner,  two  years,  from  May  1,  1954.  As 
the  term  of  any  such  associate  commissioner,  or  of 
any  subsequent  appointive  associate  commissioner, 
expires,   his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
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mayor  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  an  appointive  associate  commissioner 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  associate  commissioners  of  real  prop- 
erty shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  as  such  associate  commissioners. 

Section  2.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  from  the 
real  property  board  a  committee  consisting  of  the 
chairman  and  two  other  members  to  be  known  as 
the  Committee  on  Foreclosed  Real  Estate.  Said 
committee  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the  com- 
mittee on  foreclosed  real  estate  established  under 
section  4  of  chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  1943. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  of  real  property 
shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform 
the  duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to 
the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  compensa- 
tion and  indemnification  of  subordinates  for  the 
department,  including  an  auctioneer,  who  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
for  the  auctioneer  in  the  office  of  the  board  of 
real  estate  commissioners  by  section  2A  of  chapter 
652  of  the  acts  of  1945  as  amended  by  section  3 
of  chapter  633  of  the  acts  of  1951,  and  including 
also  a  superintendent  of  markets,  who,  subject  to 
tiie  supervision  and  control  of  the  assistant  com- 
missioner of  real  property,  shall  have  the  charge 
and  control  of  Faneuil-hall  market  and  Faneuil- 
hall  market  limits;  shall  preserve  order  therein; 
shall  make  such  changes,  and  place  or  allow  to  be 
placed  in  said  market  such  pipes,  drains,  and  other 
appliances,  as  he  may  deem  proper;  and  shall 
take  and  forthwith  destroy  any  article  of  food 
which  in  his  opinion  is  diseased,  unwholesome, 
or  tainted,  and  is  kept  for  sale  within  such  market 
limits.  Said  superintendent  may  assign  stands 
within  such  market  limits  for  the  sale  of  provisions 
and  other  articles,  and  may,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner  thereof,  remove  from  one  place  or  stand 
to  another  within  such  limits,  or  to,  and  to  be  kept 
in,  a  proper  storage  place  until  the  expense  is  paid, 
any  merchandise,  vehicle  or  animal,  not  under  the 
charge  of  any  person,  or  not  immediately  so  re- 
moved on  the  direction  of  said  superintendent. 

Section  4-  The  real  property  board  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  on  the  board  of  real  estate  commissioners 
by  chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  1943,  as  amended,  and 
by  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of  1946,  as  amended. 
The  real  property  board  shall  also  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
statute  on  the  board  of  street  commissioners  in 
relation  to  the  abatement  of  taxes. 

Section  6.  The  commissioner  of  real  property 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  him  by  these  ordinances,  and 
shall  also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  on  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  real  estate  commissioners  by  chapter  434  of  the 
acts  of  1943,  as  amended. 

Section  G.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  manage- 
ment of,  shall  make  all  repairs  in  and  upon,  and 
shall  keep  in  repair  the  furniture  of,  all  buildings 
and  parts  of  buildings  belonging  to  or  hired  by  the 
city,  not  wholly  in  charge  of  one  department,  or  for 
which  no  other  provision  is  made  by  statute  or 
ordinance,  whether  the  same  are  used  for  city  or 
county  purposes,  and  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  hire  such  buildings  or  rooms  as  may  be 
required  for  such  purposes;  shall  have  the  care  and 
control  of  the  city  hall  and  the  city  hall  annex;  shall 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  flags  belonging  to 
the  city  hall  and  to  the  old  state  house;  shall  dis- 
play the  national  flag  upon  the  city  hall  on  every 
day,  except  Sundays,  weather  permitting;  shall 
have  charge  of  all  city  property  in  the  armories 
provided  by  the  city  for  the  militia;  and  shall  cause 
to  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  real 
property  board  a  statement  of  the  kind  and  amount 
of  city  property  in  such  armories,  of  all  buildings 
belonging  to  or  used  by  the  city,  and  of  the  land 
and  appurtenances  thereof,  of  the  condition  of 
such  buildings  and  land,  and  the  nature  and 
amount  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been  made 
during  the  preceding  year  relative  thereto. 

Section  7.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  manage- 
ment of  Faneuil  hall,  shall,  weather  permitting, 
every  day  except  Sundays,  display  the  national 
flag  upon  the  building  in  which  said  hull  is  located, 
shall,  upon  vote  of  the  city  council  approved  by 
the  mayor,  permit  the  use  of  said  hall,  and  shall  In- 
paid  therefor  in  advance,  for  opening,  heating, 
lighting,  and  closing  said  hall,  unless  such  vote  shall 
otherwise  provide,  in  the  daytime  a  fee  of  fifteen 


dollars  and  in  the  evening  or  on  Sunday  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  hold  all  persons  sign- 
ing the  application  for  such  permit  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  all  damage  done  to  said  hall  at 
or  in  connection  with  the  meeting  for  which  such 
permit  is  granted. 

Section  8.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property  shall  lease,  from  time  to  time,  by  instru- 
ments approved  as  to  form  by  the  corporation 
counsel  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor,  the 
stalls,  cellars,  and  second  floor  in  Faneuil-hall 
market  for  terms  of  three  years  from  October  1, 
1953,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such  leases  for  further 
terms  of  three  years,  at  the  rents  established  by  the 
city  council  and  upon  such  other  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  approved  by  the  corporation 
counsel  and  the  mayor. 

Section  9.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Dillaway  house,  so  called,  in  the  Rox- 
bury  district  of  the  city,  may  establish  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  use  and  preservation  of  said 
house  as  a  historical  relic  of  the  revolutionary  war, 
and  may,  upon  vote  of  the  city  council  approved 
by  the  mayor,  let  or  lease  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
said  house  to  a  historical  society  or  other  associ- 
ation organized  for  historical  purposes. 

Section  57.  Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  real 
estate  department,  including  the  board  of  real 
estate  commissioners,  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  the  real  estate 
department,  the  board  of  real  estate  commissioners, 
the  committee  on  foreclosed  real  estate,  and  the 
chairman  of  said  board  are  hereby  respectively 
transferred  to  the  real  property  department,  the 
real  property  board,  the  committee  on  foreclosed 
real  estate,  and  the  commissioner  of  real  property 
created  by  section  56  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  58.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  registry 
department,  including  the  office  of  city  registrar, 
is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  the  city  registrar  with  respect  to 
the  acquisition  and  disposal  of  property,  the  making 
of  contracts,  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  dis- 
charge, compensation  and  indemnification  of  sub- 
ordinates are  hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of 
health  and  safety  created  by  section  25  of  this 
ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  the  registry  department  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  registry  division  of  the  health 
and  safety  department  created  by  said  section  25. 

Section  59.  Chapter  31  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
sinking  funds  department,  including  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds,  is  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  said  department  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds 
created  in  the  treasury  department  by  section  64 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  60.  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1947,  as  amended  by  chapter  7  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1950,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
street  laying  out  department,  including  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  is  hereby  abolished; 
and  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
on  the  board  of  street  commissioners  by  chapter 
148  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  by  chapter 
577  of  the  acts  of  1913,  as  amended,  and  by  chapter 
488  of  the  acts  of  1924,  as  amended,  and  the  powers 
and  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  said  board 
by  chapter  447  of  the  acts  of  1908  in  relation  to 
street  traffic  other  than  vehicular  street  traffic  and 
parades,  processions,  and  other  organized  forma- 
tions of  persons  or  vehicles,  and  the  appropriations 
of  the  street  laying  out  department  pertaining  to 
all  such  powers  and  duties,  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  health  and  safety  department  created  bi- 
section 25  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute  on  the  board 
of  street  commissioners  in  relation  to  the  abate- 
ment of  taxes,  and  the  appropriations  of  the 
street  laying  out  department  pertaining  to  such 
powers  and  duties,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
real  properly  department  created  by  section  56 
of  this  ordinance;  and  the  powers,"  duties  ami 
appropriations  of  the  street  laying  out  depart- 
ment in  relation  to  all  engineering  work  anil  the 
custody  of  all  surveys  and  plans  pertaining  to  the 
laying  out,  relocating,  altering,  widening,  con- 
structing, making  specific  repairs  on,  and  dis- 
continuing public  ways  and  alleys,  and  the  powers 
arid  the  duties  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners 

in  relation  to  the  designation  of  streets  for  coasting, 
I  he   planting  and    removal   of   trees   In    the   public 
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ways,  the  use  of  public  ways  for  any  temporary 
obstruction  or  projection  in,  under,  or  over  tbe 
same,  and  the  use  of  parts  of  public  ways  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  merchandise,  and  the  appro- 
priations of  the  street  laying  oui  department  per- 
taining to  all  such  powers  and  duties,  arc  hereby 
transferred  to  the  public  works  department;  and 

all  oilier  powers  and  duties  of  Hie  board  of  street 

commissioners,  and  all  other  appropriations  of 
the  street  laying  out  department,  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  public  improvement  board 
ereated  in  the  public  works  department  by  section 
55  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  61.  Chapter  34  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1947,  as  amended  by  sections  6  and 
7  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952,  is  hereby 
repealed;  and  the  supply  department,  including 
the  office  of  superintendent  of  supplies,  is  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  the  superintendent  of  supplies  with 
respect  to  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation  and  indemnification  of  subordinates 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of  adminis- 
trative services  ereated  by  section  13  of  this 
ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  said  department  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  purchasing  agent  created  by  said  section  13. 

Section  62.  Chapter  35  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  63.  Chapter  36  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  1,  as  amended  by  chapter  4  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1948,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  six  sections:  — 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Treasury  Department,  which 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  City  Treasurer,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected,  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  on  him  by  law,  shall  also 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  law  on  the  office  of  the  city  collector 
in  existence  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  further  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  on  collectors  of  taxes  and 
treasurers  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general 
laws  applicable  to  Boston. 

Section  1A.  The  city  treasurer  may,  with  the 
written  approval  of  the  mayor  in  each  instance, 
appoint  three  assistant  city  treasurers,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  and  shall  perform  under  the  direction 
of  the  city  treasurer  such  duties  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  city  treasurer. 
Any  assistant  city  treasurer  may,  at  such  times  as 
lie  shall  have  been  so  authorized  by  written  designa- 
tion signed  by  the  city  treasurer,  approved  by  the 
mayor  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  and  such 
authorization  shall  not  have  been  revoked  in  like 
manner,  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  city  treasurer  in  relation  to  such  matters  as  may 
be  specified  in  such  designation. 

Section  IB.  The  city  treasurer  may  appoint 
such  deputies  as  the  service  may  be  found  to  re- 
quire, who  shall  have  like  power  as  the  city  treas- 
urer to  receive  any  tax,  assessment,  account,  debt 
or  claim  payable  to  the  city  or  county  and  to  serve 
any  bill,  demand,  notice  or  other  paper  of  the  city 
treasurer  and  make  affidavit  of  the  manner  of  such 
service,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  have  power 
to  give  notice  of,  serve  and  execute  any  warrant 
committed  to  him  by  the  city  treasurer  under  sec- 
tion 34  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
in  the  service  and  execution  thereof  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  duties  of  a  collector  of  taxes. 

Section  1C.  The  city  treasurer  shall  require 
from  each  of  his  subordinates,  before  each  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  or  position  and  annually 
thereafter  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  mayor 
shall  determine,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  and  trusts  and  the  safe  custody  and  lawful 
disposition  of  all  money  and  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  city  or  county  which  may  come  into  his 
possession,  a  bond  running  to  the  city  treasurer 
with  a  surety  company  authorized  to  transact 
business  in  Massachusetts  as  surety  in  the  penal 
sum,  in  the  case  of  an  assistant  city  treasurer,  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  the  case  of  a 
paymaster  or  cashier,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  in  the  case  of  every  other  permanent  employee, 
of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Section  ID.  The  city  treasurer  shall  collect  and 
receive  ail  taxes  and  assessments  payable  to  the 


city  or  county,  whether  committed  to  bim  or  out- 
banding  at,  the  time  of  his  appointment,  He  shall 
also  collect  and  receive  all  accounts,  debts  and 
claims  payable  to  the  city  or  county,  and  in  the 
collection  thereof  shall  have  all  the  remedies  pro- 
vided by  sections  35,  36  and  93  of  chapter  60  of 
the  General  Laws,  lie  shall  have  custody  of  all 
leases  from  the  city.  He  shall,  whenever  a  water 
rate  is  paid,  immediately  notify  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  of  such  payment. 

Section  Hi.  The  city  treasurer  sliall  receive, 
receipt  for,  and  have  the  care  and  custody  of,  the 
current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  the  same 
shall  come  into  his  possession,  and  also  of  till 
money,  property,  and  securities  which  may  come 
into  his  possession  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or 
ordinance,  or  as  a  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  deposit; 
may  deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds  in 
such  savings  banks  or  trust  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  doing  business 
in  Boston  or  such  national  bank  doing  business  in 
Boston  or  such  national  bank  or  trust  company 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  on  such  conditions 
and  rates  of  interest,  as  he  shall  deem  best,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  deposit  shall  be  made  except  in  con- 
formity with  law;  sliall,  with  the  mayor  and  the 
city  auditor,  sign  all  bonds  and  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness issued  by  the  city;  shall  preserve  all 
bids  for  loans,  and  papers  relating  thereto;  and 
shall,  if  elected,  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
sinking  fund  commissioners.  If  the  city  treasurer 
is  elected  treasurer  of  said  board,  his  bond  as  city 
treasurer  shall  apply  to  and  include  his  duties  as 
treasurer  of  said  board.  The  city  treasurer  sliall 
not  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a  sinking  fund 
commissioner. 

Section  64.  Said  chapter  36  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  9.  10.  11  and  12 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  in  the  treasury 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds,  consisting  of  six 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  mayor.  The 
commissioners  first  appointed  shall  serve,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  their  respective  appoint- 
ments, for  terms  commencing  upon  their  respective 
dates  of  appointment  and  expiring,  in  the  case  of 
two  commissioners,  one  year,  in  the  case  of  two 
other  commissioners,  two  years,  and  in  the  case  of 
two  other  commissioners,  three  years,  from  May  1, 
1954.  As  the  term  of  any  such  commissioner,  or 
of  any  subsequent  commissioner,  expires,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  Vacancies  in  the  board  shall 
be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
The  members  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
sinking  funds   shall   serve   without   compensation. 

The  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of 
the  city  treasurer;  but  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  mayor,  said  board  shall  not  communicate 
with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report, 
except  through  the  city  treasurer. 

The  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from 
time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  law,  shall 
also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  law  on  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  sinking  funds  in  existence  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
sinking  fund  commissioners  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston. 
The  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall, 
when  a  debt  of  the  city  becomes  due,  pay  over  to 
the  city  treasurer  so  much  of  the  funds  held  as  a 
sinking  fund  for  such  debt  as  may  be  required  for 
the  payment  of  such  debt. 

Section  65.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  chap- 
ter 37  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
chapter: 

Chapter  37. 
Veterans  Services  Department. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Veterans  Services  Department, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer, 
known  as  the  Veterans  Benefits  and  Services  Com- 
missioner, who  shall  be  a  veteran  as  defined  in 
section  1  of  chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected,   and  shall   have   the  powers  and   perform 
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the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
by  statute  upon  the  soldiers'  relief  commissioner  of 
Boston,  veterans'  agents  appointed  under  section  3 
of  said  chapter  115,  and  directors  of  veterans' 
services  appointed  under  section  10  of  said  chap- 
ter 11.5. 

Section  2.  The  veterans  benefits  and  services 
commissioner  may  divide  the  veterans  services 
department  from  time  to  time  into  such  divisions 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  department,  and,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  may  appoint  such 
deputy,  and  such  assistant,  veterans  benefits  and 
services  commissioners  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  necessary;  provided,  however,  that  no 
person  other  than  a  veteran  as  defined  in  said 
section  1  shall  be  eligible  for  such  appointment. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  veterans  services 
department  an  officer,  known  as  the  Supervisor  of 
Veterans  Graves  and  Registration,  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston  on  persons 
appointed  under  section  9  of  chapter  115  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  supervisor  of  veterans  graves 
and  registration  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  super- 
vision or  control  of  the  veterans  benefits  and 
services  commissioner;  but  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  mayor,  such  supervisor  shall  not  communi- 
cate with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other 
report,  except  through  such  commissioner. 

Section  66.  The  department  of  veterans  serv- 
ices, including  the  offices  of  director  of  veterans 
services  and  commissioner  of  soldiers  relief,  is 
hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  said  department  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  veterans  services  department 
created  by  section  65  of  this  ordinance.  The  office 
of  supervisor  of  veterans  graves  and  registration  in 
existence  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  this  ordinance  is  hereby  also  abolished;  and  the 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  said  office  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  supervisor  of  veterans 
graves  and  registration  created  in  the  veterans 
services  department  by  section  65  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  67.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter  37,  as  amended  by  section  65  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  37A. 
Welfare  Department. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Welfare  Department,  which 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare,  consisting  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Director  of  Public  Welfare, 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  shall 
devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work  and  shall  receive 
the  salary  prescribed  by  section  five  of  chapter 
three  of  these  ordinances,  and  four  other  overseers 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  who  shall  serve  without 
pay.  The  unpaid  overseers  first  appointed  shall 
serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective 
appointments,  for  terms  commencing  upon  their 
respective  dates  of  appointment  and  expiring,  in 
the  case  of  one,  one  year,  in  the  case  of  another, 
two  years,  in  the  case  of  another,  three  years,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  other,  four  years,  from  May  1 , 
1954.  As  the  term  of  any  such  unpaid  overseer, 
or  of  any  subsequent  unpaid  overseer,  expires,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  of  four  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
an  unpaid  overseer  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  The  overseers  of  the  public  welfare 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from 
time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  them  by  law; 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  statute  on  the  overseers  of 
the  public  welfare  in  existence  immediately  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance;  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  statute  on  the  directors  of  the  houso 
of  industry,  the  board  of  directors  for  public  in- 
stitutions, the  commissioners  of  public  institu- 
tions,  the  institutions  commissioner,  the  institutions 
registrar,  the  trustees  for  children,  the  pauper 
institutions  trustees,  the  Boston  infirmary  trustees 
and  the  commissioner  of  institutions  except  in 
relation  to  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
penal  institutions  commissioner,  matters  concern- 
ing the  insane,  and  matters  pertaining   to   Long 


Island  and  the  institution  thereon  belonging  to 
the  city,  including  the  viaduct  between  Long 
Island  and  Moon  Island  and  the  approaches  to 
said  viaduct;  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  boards  of  public  welfare  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston; 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Charity  building  and  tem- 
porary home  on  Chardon  street,  and  the  Lodge 
for  Wayfarers  on  Hawkins  street,  and  may  make 
and  enforce  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  in  relation  thereto;  and  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  determine  what  charitable 
societies  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  Charity 
building,  and  on  what  terms  and  for  what  length 
of  time,  and  what  proportion  of  the  current  ex- 
penses of  managing,  heating  and  lighting  the  same, 
and  of  all  other  expenses,  except  rent,  shall  be  paid 
by  each;  but  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  in 
force,  and  no  society  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy 
the  building,  after  the  city  council  has  otherwise 
ordered. 

Section  3.  Such  person  as  the  director  of  public 
welfare  may  from  time  to  time  designate,  after 
giving  bond  to  the  city  in  the  penal  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  and  trusts  and  the  safe  custody 
and  lawful  disbursement  of  all  public  money  in- 
trusted to  him,  which  bond  shall  be  executed 
by  a  surety  company  authorized  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  Massachusetts  as  surety,  approved  by  the 
mayor,  filed  with  the  city  auditor,  and  renewed 
annually  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  mayor 
shall  determine,  shall  act  as  an  authorized  official 
of  the  city  to  disburse  all  relief,  aid  and  assistance 
of  every  name  and  nature  furnished  by,  or  under 
the  supervision  of,  the  overseers;  and  all  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  such 
relief,  aid  and  assistance  and  all  moneys  received 
by  the  city  for  such  purposes  shall,  upon  requi- 
sition made  by  the  overseers  with  the  approval 
of  the  city  auditor  and  the  mayor,  be  paid  by  the 
city  treasurer  to  such  authorized  official  for  dis- 
bursement as  aforesaid.

HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  FINANCED  BY

to  your  order  of  November  9,  1953,  requesting 
him  to  draft  legislation  whereby  the  planning, 
designing,  direction,  and  supervision  of  all  roads 
and  highway  construction  in  any  city  or  town, 
even  though  financed  by  state  funds,  be  the  sole 
responsibility  of  the  city  or  town,  with  the  common- 
wealth retaining  only  supplementary  supervision 
of  construction.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Under  date  of  November  10,  1953,  your  Honor 
transmitted  to  me  a  copy  of  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  the  preceding  day: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  draw 
up  legislation  to  be  submitted  to  the  incoming 
Legislature  whereby  the  planning,  designing,  direc- 
tion, and  supervision  of  all  roads  and  highway 
construction  in  any  city  or  town,  even  though 
financed  by  state  funds,  be  the  sole  responsibility 
of  the  city  or  town,  with  the  commonwealth  retain- 
ing only  supplementary  supervision  of  construc- 
tion." 

Pursuant  to  the  above-quoted  order,  I  have 
caused  to  be  prepared  and  submit  herewith  to  the 
City  Council  through  your  Honor  a  petition  for 
the  enactment  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
of  a  statute  which,  in  my  opinion,  would  achieve 
the  objective  of  the  order  without  imperiling 
the  state  aid  involved  and  which,  apart  from  its 
title  and  emergency  preamble,  would  read  as 
follows: 


"Any  provision  of  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no  land  shall  be

O'Flanagan,  chief  stenographer  and  indictment 
clerk  in  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney,  would 
indicate  that  a  revision  of  his  compensation  is 
justified. 

As  an  indictment  clerk  it  is  necessary  that 
Mr.  O'Flanagan  be  a  member  of  the  bar  and  that 
he  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  law  and  the 
mastery  of  the  technicalities  involved  in  legal 
pleadings.     This  position  is  recognized  as  being 
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a  most  important  and  responsible  branch  of  the 
criminal  prosecution  work  of  the  District  Attorney's 
office.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  indictment 
clerk  he  takes  down  stenographically  all  hearings 
of  the  jury.  In  other  words,  he  is  the  official 
stenographer  for  the  Grand  Jury.  The  regular 
court  stenographers  in  the  Superior  Court  receive 
a  weekly  salary  of  $115.70.  The  present  compen- 
sation of  Mr.  O'Flanagan  provides  for  a  minimum 
weekly  salary  of  $87  and  a  maximum  weekly 
salary  of  $108.25  after  20  years  of  service. 

In  my  opinion  an  increase  in  compensation  for 
Mr.  O'Flanagan  is  justified,  and  I  recommend  for 
your  favorable  consideration  the  accompanying 
order  increasing  the  compensation  grade  for  the 
classification  of  chief  stenographer  and  indictment 
clerk  from  24  to  26.

LAUNDRY  AND   UTILITY   BUILDING.

Gentlemen: 

For  many  years  the  Park  Department  secured 
tin-  steam  for  heating  and  power  requirements  at 
the  Dover  Street  Bath  and  Laundry  Building 
from  a  plant  on  Bristol  street  located  in  the 
former    Fire    Headquarters    Building.      With    the 


abandonment  and  sale  of  this  building  by  the 
latter  department,  it  became  necessary  for  the 
Park  Department  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  present  owner  of  the  property  whereby 
the  supply  of  steam  for  Dover  street  has  been 
continued  at  a  cost  of  $33,600  a  year.  From 
present  indications  the  cost  of  this  service  will 
be  increased  next  year  to  approximately  $40,000. 

In  view  of  this  substantial  increase,  the  Park 
Department  has  investigated  the  matter  of  con- 
structing a  new  laundry  building  and  power 
plant  on  land  owned  by  the  department  adjacent 
to  the  present  building.  From  estimates  secured 
it  appears  that  the  expense  of  establishing  the 
new  plant  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$180,000.  Since  the  department  has  available 
unexpended  appropriation  balances  of  $104,160.94 
which  may  be  utilized  for  construction  purposes, 
it  is  possible  to  provide  for  the  proposed  new 
laundry  building  by  providing  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $75,000.  I  submit  herewith  an 
order  providing  for  the  securing  of  this  amount 
from  the  special  account,  Sales  of  City  Property. 

Since  the  cost  of  the  proposed  structure  will 
be  recovered  in  five  years  by  the  elimination  from 
the  Park  Department  budget  of  the  service  charge 
which  must  be  met  under  present  arrangements, 
I  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  7,  1953. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  herewith  an 
ordinance  amending  sections  18  and  20  of  chapter 
41  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  so  as  to 
permit  the  erection  of  a  small  office  building  on 
the  parcel  of  land  located  at  1161  Boylston  street, 
2  Charlesgate  West,  and  Ipswich  street,  consisting 
of  approximately  19,638  square  feet.  This  parcel 
of  land  was  recently  rezoned  by  the  Board  of 
Zoning  Adjustment  for  business  uses. 

Section  1  of  the  enclosed  ordinance  amends  said 
section  18  so  as  to  permit  the  erection  of  a  building 
on  this  parcel  for  mercantile  uses,  in  accordance 
with  the  purposes  for  which  the  property  has  been 
rezoned. 

Section  2  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  amends 
said  section  20  in  order  to  permit  construction  of  a 
building  on  this  parcel  without  literal  compliance 
with  the  existing  set-back  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance, which,  I  am  informed,  are  impossible  to 
comply  with  for  engineering  reasons,  due  to  the 
peculiar  topography  of  the  land  involved. 

Private  restrictions  applicable  to  the  use  of  this 
land  prohibit  manufacturing  on  the  premises  and 
limit  the  height  of  any  building  thereon  to  39  feet 
above  the  grade  of  Charlesgate  West.  In  addition, 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  under 
section  19  of  said  chapter  41,  with  respect  to  the 
construction  of  a  building  on  this  property,  will 
remain  unaffected  by  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing ordinance. 

Enactment  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  will 
enable  and  expedite  the  erection  on  this  parcel  of 
an  attractive,  modern  office  building,  in  keeping 
with  the  needs  of  the  locality  and  the  city,  and 
will  be  a  source  of  much  needed  additional  tax 
revenue. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  interest  will 
be   served    and    benefited    by    the    accompanying 
ordinance,  and  I  therefore  recommend  its  passage.

Unfortunately,   the  Council  is  limited  in  their 

approval,   or   disapproval,   of   the   act  as   enacted 

by   the    Legislature.      The   City    Council   has   no 

power  at  this  time  to  include  the  other  two  classes.

ENDORSEMENT    OF    EDITORIAL    IN   THE 
"PILOT." 

Coun.  HURLEY  and  KERRIGAN  offered  the 

following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  desires  to  express  its  unanimous 
and  wholehearted  agreement  with  the  thoughts 
expressed  in  the  editorial  entitled  "The  Heart  and 
the  Artery"  in  the  December  5  issuo  of  the  Pilot, 
official  newspaper  of  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of 
Boston;  and,  in  view  of  the  interests  of  a  large 
segment  of  the  population  of  the  city,  that  this 
complete  editorial  be  inserted  into  the  minutes  of 
this  Council  meeting;    and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  order  and  a  copy 
of  the  editorial  be  forwarded  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  his  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  re-emphasize  the  views  which  have  been 
previously  expressed  by  this  Council  and  which 
still  represent  the  feeling  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  in  this  most  important  matter. 

The  editorial  is  as  follows: 

The  Heart  and  the  Artery. 

Up  until  now  no  final  decision  has  been  made  on 
the  question  of  the  route  which  will  be  taken  by 
the  new  "Boston  Artery"  which  has  been  planned 
for  our  city.  We  comment  upon  it  now,  not  because 
we  feel  ourselves  experts  in  municipal  highway 
planning,  but  in  order  to  recall  certain  principles 
which  can  be  forgotten  in  the  flurry  of  charts  and 
figures  which  naturally  accompanies  a  venture 
of  this  sort. 

Many  serious  judgments  have  been  given  on 
the  importance  of  measuring  the  economic  con- 
sequences of  a  step  of  this  kind,  the  number  of 
business  areas  which  are  affected,  and  the  unhappy 
results  their  removal  may  have  on  the  economic 
life  of  the  city.  These  are  well  worth  pondering 
since  nothing  could  be  more  reckless  than  to 
build  highways  into  a  city  which  by  the  very 
road  building  is  being  devitalized.  Businessmen 
are  not,  however,  notably  inert,  and  their  views 
are  apt  to  be  presented,  as  indeed  they  have  been, 
in  a  practical  and  positive  and  generally  persuasive 
manner. 

Our  thoughts,  however,  are  turned  at  this  time 
to  another  group,  far  less  vocal,  whose  influence, 
we  can  be  sure,  is  not  so  easily  measured,  but 
whose  case  nonetheless  deserves  the  sympathetic 
attention  of  the  community.  We  are  referring 
of  course  to  the  plight  of  the  residents  of  Boston's 
famed  Chinatown  who,  it  appears  now,  may  find 
themselves  displaced  in  large  numbers  by  the  re- 
quirements of  the  new  highway.  While  we  ap- 
preciate that  sacrifices  will  be  necessary  in  order 
to  make  the  artery  possible,  we  must  be  careful 
according  to  what  measure  we  distribute  the 
burdens  lest  they  lie  too  heavy  upon  one  segment 
of  the  population  or  lest  we  sacrifice  values  too 
precious  for  results  too  practical. 

Hundreds  of  families,  we  have  been  assured, 
stand  to  be  removed  from  their  homes  and  the 
whole  Chinese  community  disrupted  if  the  official 
plan  for  the  artery  is  carried  through.  In  this 
connection  we  must  note  that  more  than  a  quarter 
of  these  are  G.I.  brides  and  refugees  from  Com- 
munist tyranny.  What  their  dispersion  would 
mean  in  terms  of  adjustment  is  almost  impossible 
to  imagine.  Their  closely  integrated  community 
life  would  be  destroyed,  and  they  would  be  set 
adrift  in  a  society  which  has  no  facilities  for  their 
rapid  absorption.  For  the  most  part  their  em- 
ployment is  in  the  area  in  which  they  now  five. 
Some  of  them  indeed  speak  no  other  language 
than  that  of  their  homeland  and  would  find  them- 
selves in  perilous  circumstances  if  separated  from 
its  protection.  It  is  noteworthy  to  add  that  their 
present  community  is  one  in  which  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  vandalism  is  unknown  and  not  one 
of  the  local  names  appears  on  the  welfare  lists  of 
the  city. 

All  this  merely  indicates  to  what  a  precious  part 
of  the  community  we  do  violence  if  we  allow  the 
Chinese  settlement  to  be  cruelly  dispersed.  Ob- 
viously no  one,  and  least  of  all  those  into  whose 
care  the  public  welfare  has  been  entrusted,  wishes 
to  harm  the  residents  of  Chinatown,  but  some 
may  feel  that  it  is  a  necessary  consequence  of  the 
requirements  of  the  growing  city  and  its  frighten- 
ing traffic  problems.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
necessary;  we  believe  that  it  is  never  necessary 
to  sacrifice  human  values  merely  for  an  easy 
solution.  The  steel  beams  and  concrete  pillars, 
yes,  even  enlarged  budgets,  weigh  lightly  against 
the  enormous  gravity  of  the  human  person  and  the 
human  family. 


We  find  it  easy  to  have  confidence  at  this  point 
in  the  abilities  of  those  who  make  these  plans,  the 
experts  who  have  already  performed  euch  mar- 
miracles  of  design  and  construction,  so  that  it 
will  not  be  required  that  more  lanting  value  be 
uprooted  even  for  quicker  access  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  Men  of  the  quality  of  thou-  who  do  our 
planning  do  not  shy  away  from  hazards  or  vexing 
problems — out  of  these  they  bring  new  and  more 
daring  ideas  which  safeguard  all  that  is  good  while 
making  progress  toward  what  is  even  better. 
Let  them  look  now  upon  the  preservation  of  the 
values  which  lie  in  Boston's  Chinatown  as  a  chal- 
lenge which  calls  for  boldness,  vision,  and  hard 
work  before  it  brings  success.  All  of  these,  success 
included,  are  part  of  Boston's  heritage.

LAND  TAKINGS  FOR  CENTRAL  ARTERY. 

Coun.  HURLEY  and  KERRIGAN  offered  the 

following: 

Ordered,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  appear  at  the 
executive  session  of  the  Boston  City  Council  on 
Monday  next,  December  14,  regarding  a  dis- 
cussion of  possible  preventive  and  deterrent  court 
actions  that  can  be  taken  by  the  city  to  prevent 
the  carrying  out  of  the  arbitrary  and  uncom- 
promising plans  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
regarding  the  location  of  the  Central  Artery  over 
a  route  which  would  destroy  a  large  amount  of 
taxable  property.  At  this  time,  when  the  city  is 
so  hard-pressed  financially,  in  part  because  of 
previous  takings  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  in  an  attempt  to  protect  the  business 
and  family  interests  of  those  whose  property  is 
involved,  immediate  plans  should  be  formulated.

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  study  the  possibility  of  lowering  the 
toll  charged  to  Boston  automobile  owners  in 
going  through  the  Sumner  Tunnel  and  in- 
creasing the  toll  charged  to  nonresident  owners 
to  25  cents,  the  same  as  that  of  the  Mystic 
River   Bridge." 

I  recommend  that  no  changes  be  made  in  the 
present  schedule  of  tolls  for  users  of  the 
tunnel.  The  establishment  of  different  toll 
charges  on  the  basis  of  residence  only  could 
be  considered  unconstitutional  and  discrimina- 
tory. In  addition,  it  would  be  most  difficult  to 
control  such  a  system.  While  the  Mystic 
River  Bridge  Authority  has  established  a  15- 
cent  charge  for  passenger  cars  on  a  commu- 
tation ticket  basis  and  25  cents  for  single  rides, 
said  rates  are  available  to  all  users  of  the 
facility,   regardless  of  where  they  reside. 

On  the  basis  of  a  survey  that  was  conducted 
some  time  ago,  we  estimate  that  approximately 
75  per  cent  of  the  users  of  the  Sumner  Tunnel 
reside  outside  of  Boston.  We  depend  upon 
them,  to  a  large  extent,  in  helping  Boston  to 
operate  the  tunnel  successfully  and  to  our 
financial  advantage.  I  do  not  believe  that  we 
should  subject  them  to  a  larger  toll  charge 
than  would  be  assessed  against  Boston  resi- 
dents. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chap- 
ter 297  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended,  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  is  required  to 
approve  all  toll  schedules  in  effect  at  the 
tunnel.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a 
state  agency,  it  does  not  appear  that  it  would 
give  approval  to  a  schedule  that  would  charge 
nonresidents  of  Boston  a  higher  fee  than 
charged   to  Boston   residents. 

The  tunnel,  at  the  present  time,  is  being 
operated  at  a  substantial  annual  surplus,  and 
I  do  not  feel  that  any  change  should  be  made 
in  the  present  schedule  of  tolls.  I  have,  there- 
fore, recommended  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  for  approval,  effective  January  1 
of   1954,  the  same  schedule  now  in  effect. 

A  hearing  on  this  matter  is  to  be  held  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  on  Monday, 
December  21,  at  10  A.M.,  at  the  State  House, 
at  which  time  all  proponents  and  opponents  of 
the  schedule,  as  submitted,  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  be  heard.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  November 
25,  1953,  the  following  information  is  submitted  to 
you  on  the  subject  matter. 

The  problem  of  housing  for  the  aging  has  been 
a  consideration  of  this  Authority  for  many  years 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  specific  state  legislation 
on  this  subject  this  year. 

When  tho  present  building  and  planned  pro- 
gram of  the  Authority  is  completed,  it  will  havo 


distributed  through  its  various  developments 
approximately  3,200  one-bedroom  apartments 
which  can  be  made  available  to  aging  couples. 

In  the  federally  aided  developments  the  Au- 
thority has  always  welcomed  such  families  and 
presently  has  455  of  them  as  tenants  who  are 
recipients  of  public  assistance.  In  the  two  federally 
aided  developments  now  building  at  Columbia 
Point  and  Bromley  park  this  Authority  is  building 
318    one-bedroom    apartments. 

In  the  development  at  Bromley  park  special 
features  have  been  incorporated  in  the  design  for 
aging  persons.  Such  design  includes  special  bath- 
ing facilites  equipped  with  protective  handrails, 
and  some  electric  cooking  ranges  are  to  be  installed, 
as  they  are  considered  better  adapted  to  this  type 
occupancy. 

Nonveteran  aging  persons  cannot  now  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  state-aided  developments  under 
chapter  200,  inasmuch  as  this  is  an  exclusively 
veterans'  program.  This  Authority  has  been  in 
conference  with  the  State  Housing  Board  on  this 
matter,  and  legislation  will  be  introduced  to  make 
such  housing  available  both  to  aging  couples  and 
individuals  if  veterans  are  not  applicants  for  the 
small  apartments.  Since  most  young  veterans 
are  now  in  the  growing  family  class,  it  is  felt  that 
there  will  be  opportunity  to  serve  the  aging  in  this 
program. 

The  Authority  is  in  receipt  of  the  questionnaire 
from  the  State  Housing  Board  mentioned  in  the 
order. 

The  information  needed  is  now  being  assembled 
from  various  sources,  and  the  results  of  that  col- 
lection of  material  will  be  sent  to  the  State  Housing 
Board. 

This  Authority  has  already  conferred  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  receive  its 
viewpoint  on  this  problem.  Further  meetings  will 
be  held  with  other  interested  agencies. 

Be  assured  that  this  Authority  will  keep  abreast 
of  this  situation.

The  purpose  of  Councillor  Hurley's  order  is 
highly  commendable.  The  subject  raises  a  question 
that  has  long  vexed  fire  prevention  authorities  in 
the  city.  Under  our  present  law,  no  officer  of 
this  department  has  the  authority  to  prohibit  the 
sale  of  any  article  that  is  dangerous  to  the  public. 
There  are  many  products  on  the  market,  particu- 
larly toys  and  kindred  articles,  which  should  not 
be  sold;  however,  if  they  bear  the  proper  label, 
no  authority  can  order  the  vendor  to  cease  selling 

If  an  order  similar  to  that  of  Councillor  Hurley's 
could  be  made  more  general  in  its  scope,  the  Fire 
Department,  the  city,  and  the  public  safety  will 
be  benefited,  and  the  Council  will  have  rendered 
a  great  public  service  to  the  people  of  Boston.

The  vaccine  to  be  studied  is  the  one  recently 
developed  by  a  research  grantee  of  the  National 
Foundation — Dr.  Jonas  E.  Salk,  Research  Pro- 
fessor of  Bacteriology  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh. 
Nature  of  the  Study. 

The  vaccine  will  be  given  to  second  grade  school 
children  during  the  non-epidemic  period  before 
June  1,  1954.

In  a  gradually  expanding 
program,  more  than  200  counties  throughout  the 
United  States  will  be  involved.  It  is  expected  that 
as  many  as  25  counties  may  be  under  test 
simultaneously. 
Selection  of  Counties. 

To  insure  a  valid  basis  for  a  significant  study, 
counties  are  being  selected  whose  previous  records 
indicate: 

1.  High  polio  incidence  for  past  five  pears. 

2.  High  epidemic  rate  in  past  five  years  during 
June  through  September. 

3.  High  attack  rate  in  specific  age  group. 

4.  Adequate  health  and  education  facilities. 

5.  Socio-economic  factors,  geographic  location, 
ete.,  to  provide  a  significant  cross-section  study. 
Number  of  Children. 

It  is  expected  that  from  500,000  to  1,000,000 
children  will  receive  the  vaccine.  A  minimum  of 
500,000  is  required  to  provide  a  statistically  valid 
answer.  Up  to  a  million  may  be  involved,  de- 
pending on  amount  of  vaccine  available. 
Who  will  be  vaccinated. 

Children  in  the  second  grade_  of  school  will  be 
vaccinated.  The  age  of  the  child  will  not  be  the 
deciding  factor.  Children  of  this  school  grade  are 
usually  between  six  and  one-half  to  eight  years  of 
age. 
Dose  of  Vaccine. 

Three  injections  of  vaccine  will  be  given.  Each 
dose  is  1  c.c.  The  first  two  doses  will  be  given  at 
one-week  intervals,  the  third  dose  four  weeks  later. 
The  third  dose  is  the  "booster."  All  injections 
will  be  given  in  the  arm. 
Type  of  Control. 

The  basic  controls  will  be  the  children  in  the 
first  and  third  school  grades.  These  will  not  be 
injected.  The  incidence  of  subsequent  paralytic 
polio  in  those  grades  will  be  compared  with  such 
incidence  in  the  vaccinated  grades.  Other  controls 
will  be  the  siblings  of  the  vaccinated  children,  and 
children  in  second  grades  who  do  not  receive  the 
vaccine. 
Results  of  Study. 

The  results  will  not  be  known  until  sometime  in 
1955. 
Preparation  of  Vaccine. 

The  vaccine  is  composed  of  killed  virus  of  all 
three  types  which  have  been  grown  in  test-tube 
cultures  of  monkey  kidney  tissues.  The  virus  has 
been  killed  by  exposure  to  formalin  and  is  prepared 
in  a  watery  solution  (aqueous  type). 
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Vaccine  Production. 

The  vaccine  used  in  the  study  will  come  from 
several  sources,  with  the  bulk  of  it  to  be  produced 
by  a  pharmaceutical  manufacturer.  Dr.  Salk  is 
also  growing  the  virus  and  producing  the  vaccine. 
As  the  study  progresses,  the  vaccine  may  be  pro- 
duced by  a  number  of  pharmaceutical  houses. 
All  vaccine,  however,  will  be  produced  according 
to  Dr.  Salk's  formula. 
Safety  Tests. 

Before  being  administered  to  children,  the  vac- 
cine will  have  to  pass  three  independent  series  of 
safety  tests.  The  tests  will  be  performed  by  the 
commercial  manufacturer,  by  Dr.  Salk,  and  by  the 
Biological  Standards  Division  of  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health,  the  branch  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  which  licenses  and 
controls  the  manufacture  of  all  biological  prepara- 
tions. 
Who  Will  Conduct  the  Trials. 

The  vaccine  validity  study  will  be  a  project  of 
the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis. 
In  each  county  the  local  health  officer  will  be  in 
charge.  Local  physicians  will  administer  the 
injections. 
Cooperating  Agencies. 

The  study  is  being  conducted  with  the  close 
cooperation  of  state  and  county  public  health 
officers,  various  medical  societies,  and  school  au- 
thorities. The  Association  of  State  and  Territorial 
Health  Officers  has  appointed  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Dr.  R.  H.  Hutcheson  (Tennessee), 
Dr.  John  D.  Porterfield  (Ohio),  and  Dr.  Herman  E. 
Hilleboe(New  York),  to  advise  with  the  National 
Foundation  in  planning  the  vaccine  study. 
Volunteers. 

Volunteers  from  the  National  Foundation's  3,100 
chapters,  covering  every  county  in  the  United 
States,  will  help  in  organizing  and  manning  the 
study  in  local  areas;  civic  and  community  groups 
will  also  participate  in  the  project. 
Cost  of  Study. 

The  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  to  be 
$7,500,000. 

The  procedure  summarizes  the  program  as 
advocated  by  the  National  Foundation  for  In- 
fantile Paralysis  and  additional  data  pertaining 
to  the  protective  treatment  against  infantile  pa- 
ralysis. The  principles  of  immunization  as  applied 
to  poliomyelitis  have  been  set  forth  in  an  article 
bv  Jonas  E.  Salk,  M.D.,  in  the  American  Journal 
of  Public  Health,  Vol.  43,  No.  XI,  of  November, 
1953. 

A  killed  virus  vaccine  poses  no  problem  of  safety, 
with  respect  to  the  virus  component,  if  treatment 
is  carried  out  in  a  way  which  will  destroy  com- 
pletely the  capacity  to  multiply  without  imparing 
antigenic  effectiveness. 

The  information  is  that  the  vaccine  to  be  used 
in  the  program  is  composed  of  a  killed  virus  of 
all  three  types  of  the  known  viruses  for  anterior 
poliomyelitis.  In  reference  to  the  locations  in 
the  United  States  where  inoculations  were  to 
take  place  as  of  December  2,  1953,  a  final  selection 
of  the  counties  for  the  vaccine  field  trials  has  not 
been  determined,  but  they  shall  be  on  a  nationwide 
basis  on  a  highly  selective  procedure  worked  out 
in  cooperation  with  state  health  officers  in  deter- 
mining those  counties  where  the  vaccines  will  be 
administered.  The  counties  selected  will  have  to 
be  on  a  wide  geographic  distribution  throughout 
the  United  States,  including  rural,  small  urban, 
and  large  urban  communities.  They  will  ako 
have  to  embrace  various  race  and  economic  groups. 
Many  factors  will  have  to  be  considered  in  the 
selection  of  the  counties  for  study.  For  example, 
the  records  of  poliomyelitis  occurring  in  a  com- 
munity, the  adequacy  of  its  health  organization, 
and  its  desire  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  field 
trial,  and  the  desire  of  the  medical  society  to  co- 
operate and  the  assurance  of  local  doctors  that 
they  will  be  able  to  carry  out  the  administration 
of  the  vaccine  in  line  with  carefully  planned 
procedures. 

A  careful  study  has  been  made  relative  to  the 
proposed  program  for  the  protection  of  children  in 
the  second  grade  of  schools  at  selected  locations 
throughout  the  United  States  with  controlled 
groups  of  children  in  the  first  and  third  grades 
against  infantile  paralysis.  From  present  indica- 
tions the  vaccine  to  bo  inoculated  is  harmless. 
In  accordance  with  the  information,  however,  the 
incidence  of  infantile  paralysis  in  Boston  during 
I  he  last  five  years  is  not  of  sufficient  magnitude  to 
justify  selection  by  the  National   Foundation  For 


inoculation  in  this  area,  and  the  medical  societies 
and  physicians  have  not  demonstrated  an  enthu- 
siasm to  actively  participate  in  an  inoculation 
program  to  commence  in  February,  1954.  To 
effectively  carry  out  a  program  and  to  set  up  and 
register  controlled  groups  would  entail  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  exists  between  now  and  the 
date  which  the  Foundation  has  set  up  for  the 
commencement  of  the  program. 

An  immense  amount  of  experience  would  have 
been  gained  by  other  sections  of  the  county  where 
the  vaccine  would  have  been  used,  and  this  ex- 
perience would  be  of  inestimable  value  in  guiding 
Boston  in  determining  whether  an  anti-polio- 
myelitis inoculation  program  should  be  established 
at  some  future  date.

framed  to  them  by  a  stud-sized  brace  attached  to 
the  post  just  below  the  girt  and  running  in  the 
wall  at  an  angle  not  more  than  sixty  degrees  from 
the  vertical,  attached  at  the  other  end  to  the  girt 
or  sill.

"1.  No  resident  of  Boston  shall  operate  a 
bicycle  within  the  limits  thereof,  unless  such  bicycle 
is  registered  in  Boston  and  unless  the  registration 
plate  issued  therefor  is  attached  to  such  bicycle. 

"2.  This  department  shall  register  all  bicycles 
owned  by  persons  residing  within  this  city,  and 
issue  to  owners  thereof  certificates  of  registration, 
which  shall  be  in  effect,  unless  suspended  as  herein- 
after provided,  so  long  as  such  registrants  own  such 
bicycles."

In  the  opinion  of  competent  legal  authority, 
the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the  City  Charter, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  473  of  the 
Acts  of  1953,  authorize  the  City  Council  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  to  reorganize  and  abolish 
positions  created  by  statute,  with  the  exception  of 
those  in  departments  specifically  exempted  under 
chapter  473. 

7.  No  immediate  savings  are  claimed  for  the 
proposed  reorganization  plan  except  those  which 
may  result  from  the  elimination  of  administrative 
positions. 

8.  In  a  recent  bulletin,  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Taxpayers  Association,  in  comment- 
ing on  the  high  cost  of  local  government  in  Massa- 
chusetts, stated:  "Less  streamlining  of  administra- 
tive organizations  in  our  cities  and  towns,  as 
compared  with  many  states,  has  also  kept  our 
costs  high."  Boston  today  is  operating  under  a 
plan  of  departmental  organization  which  was 
established  when  its  tax  rate  was  $16.50  and  its 
tax  levy  $22,750,000.  The  present  inadequacy  of 
this  plan  is  apparent  in  our  current  $70.70  tax 
rate  and  $110,000,000  levy.  It  is  believed  that 
the  proposed  plan  of  reorganization  will  provide 
better  departmental  coordination,  thus  improving 
the  quality  of  the  services  of  our  city  government 
and  reducting  its  costs.  These  accomplishments 
will  mean  a  lessening  of  the  tax  burden  on  the 
taxpayers,  provide  a  higher  level  of  service  to  the 
public,  and  assure  the  employees  of  greater  security 
of  compensation  and  employment. 

9.  The  provision  that  "not  exceeding  thirty 
building  inspectors"  may  be  employed  in  the 
Building  Department  is  to  be  found  in  section  1 
of  chapter  9  of  the  existing  City  Ordinances.  This 
language  has  been  interpreted  consistently  to  mean 
that  class  of  inspectors  in  the  Building  Department 
concerned  with  the  structural  problems  involved 
in  the  Construction  of  Buildings.  Under  this 
interpretation  inspectors  concerned  with  special 
features,  such  as  egress,  sprinklers,  elevators, 
plumbing,  and  gasfitting  have  not  been  included 
in  the  limitation.  This  interpretation  will  be 
maintained  under  the  proposed  reorganization. 

A  specific  reply  to  the  tenth  and  last  matter 
mentioned  in  you  request  for  information  would 
appear  unnecessary;  for  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
I  am  informed,  has  adequately  dealt  with  that 
matter  in  a  letter  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
your  Honorable  Body.  Suffice  it,  therefore,  to 
repeat  that  I  said  in  my  message  of  November  30, 
1953,  submitting  to  you  the  pending  reorganization 
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ordinance,  that  a  reorganization  of  the  structure  of 
government  such  as  is  entailed  in  that  ordinance 
can  best  be  put  into  operation  at  the  commence- 
ment of  a  fiscal  year.  Accordingly,  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  you  act  upon  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance before  January  1,  1954.  Should  you  fail  to 
do  so,  the  proposed  ordinance  must  be  withdrawn 
in  the  interest  of  the  orderly  conduct  of  municipal 
business  and  resubmitted  with  another  adminis- 
tratively feasible  effective  date.

Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  to  the  best  of  his  ability  cause  all 
statutes,  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  re- 
lating to  the  duties  of  his  department  to  be  ob- 
served and  enforced,  and  subject  to  the  civil 
service  laws  and  rules,  when  applicable,  shall 
employ,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and  may  dis- 
charge for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient 
and  "cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  his 
department,  all  subordinates  in  his  department;

trative services  except  in  cases  where  the  mayor 
by  a  writing  orders  otherwise.  The  director  of 
administrative  services  shall  file  each  day  with 
the  mayor  a  copy  of  all  approvals  given  by  him 
on  the  preceding  day  under  this  section. 

Section  0.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  14  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: — 

Section  14.  If  the  officer  in  charge  of  any 
department  shall  at  any  time  have  the  care, 
custody  and  management  of  any  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  city  which  is  not  required  for  the 
purposes  of  such  department,  ho  shall  by  a  writing 
executed  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
retained  by  him,  one  copy  hied  with  the  city 
auditor  and  one  copy  delivered  to  the  purchasing 
agent,  transfer  the  care,  custody  and  management 
of  such  personal  property  to  the  purchasing  agont. 
who,  if  such  personal  property  is  required  for  tho 
purposes  of  another  department,  shall  by  a  writing 
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executed  in  like  manner  transfer  the  care,  custody 
and  management  thereof  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  such  department  and,  if  such  personal  property 
is  not  so  required  and  lie  estimates  the  value 
thereof  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  may, 
with  the  written  approval  of  the  mayor,  lease, 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  at  such  time, 
for  such  price  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall 
adjudge  most  advantageous  to  the  city. 

Section  7.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  16,  as  amended 
by  section  1  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion: — 

Section  16.  The  board  in  charge  of  the  library 
department  may,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  every 
other  department  shall,  when  material  or  supplies 
of  any  kind,  including  printing  and  binding,  are 
required,  obtain  the  same  from  the  purchasing 
agent  by  requisition  in  writing  on  forms  furnished 
by  said  agent,  who  shall  cause  to  be  included  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  administrative  services 
board  a  statement  of  the  cost  of  all  printing,  binding 
and  other  material  and  supplies  furnished  each 
department. 

Section  8.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  22  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  22.  Any  officer  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  by  a  writing  deposited  with  the  city 
auditor,  or  in  the  case  of  the  city  auditor  with  the 
city  treasurer,  designate  a  subordinate,  who  shall, 
for  such  time,  not  exceeding  four  weeks  from  the 
date  of  such  designation,  as  shall  be  specified  in 
the  writing,  be  authorized  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  such  officer,  and  for  the  acts  of  such 
subordinate  such  officer  shall  be  responsible. 

Section  9.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  3 
the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  3A. 
Administrative  Services  Department. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
a  board,  known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Direc- 
tor of  Administrative  Services,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  the  Super- 
visor of  Personnel,  an  officer  known  as  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent,  and  the  city  auditor,  and  the  city 
treasurer,  ex  officiis.  The  director  of  administra- 
tive services,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  and  the 
purchasing  agent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall 
devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  The  director  of  administrative 
services  shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and 
perform  the  duties,  of  a  department  head  with 
respect  to  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation  and  indemnification  of  subordinates 
for  the  administrative  services  department  and 
the  several  officers  thereof. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  adminis- 
trative services  board,  and  more  especially  of  the 
director  of  administrative  services,  to  make,  under 
the  mayor,  studies  and  recommendations  with 
respect  to  the  organization,  activities,  policies  and 
procedures  of  all  departments,  boards  and  officers 
so  that  the  administration  thereof  shall  be  economi- 
cal and  efficient.  The  administrative  services 
board  shall  divide  the  administrative  services 
department  from  time  to  time  into  such  divisions, 
as  said  board  shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department.  The  director  of  ad- 
ministrative services  shall,  from  time  to  time  as 
written  studies  and  recommendations  are  made  by 
him  or  by  the  administrative  services  board,  and 
at  such  times  as  the  city  council  may  order,  file  a 
copy  thereof  with  the  city  clerk  for  transmission 
to  the  city  council,  and  shall  cause  to  be  included 
in  the  annual  report  of  said  board,  summaries  of 
all  such  studies  and  recommendations. 

Section  S.  The  director  of  administrative  services 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  prepare  in 
segregated  form  the  annual  and  all  supplementary 
budgets  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council,  and  shall  report  to  the  mayor  on  all  sub- 
sequent revisions  of  the  items  in  any  budget.  The 
director  of  administrative  services  shall  also  pre- 
pare under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  all  transfer 
orders  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council  under  section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909.    The  director  of  administrative  serv- 


ices shall  further  prepare  under  the  direction  of 
the  mayor  the  form  of  estimate  sheets  to  be  used 
by  each  officer,  board  and  department,  and  each 
division  of  a  department,  for  which  the  city  ap- 
propriates money,  and  the  form  of  monthly  re- 
port of  such  officer,  board  and  department,  and 
each  division  thereof,  showing  expenditures  to 
date  of  all  appropriations  by  item.  The  director 
of  administrative  services  shall,  in  addition,  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  on  the  budget  commissioner  by  any 
statute  other  than  section  56  of  chapter  35  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  4-  The  supervisor  of  personnel  shall  (a) 
establish  and  maintain  personnel  records,  as  com- 
plete as  practicable,  for  all  persons  in  the  service 
of  the  city,  (6)  make  a  continuing  study  of  per- 
sonnel problems,  employment  conditions  and  eco- 
nomic changes  affecting  the  several  departments 
of  the  city,  (c)  recommend,  from  time  to  time  to 
the  mayor  and  the  several  officers  appointing 
subordinates,  programs  designed  to  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  career  service  with  the  city  and  admin- 
istrative policies  tending  to  improve  and  coordinate 
the  handling  of  personnel  matters,  (d)  supervise 
the  administration  of  all  compensation  plans  estab- 
lished for  employees  of  the  city  and  recommend 
such  changes  in  those  plans  as  from  time  to  time 
shall  seem  to  him  necessary  or  advisable,  and  (e) 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  on  the  budget  commissioner  by  section 
56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws.  The  super- 
visor of  personnel  shall  furnish  the  director  of 
administrative  services  such  assistance  as  said 
director  shall  require  in  connection  with  the  per- 
formance by  said  director  of  his  duties  under 
section  three  of  this  chapter. 

Section  5.  The  purchasing  agent  shall,  when 
satisfied  of  the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing 
signed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  re- 
quiring material  or  supplies  of  any  kind,  at  once 
comply  with  such  requisition  and  furnish  the  ma- 
terial or  supplies  requisitioned,  shall  require  suitable 
evidence  that  the  material  or  supplies  furnished 
are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the  requisition, 
and  shall  keep  suitable  records  of  all  requisitions 
received  and  materials  and  supplies  furnished. 

Section  6.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  shall,  when  satisfied 
of  the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing  signed 
by  any  officer  to  whom  the  city  is  required  by  law 
to  furnish  printing  or  binding,  supply  the  printing 
or  binding  requisitioned,  and  shall,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, standardize  all  such  printing  and  binding. 
All  printed  matter  done  for  the  city  shall,  so  far 
as  it  can  legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint  of  the 
union  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council 
of  Boston. 

Section  7.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  number 
and  print  as  city  documents  copies  of  the  mayor's 
inaugural  or  annual  address,  the  department  re- 
ports and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  ordered  to 
be  printed  in  the  form  of  a  city  document  by  the 
city  council  or  by  the  mayor.  The  number  of 
copies  of  each  document  to  be  printed  shall,  unless 
specified  by  the  city  council,  be  determined  by  the 
mayor;  provided,  however,  that  the  minimum 
shall  be  two  hundred,  of  which  number  one  hundred 
copies  shall  be  bound  in  sets  of  volumes  containing 
all  such  city  documents  with  an  alphabetical  index. 
All  city  documents  and  sets  of  volumes  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  city  messenger  and  distributed  in 
such  manner  as  the  city  council  may  direct. 
Special  publications  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
printed  on  order  of  the  city  council  approved  by 
the  mayor,  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  section 
except  as  to  distribution,  shall  not  apply. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  in  the  administrative 
services  department  a  board,  known  as  the  Art 
Commission,  consisting  of  five  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows: — one  from 
three  candidates  nominated  by  The  Boston  Society 
of  Architects,  one  from  three  candidates  nominated 
by  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  one  from  three 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  one  from  three  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  one 
from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
members  of  the  board  of  art  commissioners  in 
office  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance  and  hereinafter  called  the  expiring  board 
shall,  without  further  nomination  or  appointment, 
become  the  initial  commissioners  of  the  art  com- 
mission created  by  this  ordinance  and  shall  serve 
in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  The  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  for  a 
term  expiring  May  1,  1955,  in  the  case  of  the  mem- 
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ber  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  for  a  terra  expiring 
May  1,  1954,  in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  for 
a  term  expiring  May  1,  1958,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  a 
term  expiring  May  1,  1956,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Boston 
Art  Club,  for  a  term  expiring  upon  the  qualification 
of  the  commissioner  first  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  who  shall 
serve  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1957.  As  the 
term  of  any  initial  commissioner  other  than  the 
member  of  the  expiring  board  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  Boston  Art  Club,  or  of  any 
subsequent  commissioner,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such  commis- 
sioner for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the 
commission  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner 
for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  of  the  art 
commission  shall  '  serve  without  compensation. 
Any  secretary  elected  by  the  commission  outside 
of  its  own  membership  shall  also  serve  without 
compensation 

The  art  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  administrative 
services  board  or  any  member  thereof;  but  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  art  commis- 
sion shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor  except 
through  the  director  of  administrative  services 
and  shall  not  make  any  annual  or  other  report 
except  through  the  administrative  services  board. 

The  art  commission  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on 
the  board  of  art  commissioners  in  existence  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  10.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  art 
department,  including  the  board  of  art  commis- 
sioners, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 
duties  and  appropriations  of  said  department  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  art  commission  created 
in  the  administrative  services  department  by 
section  9  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  11.  Chapter  6  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  6  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  6.  The  auditor,  at  the  close  of  each 
month,  shall  charge  as  an  expenditure  of  a  depart- 
ment the  transaction,  act,  or  neglect  of  which 
caused  a  claim  or  suit,  the  amount  paid  in  settle- 
ment, or  on  execution,  therefor,  unless  provision  is 
made  for  such  payment  out  of  some  other  appro- 
priation; shall  charge  the  amount  of  every  bill 
allowed  by  him  for  printing  or  binding  furnished 
any  department  by  the  purchasing  agent  during 
such  month,  except  city  documents,  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  department  to  which  the  same  was 
furnished,  and  shall  credit  such  amount  to  the 
general  revenue  of  the  city;  and  shall  charge  to  the 
appropriation  for  each  division  of  the  public 
works  department,  or  to  the  appropriation  for  any 
special  work,  the  amount  of  all  bills  for  materials, 
tools  or  machinery  furnished  for  such  division,  or 
for  such  work,  by  other  divisions  of  said  depart- 
ment, and  shall  credit  such  amount  to  the  general 
revenue  of  the  city,  unless  such  materials,  tools  or 
machinery  have  been  furnished  by  the  water 
service,  in  which  case  the  amount  charged  shall  be 
credited  to  the  water  income. 

Section  12.  Chapter  8  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  budget 
department,  including  the  office  of  budget  com- 
missioner, is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers 
and  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  budget 
commissioner  by  section  56  of  chapter  35  of  the 
General  Laws  and  the  appropriations  relating  to 
such  powers  and  duties,  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  supervisor  of  personnel  created  by  section  9 
of  this  ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties  and 
appropriations  of  said  budget  department  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of  administrative 
services  created  by  said  section  9. 

Section  13.  Chapter  24  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947,  as  amended  by  sections  2,  3  and  1 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952,  is  hereby 


repealed;  and  the  printing  department,  including 
the  office  of  superintendent  of  printing,  is  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  said  superintendent  with  respect  to 
the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  compen- 
sation and  indemnification  of  subordinates  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of  adminis- 
trative services  created  by  section  9  of  this 
ordinance;  and  all  other  powers,  duties  and  appro- 
priations of  the  printing  department  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  purchasing  agent  created  by 
said  section  9. 

Section  14.  Chapter  34  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947,  as  amended  by  sections  6  and  7  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1952,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed; and  the  supply  department,  including  the 
office  of  superintendent  of  supplies,  is  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties  and  appropria- 
tions of  the  superintendent  of  supplies  with  respect 
to  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  com- 
pensation and  indemnification  of  subordinates  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  director  of  administrative 
services  created  by  section  9  of  this  ordinance;  and 
all  other  powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  said 
department  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  purchas- 
ing agent  created  by  said  section  9. 

Section  15.  Every  person  hold  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service  ex- 
amination or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or  posi- 
tion with  similar  status  in  a  department  or  agency 
created,  or  a  department  or  agency  not  abolished, 
by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person  shall,  upon 
such  reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to  retirement 
with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or  would 
thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As  used  in 
this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall  be  construed 
as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the 
acts  of  1953. 

Section  16.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of 
the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed  that  no 
person  holding,  whether  under  general  or  special 
law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  without  a  similar 
office  or  position  or  be  reduced  in  rank  or,  except  as 
provided  in  section  3  of  this  ordinance,  be  reduced 
in  compensation. 

Section  17.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the  same. 

Section  18.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
January  1,  1954. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

Coun.  JOYCE  moved  that  the  ordinance  as 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  the  ordinance  as 
submitted  by  the  committee  be  laid  on  the  table. 
The  motion  was  lost.

The  question  then  came  on  the  rejection, 
without  prejudice,  of  the  ordinance  as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor,  and  the  ordinance,  as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor,  was  rejected,  yeas  8,  nays  1:

Nays — Councillor  Hailer.

VETO   OF  ORDER  FOR  PAYMENT   OF 
ANNUITY  TO  MARY  I.  BARRETT. 

The  following  was  received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   December  31,   1953. 
To   the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the 
order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  21,  1953,  granting  under  section  89A 
of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  an  annuity 
for  the  widow  of  the  late  Frederick  J.  Barrett. 

Before  an  annuity  can  be  granted  under  the 
statute  cited,  it  must,  by  the  express  terms  of 
the  statute,  be  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  death  of 
the  deceased  was  the  natural  and  proximate 
result  of  an  accident  occurring,  or  of  under- 
going a  hazard  peculiar  to  his  employment, 
while  he  was  acting  in  the  performance  and 
within  the  scope  of  his  duty.  My  objection 
to  the  order  returned  herewith  is  that,  in  Mr. 
Barrett's  case,  this  fact  has  not  yet  been 
proven  to  my  satisfaction.  The  Medical  Board, 
in  reaching  the  conclusion  it  did,  appears  to 
have  relied  on  the  so-called  "heart  law" 
(G.  L.  [Ter.  Ed.]  c.  32,  s.  94,  as  amended), 
but,  as  appears  from  the  papers  attached  to 
the  petition,  the  Corporation  Counsel  advised 
the  Medical  Board  that  that  Board  should  con- 
sider this  case  as  if  it  had  arisen  prior  to  the 
heart  law  because  neither  hypertension  nor 
heart  disease  caused  the  death.  The  Medical 
Board's  report  refers  to  an  affidavit  of  Dr. 
Laurence  W.  McGrath;  but  that  affidavit  is 
essentially  the  same,  in  substance,  as  Dr. 
McGrath's  letter  of  June  13,  1953,  to  which 
the  Corporation  Counsel  makes  reference. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  autopsy  report  men- 
tioned in  the  Medical  Board's  decision  to  ne- 
gate the  cause  of  death  as  stated  in  the  death 
certificate,  which  mentions  neither  hyperten- 
sion nor  heart  disease.  It  may  be,  as  the 
autopsy  report  indicates,  that  a  hypertensive 
arteriosclerotic  heart  disease  was  present;  but 
that  does  not  establish  that  the  death  was  the 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  that  condition. 

My  recommendation  is  that  the  case  be  re- 
manded to  the  Medical  Board  to  consider  anew 
after  further  consultation  with  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  answer  to  your  request  for  report  and 
consideration  on  City  Council  order  concern- 
ing resolution  that  the  staff  and  budget  of  the 
Planning  Department  be  increased  substan- 
tially, I  am  writing  as  follows: 

The  City  Planning  Board,  in  deference  to 
your  Honor's  wishes,  has  presented  a  budget 
for  1954  which  it  considers  a  bare  minimum 
to  carry  out  its  assignments.  An  increase  of 
$16,000  in  the  regular  budget  over  that  ap- 
propriated last  year  and  an  increase  of  $35,000 
in  the  Special  Appropriation  for  the  Rezoning 
Study,  have  been  requested.  Actually,  in 
this  last  item  we  are  requesting  an  increase 
of  only  $16,000  over  what  was  spent  last  year 
since  practically  all  of  the  1952  appropriation 
was  available.  The  increases  asked  are  moder- 
ate when  the  work  program  is  considered. 

The  major  project  will  be  acceleration  of  the 
Rezoning  Study,  which,  in  fact,  speeds  up  the 
whole  planning  schedule.  It  will  involve 
meeting  with  neighborhood  groups,  not  only 
concerning  proposed  land  use  and  zone 
changes,  but  initiating  neighborhood  master 
plan  studies,  as  well  as  over-all  system  studies 
(schools,   recreation,  fire,  etc.). 

Besides  routine  operations,  special  studies 
like  the  central  area,  central  artery,  capital 
improvement  program,  parking  and  circula- 
tion, and  referrals  must  be  carried  forward  at 
the  same  time. 

Recognition  by  the  City  Council  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  city's  planning  problems  and  its 
interest  in  obtaining  a  proper  budget  is  ap- 
preciated.

been  such  for  not  less  than  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  making  of  such  application;  provided, 
however,  that,  at  such  times  as  the  city 
council  shall  deem  the  number  of  commercial 
use  shellfish  permits  so  granted  to  be  in- 
sufficient for  the  proper  working  of  the  shell- 
fish areas  in  the  city,  a  commercial  use  shell- 
fish permit  may  be  granted  upon  written 
application  by  any  inhabitant  of  the  common- 
wealth.

Councillor  Joyce  the  best  of  luck  and  a  happy 
and    prosperous    New    Year.
